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torians,  Wc  arc  informed  that  this  Prqjeft  was  of  aa 
older  Date ;  that  the  Eail  of  Nottingham,  previous  to 
hrs  Rcfigrjation  of  the  Eoft  of  LprtJ  High- Admiral  of 
England,  had  carncftly  follicited  the  King  to  engage  in 
Preparations  for  fuch  an  Enterprize ;  that  Sir  Robert 
Manfel  had  ilrongly  inti}jiatpd  to  Buckingham  that  it 
would  r'^flcft  the  higheft  Luftre  on  his  Abilities  in  the 
nayal  Department,  if  the  E^jfpeditipn  took  Place,  at  the 
Dawn  of  his  Adminiftration.  As  this  fortunate,  and 
afpiring  Favourite  too  eaiily  induced  the  Sovereign  to 
confcnt  to  the  Gratification  pf  all  his  Wifhes,  it  is 
reafonable  to  fuppofe  that,  through  his  Influence,  the 
Projeft  was  carried  iqto  Execution  j  notwithftandiog 
that  ^vilVill'iam  Monfon^  who  had  been  confultecl,  de- 
iivercd  an  Opinion,  fupported  by  ftrong,  and  clear  Ar- 
guments, that  it  was  ralh,  and  ill-founded ;  aod  that, 
inftead  pf  raifing  the  Reputation  of  the  naval  Power  of 
the  Englijhy  it  would  only  contribute  to  repdcr  them 
lidiculous,  as  the  whole  World  would  obferve  the  Dif- 
appointment}  whereas  but  Few  could  judge  of  its 
real  Caufes,  or  of  the  Injuftice  o^  ^eafuring  thereby

which  the  EngUJh  falutecl,  but  were  not  anfvvcred  by  a 
iinglc  Gun.  On  the  Day  following,  the  Admiral  fent 
an  Officer,  with  a  white  Flap-,  on  Shore,  in  Order  that 
he  might  acquaint  the  Vice-Roy  with  the  Reafons 
which  nave  Occalion  to  the  Arrival  of  the  Fleet.  Soon 
afterwards,  fovr  Turks  returned,  and  declared  that  the 
Vice- Roy  had  received  Orders  from  the  Grand  Seigniory 
to  treat  the  Engitjh  with-  the  moft  inviolable  Refpeft, 
and  to  permit  them  to  difcmtark,  whenfoever  they 
thought  proper,  and  purchafe  fuch  Provilions  as  they 
migljtwant.  They,  alfo,  promifed  thatif  the  Admi- 
Tal  would,  on  the  following  Day,  fend  on  Shore  a  Per- 
fon  of  Diftinftion,  with  the  Letters  from  the  King  of 
England,  fufficient  Hoflages  fliould  be  given  for  his 
Safety  Z^;. 

On  the   twenty- ninth,,  art  Englijh  Officer  dilein- 
barked,  and  informed  the  Turks  what  Pledges  were  de- 
manded for  thofe  Perfons  who  were  in  Readinefs  to 
wait  on  them  \vith  the  King's  Letters.     At  four  in  the 
Afternoon,  tlie  Signal-Gun  was  fired  from  the  Lion, 
and,  foon  afterwards,  Captain  "John  Roper ^  attended  by 
feveralof  the  chief  Perfons  Ijelonging  to  the  Fleet,  pro- 
ceeded in  his  Barge,   for  the  Purpofe  of  delivering  the 
Toval  Credentials  to  the  Bajhaw,  and  the  Divan,     As 
h©  approached  the  Shore,    he   was  informed,   by  a 
Meflenger,  that  the  principal  Turks  were  abfent,   and 
-  the  Holiages  not  ready  ;  but  that,  on- the  Morrow,   all 
Peiays  Ihpuld  be  removed  j  yet  no  Regard  was  paid  to 
thefe'Promifes.

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On  the  fecond  of  December,  Roper,  and  his  Compa^ ' 
ny,  landed  at  Algiers,  and  immediately  two  Inhabit^nM, 
of  the  firft  Rank,  were  fcnt  as  Hoftagcs  to  the  Aditft- 
ral.  Ori  the  third,  fix  S  inljh  Men  of  War  caft  An- 
chor within  the  Harbour,  when  the  commanding  Offi- 
cer llruck  his  Flag,  in  Honour  to  the  Englijh.  ifc, 
next,  went  on  Board  the  Lion,  and  informed  Sir  Ro* 
bert  Manjel  that  he  had  arrived  in  Purfuit  of  fonic 
lurkijh  Pirates,  who,  having  engaged,  taken  and  fct 
©n  Fircj  TuSpamfh  Ship,  of  the  Burthen  of  (even  hund^d 
Tons,  reduced  to  Captivity  the  whole  Cr^w,  ^mbUflt- 
ing  to  three  hundred  Perfons.  This  Squa'drOn'  ap- 
proached nearer  to  the  Town,  when  {dtttt  Shot  vterc 
jjxchangecl^  but  no  confiderable  Damage  cnfucd  frOm 
either  Side. 

On  the  fourth^  Sir  Robert  Manfel  received  an  An- 
fwer  to  the  King's  Letters,  froin  the  Divan j  and,  on 
the  fixth,  the,  T«;-/f/  concluded  their  Ncgociatibn,  by 
4efuling  to  difmifs  the  EngJiJh  Officer,  who  had  been 
jfirfi  fent  to  them^  unlefs  an  E^glijh  Coijful  Were  left  at 
Jlgiers.  On  this  Occafion,  ^\x  Robert  Manfel,  who, 
together  with  his  AflbciatfeSi  appeats  to  have  a£ted  Witli 
a  Duplicity  as  fhameful  as  that  which  He  wras  reviling, 
gave  Orders  that  a  common  Sailor  fhould  be  fumptu- 
oufly  attiredj  arid  difpatched,  with  the  Narj^e  Of  Con- 
lul,  to  the  Divan.  This  Trick  focceedcdj  the  Man 
was  refpeiStfuily  entertained^  and,  foon  afterwards^ 
forty  Ertglifhmen,  who  had  been  purpofely  frced^  from 
their  Captivity,  \vcnt  on  Board  the  Fleet,  where,  agfec- 
ably  to  their  Inftruftions,  they  informed  the '  Ad"mi- 
^ral  that  the  Turks  would  embrace  ah  early  Opportu- 
nity to  give  him  Satisfaftion  with  Rcfpcft  to  eVerjT

On  the  twenty-eighth,  they  fell  in  with  fevcn  Sail 
of  Flemijh  Men  of  War,  umier  the  Command  of  tfic 
Admiral  of  Zealand.  Ti^efe  were  a  Part  of  a  large  Ar- 
mament confift  ing  of  twenty  two  Ships,  and  divided 
into  Squadrons,  for  the  Purpofe  of  cruizing  near  tlic 
Strcights. 

On  the  fixtaenrh  of  February^  and  when  the  Fleet 
was  within  the  Bay  of  Gibraltar^  Supplies  arrived  from 
England^  in  two  Merchant- Ships,  and  two  Men  of 
War.  Thefe  laft  were  the  Mercury^  of  the  Burthen  of 
two  hundred,  and  forty  Tons,  having,  on  Board,  Hxty- 
five  Men,  mounting  twenty  brals  Guns,  and  htmg, 
commanded  by  Captain  Pet\  the  Spy^  of  the  Burtherr 
ef  one  hundred,  and  fixty  Tons,  and  carrying  eighteen? 
brafs  Guns.  Her  Complement  amounted  to  fit'ty-fivc 
Men,  and  her  Captain  was  Edward  Giles. 

Kcw  Occurrences  are   mentioned   in   the  Journals. 
from  this  Period,  until  the  twenty-ninth  of  yi^^''^/,  wheiv 
the    Fleet   arrived   in  the  Read    of  Majorca.     Fron» 
hence,  reinforced  by  three  large  Brigantines,  and  a  Po- 
Iftcre,  of  the  Burthen  of  one  hundred,  and  twenty  Tons, 
all  of  which  had  been  purchafed  by  the  Admiral^  the 
Fleet  departed  for  j1lgi*fs.     Arriving  there,    on  the 
cwenty-firft  of  May,,  the  Ships  were  thus  Rationed : 
The  Men  of  War  belonging  to  the  royal  Navy,  and 
the  Golden  Pharnixy  ^rew  up  in  a  Norths  and  Sauth  Line,, 
the  Admiral  riding  in  the  Middle  of  them,   Ea/f  of 
the  South  End  of  the  Mole.     Next  to  the  Admiral,  on: 
the  Northern  Side,  came  to  an  Anchor  the  Reformation^ 
and  the  Golden  Phoenix,  the  Convertine,  on  the  South 
Side,  and  the  Antelope  on  the  North  Side  of  the  Re^ 
formation,  the  Vice-Admiral  innermofl  on  the  S4futh 
Side,  and  the  Rear- Admiral  outermoft  on  the  North 

Side» 
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Side.  •Thd'Reinairtderof  the  Fleet  came  lo,  ^ilern  of 
,     .the  Admirals  of  their  refpcftive  Squadrons,  and^then 
^ndaorecl,  with  the  Wind  2X.fV4/i. 

On  the  Day  following,   fix- of  the  McrcliJMit'Ships 
were  ordered  to  ply  about  to  the  Weflivard^  and  Jiear  to 
>he  Shore,  for  the  Pui-pofe  of  pteventing  any  Pirates 
from  pafling  between  it,  and  the  Fleet.     Preparations 
_jfv:cre  alfo  made  for  executing,  at  the  fuccceding  Night, 
^  ,  '"the  D'elign  of  fetting  Fire  to  the  Ship*  within;  the i^'l?/^. 
**T  vioTurkiJh  Prizes,  the  one  of  the  Burthen  of  aa  hun- 
dred Tons,  and  the  other  of  the  Burthen  of  fjxty  Tons, 
were  filled  with  dry  Wood,   Oakham,  Pitch,.  Rofm^ 
Tar,  and  various  Combuftibles,   being,,  at  the  fame 
'Time,   provided  with  Chains,   Grappling-irons,   and 
Boats  to  bring  off  the  Men.     Next  followed  the  three 
Brigantincs,  procured  by  the  Admiral,  at  Alicant.  ■  :On 
Board  of  Thefe  were  Fire-Ballf,  Buckets  of. Wild-Fire, 
^  and  Fire- Pikes,  for  the  Purpofc  of  fixing  tkerji  to  the 
Vcflels  of  the  linemy.     A  Gunlod  was  alfo  prepared, 
and  raifed  by  Chains,  and  Grappling-irons.     It  was 
refolved  that  it  fliould  be  dilcbarged  into  the  Midft  of 
■"^the  Ships  within  the  Mo/e^  whilll  a  Boat  attended  for 
•  the  Purpofe  of  bringing  off  the  Men  who.  might  be 
concerned  in  this  Entcrprize.     Seven  Boats,  iiUed  vvith 
anned  Men,   followed  to  fuftain  thofe  belonging  to  the 
Fire-Ships,   in   Cafe  of  a  Purfuit,   at  ihcir  Hetrpat. 
'  Thefe,  alfo,  were  fupplied  vvith  Fire- Works,  for  the 
Purnofe  of  deftroying  the  Ships  without  xhcMoIe. 

As  the  Wind  proved  unfavourable,  the  Att^ippt  >vas 
deferred  until  the  f.venty-fourth,  .when  it  blew  bciikly 
at  South- South- fVeft,     The -Ship*  now  advajtccd  .  fo- 
rwards the  Moky  but  when  they  had  approached  within 
''Mullet-Shot  of  the  Head,  fo  ftill  a   Jahncnfued  that 
it  was  impoffible  for  them  to -enter.    The  Crews  ofc 
the  Boats,  and  Brigantinea,  perceiving  that:  they,  we  re 
a  difco-

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difcovcred  by  the  iSriglitnefs  of  the  Moon,  which  was 
then  at  Full,  and  hearing  the  Alarm  that  was  given  to 
the  To^n,  by  the  Sentinels  polled  on  the  Ramparts, 
determined  to  proceed,  and  the  rather,  becaufc  a  Ckrif- 
tian  Slave,  who  fwam  from  Algiers,  informed  them 
that  the  Turks y  !iot  fufpefting  an  Attack,  had  left  their 
Ships  almoft  intirely  ungnaidcd.  Their  Endeavours 
were,  notwithftanding,  fruitlefs,  as  the  Wind  was  yet 
too  gentle  cither  to  nourifb,  or  difperfc  their  Fire- 
Works. 

Ib  this  Service,  only  fix  Men  were  killed,  before  the 
Place.  Five  Were  fo  dangeroufly  wounded  that  they 
expired  foon  after  their  Return,  and  thirteen  were 
flightly  hvirt.  This  Nximber  canuot  be  deemed  confi- 
d^rable,  if  it  be  remarked  that  the  Attempt  was  made 
iinder  the  Wills  of  the  Town,  from  which  Place  the 
Otdnance,  and  Mufcjuets  were  difcharged  continually 
againft  them.  The  only  Damage  which  they  fuf- 
tained  was  during  their  Retreat,  previous  to  which 
they  ov^ed  their  Security  to  their  Situation,  as  they 
had  entered  within  ihtMoU  before  the  Alarm  was  given 
to  th?  Town,  ancf  the  Ships  which  were  ftationed  be- 
tween it,  and  the  Boats,  defended  them  from  the 
Fire  of  the  Enemy.  Thus  ended  an  Expedition  as  un- 
fortunate, 33  it  was  difhonourable. 

On  the  menty-fifth,  the  Englijh  weighed  Anchor, 
and  ilood  off  to  Sea,  wht'rt  four"  Sail  of  Pirates,  in  Spite 
of  the  Endeavours  of  the  latter  to  intercept  them» 
fteercd  their  CouVfe  by  the  JVeJIirmo/iVdinM  of  Land, 
'and' enttered  ^^itbiii  the  Harbour.  On  thi  twenty- 
bighth,  tht' BenavintTire,  and  the  fffrculei  Tun  a  Pirate 
Jflhore.''  On  'Board  of  thi^  Vdflel  were  an  haxidred, 
4nd  thirty  Turks,  together  with  eleven  C^rijitan  Cap- 
Jtttes.  All  were  drowned,  except  twelve  Turks,  who, 
with  biiEculty,  ^w»m  to  Land.

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On  the  thirtieth,  the  Fleet  again  entered  the  Baf^ 
arid  arichore J  within  the  Diftancc  of  three  Miles  itoni 
the  Town.  On  thfe  Day  following,  the  Engiijh  received 
Information  frbm  two  Genbefe  Sfevcs,  who  hkd  efcapcU 
from  ^Iglersy  thatj  ori  the  Night  df  their  Departure^ 
icvcn  of  the  lieft  Ships  belonging  td  that  Place  had  en- 
tered the  Mahy  whJth  would  probably  have  fallen  into 
their  Hands.  Thi:y  added  that  all  future  Attempts 
c*f  this  Nature  muf :  prove  indFedual,  as  the  Turk^  in 
Order  to  |>revent  the  Entrance  of  Veflels,  had  pkced  d 
Boom  acrols  the  Male,  whilft  their  Ships  v/ithin  it  were 
filled  with  armed  Men,  and,  without,  three  Gallics, 
and  fifteen  Boats^  were  fkatiotted  before  the  Booni,  ta 
guard  it* 

Notwithftanding  thefe  Advices^  the  Englijh  conti- 
nued in  the  Road,  until  the  fourth  of  June,  during 
which  Time,  their  Cruizers  took,  and  brought  in  a  Vef- 
ff;?,v  on  her  Paflage  from  Leghorn,  to  Algiers^  and  laden 
with  Venice  Cloth,  and  many  valuable  Commodities, 
cxciuiive  of  two  thoufand  Pounds^  in  Money.  From 
this  Event,  We  meet  with  no  material  Tranfaftion, 
and  it  will  be  fufficient  to  add  that  the  Ships  returned 
to  England,  previous  to  the  Conclufion  of  the  Month. 
*  This  ill-concerted  Enterprize  is  obfcrvcd  to  have  had 
no  other  EfFe£^  th»in  that  of  ex  poling  the  Engli/h  Com- 
merce to  the  Depredations  of  the  Mgerhtes^  who  com- 
mitted more  Injuries  than  they  teceivcd,  notwith- 
ftanding that  two  Fleets  (feeble  indeed  in  their  Opera- 
tions j)  were  afterwards  fent  out  againft  them,  the 
one  under  the  Command  of  the  Lord  fVillwghby,  and 
the  other  under  that  of  the  Earl  of  Denbigh,  Ozs  thefe 
Undertakings,  a  naval  Hiftorian  (*)  hath  made  fomc 
ftvere,  but  juft  Remarks,  and  particularly  complain?

In  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  fix  l^updred^  and 
twenty,  the  Eq/f  India  Company  fitted  out  four  new 
Ships  i  the  London,  of  the  Bu^tlien  of  eight  hundred 
Tons;  the  Harty  of  the  Burthen  of  five  hundred 
Tons;  the  Roebuck,  of  the  Burthen  of  three  hun- 
K^X^A  Tons ;  and  the  EagU^  of  the  Burthen  of  tvyo  hui>- 
dred,  apd  eighty  Tons.  All  thefe,  in  the  Month  of 
February,  fet  Sail,  under  the  Comraand  of  Captain  An- 
drew Shilling^  from  Tilbury^  and  proceeded  on  their 
Courfe.  together,  unti}  they  appj-oached  the  Shores  of 
pabuif  where  they  fpparaYcd  for  different  Voyages^ 
but,  foo.i  ^ftemardsj  rejoining,  prepared  for  an  Attack 
againft  the  PorHtguefiy  who  lay  in  wait  for  the  Purpofc, 
5it  Icafi,  of  hindering^  if  not  deftroyiqg  the  commercial 
intcrcourfe  of  the  Ent^lHh^  with  the  Perfiam.  On  their 
faflage  to  Jafquez^  the  intended  Scene  of  Aftioi, 
^hey  intercepted,  engaged,  and  took  a  Portuguefe  Vef- 
fel,  laden  with  Dates,  and  Rai^ns,  and  having  oa 
Board  a  Number  of  Arabian  Horles  defigned  tb  be 
^ranfported  from  Muf^at^  to  Chaul,

TJicy  perceived  that  it  cpnfifted  of  four,Galleohs,  two 
Galliots,  and  ten  Frigates,  which  laft  were  flationed, 
with  Supplies  of.  Men,  and  Ammunition,  at  a  Ihort 
Diftance^  and  near,  die  Eajitrn  Extremity  of  Jafqun 
Ro^d.  An  Engagement  foQp  «nfued,  and  laftcdj,  with- 
out IntexmiiHon,  during  nine  Hours,  when,  as  the 
Night  advanced,  all  Hoftiiitics  ceafed.  For  the  Space 
of  the  four  fuccecding  Days,  the  Endijh  rcnjained  un- 
molefted,  and  lapded  the  Mcr^andize,  and  Money, 
belonging  to  the  Eaji-hdia  Company.  At  length,  th*^ 
£nemy  reinforced  by  Men,  and  Arnn^unition,  from 
Ormmy  had  the  Refolu^ion  to  approach  nearer,  and 
,  were  faluted  with  a  Bfoad£[de,  which  gave  Occafion  to 
a, Battle  that  was  maintain^  with  equal  Obftinacy,  by 
■each  Party,  d^^ring  a  conliclcrablc  Time;,  when  thePtfr- 
tugutfe  cut  the  Cables  of  their  Ships,  and  availing 
t^n^felv^s  of  their  Frigates,  which  took  them  in 
Tow,  re^'e^tcd  to  a  i^curer  Diftaqce.

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{h)  I^Avas  tiieif  intention  to  have  feated  thcnJTelres  near 
llailfon's  River  i  but  theirDatoh  Pilot  had  been  bribed  liy 
tiis  1  Countrymen  to  fteer  their  VelTel  nrore  to  the  North- 
wajrc,  and  Hot  to  touch  at  that  Part  of  the  Continent  of 
which  they  themfelves  intended  to  take  Pofleffion.

Thfy,  next,  fent  put  Parties,  in  Order  that  they 
might  examine  the  Situation  of  the  Country,  and  deli- 
ver in  a  Report  conoprqing  the  moft  proper  Spot  for  the 
Eftablifhment  of  a  Colony.  At  their  Return,  the  whole 
Company  were  fo  fatisfied  with  the  Refult  of  their  Ob- 
fervvtions,  that  they  refolved  to  proceed,  as  foon  as 
poiSble,  to  the  Place  which  had  been  the  moft  ap- 
proved. Accordingly,  on  the  twenty-third  of  Decern^ 
hery  they  vifited,  and  fixed  upon  a»  Eminence  on  the 
main  Land>  where,  formerly.  Corn  had  grown>  antl 
which,  at  that  Time,  was  watered  by  many  Springs. 
Near  it,  and  in  View  from  an  adjacent  Hill  where  the 
MngHJh  intended  to  ere£l  a  Fort,  was  a  capacious  Bay, 
and  within  it  w^re  JRhode^  and  Elizabith  Jilapds.  No 
Time  was  now  loft ;  a  neceffary  Number  of  Edifices 
were  conftru£ted  ;  but,  in  Order  that  as  few  as  poffibfe 
Plight  ferve,  the  Colonifts  divided  themfelvc*  into  nine- 
teen Families,  who,  after  an  aftiduous  Toil,  during  thr^c 
,  Months,  had  intirely  laid  the  Foundations  of  a  Town.^ 
The  Land  immediately  adjoining  to  this  Spot  was

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As  the  Colonifts  were  fettled  far  to  the  Northward 
of  the  Territory  for  which  they  had  engaged,  they 
wanted  an  Authority  to  confirm  them  in  their  Pof- 
feiiions  j  and  therefore,  it  was  agreed)  to  chule^  until 
they  fliould  be  impowered  to  proceed  legally,  by  n 
Charter  from  the  King,  a  Set  of  Rulers,  who  were  to 
[govern  them  as  nearly  confonant  as  poffible  to  the

fn  the  following  Year,  this  Plantation,  which  wa$ 
{reinforced  by  thirty- five  Men,  from  England,  and  fup-

ftill  in  Force,)  and  eftablilhcd  a  Kind  of  Company, 
prepared  for  a  Voyage  to  the  River  of  Ama%ons^  chiefly 
for  the  Purpofe  of  fettling  on  the  adjacent  Land,  and 
mailing  a  Return  of  fuch  Commodities  as  it  afforded. 
'  On  the  thirtieth  of  Apr'tl^  he  fet  Sail  from  Plymouth, 
accompanied  by  an  hundred,  and  twenty  Gentlemen, 
cxclufivc  of  Paffengers,  and  the  Crews  belonging  to  a 
Ship,  a  Pinnace,  and  two  Shallops.  Jn  the  Courfe  of 
feven  Weeks,  thefc  Adventurers  approached  the  Mouth 
of  the  River,  and,  having  failed,  feveral  hundred 
Leagues,  along  the  Shore,  were  fo  fortunate  as  to  difco- 
ver  a  fertile  Country,  the  Inhabitants  of  which  were 
courteous  in  their  Manners.  Having  concluded  his 
commercial  Negociations,  Captain  North  left  the  Ma- 
jority of  his  Company  upon  the  Spot,  and  returned  to 
England  with  fuch  a  large  Cargo  of  valuable  Merchan- 
dize as  feemed  an  Earneft  of  Eafc,  and  Opulence,  dur- 
ing the  Remainder  of  his  Life;  but  the  infattuated 
yames,  overpowered  by  the  artful  Infinuations  of  G'cw- 
domar,  the  Spanijh  AmbaiTador,  imprifoned  this  cele- 
brated Adventurer,  and  detained  his  Goods  until  they 
were  damaged,  and  unfit  for  Sale.  This  A£t  of  Op- 
preffion  retarded  the  Continuance  of  his  Projeft,  not- 
withftanding  that  feveral  of  his  Company  remained  in 
the  Country  of  the  Amazons^  during  a  eonliderabk 
Time  (^k).

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Tow»'r^s  the  Conclufion  of  the  Month  of  O£fobir, 
lin  the  Year,  one  thouiancl,  lix  hundred,  and  twenty- 
one,  the  Jacoby  of  Bri/iol,  a  Ship  oi  the  Burthen  of  one 
hundred,  and  twenty  Tons,  was  overpowered,  and  ta- 
ken, after  a  fcvere  Engagement,  by  a  Cor/airy  belong- 
ing to  Jitters.  The  Tur/ts  took  out  of  this  Prize  all  the 
Crew,  excepting  four  Pcrfons,  and  fent  on  Board  of 
her  thirteen  of  their  own  Men,  one  of  which  was  ap- 
pointed Captain,  and  dire^ed  to  let  Sail,  'n  her,  for. 
Jlgiers. 

On  the  fifth  Night  from  their  Depai,  .re,  a  violent 
Storm  arofe,  and  the  four  Engitjhmen,  to  whom  the 
Dread  of  Slavery  appeared  more  terrible  than  Death, 
availed  theml'elves  of  the  Confufion  which  this  Event 
occaiioned,  in  Order  to  regain  their  Liberty.    Obferv- 
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ing  that  the  Captain  was  alT^fting  his  Companions  to- 
ftrikc  the  Siiils,    they  rufbcd,  fucJilenly,    upon    him, 
and  pufhcd  him  overboard.     Having  Icizcd  a  Kope, 
the  tnd  of  which  lay  floating  on  the  Ocean,   he  ap- 
proached tlie  Ship's  Side,   and  was  on  the  Point  of 
chmbing  up,  when  he  received  a  Blow,  in  Conre(]Ucncc 
of  which  he*  fell  backwards,  and,  thus  rendered  imablft 
to  regain  his   Hold,  foon  periflied  amidft  the  Waves. 
'  The  other  Turhy  engaged  in  Attention  to  their  Duty, 
were  Strangers  to  the  Calamity  which  bcfel  their  Cap- 
tain, nor  luipe£^ed  an  Infurreftion  from  the  Engltjh^ 
until  they  obierved   that  they  were  armed  with   Cut- 
lafles,  which  they  had  feizcd  out  of  the  Cabbin  be- 
longing to  the  Mafter.     After  a  feeble  Oppolition,  two 
I  of  the  Pirates  were  flain;  a  third  jumped  overboard, 
and  was  drowned,  whilft  the  remaining  nine  fled,    for 
I  Shelter,  below  the  Hatchways,  and  were  immediately 
I  confined.     Thus  fuccefsful,   the  Englijh  direfled  their 
Courfe  to  Saint  Lucar,  in  Spain^  where  the  Turks  wcr© 
fold  to  fome  of  the  principal  Inhabitants,   and  lan- 
iguifhed,  afterwards,    under  that  Slavery  which  they 
[had  defigned  for  Others  (»). 

On  the  firft  of  November^  and  in  the  fame  Year,  the 

\hJicholas,  of  Ptymattthy    a  Ship  of  the  Burthen  of  forty 

Tons,  and  commanded  by  yohn  Rawlins^  departed  for 

[the  Streights  in  CtMnpany  with  the  Bonavtnture,  of  th© 

|fame  Port,  and  of  the  Burthen  of  feventy  Tons. 

On  the  eighteenth,  the  Englijh  arrived  within  Sight 
[of  Gibraltar^  and  difcovered  five  Ships  in  full  Sail  to- 
jwards  them.  In  a  fhort  Time,  tliey  came  along 
[Side,  hoifted  Turkijh  Colours,  and  attacked,  and  took 
le  Nichi/aSf  and  the  Bonaventun,     The  laft  Vcflcl  was

the  Guard  of  thirteen  Turks.    Tov^ards  the  Cloic  of  the 
fucceeding  Night,    a  dreadful  Tcmpeft  feparated  the 
Vice- Admiral  Ship  from  the  Nicholai.    On  th^  tvventy- 
fccond,   the   former,   having  Rawiins  on   Boa'd,   en- 
tered the  Harbour  of  Algiers ;  and,  on  the  twenty-fixth, 
the  latter  arrived  within  the  Road,    when  the  Prilon-', 
«rs  were  all  conducted  to  the   Bajhaw,  who  chole  the 
tnoft  robuft,  and  healthy  Perfons  amongft  the  En^lijh". 
meftf    and  gave  Orders  that  tlic  reft  Ihould  be  fold,   ii> 
the  public  Market-Place. 

As  Rawlins  had  loft  the  Ufe  of  one  Hand,  he  was; 
purcViafed  by  the  Captain,  who  took  him,  at  a  low* 
Price,  and,  foon  afterwards,  on  Account  of  his  Infir- 
mity, fold,  together  with  two  of  the  Crew  belonging 
to  the  Nicholas.,  for  a  fmall  Sum,  to  one  John  GooJall, 
an  EngUJh  Renegado,  who,  with  his  AfTociates,  had 
purchafed  the  Exchange,  of  Brijlol.,  a  Ship  formerly  ta-,. 
ken  by  the  Pirates,  but  then  lying,  unrigged,  withi^ 
the  Mole,  and  not  fufficiently  manned  for  the  PurpofeJ 
of  a  Voyage.  ,; 

On  the  feventh  of  January^  in  the  Year,  one  thou- 
fand,  fix  hundred,  and  tvyenty  tvyo,  the  Exchange, 
which  now  mounted  twelve  Guns,  was  intirely 
equipped,  and  departed  on  a  Cruize.  On  Board,  were 
fixty- three  Turkijh  Moors,  nine  EngUJh  Slaves  ;  and  one 
Frenchman,  and  four  Hollanders,  who  were  free.  To 
fcrvc  as  Gunners,  the  Captain  had  procured  two  Sol- 

diefSj 


le  Year,  one  thou- 
ivo,     the    Exchange^ 
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clicrs,   the  one  an  EngUJh^   and  the  other  a  Dutch  Re» 
negado. 

RdLvlirts,  to  whom  the  Lois  of  Liberty  was  rendered 
doubly  painful  by  the  l\eflc£\ion  that  he  liad  become, 
the  Slave  of  one  who  drew  his  firft  Breath  within  the 
Land  of  Freedom,  and  fhould  have  dildaincd  the 
Thought  of  holding  a  FcUow-Subjeft  in  Captivity,  de- 
termined to  avail  himfclf  of  the  Hrft  favourable  Oppor- 
tunity to  break  loofe  from  Bondage.  For  this  Pur- 
pole,  he  hiid  fecretly  procured  Ropes,  iron  Crows,  and 
all  neceflary  Implem.cnts,  in  Order  to  dole  up  the 
Scuttles,  Gratings,  and  Cabbins,  and  to  fecurp  tlic 
Captain,  and  all  his  Company.  It  was  likewifc  agreed 
amongft  his  Afliftants,  that,  at  a  Signal  given,  the  Eng-' 
UJhj  being  M afters  of  the  Gun-Room,  ihould  either 
blow  their  Enemies  up  at  once,  or  deftroy  them,  as 
tlicy  ifl'ucd  from  their  Cabbins.  Ratvlinsy  cautioufly, 
and  by  Degrees,  dilcovered  his  Intentions  to  the  four* 
Holionders,  who  not  only  exprefled  their  Determina- 
tion to  join  him,  but  brought  over  to  his  Party  the 
Kenegadoes,  their  Countrymen,  whilft  the  Englijh  pre- 
vailed alfo  on  the  Renegadoes  of  their  Nation  to  co- 
operate in  the  Enterprize. 

During  the  7'ime  that  thefe  Plans  were  in  Agitation, 
Rawlins  perfuaded  the  Captain,  who  had  already  paflcd 
the  Moutli  of  the  Streights,  to  fteer  his  Courfe  North- 
wards. On  the  fixteenth  of  February,  the  Pirates 
feized  a  Hark  belonging  to  To  bay,  and  laden  with  Salt. 
On  Board  of  this  Prize,  (which  had  been  cleared  of  all 
the  Crew,  except  a  Mate,  and  two  Mariners,)  were 
placed  ten  "lurks,  together  with  the  Eng/i/h,  and  the 
two  Duhh  Renegadoes,  who  had  promiled  to  ailift  in 
the  Execution  of  the  Plot.  Before  they  quitted  the 
Ship,  Rawlins  eml)raced  an  Opportunity  of  alTurino- 
tliem  that  he  (houl^  make  his  Attejnpt,  either  during 

^  4  thrvt. 
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<hat,  or  the  fuccceding  Night.  He  likewife  informed 
them  what  Signal  would  be  given  immediately  pre- 
vious to  the  Opening  of  the  Enterprize,  and  ftrongly 
recommended  to  them  that  they  fhould  fet  every 
Sail,  and  fteer  towards  the  E'^glijh  Cnaft. 

On  the  following  Morning,  the  Prize  was  out  of 
Sight,  and  the  Captain  of  the  Exchange^  inflamed  with 
Rige  at  the  CondufV  of  thofe  whom  he  had  appoint*- 
cd  to  take  Care  of  her,  iniinuated  that  it  was  his  De- 
termination to  reiurn  immediately  to  Algiers.  Rawlins 
was  now  convinced  of  the  Neceflity  of  improving  the 
prefent  Moment.  H?,  therefore,  informed  the  Captain 
tliat  much  Water  was  in  the  Hold,  but  that  it  did  not 
reach  the  Pumps,  bccaufe  the  Ship  had  too  deep  a  Lar 
ding  near  the  Head.  Deceived  by  this  Report,  the 
latter  gave  Orders  that  four  Guns  iliouid  l^  removed 
towards  the  Stern,  rind  accordingly,  two  were  placed 
•  in  Front  of  th.  Binnacle,  and  two  in  the  Steerage. 
Rawlins^  having  procured  as  much  Powder  as  was  ne-r 
ceflary  to  prime  the  Pieces,  reprefented  to  the  Captai-n 
the  Expediency  that,  in  Order  to  right  the  Ship,  all 
Hands  fhould  be  employed  at  the  Pump.  During  this 
Operation,  he  procured  two  lighted  Matches,  and  left 
they  (hould  be  difcovered,  fecreied  one  within  a  Can, 
and  the  other  between  two  Spoons.  Soon  afterwards, 
he  difchavged  a  Gun,  by  the  Shot  from  which  the 
Binnacle  was  broken  all  to  Pieces.  At  this  Report,  the 
Englijh  immediately  a^kmblcd,  and  cleared  the  Hold  of 
the  Moors^  and  Turks^  who  had  been  left  below.  The 
Captain,  and  his  Adherents,  now  endeavoured  to  feize 
the  Englifh  who  were  ftationed  between  the  DecKs ; 
but  fo  gallant,  and  efFe£tual  was  their  Refiftance,  that 
feveral  of  the  former  were  killed  by  the  Difcharge  of 
Mufquets,  through  the  Gratings,  and  the  Survivors 
cried  out  for  Mercy.  Tiiey  were  diic£led  by  their 
■        i  Con^uerni 
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Conquerors  to  go  downfmgly  into  the  Hold,  where  (lis- 

criminally  ungovernable  was  the  Rage  of  Rawlins,  and 

Lhis  Aflbciates  !)    many  were  mallacrcd,   and  the  moft 

intimidated,  to  avoid  Iharing  the  fame  Fate,  plunged  at 

)nce  into  the  Ocean.     Out  of  forty -five,  no  more  thaa 

fix  were  faved.     Amongft    thefe,    wa«    the  Captain^ 

ivho,  together  with  his  Companions,  was  conveyed  by 

lawlim,  and  his  brave  Adherents,  to  Plympuih^   whcrr 

[thev  arrived,  on  the  fifteenth  of  Ftbruary^  iii  the  Yeax^ 

[one  thoufandj  fix  hundred,  and  twenty- two. 

The  Torhay  Bark  arrived  fafely  at  P^zawe,  in  Camt' 

•Will,  and  either  fo  artful  were  the  Englijh,  or  fuch  waj 

the  Ignorance  of  the  Turks,  that  the  latter  were  pcr«» 

iuaded  that  the  Veflel  was  failing  towards  Algiers,  Utt- 

^til  the  Day  tliat  they  approached  the  Shore.     At  this 

Teriod,    they  attempted  to  refift,  but  were  ovcrpow- 

^^red,   and  confined  underneatli  the  Gratings.     When 

^|he  Engli/h  had  caft  Anchor,   the  Turks  were  landed, 

md  afterwards  fenc,  as  Prifoners,  to  Exeter  {0), 

During  the    Courfe  of    this  Year,    Sir  Ferdinaneh 
rorges,   who  had  fuperintended  the  Adminiftration  of 
kfTairs  in  New- England,  refle£l:ing  on  the  Extent  of 
fhe  Bounds  v/hich  had  been  fixed  to  the  Plantations  ip 
khofe  Parts,   and  the  flow  Progrefs  of  all  Enterprizei 
for  the  Eftablifhment  of  Colonies,    fu^efted  to  Sir 
'^iliiam  Alexander,  a  Member  of  the  Privy  Council, 
secretary  of  Stc^te  for  the  Kingdom  of  Scotland,   and, 
ifterwards.  Earl  of  Stirling,  the  Expediency,  and  Ad- 
rahtage  of   introducing    another  Settlement  in   that 
'ountry.     Accordingly,  a  Patent  was  obtained,  and  a 
)hip  failed,  with  Colonifls,    for  Nova  Scotia,   which 
^lace  was  to  be  holden  by  Sir  IVilliam,  of  the  Crown  of 

Scot^

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Scotland,  and  governed  by  the  Laws  peculiar  to  that 
Kingdom. 

.  I'he  Vcflel,  which  had  proceeded  too  late  frt^m  Eng- 
landy  was  forced  to  winter  at  Newfoundland.  At  the 
Commencement  of  the  enfuing  Spring,  the  Colonifts 
renewed  their  Voyage,  and,  having,  on  their  Arrival 
at  the  deftined  Port,  fixed  on  a  Spot  proper  for  a  Set- 
tlement, returned  to  England^  fully  refolved  to  revifit 
the  Place  at  the  Beginning  of  the  next  Year,  and  carry 
thither  whatfoever  might  be  ncceflary  for  the  £xecu- 
tion  of  their  Enterprizes. 

'  Yet  the  Affairs  of  this  Plantation  were  not  prosper- 
ous ;  and,  although  feveral  Ships  rcforted  thither  from 
England,  for  the  Purpofe  of  exchanging  Merchandize ; 
yet  neither  the  Engl'tjh,  nor  the  Scotch y  were  able  lo  in- 
troduce a  Settlement,  and  the  French,  avaihng  them- 
felves  of  this  Circumftancc,  took  Pofl'effion  of  the 
Country,  and  crefted  Fortifications  at  Port  Royal,  on 
the  Northern  Side  of  Funda  Bay,  and  in  forty  five  De- 
grees of  North  Latitude.  It  is  necdlefs  to  acquaint  the 
Reader  that  this  Place  was  retaken  by  the  Englijh,  and, 
afterwards,  recovered  by  the  French,  who  held  ii  d  jring 
fome  Time  (p). 

We  now  proceed  to  a  Continuance  of  the  Relation 
of  the  Affairs  of  Virginia,  The  rapid  Increafe  of  Po- 
pulation, and  the  long,  ai^d  uninterrupted  Peace 
which,  from  the  ^ra  of  the  Marriage  between  Rolfe^ 
and  Pocahontas,  had  been  obferved  by  the  Indiam,  and 
the  Colonifts,  proved  the  Means  of  fuggefting  to  the 
laft,  Ideas  of  Security  as  fatal  as  they  were  groundlefs. 
Accuftomed  to  mix  igi\l\i  the  Englijh,  at  tlietr  Enter- 
tainments,

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rainments,  to  join  in  all  their  Occupations,  to  enter 
their  Hou{es  at  Difcrction,  to  lleep  with  them  under 
the  fame  Roof,  and  to  examine,  and  ufe  the  various 
implements  which  they  had  brought  hom  Europe,  the 
Indians  were  not,  at  any  Period,  Strangers  to  their  Pur- 
iiuits,  and  knew,  almoft  without  the  Trouble  of  In-. 
uiry,  whether  they  were  at  Home,  or  in  the  Woods, 
in  Bodies,  or  difperfed,  in  a  Situation  of  Defence,  or, 
totally  unguarded.  Grown  expert  in  the  Management 
of  Fire  Arms,  they  not  only  fuppofed  themlelves  fuffi- 
ciently  formidable  to  contend  againft  the  Colonifts,  but 
fccretly  wilhed  for  an  Opportunity  to  perpetrate  the 
moft  violent,  and  barbarous  Hoftiiities. 

A  melancholy  Event  foon  gave  Occalion  to  the  In- 
dulgence of  their  Wilhes.     An  Indian,  who  had  mur-, 
dered  his  M  after,  an  European,  was  (hot  by  two  Boys, 
the  Servants  of  the  deceafed.     The  whole  Race  of  Sa- 
vages, fired  with  Revenge,   now  determined  to  engage  } 
in  a  general  Maflacre  of  the  EngUlh,  and,  for  the  Exe- 
cution of  their  Purpofes,   had  fixed  on  the  Forenoon  of 
the  twenty-fccond  of  March,  a  Time  when  the  Ob- 
jedts  of  their  Barbarity,  working  in  their  Plantations, 
would  be   at   once  defencelefs,    and  difperfed.     This, 
dreadful  Enterprize  was  to  extend,  in  the  fame  Inftant, 
to  all  the  feveral  Settlements,  excepting  that  which  wai 
fituated  on  the  Eajlern  Shore. 

In  the  preceding  Afternooo,  the  Savages,  the  more. 
effedlually  to  colour  their  Defigns,  prefented  the  Eng^ 
iijh  with  Deer,  Turkies,  Fifli,  and  Fruits,  but  bor- 
rowed their  Canoes,  in  which  they  croiTed  the  River, 
for  the  Purpofe  of  advifing  with  a  neighbouring  Race 
of  Indians,  concerning  the  prope reft  Meafures  for  the 
Accompliftiment  of  their  execrai)le  Confpiracy.  On 
the  Morning  of  the  MafTacre,  they  mixed,  unarmed, 
^ongft  the  (j^oionifts,  partook  of  their  Repjtils,  and 

prc-». 
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prefefved  ©very  feigned  Appearance  of  Frtcdom,  and 
of  Friendfhip.  When  the  Time  approached  for  the 
Perpetration  of  their  Defign,  they  gradually  with- 
drew, but,  on  a  fudden,  returned  with  Hatchets,  Axes, 
and  Fire- Anns,  and,  rufliing  upon  the  Englijh^  with- 
out Regard  to  either  Sex,  or  Age,  deftroyed  all  who 
fell  within  their  Power.  Some  who  made  a  brave,  and 
early  Refiftancc,  had  the  good  Fortune  to  efcape. 

In  the  Lift  taken  of  the  Chrijiians  who  were  murder- 
ed, during  the  Courfc  of  that  Morning,  the  Number 
amounted  to  three  hundred,  and  forty  feven,  moft  of 
whom  died  of  Wounds  given  with  their  own  Inftru- 
ments,  and  working  Tools.  The  Maflfacre  would  have 
been  more  gcncial,  but  that  the  Plot  was  providentially 
difcovered,  during  the  Night,  which  preceded  the  Exe- 
cution of  it,  by  a  faithful  Indian  to  his  Mailer,  Mr. 
Pace.  To  this  timely  Information,  Jnmes-Tewti,  and 
the  neighbouring  Settlements,  were  indebted  for  their 
Saffety.  The  EngUfli  were  now  become  lb  exafperated 
againft  the  Savages  that  they  prepared  for  open  VV  ar, 
dor  did  they  abftain  from  the  Commifiion  of  the  moft 
violent  Hoftilities,  until  the  Nations  concerned  in  the 
dctefted  Maffacre  had  been  totally  extirpated  (^). 

The  Calamities  by  which  Virginia  was  afflifted  fo 
trrrificd  the  Majority  of  the  furviving  Colonifts,  that  a 
Multitude  of  Families  retired  haftily  to  the  Coafts  of 
Caroling^  and  fettlod  in  the  Province  of  MalUca^  near 
the  Head  of  the  Rivtir  of  May^  where  they  performed 
the  Offices  of  Miilionaries  amongft  tiie  Mallicans,  and 
the  Jpc/lachitesy  whofe  Sovereign  they  are  recorded  to 
have  baptized.  Such  was  the  Occafion  of  the  firft 
J^n^/ijb  Settlement,  in  theie  Parts,  but  it  was  not  until

In  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  fix  hundred,  and  twenty*- 
irec,  happened  the  dreadful  Maffacrc,  at  Amboyna,  Of 
;|his,  we  fliall  prcfent  the  Reader  with  a  full,  and  impar- 
ial  Relation,  becaufe  (to  borrow  the  Language  of  a 
|aval  Writer  (i),  )  it  gave  Birth  to  that  Hatred  which 
le  Englijh  had  conceived  againft  the  Dutch  j  an  Ha- 
ted long  in  its  Duration,  and,  fatal  in  its  EfFefts.  By- 
Treaty  concluded  between  Great  Britain^  and  the 
Jnited  Provinces^  in  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  fix  hun- 
rcd,  and  nineteen,  it  was  ftipulated  that  the  Dutdj 
lould  enjoy  two  thirds,  and  the  Englijh  one  of  the 
Vade  carried  on  at  Amboyna,  In  Purfuance  of  this 
Agreement,  Factories  were  not  only  erefted  in  that 
land,  but  in  other  Places.  The  Dutch,  who  beheld 
I^ith  Envy,  and  Malevolence,  the  Conveniences  of 
4|ieir  Situation,  and  the  Progrefs  of  their  Commerce, 
gprere  determined  inftantly  to  purfue  fuch  Meafures  as 
jould  efFeft  the  Extirpation  of  the  Englijh.  Accord- 
igly,  under  Pretence  that  a  Confpiracy  was  forming, 
ley  feized  the  chief  Perfons  in  the  Fa£lory,  and,  by 
'orture,  wrung  from  them  a  Confeffion  of  Crimes 
^hich  they  never  had  committed.  This  abandoned 
^rocefs  was  followed  by  the  Execution  of  a  great  Num- 
;r  of  the  Englijh  j  but  the  Dutch,  under  tne  fpecious 
lew  of  Clemency,  agreed  to  difcharge  the  reft, 
'hey,  notwithftanding,  entered  forcibly  into  Poffef- 
)n  of  all  the  other  Fadories  belonging  to  the  Englijh, 
\n  the  Iflands  which  produced  Spice,  and  thus  mono- 
polized

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,polizcd  that  valuable  Article  of  Commerce.  That  thele 
miferable  Vi£lim3  to  the  Avarice,  and  Barbarity  ot 
their  Pcrfecutors,  were  abfolutely  innocent,  feemed  evi- 
dent  from  Citcuml^ances  that  could  not  be  contcHed, 
*rhe  EngU/h  had  only  few  Houfes  wherein  their  Fafta- 
ries  were  eftablifhed  j  but  the  Dutch  had  rendered 
themfelves,  by  the  Conftruftion  of  ftrong  Fortrcffes, 
too  powerful  to  !  2  reiifted.  The  Number  of  the  En^- 
lijh  did  not  exceed  twenty.  In  the  Caftle  belonging  to 
the  Dutch,  were  two  hundred  Soldiers ;  and)  within 
the  Harbour,  rode  eight  large  Ships  of  War.  At  the 
Place  of  Execution,  the  Prifoners  protefted  folemnly 
that  they  were  not  guilty  of  the  Crimes  which  had  been 
alleged  agai  nil  them,  and,  would  have  taken  the  Sa- 
crament on  the  Truth  of  their  Aflertions,  but  that  the 
J[>«/fifr  prevented  them  from  receiving  it  (/). 

To  place  this  abominable  Tranfa£lion  in  the  clear- 
ed Point  of  View,  we  fhall,  firft,  tranfcribe  an  Account 
which  hath  been  delivered  by  a  profeffed  Advocate 
for  the  Hollanders  (a),  and  next,  infert,  with  feme 
ncceflary  Alterations,  a  Narrative  of  Proceedings,  ta- 
ken from  the  Depofitions  of  lix  Englijh  Factors,  where- 
of four  wfere  condemned,  and  pardoned,  and  the  re- 
maining  two  acquitted,  at  Amboyna,  All  of  thefe  were, 
at  their  Return,  examined  upon  Oath,  in  the  Engllji 
Court  of  Admiralty.

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**  themfelves  the  Matters  of  it.  entered  into  a  Treaty 
**  with  the  Englijhy  for  the  Purpofc  of  driving  out  the 
**  Portuguefey  and  Spaniards ;  and  by  one  of  its  Arti- 
**  cles,  they  agreed  to  furnifh  ten  Ships  of  War  to 
.•'  facilitate  the  Execution  of  the  Enterprizc.     When 

*  the  neceffary  Preparations  for  this  Armament  were 
r<*  neglefted,  the  King  of  Ternate,  taking  an  Advantage 

*  of  the  Weaknefs  which  this  Omiffion  had  occafion- 
"  ed,  agreed  to  a  Sufpenfion  of  Arms  with  the  Speni- 
"  ards,  and,  forming  an  Alliance  with  the  King  of  77- 
"  dore,  the  declared  Enemy  of  the  Dutch^  attacked  the 
**  feveral  Iflands  dependant  on  Amhoyno,  Having  rc- 
"  duced  them,  he  determined  to  dire£t  his  Hoftiiities 
"  againft  the  Citadel,  and  in  this  Defign,  the  Engii/h 
•*  are  reported  to  have  been  concerned,  and  dete^cd  by 
**  a  Japanefe.  The  Governour  beared  from  all  Quar- 
**  ters  that  the  Englijh  had  taken  Poffeffion  of  the  Cita- 
*'  del.  Aftonifhed  at  thefe  Reports,  which  were,  not- 
**  withftanding,  falfe,  he  took  Meafures  for  his  De- 
"  fence,  and  gave  Orders  that  the  Japanefe  fhould  be 
**  appichended,  and  brought  before  him.  This  Man 
**  confcfled  that  the  Englijh  were  engaged  in  a  Confpi- 
♦*  racy  againft  the  Governour ;  that,  during  the  Ai>- 
**  fence  of  this  Officer,  the  Citadel  was  to  be  feized, 
"  and  that  the  Japanefe  had  promifed  to  alfift  in  tlic 
**  Execution  of  the  Delign.  The  Governour  immcdi- 
**  ately  an'efted  every  Individual  who  was  charged  with 
**  having  entered  into  ^he  Confpiracy.  The  Ehgltfij 
"  confeffed  that  their  Faftor  had  obliged  them  to  fwear, 
*'  upon  the  Gofpel,  that  they  never  would  reveal  the 
♦*  Secret.  Thev,  notwithftanding,  violated  their 
**  Oaths,  and  ligned  their  Confeflions,  which,  by  fomc 
"  of  the  Criminals,  were  made  freely,  whiift  the  Reft 
"  felt  themfelves  conftrained  thereto,  by  the  Violence 
**  of  the  Forture.    They  were  all  executed,   and  this 
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**  Traivfafilon  is  wfianlly  called  the  Maithere  of  Amhy- 
**  na.  The  Englijh  have  always  maintained  that  the 
**  Crime  was  purely  imaginary,  and  only  made  Ufe  of 
*'  as  a  Prete)ct  to  faerifice  fome  of  their  Fellow  Subje£ls 
**  to  the  Vengeance  of  a  Governour  ;  and,  therefore, 
■**  they  continued  to  demand  Satisfaftion  for  this  Loft 
*'  from  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  fix  hundred,  and  twcn- 
•*  ty-three,  to  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  fix  hundred, 
**  and  Icventy-two,  when,  fuch  was  the  indifferent 
**  State  of  their  Affairs,  that  they  were  glad  tc  reliil- 
**  quifii  their  Complaints." 

We  now  proceed  to  the  fecond  Narrative.  **  At  the 
**  Commencement  of  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  fix  hun- 
**  dred,  and  twenty-three,  a  moft  cruel  Scene  was  aft- 
**  cd  at  Amhoynay  oVi%  of  the  ^indee  Illands,  lying  neat 
"  the  Moluccas^  in  the  Eajl- Indies,  A  Treaty  had 
•'  been  concluded  in  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  fix  hun- 
**  dred,  and  nineteen,  between  Englandy  and  the  United 
*'  Provinces,  by  which  it  was  determined  that,  in  Con- 
•'  fideration  of  the  feverc  Lofles,  and  enormous  Ex- 
*'  pences  incurred  by  the  Dutch,  in  turning  the  Chan- 
*'  nel  of  Trade  in  die  Iflands  of  the  Moluccas,  Bdnda, 
•'  and  Amhoyna,  from  the  Spaniards,  and  Portuguefe, 
*'  they  fhould  enjoy  two  thiixls  of  that  Commerce, 
•*  whilfl  the  Englijh  might  keep  Pofleflion  of  tb-*  re- 
**  maining  third." 

**  In  Purfuance  of  this  Agreement,  Englijh  Fa£lories 
**  were  eftablilhed  at  the  Moluccas,  Banda,  and  Amhoy- 
na, the  laft  of  which  is  the  principal  Place  in  the 
EaJi'Indies,  where  grow  the  Mace,  Nutmegs,  Cin- 
"  namon,  and  Cloves.  Scarcely  had  the  Englijh  been 
**  fettled  at  thefc  Iflands,  during  two  Years,  when  the 
•*  Dutch,  in  Order  to  deprive  them  of  their  Share  in 
**  the  Spice. Trade,  pretended  that  they  had  engaged 
•*  with  the  Natives  in  a  Confpiracy,  and  that  they  had 
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jf' formed  a  Defigti  of  feizing  the  Citadel,  and  forcing 
[*'  all  the  Garrifon,  together  wi^h  every  Subjeft  of  the 
P  Unted States  to  depart  immediately  for  Europe.  This 
Charge  will  be  deemed  the  tnore  abfurd,   when  it  is 
reflected  that  only  twenty  ErrgUJh  refidcd  at  Amhoyna, 
and  that  the  Dutch  had,  under  their  Command,  a  mi- 
litary Force  conffifting  of  two  hundred  Soldiers,  and, 
likewife,  eight  powerful  Ship",  at  Anchor  within  the 
[*  Harboar.     It  is,  here,  neceffary  to  premife  that,  ori 
[*  the  eleventh  of  Februaryy  a  Japanefe,  who,  during 
the  Night,  was  walking  on  the  Rampart  zx.  Amboynai 
^*  propofed  to  the  Dutch  Sentinel  fome  Queftions  con- 
cerning ^hc  Strength  of  the  Caftle,  and  the  Garrifoii 
within  it.    His  Inquiric?,  fo  far  from  being  criminal, 
were  not  improper,  as  he  vvimed  to  underftand  the 
Courfe  of  themllitai-y  Watches,  und  the  Strength  of 
that  Aid  which  he  might  expeft,  in  Cafe  of  any  fud- 
den  Attack  in  that  Quarter  where,  as  a  Soldier,  he 
wa;s  accuftomed  to  ferve  the  Dutch,     Th'efe  Barbari- 
ans, who  had  long  waited  for  a  Pretence  to  peifecutc 
f*  the  Englrjh,  availed  themfelves  of  this  Opportunity, 
apprehended  the   Japanefe,  and  by  infli£^ing  on  him 
the  fevereft  Tortures,  compelled  him  to  declare  that 
he,  together  with  a  Nuitiber  ofhis  Countrymen,  had 
been  engaged  by  all  the  EngliJJj  to  afiift  iri  the  intend- 
ed Redu^ion   of   the   Citadel.     Soon  afterwards, 
others  of  the  Japanefe  were  imprilbned,    ft  retched 
*.'  upon  the  Rack,  and  compell'ed  to  give  fuch  Evidences^ 
'^  as  the  Duuh  thought  .fit  to  di£late.     A  Poriugueje^ 
■^  the  Gurfrdian  of  the  Slaves  belonging  to  the  Citadel, 
t*  was  alio  interrogated  at  the  fame  lime," 
"  During  the  Ej^amination,  which  lafted  nearly  four 
Days,  the  Englijh  went  freely  to  tlie  Caftle,   and  re-  , 
ceived  Intelligence  of  thefe  alarming  Meafiires,   yet,' 
being  confcibus  of  their  Innocence,  they  mtidc  nor 
Vol.  IV.

•*  Attempt  to  fave  theinfelvcs  by  Flight.    At  this  ?e- 
**  riod,  Mel  Priu,  the  Surgeon  to  tha  Engli/h  Fa£lory, 
•*  being  imprifoncd  in  the  Caftle,  for  having,  attempt- 
**  ed,  during  a  Fit  of  Intoxication,   to  let  Fire  to  ar> 
<*  Edifice,  inhabited  by  the  Dutchy  was  infornied  that 
*'  the  Jnpaneje,  who  were  brought  before  him,  lan- 
**  guifhing  under  the  EfTefls  of  the  Cruelties  which    . 
*'  they  had  endured,  confeflcd  that  the  Engli/h  had  en- 
*'  gaged  in  a  Confpiracy,  for  the  Purpofc  of  taking  Pof- 
**  fefHon,  by  Vioknce,  of  the  Caftle;  and  he  was  alio 
**  threatened  with  Punifhments  equally  fevere,  unlefs 
*'  he   made  Depofitions  to  the  fame  Effeft  as  thofc 
"  which  had  been  given  by  the  Japantft.    At  fvrft,  he 
'*  perfiftcd  not  only  ia  Declarations  of  his  own  Inno- 
*'  cence,  but  affirmed  that  his  A^'ociates  were  free  from 
**  their  imputed  Guilt.     On  the  fifteenth  of  February^ 
**  and  when  the  Torture  was  inflifted,  his  Refolutioa 
*«  failed.    He  confefled  to  every  Queftion  that  wa* 
«'  alked." 

*'  Captain  Towerjoriy  and  the  Reft  of  the  Englijh  re- 

**  fiding  within  the  Town,  were  now  fent  for,  and  all, 

**  except  one,  attended  on  the  Goveraour.  He  fpoke  in 

-••  general  Terms  concerning  the  Accufation  which  was 

**  lodged  againft  them,  and  then  gave  Orders  for  their 

«<  Imprifonment,  until  the  Day  of  Trial.     The  Eng- 

**  UJhmun  who  had  abfented  himfelf,  was  next  arretted, 

"  at  his  own  Dwelling.    His  Merchandize,  together 

♦*  with  that  of  his  Aflbciates,  was  taken  into  Cuftody, 

"  by  Inventory ;  and  all  the  Chefts,   Boxes,  Books, 

:,  •*  Writings,  and  other  Articles^  were  carefully  fecured. 

*'  Captain  Towerfon  was  committed  a  clofc  Prifoner  to 

**  his  Chamber,  and  ftri£lly  watched  by  a  Guard  of 

**  Dutch   Soldiers.     Emanuel  Thompfon    wa«    detained 

**  v\ithin  the  Caille ;  and  John  Beaumont ^  Edward  Col- 

'*  lins,  fi^iliiam  fVeUer^  Ephraim  Ramfay^  Timothy  John- 
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Ifin,  John  Fardoy  and  Robert  Br  own  ^  the  remaining 
fcvcn,  were  fent  on  board  of  the  Dutch  Ships,   ancf 
immediately  put  in  Irons.     On  the  fame  Day,  the 
Governour  difpatchcd  an  armed   Party  to  the  two 
ileffer  Faildries  in  ihe  fame  Ifland,  and  gave  Orders 
|fof  the  Apprehenfion  of  Colfton^  CUrke,  and  Sharrjck^ 
[at  Kittoi  and  oiCoJJinsj  Webber^  and  iiadler,  at  Larua, 
Thcfe,  on  the  l^ixtefenth,  were  brought,  Prifoners,  to' 
the  Caftle.     At  the, fame  Time,    three  Englijhmln 
were  fcized  at  Cani,belloy  and  three  more  at  Lohoj  tWa( 
I  fmaU  Factories.    On  the  twentieth,  they  arrived,  irt 
Chains,  at  y/w%»/7,**,     ,        .    ,, 
**  As,  in  Order  to  fliorten  their  excruciating  Tor- 
tments,,    the   Japantfe^    and    others    declared    theif 
Knowledge  of  Incidents  which  never  had  exifted,   it 
;!Was  imagined  that  the  Englijh^  if  expofed  to  the  fame 
>uelties,  would  unanimoully  .gonfefs  that  they  had 
*f,ibeeri  guilty  of  the  Crimes  alledged  againft  theiti. 
Accordingly,,  their  inhuman  Perfecutors  proceeded  to 
int^i£lthe  Torture.     Each  demoted  Vi£^im  vvas  firft 
obliged,  to  fufpend  himfelf  by  hi«  Hands,   from  the 
lop  of  a  large,  and  lofty  Door.     In  this'  Polition, 
He  was  fattened  .by  two  Staples  of  Irort,   v^fhen  hisf 
rms  werf  ftretched  oxit  to  an'  Extent  as  great  as 
ould  poffibly   be    attained.     His   Legs  were  next 
■aifed  to  the  Heighth  of.two  Feet^  and  diftended,  with 
qua|  Violence,  to  a  fimilar,   and  parallel  Diftance* 
Cloth  was  now  bound  about  hjs  Neck,   and  Face,- 
h  Clofely  that  no  Water  could  glide  down  the  outer 
ide  of  it.    Drops  of  Water  were  then  poured  gently 
n  his  Head,  until  the  vyhole  Quantity  which  had 
alien  rofe  vvitliin  the  Foldings  of  the  Cl6th  foinij-  ^ 
hat  higher  than"  his  Head.     Durin'g  this  dreadful 
ituation,    it   was  iinpoffible   that   he  could   draw 
reath,  and  nOtfuck  in  the  Water,  which,  ftill  trick- 
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**  ling  down,  forced  the  inward  Parts,  gulhed  fVorti  fil# 
**  Nofe,  Ears,  and  Eyes,  and,  at  length,  threw  him  in- 
**  to  fainting  Fits.  At  this  Junfturc,  he  was  let  down, 
**  and  fuffcrcd  to  difcharge  the  Water  from  his  Sto- 
**  mach.  When  only  f^ightly  I'ecovered,  he  again 
**  endured  the  fame  tormenting  Operations ;  and  thcfc 
**  were  repeated  until  his  Eyes  had  ftarted  fifom  their 
**  So'^kets,  and  his  Body  became  diftended  to  an  enor- 
*'  mous  Size.  Uy  flill,  his-  Fortitude  could  rife  fuperior 
*^  to  fuch  Kxccfs  of  Agony,  and  he  difdained  to  pur- 
**  chafe  a  Relief  from  it,  by  unjuftly  Idading  either  his 
*' Countrymen,  or  himfelfwith  Accufations,  he  was 
"  again  drawn  up  to  bear  Anguifli  of  a  feverer  Kind. 
'*  Lighted  Candles  were  placed  underneath  his  Arm- 
**  pits,  his  Elbows,  the  Soles  of  the  Feet,  and  the 
**  Palms  of  the  Hands.  When  the  Flame  was  extin- 
**  guifhed,  by  the  melting  Matter  dropping  from  the 
*' Flefh,  the  Candles  were  again  lighted;  nor  did  the 
**  Barbarians  admit  a  Difconti nuance  of  this  horrid 
**  Procefs,  until  the  Parts  were  burned  nearly  to  the 
"  Bone.  Leading  Queftions  were  now  put  to  the  dif. 
"  traftcd  Sufferer,  and  fuch  Interpretation  were  given 
**  to  his  Anfwers  as  rendered  them .  adequate  to  the 
^*  moft  ample  Confeflion  of  his  Guilt.  He  was  now 
**  cor\veyed  to  a  dark  Dungeon,-  where  he  remained, 
**  during  five  Days,  a  miferable,  and  loathfomc  Objeft, 
•*  naked,  debarred  from  the  Attendance-  of  a  Surgeon^ 
**  to  drefs  hisr- Wounds,  and  fc  ^'•''ety  fupplied  with  Nou- 
*'  rifbment  fufficicnt  for  tlie  Prefcrvation  of  his  Life. 
**  Thefe  execrable  Perfecutors  appear  to  have  been 
*'  fkilled  in  all  the  wild  Varieties  of  Cruelty ;  and  wc 
<'  learn  front  the  melancholy  Hiftory  of  the  wretchd 
**  Viftims,  that  when  their  Toes,-  and  Fingers  had 
*«  been  Hit,  and  their  Breafts  deeply  lanced,  the  woundeo 
**  Parts  were  filled  with  Gunpowder,  and  fet  on  Fire." 
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"  Amongft  the  Englijb^  Cojllns^  John/on^  Clark^  gnd 
Thompfon,  endured  the  various  Tortures  to  tlic  laft 
Extremity,  and  until  they  were  fcduced  into  a  Con- 
fcffion  of  Guilt  which  they  had  never  praftilcd,  en- 
couraged, or  difcovercd.  Brown,  Collins^  iretherelU 
Fardoy  and  Otlicrs,  were  difarmed,  at  the  hxpiration 
of  an  Hour,  of  that  Cbrijiian  Fortitude  with  which 
they  had  fupported  the  Exccfs  of  Agony  ;  and  l)ore 
Teftimony  to  the  ablurdcft  FaUlties.  Tlie  Red,  at 
once  intimidated  by  the  Sufferings  of  their  AlToci- 
atcs,  delivered  an  Evidence  as  agreeabie  to  the  W  ilhes 
of  their  Judges,  as  it  was  wide  froii  Truth.  Yet, 
the  Majority,  at  the  Time  of  their  Examination,  whe- 
ther before,  or  after  the  forced  Confefhon  of  a  pefign 
to  fcize  the  Callle,  protelled  tjiat  they  were  innocent, 
and  affirmed  that  by  ddivering  Depofitions  againft 
others,  tjiey  had  facrificed  all  Honefty,  and  Fhend- 
fliip,  to  their  private  Feelings.  When  Cfliy;",  Cr/^-j, 
and  FardOf  were  brought  forward,  iii  Order  that  they 
might  confront  Towerfon^  who  lolemnly  aflbrted  that 
he  was  guiklefs,  they  fell  on  their  Knees,  and,  a-fter 
having  prayed  to  the  Supreme  Being  for  the  Par- 
don of  their  Sins,  declared  that  their  whole  Evidence 
was  falfc,  and  given  only  to  efcape  from  that  terri- 
ble, but  undefervcd  Punifbment  which  had  been  in- 
flifted  on  their  Conipanions.  Yet,  in  the  next  Mo- 
ment, when  thefe  affrighted  Wretches  were  threaten- 
ed with  the  Torture,  they  renewed  their  Affirma- 
tions to  all  their  former  pretended  Con feffions." 
*'  It  is,  however,  neceflary  to  remark  that  all  the 
English  who  were  fentenced  to  be  executed  (a-),  did, 

(jf)  Some,  through  the  Intereft  of  their  Dutch  Friends,  re- 
jived  a  Pardon  ;  and  Others,  \\\  Confequencf  of  ;be  famigj 
ediatioQi  were  acquitted. 
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<*  from  that  Period,  folemnly  affert,  on  their  Hopes  oC 
**  Pardon,  and  Salvation,  that  they,  arid  thole  devoted 
'*  Individuals  whom  they  had  accufed,  were  not  guilty 
''*  of  the  Crime  for  wliich  they  were  to  fuffei^.  Thus, 
**  at  the  End  of  this  Schedule,  Captain  7  ti^^ry^n  writes; 

('  I  am  riot  guilty  of  that  which  is  laid  to  my  charge, 

and  tor  which  I  am  condemned  to  die.'"}  Gri^s^ 
*'  who  had  accufed  Towerfon^  inlcrted  within  his  Ta- 
*  ble-Book,  the  following  Mem6rar)clurri,  which  was 

ligned  by  himfclf,  arid  by  Beaumoiit^  Pi  ice,  and 
**  Brawn  i  (*  By  extrenie  Torture,  we  haVc  been  con- 
**  ftralned  to  utter  what  we  never  meant ,  and  we  take 
^^  it  upon  oiir  Deaths,  that  we  perifli  guiltlefs  of  the 
^'  Accufatidn  which  hath  been'  laid  to  our  Charge.') 
**  The  Words  of  Cfl^«  ^re,  (*  On  my  Salvation,  and, 
*'  as  Ihope  for  Redemption  through  Jesus  Christ, 
**  I  am  clear  of  that  Confpiracy  for 'which  I  am  to  die, 
"  neithei*  do  I  kn6w  that  any  Englxjhiuan  is  the  leaft  coii- 
*'  cerried  in  \x.?)  In  one  of  his  Tablets,  alfb,  is  the 
•"  following  Declardtioh,  {igndd  with  hi?  own  Name: 
*'  (M  have  confefled  that  which,  (as  I  hope  for  ever- 
**  lafting  Mercy,)  is  falfe  j  and  I  was  compelled,  for 
**  fear  of  Torment,  to  give  an  unjuft  Evidence  againll 
'*  Captain  Towerfon,  who  (I  do  rinoft  Iblemrily  declare, 
•*  as  1  hope,  hereafter,  to  meet  with  Pardon  for  my 
**  Sins,)  is  as  ignorant  of  this  Cohfpiracy  as  a  Child 
^'  unborn.')  All  thefe  Writings  were  preferved  j  but 
**  other  Atteftations,  to  the  fame  Purport,  (and,  parti- 
**  cularly,  that  of  Captain  Tower/on,  who  was  oblerted 
**  to  make  fevcral  Minutes,  during  his  Imprifonment,) 
"  were  fupprefled  by  the /)i</tv{>." 

*''On  the  twenty -fixth  of /v^rtttfry,  all  the  Englijh 
**  under  Sentence  of  Death,  except  Towerjon,  and 
«*  ThompJoTiy  \vere  led  into "  the  Hall  belungijig  to  the 
**  Caflle,  and  (iire£tcd  to  prepare  for  Execution.  J^- 
"  -  -  -     •*•  •*•-••-"'-  ••' ,  •.  •   -  '-•  ^ i<  mediately 
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"  mediately  on  their  Appearance,  the  Japanefe  cried 
!**  out ;  (*  O,  Ye  Englijh!  wlien  did  we  ever  eat,  or  talk 

*  with  you?')     Tq  which   they   anfwered ;    (*  Why 

*  then  have  you  accufcd  us  ?  *)  Thefc  artlefe  Savages 
'  then  difcovered  their  tortured  Bodies,  and,  with  a 

*  peculiar  Eloquence,  exclaimed,  (*  Ah  !  if  a  Stone 
«*  had  been  thus  burning  amidft  the  Flames,   would  it 
^*  not  have  diangcd  its  Nature!    How  much  fooner 
"  then  muft  we  change  pur  Nature,  wlioare  but  Flcfh, 
"  and  Blood/)     When  .the  Dufch  Mjnifters  villted  the 
*'  ten  Englijhmen  who  were  Handing  in  the  Hall,  they 
**  exhorted  them,   as  the  Remainder  of  their  Lives 
.**  would  neceflarily  be  fbort,  to  make  a  full,  and  true 
**  Confeilion.     Still  thefe  unhappy  Viftims  pcrfifted 
**  in  their  Innocence,   and  de(in;d  that  they  might  re- 
^*  ceive  the  Sacrament,  as  a  Confirmation  of  their  Prp- 
**  feffions,  and  as  a  Seal  of  the  Pardon  of  their  Sins ; 
**  but  this  Favour  was  rcfuicd.     When  the  Preac);.er 
**  obferved  to  tl?e  Englijh  that  the  clearer  they  were 
"  from  Guilt,  the  greater  would  be  their   Reward, 
^*  Colfon  delivered  to  him  his  Purfe,  and  befouQ;ht  him 
"  to  exhort  the  Governour  to  repent  of  that  bloody 
"  Tragedy,   in  which  he,  and  his  Aflbciates  had  been 
"  the  unrelenting  Aftors.     At  this  Moment,  the  Eng- 
"  lijh  declared  that  the  Words  which  Colfon  had  laft  ut- 
**  tered  coincided  with  their  own  Sentiments.     When 

Fardo  charged  all  his  Countryiuen^  as  they  fhould  an- 
fwer  for  their  Sincerity,  at  the  Judgment  Seat  of  the 
Almighty,  to  confefs  truly,  andfor  the  Satisfac- 
**  tion  of  the  World,  whether  they  were  innocent  j 
**  Cot/on  anfwered  ;  (*  If  I  be  guilty  of  it,  more,  or 
"  lefs,  let  me  never  be  a  Partaker  of  the  Joys  of  Hea- 
"  ven.')  It  was  now  that  the  others  cried  out 
"  (*  Amen  !  for  me,  Good  Lord  !  *)  They  next  re^ 
**  ^uefted  f  orgivenefs  of  each  other,  on  Aecount  of 

C|  "thofc 
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^'  thofe  falfe  Accufations  which  had  been  extorted  fronsi 
**  thein,  either  by  the  Dread  of  Punifhment,  or  the 
5'  horrible  Severity  with  which  it  was  infli^ed.  Each, 
*'  freely  pardoned  his  AiTociate  ;  for  no  Individual  was 
'*  falfcly  accufed,  but  he  himfelf  had  f^tlfely  accufed  an- 
*'  other.  "Jhc  fotlov^^ing  Night  was  fpent,  by  the  Eng- 
**  i'/h,  in  Prayer,  in  finging  of  Pfahps,  and  adininif-

**  bear  VVitnefs  to  their  Friends  in  England^  of  their 
'^'  Tnnocency,  and  that  they  were  abfolutely  "murdered 
**  by  the  Dutch ;  for  the  Pardon  of  whom  they  flwuld

«  Grigs,  Fardo^  ^  ice,  and  Brown,  With  thefe,  fuf- 
<*  fered  one  Perez,  a  Native  of  Portugal,  who  fworq

^^  nine  Japanefe,  who  folemnly  exculpated  themfelves, 
f*  amidft  all  the  ^eremomes  pr?fcrib?d  by  tlieir  Rcli-*

t  the  Wonder  will,  in  a  great  Meafure,  ceafe,   when 
refle£]t  on  the  State  of  the  Crown,  and  of  the  People, 
that  Period.     The  King  had  been  eiigj^ged,   during 
^ny  Years,  in  a  tedious,  bafe,   and  difgulling  Nego- 
iktion,  for  the  Accompli(]iment  of  a  Marriage  bc- 
^een  his  Son  Charki,  and  a  Princefs  of  the  royal  Fa- 
ly  of  Spa.  .     To  the  chimerical  Advantages  which 
propofed  to  reap  from  this  Connexion,  had  he  fa- 
ficcd  the  Interefts   of  his  Houfe,   tue  Glory  of  his 
Government,  and  the  Affcflions  of  his  People.

Such  was  the  Pofturc  of  Affairs^ 
i|vhcn  the  bloody  Scene  was  a£ted,  at  Jmboyna ;  and 
thcrcfoje,  although  it  had  excited  a  general  Spirit  of 
Refentment,  and  occafioned  feyere  Exppftulations  with 
the  Republic,  yet  the  Attention  of  the  Crown  tq  the 
propofcd  War,  with  Spainy  and  its  Concern  for  thi 
Recovery  of  the  Palatinate^  joined  to  the  Necefljty  that 
tjie  Dutch  fliould  be  cautioufly  applied  to,  at  fo  critical 
9  Junflure,  prevented  the  Englijh  Court  from  proceed- 
ing farther  than  Remonftrances,  whilft  the  United  Statt\ 
prefcrved  exclulively  ^  l^.cr^tjye,  and  important  Branck 
pf  Comnrierce. 

The  Hiftorian  adds  tjiat  he  hath  t^ken  the  more 
Pains  to  decide  the  Point,  becaufe  it  is  fulj  Proof  of  a 
Truth  which  ought  never  to  be  forgotten ;  domeflic 
Diffenfions  are  particularly  fatal  to  the  Englijh^  as  i 
trading  Nation ;  and  it  is  impoffible  for  theip  to  main- 
tain their  Commerce  in  a  flourifhing  ConditioUj  if  they 
do  not,  at  ^eaft,  enjoy  Peace,  and  with  it,  Unanimity 
at  home,    howfoever  unfavourable  their  Affairs  may

It  may,  in  this  Place,  be  neccflfary  to  obferve,  from 
a  refpe^^able  Authority  (i),  that,  under  the  public  fpi- 
rited  Adminiftration  of  Elizabeth,  the  Englijh  firft  ac- 
quired a  competent  Idea  of  the  QMefits  of  an  extenfivt 
Commerce,  and  appeared  detenBned  to  take  upon 
themielves  the  Management  of  thrir  own  Trade,  which, 
until  that  i^ra,  had  refted  almofl  exclufivcly  in  the 
Hands  of  Foreigners,  During  the  Continuance  of  the 
War  with  Spaln^  the  commercial  Conduct  of  the  Mer- 
chants was  unexceptionable.

The  EngUJh  Traders  were  confcious  of  the 
great  Advantage  which  rcfullcd  from  the  Ufe  of  large, 
and  (lout  Ships,  but  inftoad  of  building  fuch,  deemed 
it  fufficlent  to  put  Csrgoes  on  Board  of  thofe  belonging 
to  their  Neighbours,  and  that,  becaufc,  in  Confequencc 
of  this  Method)  the  Kxpencc  was  rendered,  in  a  fmali 
Degree,  lefs  burdenfome.

applied,  the  Englijh  Commerce  would  be  gradually 
driven  again  by  Aliens,  on  foreign  Bottoms.  They 
inftantly  dre\V  up  a  Reprefentation  of  this  Evil,  and 
prcfented  it  to  the  Kfng,  in*  Council.  A  Proclamation;

Previ- 
ous to  the  Death  of  King  Jame!^  the  Englijh  Tra^ 
was  fo  far  incrcafed,  that  (if  we  can  rely  on  the  Senti- 
menta  of  the  difcerning  Sir  H^iiliam  Monfon,)  Great 
Britain,  was  very  little,  if  at  all  inferior,  in  maritime 
Force,  to  the  Sitates  of  Holland  (a). 

•In  the  Courfe  of  this  Inquiry  relative  to  the  State  of 
Commerce,  during  the  Reign  of  Jamtrs,  we  muft  again 
avail  ourfelves  of  the  indefatigable  Refcarches  of  a  late 
celebrated  Hiflorian  (at),  who  remarks  that  the  Parlia- 
iinent  entered  continually  into  grievous  Lamentations 
.concerning  the  Decay  of  Trade,   and  the  Increafe  of 
.Fqpcry:  fuch  violent  Propenllties  have  Men  to  mur- 
mur at  the  prefent  Times,   and  harbour  Difconteht 
againft  their  Fortune,  and  Condition.     Thefe  popular 
Complaints  made  a  deep  Impreffion  upon  the  Kin^, 
who,  notwithftanding,  was  unable  to  account  for  that 
Want  of  Money,  which  had  been  fo  much  exaggerated 
(y).

[Prefcnts.  On  the  whole  (to  ufe  the  Larfgu'age  of  a 
[celebrated  Writer,)  a  fufficient  Realbn  appears,  partly 
[from  unneceffary  Expences,  and,  partly, '  froih  the 
Want  o^a  rigid  CEconort^y,  why  the  King,  even  early 
in  his  Reign,  was  deeply  involved  in  Debt,  and  felt  it 
[very  difficult  to  fuppoft  the  Government  (/). 

Farmers,  and  not  Commiffioners,  were  appointed  to 
llevy  the  Cuftoms.     On  this  Occafidn,  Mr.  Hume  re- 
[marks  that  it  feemed  indeed,  rcquifite  tfiiat  the  former 
Method  fhould  always  be  tried  before  the  latter;   al- 
though a  preferable  one.     He  adds  that  when  Mens 
I  own  Iritereft  is  concerned,   they  fall  ilpon  an  hundred 
•KxpedicnL   to  prevent  Frauds  in  the  Merchants;   and 
thefe  the  Public  may  afterwards  imitate  in  eftabliiiiing 
proper  Rules  for  its  Officers .  T     ,  . 

The  CuftoTiis  were  fttppoTed  to  amotint^  to  fivej»/r 
Cent,  of  the  Value,  arid  Were  levied  upon  Exports,  as 
\Vell  as  Imports.  The  Iiilpofition  upon  Ejfports,  is  af- 
firmed to  have  amounted,  on  fome  fow  Occafibns,  in 
Confequence  of  Additions  made  by  Janie^,  to  twenty^- 
ifive  per  Cent.  This  Prkdtice,  fo  detriitientat  to  Induf- 
try,  ftill  prevails  in  France,  Spain,  and  many  Countries

Interefl,  during  this  Reign,  was  at  ten  ptr  Ctnt,  un> 
til  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  iix  hundred,  and  twenty* 
/our,  when  it  was  reduced  to  eight  p^r  Cent,  This 
hig^  Interefl  hath  been  conildered  as  an  Indication  of 
the  great  Proiits»  and  of  the  fmall  Progrefs  of  Com- 
merce (/). 

The  extraordinary  Supplies  granted  by  Parliament, 
during  the  whole  Reign,  did  not  amount  to  more  than 
fix  hundred,  and  thirty  thoufand  Pounds,  which,  divided 
for  twenty-one  Years,  make  thirty  thoufand  Pounds 
a  Year.  In  this  Account,  no  Mention  is  inferted  of  the 
Supplies  amounting  to  three  hundred  thoufand  Pounds, 
which  were  given  to  the  King  by  his  laft  Parliament. 
Theie  were  paid  to  their  own  Commiltioners,  and 
the  Expences  of  a  Spanijh  War,  are  juftly  obferved  to 
have  been  much  more  than  fufhcient  to  exhauft  them 

Subddies,  and  Fifteentlis,  have  been  frequently  men- 
tioned by  Hiftorians ;  but  neither  the  Amount  of  thefe 
Taxes,  nor  the  Method  of  levying  them,  have  been 
well  explained.  Mr.  Humcy  from  whom  this  Remark 
is  taken,  obferves  that  it  appears  that  the  Fifteenths 
jfbrmerly  correfponded  to  the  Name,  and  were  that  pro- 
portionable Part  of  the  '  !oveab)ies  (»).  But  a  Valua-

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Ition  having  been  made  in  the  Reign  of  Edward^  the 
iThird,  that  Valuation  was  always  adhered  to,  and  each 
JTown  paid,  unalterah)ly,  a  particular  Sum,   which  the 
Inhabitants  themfelves  aflefled  upon  their  h  ellow-Citi* 
sens.    The  fame  Tax  was  called,  in  corporate  Towns, 
Tenth  i     becaufe   that,   there,   it  was,  at   firft,    a 
Tenth  of  the  Moveables.

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Eye  to  former  AflfclTments,  and  to  rate  every  Man,  ac. 
cording  a$  his  Artceftors,  or  Men  of  iuch  an  eftimated 
Property  were  accuftomed  to  pay.  This  was  a  luff. 
cient  Reafoui  why  Sublidies  could  not  increalc,  not- 
withftanding  the  great  Increafe  of  Money,  and  the  Rift 
of  Rents.  But  there  was  an  evident  Reaibn,  why  thel 
tontinually  decreafed.  The  Favour,  as  is  natural  to 
fuppofe, ,  ran  always  againft  the  Crown }  efpccial 
during  the  latter  End  of  the  Reign  of  Elizateth,  whei 
Subiidies  became  numerous,  and  frequent,  and  tin 
Sums  levied  were  conliderablc,  Compared  to  formt; 
Supplies.  The  AflclTors^  although  accuftomed  to  payi 
Regard  to  ancient  Eftimations,  were  not  bound  to  ob 
ferve  any  fuch  Rule;  but  might  rate  a  new  any  PerfoD 
according  to  his  prefent  Income.  When  Rents  fell, 
Parts  of  an  Eftate  were  fold  off,  <he  Proprietor  was  fur 
to  reprefen^  thefe  Lofles,  and  obtain  a  Dimunition  c 
his  Sublidy  j  but  Where  Rents  rofc,  or  new  Lands  wet 
purchafed,  he  kept  his  own  Secret,  and  plid  'no  moil 
than  formerly.  The  Advantage,  therefore,  of  ev€ij 
Change,  was  taken  againft  the  Crown  5  arKf  thtf  Croftij 
could  obtain'  the  Advantage  of  hone.  To  render  tin 
Matter  worft^  the  Alterations  which  happened  in  Pn 
perty,  during  this  Age,  ^vere,  in  general,  uhf;ivouml)l| 
to  the  Crown.  The  fmall  Proprietors,  or  the  t^fentjl 
Pound-Men  went  continually  to  Decay  {  and' whtj 
their  Eftates  were  fwallovved  tip  by  a  greater,  the  nej 
Purchafer  did  not  increstfe  his  Sublidy.  So  loofe  (oW 
fcrvesour  Author,)  is  the  whole  Method  of  rating SuJ 
ddies,  that  the  Wonder  wau  not  how  the  Tax  fhou 
'  continually  diminifli-}  but  how  it  yiitlded  aify  Revenij 
Sft-all.  It  became  at  laft  fo  unequal,  and  unceitaij 
that  the  Parliament  was  obliged  to  change  it  into 
Land-Tax  (j).

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The  Price  of  Corn,  and  of  other  Ncccfliiries  of  Life, 
during  the  Reign  of  J^mier^  is  remarked  (/)  to  have 
been  no  lower,  or  rather  to  have  rifcn  higher,  than  at 
present.  In  Confequence  of  a  Proclamation  iffbed  by 
tl\e  King,  and  eftabfiflling  public  Magazines,  whenfo- 
ever  Wheat  fell  below  thirty-two  Shillings, '  a  Quarter, 
Rye  below  eighteen  Shillings,  and  Barley  belqw  fix- 
teen  Shillings,  the  Commiilioners  Wdtc  impovvered  to 
purchafe  Corn  for  the  Magazines  («).  Such  Prices,  at 
that  Period',  muft  be  confidettd  as  low,  yet,  by  the 
prefent  Eftimation,  they  would  rather  pafs  for  high. 
In  this  Reign,  the  ufoal  Bread  of  the  Poor  was  made  of 
Barley  (jfV.  The  beft  Wool  was  generally  at  thirty- 
three  Shillings,  a  Tod.  Lately,  it  was  not  above  two 
thirds  of  that  Value ;  although  it  is  to  be  prefumed  that 
out  Exports  in  woollen  Goods  arc  fomewhat  increafed. 
So  rapid  alfo  hath  been  the  Progrefs  of  Arts,  and  In- 
d4jilry,  that  the  finer  Manufa^ures  have  rather  d\- 
roiniflied  in  Pi?ice,  notwithftanding  the  great  increaie 
of  Money.  In  one  of  the  Plays,  written  by  Shahc- 
f^ire,  the  Hoftcfe  aflures  ^tf^/^^that  the  Shirts  which 
file  had  purchafed  for  hini  were  of  Holland^  and  at 
ths  Price  of  eight  Shillings,  a  Yard;  a  great  Price,  at 
this  Day,  even  fup|X)fing  what  is  not  probable,  that 
the  heft  Holland,  at  that  Time,  was  equal  in  Goodnefs 
to  the  befl  that  can  now  l^e  purchafed.  In  like  manner, 
a  Yard  of  Velvet,  towards  the  Middle  of  the  Reign  of 
Elizabeth,  was  valued  at  twenty  two  Shillings  {y).

lings }  a  Pheafant  Cock  for  iix  Shillings ;  a  Pheafant 
Hen  for  five  Shillings ;  a  Patridge  for  one  Shilling  % 
a  Goofe  for  two  Sliillings ;  a  Capon  for  two  Shillings 
and  iix  Pence ;  a  Pullet  for  one  Shilling,  and  fix- 
i^encej  a  Rabbit  for  eight  Pence,  and  a  Dozen  of 
Pigeons  for  iix  Shillings  (^).  The  Hiflorian  adds  that 
it  muil  be  remarked  that,  during  the  prefent  ^ra, 
London  is  more  than  thrice  as  populous  as  it  was  in  the 
lleign  of  James  th.^  Firflj  a  CirCumilance  which  much 
increafes  the  Price  of  Poultry,  and  of  all  Articles  which 
cannot  be  conveniently  brought  from  a  Diilance;  not 
to  mention,  that  thefe  Regulations  by  Authority  are

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the  Market-Prices.  The  Contraf^ort  for  viftualling 
the  Navy  were  allowed,  by  Government,  eight  Pencc^ 
a  Day,  for  the  Diet  of  eatl^j  Manj  wHen  within  the 
Harbour,  and  feven  Pence  Halfpenny,'  a  Day,  when  at 
Sea  (f  )i  which  would  fuffice  at  prefent.  ^  This  Subjcft 
IS  concluded  vfrith  an  Obfervation  that  the  chief  Differ- 
ence in  Expence  between  that  Age,  and  the  pfefent, 
coniifts  in  the  imagihsiry  Wants  of  Men,  which  have 
fince  extremely  multiplied.  Tbefe  are  tl^c  ptinci- 
pal  Reafons  why  the  Revenue  of  jftfmes  Would  go  farr 
tlier  than  the  fame  Money  in  our  Time,  altliough  the 
Difference  is  not  near  fo  great  as  is  ufually  imagined  (^). 
Concerning  the  Eilablifhment  of  Colonies,  we  have 
alreadj^  treated,  and,  therefore,  in  this  Place,  regime 
the  Subje^,,  jncrely  to  introduce  an  Obfervation  which," 
at  the  Period  when  it  fell  from  one  of  the  moll  dilcern- 
ing  of  our  Hiftorians  (/),  made  a  deep  iqiprcflioni

**  the  Views  entertained  by  thofe  who  encouraged  fuch 
*'  generous  Undertaking*,  were  more  juft,  and  folid. 
"  A  mild  Government,  and  a  great  naval  Force  have 
"  preferved,  and  may  Aill  preferve,  during  forne  Time, 
'*  the  Dominion  of  Eyigland  over  her  Colonies.  And 
<*  fuch  Advantages  have  Commerce,  and  Navigation 
<*  reapfed  from  thefe  Eftablifhments,  that  more  than

To  the  Remark  that  Agriculture  was  anciently  very 
imperfc<Si:  in  England,   Mr.  //lam^judicioufly  adds  that 
the  fuddcn  Tranfitions,  which  have  been  fo  often  men- 
tioned   by  Pliilorians,  from  the  loweft  to  the  higheft 
Price  of  Grain,  and  the   prodigious  Inequality  of  its 
Value,   at  different  Years,  are  fufficienc  Proofs  that  the 
Produce  depended  intircly  on  the  Seafons,  and  that  Art 
had  as  yet  don**  nothing  to  fence  againft  the  Inclemency 
of  the  Heavens.     He  fubjoins  that,  during  the  Reign 
o^jamesy  conliderable   Improvements  were  made,  as 
in  mof>  Arts,  fo  in  this,  the  mofl  beneficial  of  any. 
A  numerous  Catalogue  might  be  formed  of  Books,  and 
Pamphlets,  treating  of  Huibandi  y,  which  were  written 
about  this  Time.     It  is  obferved  thiit  tlie  Nation  was, 
notvvitliflanding,  flill  dependent  on  Foreigners  for  daily 
Bread ;   and   although   its   Exportation  of  Grain  now 
forms  a  confiderable  Branch  of  its  Commerce,  in  Spite 
of  its  probable  Increafc  of   People,   tliere  was,    in  that 
Period,  a  regular  Importation  from  the  Baltic,  as  well

five  Shillings  i  Thiftle Crowns,  at  four  Shillings;   and 
Half  Crowns,  at  two  Shillings,   and  fix  Pence,   each.

MEMOIRS 


WE  R  E  we  to  trace  the  Condu£l  of  this  eccen- 
tric Hero  through  every  ftriking  Circutn- 
ftance  in  which  a  fearlefs  Difpofition,  ex- 
teniive  Talents,  ap  aftive  Perfeverance,  great  Virtues, 
and  feme  fatally-direfted  Vices  induced  him  to  engage, 
we  fhould  enter  ii^to  a  Field  much  wider  than  that 
which  hath  been  already  taken  for  the  Difcuflion  of 
Occurrences  corinpfted  with  the  Nature  of  our  Hifto- 
ry.  Let  it  fuffice,  therefore,  that  we  prefent  the 
Reader  with  a  brief  Detail  of  thoie  particular  Tranf- 
aftr  ';ns  which  lay  Claim  to  his  Attention. 

The  celebrated  Subject  of  this  Memoir  was  the  Son 
of  Sir  IValter  Raleigh^  Efquire,  of  Fardel^  in  the 
County  of  Devon,  by  his  third,  and  laft  Wife,  Cathi" 
rine,  the  Daughter  of  Sir  Philip  Champemon,  of  Mod- 
bury  ^  and  the  Rclift  of  Otho  Gilbert,  Efquire,  of  Comp" 
ion  (a).  Thus,  was  he  alfo  the  uterine  Brother  of

In  the  Year,  one  thotifancl,  five  hundred,  and  fifty- 
two,  Mr.  Ra/eigh,  being  poli'cllcd  of  a  long  Lcafc,  re- 
fidc'l  at  H'lyes,  a  Farm  fmiated  in  the  Parifh  of  Budley, 
and,  in  that  Part  of  Devonjhirt  which  horde  rs  Enjiward 
upon  the  Sea,  and  lies  at  a  fmall  Oiftance  from  the 
Place  wliere  the  River  Ottery  difcharges  itfelf  into  tiie 
Britijh  Channel.  Here,  and  at  this  Period,  his  Family 
was  augmented  by  tlic  Birth  of  if'^altn.,  who,  when  he 
had  paifet'  Sc  ./leil  Days  of  Life,  in  acquiring  a 
compciciit  ,>..■..  !r'|^c  of  the  Flements  of  Literature, 
was  lent  to  l  '  <:...:r /ify  of  Oxford,  and  athiiitud  into 
()r:tl  Crd!ege,  whcre,  i.  the  Year,  one  rhoufaiKi,  five 
hundred,  and  fixty- eight,  he  had  diftinguiihed  himfelf 
by  a  Proficiency  'n  Learning,  far  beyond  his  Age  [c). 
After  a  lliort  Rcfidcnce  at  this  Place,  he  travelled  into 
Ft  ana  (d),  accompanied  by  leveral  young,  and  enter- 
prising VolunVeers,  of  honouralile  Families,  who  bore 
Arm^  in  Defence  of  the  Protcftants,  during  that  Period, 
amounting  to  tvven  y  five  thoufand  fighting  Men,  and 
encamped  near  Limojhi,  under  the  Admiral  Coli^^iy,

ing his  militury  Knowletlgc,  and  gaining,  by  the  Pru- 
dence, and  Intrcj)idity  of  his  Conduct,  the  Reputation 
of  an  accompliJlicd  Solciicr.  To  what  an  Kxcellcncc 
he  had  arrived  in  the  firft  Inftance,  is  evident  from  thofc 
judicious  Obfervations,  which  arc  ftill  extant,  and  re- 
late to  the  civil  Wars  of  Ftunce^  under  the  Reign  of 
Chau'es,  the  ninth,  a  Tyrant  \vl\ofe  ferocious  Difpofi- 
tion  was  equalled  only  by  his  Bigotry,  and  Uillimula- 
tion.  Such  was  RaUighy  wiien  conlidered  as  a  military 
Writer;  and  that  he,  with  equal  Valour,  and  Difcrc- 
tion,  reduced  to  Fra£lice  the  Theory  of  martial  Sci- 
ence, hath  been  attefted  by  thofc  Officers  who  fought 
near  him  in  the  !•  ield  of  Battle.  We  learn  that  he  fol- 
lowed the  Wars,  under  the  Banners  of  the  HugonotSy 
during  the  Space  of  five  Years,  and  next,  palled  into 
the  Netherlands,  where  he  afted  as  a  Volunteer  againft 
the  Spaniards  (f).  Thele  Countries  were,  in  the  fix- 
teentli  Century,  the  Scenes,  and  Schools  of  Heroifm. 
Hitiier,  every  gallant  Youth,  who  had  embraced  the 
Profellion  of  a  Soldier,  haftened  to  acquire  Honour, 
by  the  Expofure  of  his  Perfon,  in  the  Heat  of  Aftion. 
To  the  Generality  of  Adventurers,  the  intervals  of 
Reft  from  an  EngageiT»':,ic  were  more  fatal  than  the 
Foes  whom  they  attacked.  A  Liccntioufnefs  of  Man- 
ners, too  prevalent  in  Camps,  had  introduced  a  bane- 
ful Corruption,  and  die  milder  Virtues  (without  the 
Influence  of  Avhich  Human-Nature  niuft  link  into  Dif- 
grace,)  were  become  the  Avei-fion  of  a  fet  of  Men  who 
deemed  the  vvild  Sallies  of  a  ferocious  Dilpofition  to  be 
the  trueft  Chara£Veriftics  of  a  perfeft  Soldier.  Amidft 
this  deluded  Multitude,  Raleigh  remained  fuperior  to

jbecafne  at  once  (o  much  the  inouifitive  Philoibplur, 
khe  poliflied  Gentleman,  and  the  vvell-inftrudcd  Offi- 
cer, that,  on  his  Return  to  England^  he  was  conli  lered 
as  a  Mar)  fcarcely  equalled  either  witli  Regard  to  pic- 
fent  Endowments,  w  the  Tanguine  Hopes  which  he  had 
laifed  in  his  Acquaintance  concerning  the  future  Appli- 
cation of  exalted  Talents  (g). 

In  the  Year,  Qijp  thoufand,  five  hundred,  and  feven- 
jy-eight,  Sir  tiumphrey  GiUert^  the  Brotjier  in-i^aw  of 
Raleigh^  obtained  from  Elizabeth  a  Patent,  by  Virtue 
of  which  he  was  impowered  tQ  e|labH(h  a  Colony  with- 
in fome  Northern  Diftrifts  of  America^  wliich  were  not 
poflefled  by  any  Prince  who  had  engaged  in  Treaties  of 
Alliance  with  the  Crown  of  England,  7'he  Particulars 
connected  with  this  Enterprize  have  been  already  pre- 
fented  (/>)  to  the  Reader ;  and  it  is,  in  this  Place,  fuf* 
fipicnt  to  obferve  that  Raleigh,  who  had  accompanied 
his  brave,  but  unfortunate  Relation,  returned  to  his  na- 
tive Country,  in  the  Spring  of  the  Year,  one  thoufand, 
five  hundred,  and  eighty-nine.  ' 

We,  next,  trace  our  illuftrious  Adventurer  bearing 
Arms  under  the  Prefident  of  Munjler  (/).  At  a  fuc-

Duly  which  enabled  him  to  turn,  with  a  generous  Dif- 
clair,  from  Temptations  of  greater  Prevalence  than  any 
to  vhich  ethers  in  fuch  exal.ted  Stations  had  ever  been 
expofed.     The  Sf>ani(irfis^    headed   by  San  "Jojepo,   an 
lia/ian,  had  coaftru£led,    gnd  fortified  a  Caflle,   called 
Dfl  Ore,    ?X  Smerwick,   in  the  County  of  Kerry.     Of 
this  Hold,  an  Attempt  was  made  to  dilpoffcfs  them,  by

fpecdy,    and     fuccefsful  Termination   of   the    War. 
When  Or«i'W  was  obliged  to  retreat  to  Rathheal,  Grey^ 
attended  by  a  Body  of  Forces,  amounting  to  eight  hun- 
dred Men,  advanced  from  Dublin,  vvhilft,   in  Order  to 
fupport  his  hoftile  Operations,  the  Englijh  Admiral,  Sir 
IVilliam  IVinter,  proceeded,  with  his  Fleet,  to  Smer- 
wick.     Previous  to  the  Attack,  the  Troops  '.vithin  the 
Garrilbn  were  fummoned  to  lurrender.     They  replied 
jhat  they  would  Hand  on  their  Defence,  and  endeavour, 
with  Force  of  Arms,   to  obey  the  Mandates  of  the 
Pope,  deftroy  Heretics,  and  compel  the  fijrviving  Na- 
tives to  acknowledge  the  Authority  of  their  Mafter 
Philip,  \yhom  the  Church  of  Rome  had  formally   in- 
yefted  with  the  Sovereignity  of  Ireland.    Tliis  Anfwer, 
lefs  rational,  than  bold,  was  followed  by  a  furious  Sally, 
during  which   the  Spaniards  were  violently  repulfed. 
On  the  Day  following,   Sir  IVilham  fVinter  eredcd  a 
Battery  of  Cannon  between  the  Fortrefs  and  tlie  Shore, 
whilft,  on  the  Land-Side,  the  Lord  Grey  drew  up  his 
Artillery,  at  an  advantageous  Diflance,  for  the  Purpofc 
©f  annoying  the  Befieged,  who,  when  again  prefled  to 

yield. 
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yitUI,  and  icly  "pon  the  Mercy  of  the  EngUJh^  declared 
that  they  not  only  fliould  rcpd  Hoftilitics,  but  endea- 
vour to  extend  the  Piogrefs  of  their  Anns.  The  At- 
tack was  now  coinnienccd,  and  Joffpo,  the  Commander 
of  the  Kort,  convinced  of  the  Inefiicacy  of  Rcfiftancc, 
yet  dilTcnting  from  the  Opinion  of  his  Allbciatcs,  in- 
treated  for  a  Pcrmiflion  to  capitulate.  (Jrey  anlwered 
that  to  Traitors  no  Concc.Tioris  couUI  he  granted  ;  and 
the  Kncmy  driven  to  the  mod  terrible  Extremities,  im- 
plored for  Mercy,  and  fubmittcd.  It  is  wiih  equal 
Abhorrence,  and  Concern,  that  we  purfue  the  Sequel  of 
this  Relation.  Raleigh^  the  enlightened,  the  celebratei 
Ralelt^h  was  appoi!Ued  to  fiipcrintcnd  the  Perpetration 
of  Cruelties  which  would  have  difgraccd  a  Savage. 
The  l^aurcls  reaped  by  this  intrepid  Soldier,  during 
the  Rciluflion  of  the  Kortrefs,  were,  afterwards,  be- 
imeared  with  lilood.  Forgetful  of  iiis  Honour,  he  ac- 
cepted of  an  ignominous  Office,  and  coolly,  when  all 
Contention  had  fublided,  affiftcd  in  the  Slaughter  of  the 
GavriTon.  Toojuftly  was  it  alVcrtcd,  in  the  Prclencc 
of  Eliziibeth^  that  the  Loul  Deputy,  and  his  Officers, 
had  tyrannized  with  fuch  Barbarity,  that  little  remainai 
in  heliind  for  her  to  reign  over  but  Carca^lbs,  anj 
Aflies  (/). 

In  Vindication  of  thcfc  feverc  Proceedings,  it  hath 
been  urged  that  the  vanquiflicd  were  ib  numerous,  dar- 
ing, and   ungovernable^  that  an  Attempt  to  confine

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them  within  a  Prifon  mufl  liavc  been  too  prccariovs  a 
Method,    whilft  their  Conquerors  were  under  the  Nc* 
celhty  of  prcchuhng  them  from  the  Power  of  a  fccoiul, 
and  morceffcftual  Rcfidat  "re ;  that  a  total  Extirpation 
of  fuch  Enemies,  was  the  only  Hrm  Security  on  which 
the  Englijh  could  rely  ;  that  in  the  very    Moment  pre- 
vious to  tlie  Order  for  the  Execution  of  the  Upaniardi, 
who  had  furrendcrcd,  the  Lord  Deputy  received  Advice 
of  the    near  Ai)proach  of  one  thoul'and,  and  five  hun- 
dred  of  the   rebellious  Itijh ;  that   no  Vcireis  were  in 
Readincfs  to  convey   the  Foreigners   to  tlieir    native 
Land  ;  and  that  the  Soldiers  in  the   Service  of  the  vic- 
torious Party,  declared  that  tiiey  would  turn  their  Arms 
againft   their  own  Chiefs,   if  refrained  from  the  full 
Liberty  of  plundering  the  Fort.     It  was   not  in  the 
Power  of  fuch  Apologies   to  fcrecn   the  EngUJh  cither 
from    the   Execration    of    their   Advcrfaries,    or   the 
Cenlures  of  the   World.     All    Europe  conlidcred  this 
Mallhcre  with  Horror;    but  the  CnthciicSy  in  particular, 
exclaimed    againft  it,  as  the  moft  cruel,  and  flagitiou:» 
Infringement  of  a  Iblemn  Oath,  by  which  Grey  had 
taught  the  Spaniards  to  expe(5V  tlie  Liberty  of  departing 
fecure  from  Infult,  and  with  the  Honours  of  War. 

The  great  Law  of  Candour,  uliich  no  Hiftorian 
(liould  ever  venture  to  traufgrcfs,  will  not  fuffer  us,  in 
this  Place,  to  conceal  a  Teftimony,  that  was  intended 
to  palliate  the  Barbarity  of  riie  the  J>ord  Deputy,  and 
his  AlFociates.  How  elleflually  it  may  operate  as  an 
Exculpation  of  the  Guilt  fuppofed  to  have  been  in- 
curred by  Raleigh.^  is,  without  -  woniment,  f  .Lmitted  to 
the  Judgment  of  the  i<eader.  A  celebrated  Writer,  who 
was  Secretary  (wj  to  Grey,  and  ne;ir  the  Scene  of  Ac- 
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tlon,  hath  tranfmitted  to  Poftcrity  the  following  At-

"  Whcm  firft  their  Secretary  Seignior  ^fffrciy   an 

"  Italian^  vyas  feot  to  treat  with  the  Lord  Deputy,  for 

•*  Grace,   he  was  flatly   refufed  it.     And  afterwards, 

**  when   their  V.  olonel,    named  Oon    SehjUan,  came 

"  forth  to  intreat  that  they  might  depart,   with  their 

•*  Arms,   like  Soldiers,  and,  at  lead,  be  fpared  their

Purpofe.  Thefe  were  fo  favourably  reprcfented  by  hl» 
Friends^  in  England,  that,  in  the  Year,  orie  thoufand,' 
five  hundred,  and  eighty  one,  he  was  appointed,  under 
ji  joint  Commiffion,  one  of  the  Governors  of  Munjler* 
His  Cortduftj  during  the  Execution  of  this  Office,  gavo 
the  higheft  Satisfaftion  to  the  Qiiecn,  who  rewarded 
him  with  a  Graut  of  a  lafge  Eilate  iituated  in  the 
Country  which  he  had  fuMucd  (»). 

Soon  after  his  Rdturn  to  England,  he  attracted  the 
Notice  of  his  Sovereign,  by  one  of  thofe  Afts  of  Gal- 
lantry which  were  ndt  only  natural  to  him,  but  formed 
a  princijfJaf  Ingredient  of  his  Charafter.  Whilft  Eliza- 
^r//^  was  cnga:ged  in  taking  her  frequent  Exercife  oH 
Foot,  fHe  approached  a  Sf>ot  of  Ground,  the  Surface 
of  which  had  been  ftrewn  with  Rubbilh.  Unwilling  to 
fbil  her  Shoes,  fhe  flopped  fliort,  and  feemed  averfc 
from  going  forward,  when  Raltigh,  who  had  obferved 
her,  at  a  Diftance,  ran  up,  and  throwing  off  hii  vel- 
vet Gloaltj  (a'  Part  of  the  fafl^.ionable  Habit  which  he 
tvore,)  fflt  rcfpeflfully  on  his  Knees,  and  extended  it 
acrofs  the  Path.  The  Queen  trod  gently  oyer  it,  and, 
at  the  fame  Time,  diicovered  her  Approbation  of  this 
Pclitenefs,  with  a  gracious  Smile.  Encouraged  by  aCon- 
defceniion  which  appeared  the  Earneft  of  his  better  For- 
tune, he  reforted  daily  to  the  Court.  When  he  per- 
ceived that  Elizabdh  Hill  Iionoured  him  with  her  At- 
tention, he  wrote  on  ilic  Pane  of  a  glafs  Window^ 
which  was  obvious  to  her  Eye,

When  the  Duke  of  Jnjouy  who,  In  the  Chara£ler  of 
a  Lover,  had  refided  during  three  Mo-tihs,  at  the  Court 
of  Elizabeth^  departed,  in  Order  to  alliime  the  Cio- 
vernment  of  the  Nether Jan^s,  the  Qiieen  cxprefsly  com- 
manded that  Raleigh  (hould  attend  him.

Encoun- u,^d  by  this  Succefs,  Raleigh  equipped,  at 
his  own  Exi)cnc:e,  two  fmall  Veficls,  and  appointed 
to  die  Command  of  them  the  Captains  Philip  Amadas, 
and  Arthur  Barlew,  who,  on  the  twenty-feventh  of 
the  Allowing  Month  of  April,  fet  Sail  from  the  fFeJi

At  this   Period,  Raleigh,  in    Conjunction  with   Sir 
jyHliam  Courten:i)\  was  chofen  by  the  FrcclioKiers,    to 
rcpreknt  the  County  of  Devon.     Durin^;  the  firft  Sel- 
fions  of  his   Attendance  in  the  Houl'e  of  Commons,  a 
Bill  palled   in  Confirmation  of  his  Patent  for  the  Dil- 
covcry  of  foreign  Countries  (x)  ;    and,  foon  afterwards, 
he  was   advanLCti,   by    Eitzal'eth,  to  the   Dignity  of 
Knighihood.     In   the   Year,  one   tliouUnd,   five  hun- 
dred,   and    eighty -five,  lie   fitted  out    a  fccond  P'leet, 
for   Firginia^   whicii    returned    with    a    SpaniJ})   Prize, 
vakied   at  an   Immenfe  Sum  (y).      He  wr.s  alfo   Con- 
cerned in  tlie  Preparations  for  the  Voyage  of  Captain 
Davis,  who  attempted   the  Di;(  overy  of  a  A'orM-/^^/? 
Palfagc.     On  this  Account  it  was  th;it  a  Promontory 
in  the  Streights,  named  after  that  Aidvenrurer,  received 
the  AppeUation    of  Ad-junt  Raleigh   (z)      The  politic 
Elizabeth   thought   fit   to   countenance    thefc     pullic- 
fpirited,   and  expcnfivc  Projedts.

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Richard  Ecylf,  the  firft  Earl  oiCorke  (a),  Encouragcil 
by  the  Miuiiliccncc  of  his  Sovereign,  he  now  fitted 
out  a  third  Fleet,  for  Virginia,  and  alio  two  Barks  to 
cruize  on  the  Spaniards,  near  the  Axores,  the  Captains 
of  which  were  fo  fuccefsful  that  they  were  obliged  to 
leave  many  of  their  Prizes,  near  the  Scene  of  Ac- 
tion {Ji).  This  illuftrious  Adventurer,  not  more  pro- 
fperous  in  his  naval  Enterprizes,  than  in  the  Fruits  of 
his  afliduoiis  Attendance  on  Elizabeth,  was,  towards 
the  Conclufion  of  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  five  hun- 
dred, and  eighty- fix,  raifed  to  the  Pofts  of  Senefchal 
of  the  Dutchies  of  Cornwall,  and  of  Lord  Warden  of 
the  Stannaries  in  DevQnJhire,  and  Cornwall,  It  hath 
been  remarked  that  thefe  Preferments,  although  not 
fuperior  to  his  Merit,  cxpolcd  him  to  the  Malice  of 
thofc  undctcrving  Individuals,  who  defpaircd  of  attain- 
ing, by  their  Intrigues,  to  the  like  Advantages  (i^). 
In  the  Year  one  thoufand,  five  hundred,  and  eighty- 
feven,  Sir  JValter  Raleigh  equipped,  at  his  own  Charge, 
a  fourth  Fleer,  and,  foon  afterwards,  (d)  provided  a 
fifth,  both  of  which  were  dcftincd  for  f^/^yjula.  Con- 
cerning thefe  Voyages,  let  it  be  ruffiticnt  to  obfcrvc 
that  they  were  not  fLicccfsful,  altlioiigh  the  Adven- 
turers were  Men  of  unqucflionablc  Rcfoluiion,  and  cfla- 
Uifhed  Reputation. 

The  Conduft  of  our  Hero,  durinfr  the  niemorablc 
Feriod  when  all  the  nav.il,  and  military  Power  oi 
Spain  was  collcdlcd  for  the  Dtftrudion  of  tiie  En^lilh^

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Ii.ith  been  already  mentioned  (e).  Wc  fliall  here  add 
that  he  was  a  Member  of  the  Council  commanded  td 
devife  the  mofl:  cftcftLuri  Vleans  of  iTpcHmg  an  In- 
vafion,  and  tliat  the  Operations  which  he  fug^2,e{lcd 
were  the  Refult  of  great  nav.d  Ivxpcricncc,  c'cep  Policy, 
and  a  conl'ummnte  Knowlcilgc  of  ihc  littv  It  Applica- 
tion of  thoi'-  in'ular  Advantages  peculiar  to  ihc  LU-^liJh. 
As  the  Remal^s  of  Raleigh  refer  particuhnly  to  the 
Engagement  wiih  the  Aimada^  ami  muft  convince  the 
Reader  that,  durinc;  an  BL\-:s.  when  the  Pvogrcis  of  the 
^Viiutical  Arts  was  neither  rapid,  nor  enlis.';btcned,  rhis 
illuftrious  Seaman  lurpailed,  in  a  Knowledge  of  the 
iManne,  the  Generality  of  his  Conicmj)orarif'^,  wc  lbal4 
infert  a  Palfagi:  from  his  Hiflory  of  the  VV^orld  (/).

**  had  more  Ships  than  he  had,  and  of  a  higher  Build - 
*' ing,  and  Charging,  fo  that,  had  he  cntnngled  him- 
**  felf  with  thofe  great,  and  powerful  Vcflels,  he  had 
**  much  endangrrtd  the  Kingdom  of  Enohnrl^  For,

*'  it  hath  been  well  cnpuj:;h  conceived  in  old  Time;  as 
*'  by  that  Oration  of  Hermocrates,  in  Thucydidcs^  which 
•'  lie  made  to  the  Syracufiansy  when  the  Aiheniam  in-

Concerning  the  Superfluity  of  great  Ordnances,  in 
ihc  royal  Navy,  this  dilccrning  invcfligator  remarks 
tli;it  "  Many  Times,  there  is  no  Proportion  of  Shot, 
'*  and  Powder  allowed,  rateably  to  that  Quantity  of 
*'  great  Ordnance,  as  was  feen  in  the  Sea-Battle,  with 
.•<*  the  Spaniards,  in  ttie  Year,  one  thoufand,  five  Jiun- 
,"  drcd,  and  eighty -eight,  when  it  lb  nearly  concerned 
*'  the  Defenex;,  and  Prefervation  of  the  Kingdom.  So 
*'  as  then  many  of  tliofc  great  Guns,  wanting  Powder, 
*'  and  Shot,  flood  but  as  Cyphers,  and  Scare-Crows, 
**  not  unlike  to  the  Eajllering  Hulks,  who  were  wont 
*'  to  plant  great  red  Port- Holes,  in  their  Broadfidcs, 
"  where  they  carried  no  Ordnance  at  all  (f )." 

At  this  Period,  the  Queen  granted  to  Sir  IValter  Ra- 
leigh fome  additional  Emoluments  refulting  from  the 
Wine-Office,  and,  foon  afterwards,  he  made  an  Af- 
lignmcnt  of  ali  his  Right,  and  Intercft,  in  the  Colony 
of  l^'irgittia  to  Ibme  Merchants  of  the  Port  of  London.

Safety,  is  evident  from  the  folknving  Letter  ad- 
drefled  by  them,  to  the  Lord  Admiral.

On  this  Occafion,  the  Proprietors,  and  Captors  were 

(deprived  of  the  greater  Part  of  thofe  Shares  which  they 

claimed,  and  naturally  expected.     A  celebrated  naval 

Writer  (.0)  hath  remarked  that  the  Queen's  Adventure, 

in  this  Voyage,  confifted  only  of  two  Ships,  the  iinalleft 

of  which  was  at  the  taking  of  the  Carrack.     Of  this 

Title,  joined  to  her  royal  Authority,  flie  fo  efFeftiially 

javaikd  herfelf,   that  the  Individuals  who  had  engaged 

in  the  Enterprize  were  obliged  to  fubirvit  thcmfelvcs  to 

her  Pleafure,    and  thus  futFered  by  Extortions,      I  his 

Circumftance  is  a  melancholy  Proof  that  the  Auihoiity 

of  the  Sovereign  was  not,   in  that  defpotic  yEra,   con- 

troukble  by  Law.    Raleigh^  with  great  Humility,   and 

Earneftnefs,   intreated,   but  incfieftually,   the  covetous 

£//Z(2^^//>  to  accept  of  an  hundred  tlioufand  Pounces,  in 

Lieu  of  all  Demands  j  and  he  obierved  that  the  Fiefent, 

which  the  Proprietors  were  willing  to  make  her,    of 

eighty  thoufand   Pounds,,   was  the   greateft  that  ever 

Prince  had  received  from  a  Subjcft  fp). 

It  hath  been  obferved  that  whilft  Sir  f falter  Raleigh 
remained  at  home,  his  great  Genius  difplayed  itself  in 
all  the  Employments  worthy  of  a  Citizen,  in  a  free 
State.  He  flionc  in  the  Senate,  as  a  Patriot^  and  the 
ReniaiQS  pf  his  Speeches  leave  us  in  Doubt  vyhether  we 
ought  to  admire  moft  his  Force  pf  jLloquencc,  or  the 
Extent  of  his  Underftanding.  Of  learned  Men,  he 
ayowedly  the  Patron,  and  all  public  Undertakings  were 
prompted  b,y  his  Encouragement  3,  a  S^ndion  which

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carried  with  It  a  greater  Weight,  as,  at  this  JEv^,  he 
v\;\s  one  of  the  declared  Favourites  of  the  Qtiecn  {q). 

During  his  Abode  within  the  Court,  Roleigh  prevailed 
too  powerfully  in  feducing  the  AfFcftions  of  one  of  the 
Ladies  of  Honour  to  Elizabeth.  The  fair  Objeft  of 
his  Addrefles  was  the  Daughter  of  Sir  Nicholas  Throck- 
morton. Difgrace  fucceded  to  the  Gratification  of  their 
Love  ;  and  when  the  Pregnancy  of  the  unhappy  F'e- 
Hiale  had  advanced  too  far  to  be  concealed,  flie  was  dri- 
ven from  the  Palace,  whilft  her  Admirer,  notwith- 
ftanding  that  he  had  repaired  the  Injury  by  giving  her 
his  Hand,  in  Marriage,  became  equally  expofed  to  the 
Difpieafure  of  his  Sovereign  (r).  At  this  Juncture, 
and  in  Order  that  he  might  be  reflored  to  Favour,  Ra- 
leigh addrelTed  a  Letter  to  Sir  Robert  Cecily  who  was  un- 
doubtedly requefted  to  inform  the  Queen  of  its  Con- 
tents. As  they  prove  to  what  bafe,  and  ridiculous  Ex- 
cefles  the  Arts  of  Flattery  were  carried  even  by  one  of 
the  moft  fpirited,  and  xccom-plifhed  Heroes  of  his  Time, 
and  prefentus,  alfo,  with  a  ftrlklngPifture  of  the  Van- 
ity of  Elizabeth,  who,  at  the  Age  of  lixty,  co<uld  be  de- 
lighted with  fuch  an  abje£l  Strain  of  Gallantry,  it  caa- 
notbe  improper  to  infertthem. 

"  My  Heart  was  never  broke  until  thl«  Day,  that  I 
"  hear  that  the  (^een  goes  away  fo  far  off,  whom  I 
"  have  followed  lb  many  Years,  with  fo  oreat  Love. 
"  and  Deiire,  in  fo  many  Journies,  and  am  now  left

It  was  during  his  Retirement  that  Raleigh  meditated 
the  Difcovery  of  Guiana^  and  drew  up  Inftru£lions  fori 
Captain   JVhiddon,    an    Officer  of  great  Experience, 
whom  he  fent  to  furvey  the  Coaft,  and  who  returned  I 
with  a  favourable  Report  of  the  Riches  of  the  Country,! 
and  the  Poffibility  of  fubduing  it.    Frbrn  this  Moment,  ■ 
Sir  Walter  refolved  to  undertake  the  Voyage,  and,  ac- 
cordingly, fitted  out  a  Squadron,  of  Ships,  partly  at  his 

cwnl 
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own  Expcnce,  and  partly  by  the  pecuniary  AlTiftance  of 
the  Lord  High-Admiral  Howard^  and  of  Sir  Robert 

Cecil  (/).  • 

On  the  fixth  of  February,  in  the  Year,  one  thoufand, 
five  hundred,  and  ninety-five,  he  failed  from  Plymouth^ 
and,    on  the  twenty-fecond  of  March,   arrived  at  the 
Ifland  oiTrinidado.     Here,  he  eafily  reduced  the  fmall 
City  of  Saint  Jofeph,   and  took  Prifoner,  Antonio  BoreOy 
the  Spanijh  Governour,  who  fully  defcribed  to  him  the 
ncio^hbouring  Continent,  and  the  Trade  to  thofe  Parts 
which  had  not  hitherto  been  explored  by  any  Adven- 
turers from  England.     On  this  Information,  he  quitted 
the  Ship   at  Trinidado,    and,    attended  by  an  hundred 
Men,  proceeded  in  feveral  fmall  Barks,  during  a  Courfe 
of  four  hundred  Miles,  upthe  River  Oronoque,  in  Search- 
of  Guiana.     Carrapana,   and  other  petty  Princes  of  the 
Country,  refigned,  tlu'ough  his  Hands,  their  Sovereign- 
ties to  Elizabeth.     Yet  fuch  was  the  intenfe  Heat  of  the 
Weather,  and  the  Violence  of  the  Rains,  that  he  was 
compelled  to  retire  in  as  much  Danger  of  being  borne 
down  by  the  rapid  Torrents  of  Water,    as  crulhed  by 
the  Ras:e,  and  Power  of  his  Enemies.     When  the  In- 
habitaiits  of  Cumana  refufcd  to  pay  the  ftipulated  Ran- 
fom  for  their  Town,  he  reduced  it  to  Afiies  j  and,  hav- 
ing next  levelled  Saint  Marys,  and  Rio  de  la  Hacha,    to 
the  Ground,   returned,   with  all  his  valuable  Acquifi- 
tions,  to  England.     A  naval  Writer  (u)  hath  remarked 
that, ,  concerning  the  whole  of  his   Proceedings,    the 
Manner  of  his  entering  within  this  hidden   Country, 
and  making  a  farther  Progrefs  iri  the  Space  of  a  Month, 
than  the  Spaniards  had  done  in  half  a  Century  ;   of  the 
Nature  of  the  Soil,  and  the  Certainty  of  finding  many, 
and  rich  Mines  of  Gold,  Sir  Walter  hath  left  us  fo  fair, 
'  fo

been  as  thoroughly  known,  and  as  completely  fettled  by 
the  Engijh,  as  Firginia.  With  due  Deference  to  the 
Judgment  of  this  Hiftoriart,  and  all  proper  Veneration 
for  the  Name  of  Raleigh^  it  would,  in'  our  Opinion, 
be  difficult  to  avoid  fubfcri])ing  to  the  Aflertion  that, 
at  his  Return,  he  publifhed  an  Account  of  Guiana^  full 
of  the  grofleft,  and  molt  palpable  Lies  that  ever  were  at- 
tempted to  beimpofcdon  theCreduUty  of  Mankind  (a-). 
Not  lefs  improbable  than  the  Fables  of  this  celeb  rated  Ad- 
venturer is  the  Atteflation  of  a  foreign  Author  (^;J,  who, 
in  his  Defcription  of  Manoa,  the  Capital  of  the  Empire; 
of  Guiana^  obferves  that  every  Velfel  within  the  Palace 
was  either  of  Gold,  or  of  Silver  j  that  in  the  royalWard- 
robe  were  hollow  Statues  of  Gold,  whitfh  feemcd  Gi- 
ants ;  and  that  there  were  Figures  of  the  fame  Metal, 
in  full  Proportion,  reprcfenting  /''/the  Beafts,  Birds, 
Trees,  and  Herbs  that  the  Ear  'ngs  forth,  and  all 
tlie  Fiflies  that  the  Sea,  or  W;  .^  of  his  Kingdom 
breed.  Finally,  there  was  nothing  in  his  Country, 
whereof  he  had  not  the  Counterfeit  in  Gold. 

As  we  have  ventured  to  difpute  the  Veracity  of  the 
Account  relative  to  the  Riches  difcovered  within  the' 
Empire  of  Guianay  it  Teems  ncceffary,  in  Point  of  Can- 
dour, that  we  ihould  lay  fome  Remarks,  written  by  Sir 
Walter  Raleigh,  before  the  Reader,  whofe  Opinion 
fhould  not  be  bialTed,  even  by  a  Supprellion  of  confi- 
dent AlTertions.     "  Becaufc  there  have  been   divers,

"  that  Marcaiite,  and  have  piade  ElTay  of  it  fin^e  my

<'  iMarcafite ;  but  all  the  Rocks»  a,nd  Mountains,  all 
"  the  Stones  in  the  Plaii>!>,  Woods,,  and  by  th?  Sides  of 
**  the  River  are,  in  EfFcft,,  throughout  fhining,  and 
*'  feem  to  be  vaftly  rich,  which  being  proved  to  be  no 
f*  Marcaiite,  are  the  true  Signs  of  rich  Minerals,  but 
•*  are  no  other  than  El  Madre  del  OrOy  (or  the  Mother

"  ways  a  Rule.  For  my  Part,  I  did  not  contradift 
"  any  Mail's  defire,  or  Opinion,  and  fhould  have  al- 
"  lowed  theiix  very  little  Liberty,  if  I  had  denied  them 
**  the  Ple^furc  ^f  Satisfying  themfelves  in  this  Point ; 
Vol.  IV.  G  «<  but; 
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*'  but  T  was  convinced  that  Gold  nmft  be  found  citjner 
*'  in  Grains,  feparate  from  the  Stone,  as  it  i^  in  moi^ 
*'  of  the  Rivers  of  Guiana^  or  ehe  in  a  kind  of  harcj 
'*  Stone  i  which  we  call  the  white  Spar,  or  Flint,  which 
**  I  endeavoured  to  break,  by  all  the  Means  I  could, 
*'  becaufe  there  appeared,  on  the  Outfide  fome  fmall 
**  Giains  of  Gold  ;  and^  in  a  Clifr,  after  much  Diffi- 
"  culty,  with  our  Daggers,  and  the  Head  of  an  Axe, 
"  we  got  out  a  fmall  Qviantity  of  it.  Of  this  kind  of 
"  white  Stone,  in  which  Gold  engenders,  we  faw  manv 
*'  Hills,  and  Rocks,  in  every  Part  o(  Guian/7,  through 
*'  which  vve  travelled  ;  and  of  this,  there  have  been  ma- 
**  ny  Trials  made.  In  London,  it  was  -firll  effayed  by 
"^'  Mr.  IVeJlwood,  a  Refiner,  in  Wood-ftreet ;  and  it  held 
**  after  the  Rate  of  twelve,  br  thirteen  thoufand  PouikIj, 
*'  a  Ton.  lliere  was  fome  of  it  again  trkid  by  Mr. 
*'  Palmer^  Comptroller  of  the  Mint;  ?.nd  Mr.  Dhn- 
"  mock,  in  GoUfmiths-Hall,  a::d  it  held  twenty -fix 
*'  thoufand,  and  nine  hundred  Pounds,  a  Ton.  Tlicrc 
'*  was  alfo,  at  the  lame  Time,  and  by  the  fame  Per- 
'*  fons,  a  Trial  made  of  the  Duft  of  the  fame  Miiu, 
**  which  held  eight  Pounds,  and  (ix  Ounces  Weight  oi 
*'  Gold,  in  the  hundred.  There  was,  likevvlle,  at  rlie 
''  fame  Time,  a  Trial  of  an  Image  of  Copper,  made 
**  in  Guianoy  which  held  a  third  Part  of  Gold  ;  befidti 
^*  feveral  Trials,  made  in  the  Country,  and  by  othci«, 
**  in  London.  But,  becaufe  there  came  bad  with  the 
*' good,  and,  belike,  the  i'aid  Alderman  was  not  pre- 
*'  fented  with  the  beft,  he  was  pleafed  to  lay  a  ScanJal 
*'  upon  all  the  reft,  and  to  dllparagc  the  EnterpriW) 
"  to  the  utmoft  of  his  Power.  It  h;is  rdfo  been  con 
"  eluded  by  many  thnt,  if  there  had  been  any  fudl 
*^  Ore  in  Guiana,  arid  1  had  difcovcrcd  it,  I  ihoul(!| 
*'  have  brought  home  a  greater  Quantity  j  byt,  fir 
"  i,  was  not  bouad  to  fatisfy  any  Body  of  the  Qiianti

<<  ty,  excepting  thofc  who  were  Adventurers,  if  any 
**  btore  had  l)een  returned  \  but  i^  us  very  true  that  had 
*'  all  thei-r  Mountains  been  of  mrrfiy  Gold,  it  was  inj- 
*'  portible  for  us  to  have  made  any  longer  Stny  to  have 
"  wrought  it ;  and  whol'oever  hatU  fcefi  with  what 
*'  Strength  of  Stone  the  befb  gold  Gre  is  encompalTed, 
.**  will  not  think  it  eafy  to  be  had  out  in  Heaps,  elpc- 
"  cially  by  us,  uhohad  neither  Men,  In{l4umcnts,  or 
<'  Time  to  perform  it." 

In  tlie  Year,  one  thoufand,  five  hundred,  and  ninety- 
five,   Sir  IValter  Ralt'tgh  ccjgipped,   at  his  own  Charge, 
two  VelTds,  named  the  Deiight^  and  the  Difcavere^y  the 
jCommnmd  of  which  was  given  to  C  aptain  Kemeys,   who 
bailed  in   theijj   to  Gitiaiui,  io\   xh^  doubie  Purpole  of 
profeciiting  his  Difcovcrics^   and  of  aifording  the  pro- 
mifed  Succour  to  the  Indhns^  during  that  Period,   en- 
gaged in  War  againft  the  Spuniardsy  who  oppofcd  them 
with  fuch  unrelenting  Severity,   as  betrayed  ap  iriten* 
tion,  not  only  tolubdue,  but  totally  to  extirpate  them. 
Kaneys,  at  his  Return  to  Enghnd,  pabiiflied  an  Account 
of  his  Expedition  (2).     A  naval  Writer  {a)  on  whom, 
(perhaps  only   when   with   too  much  Enthufiafm,   he 
€Xtols  the   Conduft  of  his  Heroes,)  we  cannot  abfo- 
iutely  rely,  oblcrves  that  it  njight  have  converted  to 
the  Sentiments  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,   refpe£ling  the 
iEmpire  of  Guiana,   all  whom  either  invincible   Igno- 
rance, or  over-vwcniug  Prejudice  had  not  deftined  to 
[remain  Infidels, 
We  have   already  entered  (b)  lb  minutely  into  the 
articulars  connefVed  with  the  celebrated  Expedition 
0  Cadiz,    where  the  Conduft,   and  Intrepidity  of  Sir

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Walter   Raleigh  were   gloriouily   confpicuous,    that  it 
becomes  ncccilefs  to  rciuiiie  llie  Siil)je£l. '   Let  us  pro- 
ceed therefore,  to  obfervc  that,   at  his    Return,  cut 
illuftrious  Adventurer  applied  witli  Ardour  to  the  Rc- 
■ncwal  of  his  Atteirtpt  for  the  cffeftual  Eftahhllitncnt 
of  a  commercial  fntcrcouirc  with  the  People  of  Guiana, 
Thither,    at  the  Commencement  of  tlje   Year,   one 
thoufand,    five   hundred,   and  ninety  fevcn,    he   dil*- 
patched  the  ip'att^  a  large,   and  well-provided  Pinnace, 
under  the  Cominand  of  Captain  Leonard  Berrie,  who, 
on  his  Arrival,  fn  the  Month  of  il/rtr^^,  was  admitted 
TO  a  friendly  and  communicative  Convcrfation,  with  the  I 
Inhabitants  of  the  Coaft,  who  revealed  allCircum.  j 
llances,  within  their  Knowledge,  which  bore  the  lcall| 
Relation    to  the  State,  and  Opulence  of  the  higlicr 
Country.     This  Expedition  (from   which   Berrie  if- 
turned  to  Plymouth  on  the  twenty-eighth  of  the  follow- 
ing Month  of  7«»/)  hath  been  confidcred  (<)  as  an  in- 
dubitable Proof  of  two  Faf^s  ;   firft,  tjiat  Sir  ff^ait(t\ 
himfclf  was  in  carneft  with   Rcgiind  to  thib*  Difcovery 
otherwife  there  can  be  no  Cauie  alleged,  why,  having! 
fo  many   Matters  of  hnportarice  upon  his  Htmds,  k\ 
fhould'bufy  hiittfelf  in  an  Undertaking  of  this  Kind; 
fecondly,  that  no  Hopes  could,   on  fucli  an  OccafionJ 
be  better  founded  than  his  own,  fmcc  the  Accounij 
which  hath  been  given  of  the  Voyage,  is  not  liable  tol 
any  juft  Objections  (z^).     It  is   not  to  the  preceedinq 
Remark,  that  the  Compiler  of  this  Work  can  implicitj

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yedition  to  the  AztreSy  an  Event  of  which  a  copious  Re- 
lation hath  been  already  given  (^).     In  the  following 
Year,  he  was  again  ^  Member  of  the  Houfe,  of  Com- 
mons, and  diflin^uilhcd  hjmfclf  by  his  Patriolifm,  and 
by  iiis  Service  to  the  Crovvri  j   a  Line  of  Conduft  which 
vi  too  juftly  obfeifved   to  have  been  in   later  Periods, 
deemed  abfolutcly  inconfiftcnt  (/).     Availing  himlelf 
of  a  lirm  Intercft  with  Elizabeth^  he  procured  an  £xon-, 
cralion  of  fonic  intolerable  Imppfitions,  and,  by  his 
Importance  in   the:   Senate,    facilitated  the  Advance- 
ment of  the  Supplies.     Indulgences  were  likewife  ob- 
tained through  his   Intcrferenccy  for  the  Tinners,  ia 
Cornwall,  and   to  thcfe,  as  to  all  the  Poor,  he  approved 
himlelf  a  rational,  and  Ipecdy  Advopate.     In  the  Year 
one  thoufand,  five  hundred,  and  ninety  nine,  he,  was 
appointed  Viee- Admiral  of  the  Fleet,  the  rapid  E(juip- 
nicnt  of  which  was  regarded  by  the  Powers  of  Etiropfy 
with  equal  Apprchcnfi'on,  and  Sufprize.  (^f).    Although 
he  did  not  enjoy   this  Honour  longer  than  the  Space  pf 
a  fmgle  Month,  yet  it  ii^uft  be  cpnljdered  as  aftriking 
Proof  of  that    favourable   Opinion  whifjh  was  .con- 
ceived of  him  by  Elizabethy  lince,,  during-  that  Period, 
file  had  equal  Reafon  to  dread   domcftic  Trouble^,  and 
Invafions   from   abroad.     In  the  Year,  one   thoufand, 
and  fix  hundred,  he.  accompanied   the   hoxCi  ,Cobhatny

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to  be  difpofed  of  in  fuch  a  Manher  as  fhe  fhould  deeift 
the  moft  fitting  (h). 

We  next  obferve  Sir  If^alter  Raleigh  engaged,  with 
others,  in  quelling  the  Infurreflion  of  the  Earl  of 
EJJ'ex,  the  Enemy  whom  he  moft  hated,  and  whofe  Life 
he  fought  for  by  thole  flagitious  Arts  wl\ich  are  but  Ht- 
tle  fliort  of  Murder.  The  V^ariance  that  broke  out  be- 
tween thefe  jealous  Candidates  for  martial  Fame,  in 
Confequence  of  the  A£lion  at  the  Ifland  oi  Fayal[i)y 
gave  Rile  to  Aninioiities  which  were  buried  only  in  the 
Grave.  We  might  be  taxed  with  wandering  far  be- 
yond the  necelTary  Limits  of  this  Work,  did  we  enter 
into  a  minute  Relation  of  the  ridiculous,  but  not  Icfs 
aggravating  devices,  by  which  fuch  violent,-  and  ambi- 
tious Rivals,  endeavoured,  at  one  Momertt  (^)  to  ex- 
cite the  Compaffion,  and,  at  another  Moment  (/),  to 
engrofs  the  Admi.  ation  of  the  Qyecn.  Be  it  fufhcient  to 
introduce  forae  obvious  Reflections  on  the  partial  Nar- 
rative of  a  celebrated  Writer  (yw),  who,  like  a  Multi- 
tude of  Hiftorians,  to  exalt  the  Fame  of  Rate'ighy  hath 
deprefled  the  Chara^er  of  EJfex.  After  having  re- 
marked that  Sir  Chrijlopher  Blunt  ]>ropofedto  the  latter, 
the  Aflkflination  of  the  formeri,  he  adds,  that  it  was 
judged  impraSiicahle.  What  Coficluiion  can  be  drawn 
from  thefe  Words,  exeept  that  E^ex  only  objedled 
to  xhz  Intention  of  deftroying  Raleigh ^htQ^xx^Q  it  muft

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have  been  difficult  to  execute  it?   When  a  Crime  (o 
horrid  in  its  Nature  is  imputed  to  a  Nobleman,  whpfc 
Narnc,  in  Spite   of  all  his  Blemilhes,  and  Vices,  is 
ftill  mentioned  b^  Poftcrity,  with  a  Degree  of  Rever- 
ence, it  l>ecomes  nccelTary  that  we  fliould  place  a  Se- 
ries of  P'ads,  in  a  more  candid,   and  incontrovertible 
Point  of  View.     The  Parties  who  are  the  Subje£l  of 
this    particular   Difculfion,    as    naval    Heroes,    have 
placed  their  perfonal  Intrepidity  beyond  the  Reach  of 
Cenfure.     1%  is  not,   therefore,    without  the  Concern 
refulting  from  a  difappointed  Wifli   to  mark   the  Cha- 
racters of  each  as  irrcproacliable,  that,  in  the  prefcnt 
Work,  we  follow,  the   Diftates  of  rigid  Juftice,    and, 
having  cleared  the.  Innocence  of  EJpx,  proceed  to  the 
i^fcertainment  of  the  Turpitude  6i  Raleigh,  The  Scheme  . 
fbr  depriving  Sir  lya/ter  of  his  Life  was  recommended

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EJex-^  at  this  Meeting,  he  declares  that  he  revealed  tlifc 
Contents  of  the  Meflagc  to  the  Earl,  who^  having  id- 
vifcd  with  the  feled  Council,  at  Drury-Houje  (o)^  an- 
fwerccl  that  he  made  ntj  Obje£tion  to  an  Interview  uporl 
the  Thrnnes^  but  dceitiCi^  dt  nefceflary  that  in  Order  to 
facilitate  iiis  Return,  Ik  fho'uld  take  a  Guard,  and  not 
venture  to  approach  the  Sliore.

The  Hiftorian  obferves  that  when  the  Mi/chief  broke 
outy  Sir  JValter  did  his  Duty ;  and  no  more  than  his 
Duty  {s)'  Th'e  Refult  of  farther  Inquiries  will  leave  us 
fenfible  of  the  Fallacy  of  this  Affertion.  Did  he  not 
exceed  the  Limits  of  his  Duty,  by  ftrenuoufly  endea- 
vouring to  perluade  Sir  Robert  Cecil,  (even  in  the  very 
Moment  when  that  Statefman  began  to  melt  into  Com - 
jiaflion  for  the  unhappy  Criminal),  that  it  was  necef- 
fary  to  enforce  the  Execution  of  the  Earl  of  EJfex  ?  Is 
it  poflible  that  a  different  ConflYu£lion  can  be  put  upon 
the  Sentence  *'  If  you  take  if  for  a  good  Counfel  to 
*'  relent  towards  this  T}  "ant,  you  will  repent  it  when 
*^  it  may  be  too  late?**  Should  the  Meaning  of  thefe 
Words  appear  ambiguous,  it  certainly  is  explained  in  a 
fubfequent  Expreflion  in  the  Letter,  of  which  a  Copy 
will  be  fubmitted  to  the  Reader;  "  But  if  the  Father 
**  continue,  he  will  be  able  to  break  the  Branches,  a"nd

"  Humour,  and  not  out  of  any  Love  towards  him.  The

It  is  fcarcely  neccflary  to  afk  how  the  Soh  of  EJ/ex 
could,  by  Defcent,  at  leaft,  have  been  the  youngeft 
Earl  of  England,  but  one,  unlefs  his  Father  had  died 
near  the  Period  at  which  this  execrable  Letter  v;as 
written  ?

^Queen  to  fign  a  Warrant  for  the  Execution  (y)  ?  Ot 
^eed  we  remain  any  longer  at  a  Lois  to  account  for 
the  general  Hatred  which  broke  out  againft  Raleigh^ 
'and  raged  with  redoutled  Violence,  when  he  was  ob- 
ferved  placed  at  a  Winclow  within  the  Tower,  and 
gazing  on  the  laft  Sufferings  of  Effex  ?  Yet  he  iblemnly 
decUrod  that  \icjhed  Tears  for  him  when  he  died.  The 
charitable  Confidciice  with  which  it  is  cuftomary  to 
receive  the  AlTeverations  oi  Individuals  who  are  on  the 
Point  of  launching  into  Eternity,  might  prevent  us,  in 
this  Inftance,  from  fuppoiing  that  Sif  tValter  could  ad- 
vance a  Fallity  i  but  Whilft  the  Letter,  the  Authenticity 
of  which  remains  linqueftionable,  can  l)e  referred  to,  it 
muft  cxcrte  our  Horror,  and  Aftonifhment,  whcnfoever 
'we  reflect  that,  at  thc'ScafFold,  he  called  on  the  God 
of  Trutli  to  witncfsthat  he  had  no  Hand  in  the  Death  of 
EJfeXy  nor  bore  him  any  ill  JffeSiiony  but  always  thought 
that  if  would  have  been  better  for  him  that  the  Life  of  thrs 
Lord  had  been  preferved  {z)o  At  the  Place  of  Execu^ 
tion.  Criminals  have  uttered  Words,  in  the  Hope  that 
if  they  were  believed,  a  Pardon  might  enfue.  Perhaps, 
Raleigh  had  amufed  himfeif  with  the  Idea  that  he  could 
have  {o{tcntd  James f  by  a  public  Proteftati  jn  of  his  In- 
nocence, in  Regard  to  J:-j  Perfecution  of  the  Ei.il  of 
'£J/ex^  with  whom  the  King  had  corrcfponded,  and  whole 
Memory  he  refpefted.  It  is  a  melancholy  Confider- 
ation  that  here,  where  he  fhould  have  been  moft  defen- 
fible,  we  cannot  vindicate  the  Hero  who  is  yet  ranked 
amongft  the  great  Prefervers  of  his  Country.

It  hath  been  allowed  that  ih  tlitf  Point  of  Monopo-- 
litN,  his  Condutfl  was  more  open  to  the  Severity  or 
Cinl'ure  ;  yet,  even  here,  he  is  obfcrVcd  to  have  given 
Pioofs  that  he  miuic  a  moderate  ufe  of  the  Grants 
>vliich  he  had  obtained  from  the  Crown,  offering  to  Air- 
render  his  own  freely,  on  Condition  that  the  ftft  might 
all  be  cancelled  {/). 

It  may  not,  in  this  F*art  of  the  Memoir,  be  Impro- 
per to  oblerve  that  at  tlie  Commencement  of  the  Year, 
one  thoLifand,  fix  hundred,  and  two,  Sir  Walter  Ra- 
leigh emj)loyed  tVilliam  Mace^  a  Native  of  Weymouth^ 
to  proceed  on  a  Voyage  to  Virginia^  in  Search  of  the 
Adventurers  who  had  been  left  there  towards  the  Clofc 
of  the  preceding  Century,  Having  failed  nearly  forty 
Leagues  to  the  Soutb-IVe/iward  of  Hatarajk^  in  the  La- 
titude of  thirty-four  Degrees,  he  loitered  there,  during 
a  Month,  inattentive  to  the  Purpofes  of  his  Entcrprize, 
and,  at  length,  returned,  pretending  that  the  Incle- 
mency of  the  Weather,  and  the  Lofs  of  his  CJround- 
Tackle  had  deterred  him  from  examining  thcJ  Situation 
of  the  Harbour  to  which  he  was  dlre^ed  to  repair. 

The  chief  Commodities  which  Mace  obtained,  at 
Uatarajk^  were  China  Root,  Benzoin,  SalTafras,  and 
CaiTia. 

At  the  Dercafe  of  Elizabeth,  Sir  U^alter  Raleigh  was, 
not  without  Hopes  that  he  might  enjoy  the  Favour  o£ 
licr  SucccfTor,  with  whom  he  had  endeavoured  to  in- 
gratiate himfclf,   by  a  Variety   of  fplendid  Frefents,

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and  other  Tcftlmonies  of  Refpcft  (^).     He  was,  not- 
withftanding,  wctt  aflurcd  that  EJfex  had  eridcavouicd 
to  fill  the  Mind  of  'Jamtt  with  Prejudices  againft  liim, 
but  thefc  he  expeftcd  to  wear  out  by  an  afTiduous  Ser- 
vice.    When  the  King  had  arrived  in  England^   he  vvn<i 
admitted  to  his  Prefence,   and  as  this  Interview  gave 
Rife  to  more,  ^o/w^^  embraced  an  Opportunity  of  dif- 
covcring  an  Inclination,  and  a  Capacity  to  ferve  him. 
Yet  not  long  after  the  Acceflion,  he  was  coolly  treat- 
ed, and  felt  the  Mortification  of  difcovcring  that  Sir 
Robert  Cecil,  who  had  been  his  Friend,   and  Aflbciate, 
during  the  Contcft  againft  the  Earl  of  EJfey,  forefeeing 
th?t  if  he  became  the  Favourite  of  James,  his  own  Ad- 
niiniftration  would  bediflblved,  drcwfuch  a  Chara£ler 
of  him  to  the  Prince,   as  he  thought  would  be  moll 
likely  to  difguft  him  ;  cenfuring,  in  the  fevcreft  Terms, 
the  martial  Difpofition  of  Sir  PVaher,   and  infinuaiing 
that  it  would  lead  him  to  form  Projects  which  mult  na- 
turally terminate  in  a  Rupture  between  England^  and 
the    neighbouring    States  (/).     In  Revenge  for  this 
Treatment,   Raleigh  drew  up  a  Memorial  wherein  he 
plainly  proved  that  the  Appearance  of  Loyalty  which 
the  Ctcils  had  r^aintained  f6r  James,  was  not  the  EfFcft 
of  Choice,  but  of  Compulfion ;  that,  in  Reality,  the 
Intrigues  of  one  of  that  Family  had  iMought  Alary,  the 
Queen  of  Scotland,  to  the  Block  ;  and  that  they  never 
thought  of  promoting  hjs  SuccefTion,  until  they  per- 
ceived that  it  muft  take  Place,  in  Spite  of  their  Endea- 
vours to  prevent  it  {m).     The  Memorial  was  far  from

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being  followed  by  thofc  Confequcnccs  which  Sir  IValter 
had  cxiK-if^cd,  although  in  not  having  diflruftcd  the 
Succcfs  of  it,  he  appears  a  Stranger  lo  the  Temper  of 
the  King.  At  this  Period,  Jamei  obferved  the  Power 
of  Cni/y  and  imagined  that  he  had  Need  of  it.  Thus, 
forgetful  that  it  was  the  Refult  of  his  own  Favour,  he 
became  dependant  upon  him,  as  he  was,  afterwards, 
upon  Buckin^hom^  whom,  during  a  Series  of  Years,  he 
trufted,  but  did  not  love  (w).  Thefe  Circumftanccs, 
added  to  his  Avcrfion  from  all  martial  Enterprizcs,  in- 
duced him  to  difcountenance  the  Views  of  RaLighi 
and,  perhaj)s,  to  proceed  to  Lengths  more  Violent  j  a 
Suppofition  which  it  is  allowable  to  indulge,  if  wc  are 
fo  juft  to  the  Memory  o( Ced/y  as  to  believe  that  he  did 
not  become  the  Enemy  of  Raleigh,  without  having  fiifl 
received  a  perfonal  Oflenee.  Be  this  as  it  may,  Sir 
IValter,  in  fpite  of  this  refpeflful,  and  alfiduous  At- 
tendance witjiin  the  Court,  was  regarded  with  Indiffer- 
ence. To  fuch  a  Treatment  may  naturally  be  afcribedi 
his  Determination  to  maintain  a  clofer  Iniercourfc  with 
Individuals  under  the  fame  Predicament,  and  who  were 
formerly  his  Friends.  This  Step  condu£led  him,  at 
length,  to  his  Ruin  (e). 

Amongft  thefe  Affociates  was  the  Lord  Cobham^ 
thoughtlefs  in  his  Condu£t,  wavering  in  his  Principles, 
and  poffefled  of  an  immenfe  Eftate.  At  this  Period, 
Raleigh  vvas  fufpe£ted  to  be  of  that  philofophical  Se£V^ 
which  have  lince  iiKreafed,  from  a  fmall  Number  to  an 
exteniive  Multitude,  and  are,  in  England,  ftiled  Free-

It  is  judicioufly  obferved  that  what  Cement  could  unite 
Men  of  fuch  dilcordant  Principles  in  lb  dangerous  a 
Combination,  what  End  they  propofed,  or  what  Means 
proportioned  to  their  Undertakings,  hath  never  yet  been 
explained,  and  cannot  calily  be  imagined  (p).  During 
the  Reign  of  Elizabeth,  Cobham  had  conferred  with  the 
Duke  of  Atemberg,  a  Flemijh  Nobleman,  in  the  Service 
of  the  King  of  jS/>fl/V/,  and,  at  that  Period,  reliding  in 
England,  with  the  I'itle  of  AmbalTador  from  the  Arch- 
Duke,  but,  in  h\£t,  r.s  the  Negociator  of  a  Peace,  in  Fa- 
vour of  the  Spaniards,  With  him,  Cobham  renewed 
his  Acquaintance,  and  recommended  that  a  large  Sum 
of  Money  fliould  Ic  prefented  to  Sir  Walter  Raleigh^ 
if,  inftead  of  oppofmg,  as  he  had  hitherto  done,  he 
would  forward  the  Peace  (^).  In  the  mean  Time, 
fome  popifh  Priefts,  and  other  difaffefited,  and  dcfign- 
ing  Peribns,  had  framed  a  Plot  agalnft  the  King,  and 
liis  whole  Family,  which  was  to  be  executed  by  feiz- 
ing,  if  not  deftroying  y<2;«(?j,  and  his  Children;  and 
with  fome  of  the  Confpirators,  Cobham  alfo  had  an  In- 
tercourfe,  by  Means  of  his  Brother,  Mr.  Broke.  When 
this  lail  Treafon  had  been  difcovered,  and  traced  to 
Aremberg,  there  arofe  a  Sufpicion  of  Cobham  j  and  in 
Confequence  of  his  Intimacy  with  Raltigh,  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  latter  were  called  in  Queftion.  All 
were  apprehended,  and  Cobham,  timorous  to  an  Ex- 
treme, was  prevailed  on  to  charge  Sir  Walter,  in  \\\% 
Confeflion,  with  a  Variety  of  Crimes.  The  Enemies 
of  Raleigh  contrived  to  blend  thefe  Treafons  together, 

notwith-

them  to  be  cliftm£l  Points ;  and  thus  unfavourably  he 
jftatcs  them,  in  a  Letter  addrefllxl  to  fVtmuood,  wherein 
hcdifcovcrs  anAveriion  from  ^'\x IVaber  Raleigh^  and,  at 
the  fame  Time,  his  Senfe  of  the  Want  of  any  real  Evi- 
dence which  might  afFe£l  him;  yet  what  appeared  defi- 
cient in  Proof,  was  made  up  in  Force,  and  Fraud.  The 
Priefts,  IVatfon,  and  Clarke ,  and  Mr.  Broke y  their  Allb- 
ciate,  were  firft  brought  to  the  Bar,  and,  after  a  long 
Hearing,  adjudged  guilty.  On  the  feventcenth  of  No- 
vimber,  in  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  fix  hundred,  and 
three.  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  was  tried  at  IVincheJler,  and, 
without  ai^y  Colour  of  Evidence,  convi£led  by  the  In- 
fluence of  the  Court,  of  High  Trcafon  (r).  It  is  too 
juft  an  Obfervation  that  the  virulent,  and  low  Abufe 
which  vs'as  thrown  out  on  Raleigh^  by  the  Attorney - 
General,  Sir  Edivard  Coke,  may  be  deemed  a  ievere 
Refleftion,  not  only  on  his  own  Memory,  but  even,  in 
fome  Degree,  on  the  [vlanners  of  that  Age.  We  learn, 
that  Traitor,  Monfter,  V^iper,  and  Spider  of  Hell,  were 
the  Terms  which  he  employed  againft  one  of  the  moft 
illuftrious  Men  in  the  Kingdom,  who  was  under  Trial 
for  Life,  and  Fortune,  and  who  defended  himfelf  with 
Temper,  Eloquence,  and  Refolution  (j). 

Mr.  Campbell  hath  remarked  that  it  may  be  proved 
to  a  Demonftration,  that  the  Charge  exhibited  againft 
Sir  Waher  Raleigh  was  groundlefs,  if  we  conlidcr  that 
all  the  Evidence  adduced  to  fupport  the  Aflertion  that 
he  engaged  in  a  Confpiracy  to  feize  the  King,  and  his

Brokcy  tlie  Purport  of  which  fecms  to  have  been  that 
his  Brother  Cobham  fliould  have  obferved  that  "  it 
**  would  never  be  well  until  the  Fox,  an^'  his  Cnbs 
**  were  taken  off;"  and,  afterwards,  fpeakinj^  to  this 
Brokcy  that  "  he,  Lord  GVvy,  and  others,  were  only  on 
"*' the  bye;  but  Raleigh,  and  hiraftlf  vvere  on  the 
**  Main;"  intimating  that  they  were  only  trufted  with 
lefs  important  Matters,  but  that  the  capital  Part  of  the 
Convi£lion  was  concevtcl  between  him,  and  Sir  JValter 
(/).  Yet  when  Broke  fuffcrcd,  and  that,  not  iindefcr- 
vedly,  he,  on  his  own  Confclfion,  rctra(5^cd  this  Cir- 
cumftancc,  affirming  that  he  never  hearetl  his  Brother, 
the  Lord  Cobham,  make  ufe  of  that  Phrafc,  relative  to 
the  Fox,  and  Cu!)s  (u)  ;  and  thus,  did  he  dcftroy  the 
Credit  of  the  other  Story  which  had  been  grounded  on 
the  Expreflion.  In  Support  of  this  Fad,  may  be  pro- 
duced the  undeniable,  Anthority  of  the  Lord  Cecil,  af- 
terwards Piarl  of  SaUJhury\  who  applauds  Broke,  for 
difcovcring  this  Remorfe,  during  his  lafh  AToments  (a-). 
So,  from  the  Teftimony  of  his  chief  Knemy,  breaks 
forth  the  innocence  of  Sir  JValter  Raleigh,  who,  con- 
ftantly,  and  judicioufly,  at  his  Trial,  diflinguilhed  be- 
tween '-he  extraordinary  Imputation  of  T^eafon,  and 
the  Conferences  with  At  ember g.  Of  the  former,  he 
denied  the  leaft  Knowledge  ;  but,  with  Regard  to  the 
latter,  confeffed  thatCfli'A<iw2  had  talked  to  him  concern- 
ing a  large  Pref^'nt,  on  the  Condition  that  he  fliould 
promote  a  Peace  with  Spain,    It  was  on  this  Occnfion,

that  he  remonftrated,  in  Icverc  Terms,  againft  a  Sen- 
tence whicH  inflifled  Death  only  bccaufe  he  had  once 
heared  a  vain  Man  (peak  incoherept  Language  (y). 

Although  the  Law  made  np  Diftin£tion  between  Sir 
If^alter  Raleigh,  and  the  refl  of  the  fuppofed  Confpira- 
tors,  yet  Jamer  was  more  lenient,  and  did  not  fign  the 
Warrant  for  his  Execution  (2)  -,  but,  on  the  Contrary, 
projefted  that  extraordinary  Contrivance  of  bringing 
tlie  Lords  Cobham,   and  Grey^  together  with  Sir  Griffin 
Markham,  to  the  Block,  and  then  gi  acting  them  a  Re- 
prieve, purely  to  difcover  the  Truth  of  the  Allegations 
of  Cchham,  againft  Raleigh^  and  alfoto  try  what  the  Fear 
of  Death  miglit  induce  the  other  to  confefs  ^a).     As 
thefe  Expedients  proved  fruitlefs,  'Jama  relinquifhed  all 
Thoughts  of  taking  away  theLifcof  ^a/.-.'^Aj  and  if  the 
latter  laboured,   during  lome  Time,  under  an  Uncer- 
tainty whether  he  fhould  obtain  this  Mercy,  it  muft  be 
attributed  rather  to  the  Malice  of  his  powerful  Advcr- 
faries  than  to  any  ill  Intention  of  the  King,  on  whofe 
Clemency,  Sir  Walter,  if  we  may  judge  from  PalTagcs 
in  his  Letters,  places  great  Dependance  (/>).    The  Hif- 
torian  {c),  to  whole  Refearches  we  are  ib  frequently  in- 
dehted,  obferves  that  lie  did  not  advance  an  Opinion  of 
this  Nature  with  any  View  of  apologi7.ing  for  the  Con- 
duce of  Jamei^  but  from  a  Rpfpe£t  dije  to  Truth,    and 
tljat  it  might  appear  how  dangerous  it  is  to  live  under  a 
Prince,  who  luffers  himlelf  to  be  ablolutely  dire£led  by 
his  Minifters,  i>nce  not  only  the  Vices  of  fuch  a  Mo- 
narch are  deflruftivc,  but  even  his  Virtues  become 
ulelefs.

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On  this  Occafion,  it  cannot  be  improper  that  (with- 
out Veiling  alone  on  the  fcrnpulous  Report  of  ¥z&% 
which  cautious  Hiflorians,  from  a  ft  rift  Regard  Iq 
Truth,  arc  inclined  to  deliver,)  we  fhould  fuggeft  to 
the  Reader  what  appears  to  be  the  Reality  of  this  mif- 
terioup  Bufinefs.  During  the  preceding  Reign,  the 
Lord  Cobham  had  been  connived  at  in  maintaining  :\ 
Gorrefpondence  with  one  Lorenzi,  or  Laurencie^  a  Fle- 
mijh  Merchant,  who  was  now  in  Englandy  and  forwarded 
the  Difpritcafs  of  the  latter  to  the  Duke  of  Aremberg, 
It  W"^.  the  Opinion  of  contemporary  Writers  that  Z-o- 
ren%i  (and  probably  bv  the  Dirc£lion  of  Ar ember g^^  clif- 
clofcd  the  Secret  to  Sir  Robert  Cecily  as  the  furcft  Means 
of  ruining  Sir  Walter^  and  the  moft  efFc£lual  Method 
of  acceleriiting  the  Treaty  of  Peace  with  Spain.  When 
Raleigh  w^s  arrefced,  he  perceived  his  Danger,  but  had 
no  Apprehcnfion  of  his  Accufcr,  and,  therefore,  in 
Hopes  of  difentanglinghimfclf,  he,  by  Letter,  direfted 
Sir  Robert  Cecily  where  to  find  Cohha?n,  and  Lorenzi, 
When  this  Letter  was  difcovered  to  the  former,  he  be- 
came incenfed,  antl  from  Motives  of  Revenge,  accufed 
Raleigh,  who  yet  appears  not  to  have  been  connedlcd 
>vith  any  Fad,  ex:ccpt  the  Gorrefpondence  'oetween 
Cobham^  and  the  Duke  of  Arcmberg,  Had  there  beei) 
any  Veracity  in  the  Charge  advanced  by  Cobhaniy  Rg. 
high,,  inllead  of  giving  up  tliat  Lord,  and  Lorenzi, 
would,  in  Reality,  have  been  furnifliing  two  Witnellcs 
againft  himlelf.  The  plain  Truth  then  appears  to  be 
that  Aremberg  confidered  the  P|ot  as  an  abfurd,  and  im- 
pra£licable  Undertaking;  but,  at  the  fame  Time,  judged 
that  he  fhould  greatly  forward  the  IntereP:s  of  his 
Court,  by  procuring  Sir  Walter  Raleigh  to  be  involved 
in  it;  a  Light  in  which  7<2?;z^j,  and  his  Minlfters,  ap- 

Pc^^r  afterwards  to  have  confxdcrcd  th?  Aliair.     It  wiH

fcarcely  be  doubted  wliether  this  Event  did  not  increnfe 
tjie  F-latrcd  which  JRaieighlnd  conceived  againft  the 
Spaniards.  From  thcip,  an  inveterate  Aatipathy  prefled 
with  iuperior  Violence  on  this  great,  and  jierlccuted  In- 
dividual, until,  at  length,  Gondomory  purluing  the 
Blow  which  had  been  given  by  Ar(?nb(r.g,  brought 
Sir  IValter  to  the  Block.  Well,  therefore,  may  this 
Trcalbn  be  flilcd  now,  as  during  that  ^Era,  Raleigh\ 
Riddle,  but,  in  nothing  more  io,  thar>  in  the  Circumi" 
fiance  tliat  through  the  Ifitrigues  of  two  iip^LniJh  Minis- 
ters, ;he  moil  inveterate  Enemy  of  SpAin  was  brought  ta 
an  untiniely  End  for  having,  ^s  it  was  pittcnded,  ca- 
tered into  a  Correfi^ondence  withi'/itf/w,  againft  a  Prince 
who  had  I'een  through  the  whole  Contrivance,  fo  many 
Years  befoic  he  gave  Orders  fur  his  Execution  {d). 

In  the  M.o\\\.\i  o(  December ,  Sir  fl/a,il{r  Raleigh  vizs 
remanded  to  the  Tower,  in  which  Place,  his  Wife, 
who  had  prefcnted  a  Petiitipn  for  that  Purpofe,  was  al- 
lowed to  vilit  him.

When  a  fhort  Space  of  Time  had  clapfed  from 
this  (^),  his  Eftate  alfo   was  iurrenderedj  an   Aft  of 
Mercy,  on  which  he  put  *oopiomiiing  a  Conftruftion, 
cxpefting  that  it  might  lead  to  a  Reftoralion  of  that 
Felicity  from  which  he  had  fo  lately  fallen.     He  foen 
felt  the  Dilappointment  of  his  Hopes,  when  a  new,  and 
unbitious  Favourite,  eager  to  enrich  himfelf  by  Grants 
<yf  this  Kind,   difcoveied  a  Flaw  in  the  Conveyance  Oi 
tiic  Eftate  of  Raleigh^  to  his  Son,   which  l>eing  prior  to 
the  Attainder,  gave  the  Crown  a  Title  paramount  to 
that  which  was  underftood  to  be  therein,  when  the  For- 
feiture was  granted  back  to  Raleigh,     On   an  Inform- 
ation in  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  Judgment  was  given 
for  the  Crown ;  and  the  EfFeft  of  that  Judgment  turned 
to  the  Benefit  of  the  Favourite,  who  in  the  Year,  one 
thoufand,  fix  iiundred,   and  nine,  obtained  a  complcat 
Grant  of  all  which  had  been  forfeited  by  Sir  PFal- 
ter  (f).     To  this  infatiablc  Plunderer  (^),   he  addreffed 
the  following  Letter  (^),   the  Stile,  and  Sentiments 
in  which  may  juftly  cjaim  the  Notice  of  the  Reader.

Having  mentioned  the  maritime  Difcourfcs  of  Sir 
JValter  Ralagh^  it  may  remain  neccflary,  in  a  Worlc,

For,  true  it  is  that  the 
Length  of  the  Cable  is  the  Life  of  the  Ship,  in  all  Ex- 
tremities ;  anil  the  Rcafon  is  hccaufc  it  makes  lb  many 
Bcndings,  and  Waves,  as  the  Ship  riding  at  that  Length 
is  not  able  to  flretch  it ;  and  n5t!iing  breaks  that  is  not 
firetched.  In  Extremity,  vvc  carry  our  Ordnance 
better  than  we  were  wont,  becaufc  our  nether  Over- 
loops  (a),  are  railed  commonly  frorii  the  Water,  be- 
tween the  lower  Part  of  the  Port,  and  the  Sea.  In 
the  Time  oiK\i\g  Henry  the  Eighth,  and,  in  his  Pre- 
fence  at  PortfmoUthy  the  Mary-Rofe  by  a  little  Sway  of 
the  Ship,  in  Cafting  about,  her  Ports  being  within  lix 
Inches  of  the  Water,  was  over-fet,  and  loft,  and  in 
her,  that  worthy  Knight,  S\x  George  Carew,  Coufm- 
German  to  the  Lord  Carew,  now  living ;  and,  with 
hun,  befrdes  many  other  Gentlemen,  the  Father  of 
the  late  renowned  Sir  Richard  Grenvtlle.  We  have 
alfo  railed  our  fecond  Decks,  and  given  more  Vent 
thereby  to  their  Ordnance  lying  on  our  nether  Over- 
loops.  We  hnvc  added  Crols-Pillars  to  our  royal-Ships, 
to  flrengthen  them,  which  being  fattened  from  the 
Kelfon  (r)  to  the  beams  of  the  lecoud  Deck,  keep  them 
from  fettling,  or  giving  Way  in  all  Diftrcffes.  We 
have  given  longer  Floors  to  our  Ships,  than  in  elder

ours;  for  the  K\ngi  o( England  have,  for  many  Years, 
been  at  the  Chrirge,  to  build,  and  furnilii  a  Navy  of 
powerful  Ships  for  their  own  Defence,  and  for  the 
Wars  only  ;  whereas  the  French,  Spaniards,  Portugalsy 
and  Hollanders,  until  of  late,  have  had  no  proper  Fleet,' 
bclon'gl iig  ^o  their  Princes,    or  States  (y)." 

We  lliall  conclude  this  Subje£l  by  obferving,  in 
Juftice  to  the  Memory  of  Raltighj  that  the  Mode  of 
Ship- Building,  towards  the  Clofe  of  the  lixtcenth,  and 
the  Commencement  of  the  feventeenth  Century,  was 
regulated  according  to  his  Ifiventions,  an'd  Di regions 
(z).  The  learned  Writer  of  his  Life  (f/\  is  of  Opi- 
nion that  to  the  fame  t^urpofe  of  effcftually  employing 
his  fuperior  Knowledge  in  naval  Archite£ture,  for  the 
Safeguard,  and  Strength  of  the  Nation,  we  may  pre- 
fdme  that  Elizabeth  conferred  on  him  the  Grants  for 
felling  of  Timber,  one  of  which  is  ftill  extant  (b)^ 
and  intitled  fl  Warrant  to  Sir  Walter  Raleigh /cr  two 
hundred  Oaks  to  be  taken  from  the  f Foods  of  Sir  Francis

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After  the  Deceafe  of  Henry,  Prince  of  IVaks,  the 
Queen  became  the  Patronefs  of  Raleigh,  and  fteadily 
defended  him  againft  the  malignant  Periecutions  of 
the  Earl  of  Somerfet.  When  tliis  abandoned  Favour- 
ite was  committed  to  the  Tower,  his  Eflatcs  became 
forfeited  to  the  Crown  ;  and  it  was  on  this  Occafion 
that  Sir  IValter,  fecure  from  the  Attacks  of  a  once 
formidable  Advcrfary,  obtained  Permilfion,  after  a  Con- 
finement of  thirteen  Year?,  within  the  Tower,  to  re- 
aifume  his  Liberty.  Phe  Misfortunes  of  his  Life  had 
not  inclined  him  to  a  Love  of  Indolence,  and  Retire* 
ment,  for  which,  although  the  greater  Part  ot  his  Pof- 
feflions  had  been  mercilefsly  divided  amongft  his  Ene- 
mies, lie  yet  wanted  not  a  realbnable  Provilion  (f). 
Jt  was  his  Wifli  to  pafs  the  latter  j^ra  of  his  Life,  as  he 
had  employed,  the  hrll,  in  the  Purfuits  of  Honour,  and 
in  the  Service  of  his  Country.  Such  were  the  Senti- 
ments of  this  cnterprizing,  and  accomplilhed  Hero; 
if  we  can  rely  on  his  own  Affertions  in  the  Letter  ad- 
el  relied  to  Secretary  IVimmod,  who,  with  equal  Spirit, 
Difcernment,  and  Generolity,  became  his  Advocate  at 
Court,  and  was  the  chief  Inflrument  of  that  Mercy 
which  (howfoevcr  meanly  limited  by  the  mifguidcd 
James),  reftored  Raleigh  lo  his  Freedom,  and  to  ths 
Power  of  Sublillence.  He  feelingly  oblerves  "  To 
"  die  for  the  King,  and  not  by  the  King,  is  all  th: 
**  Ambition  which  I  have  in  the  World  [d)*' 

As  in  our  Account  of  the  A.ttempt  made  by  Raleigh 
to  eftablifh  a  Settlement  in  Guiana,  we  may  be  led  w

;  received  as  a 
■  eight  thoul'and 
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tlifTcnt  from  the  Opinion  of  a  refpeftable  Hlftorian  (^), 
whofe  labours  are  the   Ground-Work  of  our  own,   it 
were  a  criminal  Deviation  from  the  Laws  of  Candour, 
jhould  we  endeavour  to  fupprefs  thofe  Remarks  that  he 
hath  made  on  a  Subjeft,  which,  although  not  involved 
in  Oblcurity,    is  generally  mifunder flood.     He  deems 
the  Meafurc   a  laudable   Emblem  of  the  enterprizing 
Genius  of  Sir  ffcjltery    who  profccuted,  with  unabated 
Conftancy,   that  which  he   had   contrived  in   the  true 
Spirit  of  an  extraordinary  Difcernment.     He  adds  that 
we  muft   "  have  feen  how  many  Voyages  to  Guiana 
"  Raleigh  encouraged,   during  the  Reign  of  Elizabethy 
**  when    Gonfidering   the    many   great   Employments 
**  which  he  enjoyed,  it  might  have  been  tliought  that

"  was  made  with  Spain  j  othcrwife  the  King  would  not

And  hecaul'c 
in  fuch  Enterprizes,  great  Inconvcniencies  have  grown, 
by  Mutinies,  and  Dilbrders,  for  Want  of  lufficient  Au- 
thority,  we  give  full  Power  to  Sir  IVulter  Raleigh^    in 
Cafe  of  Rebellion,  oriVIutiny,  by  Sea,  or  Land,  to  ex-

or  the  Lord  Privy-Seal,  could  think  it  equitable  for  the 
King  to  grant  fuch  full  Power  over  the  Lives  of  others, 
to  one  who  held  but  a  precarious  Title  to  his  own  Life  ? 
It  is  for  thefe  Reafons  that  the  Hiftorian  fuppofes  that 
when  Sir  li^alter  Raleigh  confulted   Sir  Francis  Ba€on,^ 
wheUier  it  would  not  be  advifeable  to  purchafe,  with  ^ 
jnrge  Sum  of  iVIoney,  his   Paixlon,   in  the  common 
ForiD)   the  latter  anfwered,  like  an  hvr.eji  Man,   and  a 
found  Lviwytv.  "Sir!  the  Knee-Timlrcrof  your  Voy- ' 
"  nge  is  Money.     Spare  yciir  Purfe,   in  this  Particu-  , 
<'  lar;  for,  upon  iTiy  Life,  you  have  a  fufficient  Pafdon 
"  for  all  that  is  paffed  already  ;  the  King,  having,  un- 
*'  der  his   liroad-Sfeal,    made  you    Admiral  of  your  ' 
"  Fleet,  and  piven  vou  Power  of  the  Martial  Law-  ' 
*'  over  your  Officers,  and  Soldiers  {n).**    The  Charac- 
ter of  Bncon,    ftill  reeking  w-ith  Ingratitude,    fbould ' 
have  inclined  Raleigh  to  fufpeit  the  Sincerity  of  this  Re- 
ply.   It  was  natural  to  fuppofe  that  the  voluntary  Tral-  ; 
tor  to  the>  Earl  of  EJJex  might  be  lefs  fcrupulous  in  de- 
ceiving one  who  had  not,  like  that  unhappy  Lord,  ad- 
vanced his  Fortunes,  and  tried  to  bind  him  to  his  Ser- 
vice with  the  Links  of  uncorrupted  Fritndfhip  {0).  We  . 
allow  that  it  is  a  Maxim  of  the  Civil  Law  that  He  that 
hath  Power  over  tlve  Lives  of  oihers,  fhould  be  the 
Mafter  of  his  ovs'n  Life.     Yet,  in  the  C^fe  of  Raleigh^ 
and,  by  an  Exprellion  in  the  Commi<ffion,  this  Princi- 
ple is  opppfed  J  and  that  devoted  Vi&iiia  flands  recorded

With  due  Defer- 
ence to  the  Judgment  of  the  Hiftorian  (p),  we  n)uft 
remark  that  he  commends  an  Hoiiclly  which  doth  not 
aj^ear  to  have  cxifled  {q). 

When  this  Subjeft  fhall  have  been  fubmitted  at 
large,  anj  in  its  different  Points  of  View,  to  the  At- 
tention of  the  Reader,  he  will  be  enabled  the  more 
clearly  to  form  a  Judgmjent.  On  us,  the  Sentiments 
of  a  late  elegant,  and  difccrning  Writer  (r)  make  a 
ftrong  Impreflion  j  and  we  mull  concur  with  his  Opi- 
nion that  Raletghy  whofe  Sufferings,  during  a  feverc  Im- 
prifonment,  had  reconciled  him  to  the  People,  judged  it 
politic,  in  Order  to  increafe  thefe  favourable  Dirpofi- 
tlons,  on  which  he  built  the  Hopes  of  recovering  his 
Liberty,  to  circulate  a  Report  that  be  had  found,  with- 
in the  itmpirc  of  Guianay  a  golden  Mine,  which,  ac- 
cording to  his  Reprefentation,  was  fufficient  not  only 
to  enrich  all  the  Adventurers,  but  to  introduce  im- 
menfe  Treafures  within  the  Kingdom.

The  Freedom 
which  he   obtained  \^as  grounded  on  the  too  dilatory, 
but   humane  Idea  that   his  Puniiliment  had   been  ri- 
goious  to  an    Extreme  ;  and    the  Fermiffion  that  he 
Ihould   engage  in  this  romantic    Enterpriae,    appears 
leis  the  Conlequcnce   of  an    Inclination  to  oblige  Ra- 
h'igh,    than  of  a  Compliance   with  the  Wifhes  of  a 
Multitude  of  Adventurers,   who   exprelTed   an  Eager- 
nei's   to  depart  immediately  for  Guiana,  provided  that 
they  might  be  allotued  to  ferve  under  him   as   their  fok 
Commander  (/).     It   muft  be  obierved   that,    in  Spite 
of  the  mod  preiling  SoUicitations,  the  King  perfifted 
in  his  Refutal  to  grant  that  Pardon  which  appeared  ne- 
cdfary  for  the   Man,  who,   by  explicit  Terras  in  his 
Commiffion,  was  intrufted  with  the  full  Power  of  pafs- 
ing  :>entence  of  Death,  in  all  capital  Cafes  whatfoever, 
on  thole  of  his  Alibciates  who,  after  a  fair  Trial,  might 
be  dilcovered  to  have  tranfgrelied  the  Law.     But  the 
King  affirmed  that  he  could  not  yet  confide  in  Raleigh, 
and,  therefore,  left  he  fhould  wander  from  the  declared 
Keftitude  of  his  intentions,    was  determined  to  main- 
tain in  Force,  and  hold  out,   as  a  lalutary  Terror,  the 
Judgment  which  had  been  given  againft  him  («).    f    *^- 
Rateigh,  convinced  thdiljamei  was  exceedingly  averfe 
from  the  Commiiiion  of  Hoftilitics,   by  his  iubjefls,

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againft  the  Spaniards,  in  any  Qiiartcr  of  the  GIoIk  ,  af- 
iiired  that  Monarch,  in  the  flrongcft  Terms,   that  they 
Iwd  not  cftabhflied  a  Settlement  near  the  Part   of  the 
Coaft  which   was    contiguous   to   tlie   Mine.     When 
Gondomary  furpri/cd  at  the  Appearance  of  a  formidable 
Armament,  expretlcd  his  Apprchenlions  that  fomc  Blow 
was  meditated  againll  the  Territories  of  the   King  of 
Spain,  his  Mafter,  Sir  IValUr  ftill  declared  that  Attacks 
of  this  Nature  were,  of  all  otiicrs,  the  moft  diftant  from 
his  Intentions  -,   and  ^Jamei  threatened  to  take  the  For- 
feiture of  his  Life,  if  he  Hiould  dare,    by  any  Adt  of 
Violence,   to  interrupt  the  Peace  which  then  fublifted 
between  the  Courts  of  London,  and  of  Madrid.     The 
AmbaflHdor,  who  yet  fufpcdied  that  the  Operations  of 
the  Fleet,  and  Troops,  were  to  be  turned  againft  fomc 
diflant  Colony,  belonging  to  his  Sovereign,  fcnt  Advice 
to  Philip,  of  his  impcndiivg  Danger ;   and,  in  Confe- 
qucncc  of  this  Alarm,  all  the  Spanijh  Settlements,   ])ut 
more  efpecially  thofc  iituatcd  along  the  Coaft  of  Guia- 
fta,   were  powerfully  fortified,  and  dirc£tcd  to  prepare

The  entertaining,  and  inftruftive  Writer  {x),  of 
vvhofe   Refearches  w-e  have   availed   oyrfelvcs,  in   the 
preceding  Pallage,  hath  pertinently  remarked  that  when 
the  Courage,  and  Avarice  of  the  Spaniards,  and  Portu- 
guej't  had  difcovered  fo  many  new  Worlds,    they  were 
rfefolved  to  fliew  themfelves  fuperior  to  the  barbarous 
Heathens  whom  they  invaded,   not  only  in  Arts,    and 
Arms,    but  alfo  in  the  Juftice  of  the  Qiiarrel.     They 
applied  to  Alexander,  the  iixth,  who  thenlillcd  tiie  paj)al 
Chair ;  and  he  gcneroujly  bcftowed  on  the  Spaniards,  tiic 
whole  JVeJlern,   and,  on  the  Portuguefe,  the  whole  Eajl- 
em  Part  of  the  Globe.     He  adds  (with  equal  Shrewd- 
jiefs,)  that  the  more  fcrupulous  Pioieftants  who  ac- 
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knowlcdn^cd  not  the  Ai  th  jrity  of  the  Roman  Pontiff, 
tftahhflied  the  firji  Dlfcovery  as  the  Foundation  of  their 
Title;  and,  if  a  Pirate,  or  Sca-Advcnrurcr  of  their  Na- 
tion had  but  erttUd  a  Sticky  or  Stone,  on  the  Coq/i,  as  a 
Memorial  of  his  taking  Polleflion,  they  concluded  the 
\vhole  Continent  to  belong  to  them,  and  thought  thcm- 
felves  intitled  to  expel,  or  exterminate,  as  Ujurpers,  tfje 
ancient  PoJ/^J/ors,  and  Inhabitants.  He  concludes  that  it 
was  in  this  Manner  that  Sir  IValter  Raleigh,  about 
twenty- three  Years  before,  had  acquired  for  the  Crovvrr 
of  England,  a  Claim  to  the  Continent  of  Guiana,  a  Re- 
gion as  large  as  the  Half  of  Europe ;  and  akhougli  he 
had  immediately  left  the  Conft,  yet  he  pretended  that 
the  Englijh  Title  to  the  whole  remaiiled  certain,  and 
mdefeazable.  But  it  had  happened,  in  die  mean  Time, 
that  the  Spaniards,  either  not  khowiiYg,  or  not  acknow- 
ledging this  imaginary  Claim^  had  taken  Pofleffion  of 
a  Part  oi  Guiana,  had  formed  a  Settlement  on  the  River 
Oronooko,  had  built  a  little  Town,  called  Saint  Thonias 
and  were  there  working  fome  Mines  of  fmall  Value.

With  a  Part  of  this  Fleet,  Sir  ll^alttr  Raleigh  failed 
from  the  Thannsy  on  the  twenty -eighth  of  yWijri/^,    in 
the  Year,    one  thoufand,    fix  hundred,   and  fcvenlccn; 
but  was  afterwards  detained,   by  various  Accidents,  at 
Plymouthy  until  the  Month  of  Julyy   when  he  renewed 
his  Couric,  and  was  next  compelled,   by  the  Severity  of 
the  Weather,  to  take  Refuge  within  the  Port  of  Corkg, 
In  the  Morning  of  the  nineteenth  of  AuguJ}^   he  pro- 
ceeded on  his  Voyage,  and,   touciiing  at  the  Canatitt 
(^),  obtained  a  Supply  of  neceflary  Provifions.     From 
hence,  he  failed  towards  Guiana^  and  arrived  there  at 
tlie  Commencement  of  November.     He  was   received 
with  every  Mark  of  Satisfaftion  by  the  Indians,  who  not 
only  rendered  him  all  the   Service  which   could   have 
been  expected  from  them,  but  endeavoured  to  pcrfuadc 
him  to  end  his  Labours,  (by  fixing  his  Refidencc  within 
the  Country),  and  to  alTume  the  Reins  of  Government ; 
a  Meafure  which  he  had  the  Prudenc    to  decline.    Pre- 
vented by  extreme  Sickncfs  from  undertaking  the  Dif- 
covery  of  the  Mine,  in  Perfon,  he  was  reduced  to  the 
Neceflity  of  intrufting  that  Service  to  Captain  Keymis. 
For  this  Purpofe,  he,    on  the  fourth  of  December^  di- 
refted  that  five  fmall  Ships  fhould  fail  into  the  River 
Oronooko,  having  on  Board  two  hundred,  and  fifty  Men, 
divided  into  ecjual  Companies,  of  which  the  hrft  was 
commanded  by  Captain  Parser,  the  fecond,  by  Cap- 
tain Nor  thy  the  third,  by  Mr.  Raleigh^   the  fourth  by 
Captain  PricUuxy   and  jthc  fifth  by  Captain  ChidUy  (f).

In  Obedience  to  this  Order,   Keymii  landed,  during 
the   Night  Time,  with    his  Men,  at  a  Place  rather 
nearer  to  the  Mine  than  the  Spot  which  he  had  fixed 
upn  at  firfl.     The  Spaniards,    who  had  received  In- 
telligence of  their  Deligns,   began  the  Attack  by   a  ge- 
neral Difcharge   of  Artillery,  and  fmall  Arms.     The 
Kngl'iJ})  returned    the   Fire,   and   at  once,   repelled  and 
puriued  their  Allailants  into  the  Town  of  Saint  Thomas, 
which  they  began  to  plunder.   Raleigh  (the  Son  of  Sir 
IV(dur^)  to  incrcalc  the  Ardour  of  his  Followers,  ex- 
claimed, '*  This  is  the  true    Mingy    and  none  hut  Fools 
look  for  any   other.'^     Having  uttered  thefe  Words,  he 
advanced  gallantly   upon  the  S^anuvds,   killed  one  of 
their  Captains,    and  was,    almoft  in  the  fame  Moment, 

Icvc rely  wounded  by  another.     As,  beaiing  liis  Sword, 
Vol.  f.  K  vvithia 

(ij  Raleigh's  Apology,   p.  26. 
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within  his  Hand,   he  yet  preffed  forward,  Erinettay  an 
Officer  in  the  Service  of  the  Enemy,  felled  him  to 
the  Ground,  by  a  Stroke  v^ith  a  Mwfket,  and  he  ex* 
pired  on  the  Spot,  after  having,  in  feeble  Accents, 
pronounced  a  Prayer   for  the  Forgivenefs  of  his  Sins, 
and  the  Profperity  of  the  Enterprise  (*).  Not  intimidated 
by   this  unfortunate  Event,  Keymisy  at  the  Head  of 
his  Affbciates,  continued  the   Attack,  took  Poffeffion 
of  the  Town,  and,  having  fecured  tbofc  few  Articles 
of  Value  which  were  within  it,  reduced  the  Buildings, 
together  with  the  Forts,  intirely  to  Afhes.     He,  next, 
proceeded  up  the  River,   with  his  VcfTeis,   but  unable 
to  difcover  a  fufficient  Depth  '  *"  Water,  could   not  ap- 
proach within  a  Mile  of  any  hart  of  the  Shore,  which 
was  contiguous  to  the  Mine.     Vollics  of  Muflcet-Shot 
were    fired    from  die    Coverts   in   the  neighbouring 
Woods,  by  the  Sponijh  Troops,  at  tiie  Boats  belong- 
iug  to  the  Engii/b,  who  were  thus   fruftrated  in  their 
laft,  but  ineffectual  Attempt,  to  difembark.     It  hath 
been  obferved  (e)  that  Raltigh  did  not  pretend  that  he 
had  himfelf  feen  the  Mine,  which  he  had  engaged  lb 
many  People  to  go  in  Quefl  of  >  but  declared  that  it 
was   Keymis  who  had  formerly  discovered  it,  and  had 
brought  him  that  Lump  of  Ore  which  promifed  fuch 
immenfc  Treafures.     Yet  Ktymisy  who  cdnfefled  that 
he  was  within  two  Hours- March  of  the  Place,  did  not 
proceed  towards  it,  abfurdly  pleading  in  his  Vindi- 
cation,  that  the   Road  which  led   to  it  could  not  be 
palTed,   but  with  the  utmoft  Difficulty  j   and  that,  on 
the  Suppolition  of  his  having  difcovered  it,  he  muft 
flill  have  been  at  a  Lois  for  Men  to  work  it  (/).

Severely  ftang  by  thefe  merit-* 
cd  Reproaches,  and,  perhaps,  dreading  the  Punifh- 
hient  of  his  Mifcondu^l,  Keymis  retired  in  the  Agonied 
of  Defpair,  unnoticed  to  his  (-abbin,  from  whence  thd 
Crew,  foon  afterwards,  heard  the  Report  of  a  dif- 
charged  Piftol.  A  Boy  was  immediately  fent  by  i2<7- 
lii^b  td  demaiid  the  Occaiion  of  this  Incident,  aind 
Keymis  anfwcred  that  he  had  fired  merely  for  the  Pur- 
pofe  of  unloading,  and  adding  a  cleaner  Charge.  Whell 
about  two  Hours  had  elapfed,  his  Servant  entered,  arid 
perceived  the  dead  Body  of  his  Mafler^  Weltering  in 
Blood.  From  a  farther  Examination^  it  appeared  that 
he  had^  at  firft,  endeavoured  efFeftually  to  fhoot  him** 
felf,  but  the  Bullet,  which  was  fmall,  had^  in  its  Di- 
reftlon,  only  cracked  a  Rib.  Refolved  that  the  next 
Wound  Iho-'-d  be  mortal  in  its  Nature,  he  thrufl:

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tatiohs  of  a  guilty  Miiid,  rendered  infjpportablc  by 
the  Refleftion  th»it  having  pei-fiftcd  in  advancing  the 
mod  abominable  Falftties,  with  Regard  to  the  Dif- 
govery  of  the  Treafures  in  Guiana^  he  liad  impofed  on 
tlie  Credulity,  and  fatally  dimihifhed,  whilft  he  fhould 
have  encreafed  the  Fortunes  of  his  Aflbciates.  From 
this  Suggellion,  Sir  Walter  hath  diflented,  and,  af- 
<:ribing  the  Death  of  Kiymisj  intircly  to  his  own  po- 
fitive,  and  ungovernable  Tertiper,  rema.'  ed  that 
*'  He  would  not  have  laid  violent  HaAds  upoi*  himfelf 
^'  for  the  Opinion  of  any  Man  ;  nor,  when  he  did, 
^*  could  be  have  faid  that  he  was  ignorant  of  the  Place, 
'*  aixl  knew  of  no  fuch  Mine  j  for  what  Caule  had  I 
^i^  {Raleigh) y  then  to  have  rcjefted  his  Excufes,  or  to 
^'  have  laid  his  Obftinacy  to  his  Charge.  Several  Cap- 
*'  tains  might  be  put  to  their  Oaths,  whether,  or  no, 
**  Keymis  did  not  confefs  to  them,  coming  down  the 
*'  River^  at  a  Place  where  they  caft  Anchor,  that  he 
*'  could,  from  tiiencc,  have  gone  to  the  Mine,  in 
*«  two  Hours  (Z>)." 

We  now,  enter  on  the  Relation  of  thofe  Incidents 
which  were  preceded  by  the  Death  of  Keymis,  The 
Majority  of  the  Adventurers  exclaimed  that  they  had 
been  duped  by  the  Artifices  of  Sir  Walter ;  they  de- 
clared, in  pointed  Terms,  that  they  could  not  imagine 
that  he  himfelf,  notwithftanding  his  Affertions,  had  ever 
given  C  .edit  to  the  Exiftenee  of  a  Mine;  they  openly 
exprefled  their  Opinion,  that  he  had  refolved,  during 
the  earUeil  Preparations  for  the  Voyage,  to  direct  his 
\vIiole  Force  againft  the  Spanijh  Settlements  at  Saint 
Thomas  ;  and  that  from  thence,  if  the  martial  Ardour 
of  his  Aflbciates  had  been  excited  by  Succefs,  and  the 
Plunder  which  attends  it,  he  would  have  proceeded  to

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the  Attack  of  every  Town   u\-K)n  the  Continent  of 
Guiana.     They,  now,   fuppofed  that,  rendered  olelpcr- 
ate  by  Refle£tions  on  the  Punifhment  which  might  await 
him,   fhould  he  return    to    England^  without  a    Sum 
fufficient  for  thePurchafe  of  his  Pardon,  he  would   en-' 
Tas^e  in  Enterprizes,    at  once  daring;,  and  unjiiftifiable  ;* 
and   that  if,  at  length,    the   Produce   of  his   Depre- 
dations fhould  prove  inadequate    to  dip  Completion  of 
his  Views  within  his  own  Country,  he    miglit  retreat 
to  foreign  Climes,  and  fecure  a  Shelter  from  tiie  Re- 
fentnient  of  his   Sovereign.     It  hath   been  remarked 
that  the  Aflbciates  of  Raleigh,  Tdrcady  difappointed  in 
the  Hopes  of  gratifying  their  avarice,  during  the  Sack- 
ace  of  Saint  Thomas,  a  Town  in  which  no  Articles  of 
Value  could  be  difcovered,  had  loft  the  Inclination  to 
purfue  Hoftiiities,,  where  even  Victory  muft  be  fruit- 
hfs.    They  were  not  ignorant  that  many  Circumftances 
cxifted  in  the  Treaty,  and  late   Tranfaftions  between 
the  two  Nations,  which  might   invite   them   to  en- 
gage in  luch  a  piratical  War  againft  the  Spaniardi  (/),> 

(/)  Mr.  Hume  obferves  that  when  England  made  Peace 
with  Spain,  the  Example  of  Henry  the  fourth,  was  imi- 
tated, who,   at  the  Treaty  of  Vefvins,    finding  a  Difficulty 
in  adjufting  all  Queftions,  with  Regard  to  the  Indian  Trade, 
had  agreed  to  pafs  over  that  Article  in  total  Silence.     The 
Spaniard'^  having,  all  along,  publifliedfevere  Edit'^s  againll 
the  Intercourfe  of  aiiy  European  Nation  with  their  Colonies; 
interpreted  this  Silence,  in  their  own  Favour,  and  confidered 
it  as  a  tacit  Acquiefcence  of  England  in  the  ellablinied  Laws 
of  Spain.     The  Englifli,  on   the  contrary,  pretended  that 
as  they  had    never   been  excluded,  by   any  Treaty,  from 
Commerce  with  any  Part  of  the  King  of  Spain's  Dominions, 
itwasftill  as  lawful  for  them  to  Tr.ade  with  his  Settlements, 
in  either  Indies,  as   with    his  European  Territories.     In 
Confequence    of  this  Ambiguity,  many    Adventurers  from 
Et>gland  failed  to  the   Spanifh  Indies,  and  met  with  fevere 
Puni(hment,  when  catched ;  as  they,  on  the  other  Hand, 
often  Hole,  and,  when  fuperior  in  Power,  forced  a  Trade

but  they  deemed  it  fafer  to  return  to  England^  when 
they  reflcflcd  that  howroever  their  martial  Proceedingg 
might  have  been  connived  at,  had  they  co-operated 
with  a  Fleet  a£ting  under  the  royal  Commiflion,  yet  as 
private  Adventurers,  they  were  amenable  to  Piiuifli- 
Dient.  To  fail  homewards  was  the  general  Determina- 
tion; and  Raleigh^  more  like  a  Prifoner,  than  a  Com- 
mander in  Chief,  arrived  with  his  leaky  Veffels,  firll 
at  KingJaUy   in  Irelandy  and  next  at  Plymouth  (-f). 

Scarcely  had  he  reached  the   former  Place,   when  a 
Proclamatlor^  was   ifTued,  declaring,   in  fevere  Terms, 
that  the  King  had  felt  the  higheft  Difplealure  at  his 
Condu^,  and   requiring   all  fuch  as  were  acquainted 
with  J^ny  Particulars  relative  either  to  his  Intention,  or 
his  Praftices,   to  attend,  and  deliver  their  Information, 
before  the  Council  (/).     At  the   Commencement  of 
the  Month  of  y^-^j  S\r  IValter  Raleigh  landed  at  Ply- 
mouthy  and,  hearing  of  the  Proclamation,  determined 
to  furrender.     A  Coniideration  of  the  precarious  State 
of  Health  under  which  he   had,   for  fame  Time  lah- 
guifhed,   iiiduced  him  to  draw  up  in  Writing,  an  Apo- 
logy that  he  defpaired  of  being  able  to  prefent  in  Per- 
fon.     As  it  is  our  anxious  Wifli  (no.tvvithftanding  that 
we  may  be  influenced  by  Arguments  which '^ppe^r  to 
fruftrate  an  Attempt  to  exculpate  this  celebrated  Ad* 
venturer)  to  bring  forward  every  Reafon,   tl;at  can  he 
urged  in  his   Defence,  we  think  it  nepclTary  tp  intro-

**  they  found  to  be  lb  rich  as  it  might  perfuade  the

*'  Upon  the  Return,  1  examined  the  Serjeant- Major,

**  the  Town.  And  they  anfwcred  roe  that  although 
"  they  durft  hardly  go  to  the  Mine,  leaving  a  Garri-

*'  on  the  Sea-Coafts,  and  did  only  follovv  the  Enter- 
**  prize  I  undertook  fof  Guiana,  where,  without  any 
**  Oireftions  from  me,  a  Spanijh  Village  was  burnt, 
*'  which  was  new  fet  up  within  three  Miles  of  the

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Sir  Liwis  Studey,  the  Vicc-Admifal  of  Devonjhirty  ifi-' 
terccptcd  him  j  and,  having  made  Mention  of  a  verbal 
Commiflion,  from  the  Secretary  of  State,  for  the  Seizure 
of  his  Perfon,  advifed  liim  to  return  to  Plymouth,  This 
abandoned  Creature  of  the  Court,  who  had  pledged 
himfelf  for  the  Execution  of  his  Orders,  at  firft  encou- 
raged Raleigh  to  concert  fuch  Meafures  as  might  facili- 
tate his  Efcape ;  and,  next,  betrayed  him.  It  was  ndw 
inlinuated  that  he  had  not  only  determined  to  withdraw 
iiiamediately  into  France,  but  aftually  commenced  art 
unjuftiiiable  Correfpondence  with  the  Sovereign  of  that 
Nation ;  yet,  if  we  can  fruft  to  his  Profcffions  on  the 
Scaffold,  his  Ible  Delign  was  to  have  returned  to  Guiana, 
for  the  Purpofe  of  effacing,  by  happier  Enterprizes,  the 
Remembrance  of  his  late  Mifcarriagcs  (q).  Mr.  Camp- 
bell  (after  having  prcmifed  that,  on  his  fecond  Appre- 
henfion,  he  was  condufted  to  the  Tower,  from  wlience 
it  was  already  fettled  that  he  fhould  never  be  releafed, 
except  by  Death,)  adds  that  it  was  the  Earncflnefs  of 
the  Spantjh  Court,  thrown  into  Aftron  by  their  Inftru- 
ment,  Count  Gondomar,  that  gave  Rife  to  the  unrelent- 
ing Severity  with  which  'James,  and  the  Members  of  his 
Privy  Council  purfued  the  Life  of  Raleigh.  He  re- 
marks that  a  cool,  and  flri£l  Difcullion  of  this  impor- 
tant Point,  muft  fuggefl  to  us  that  the  violent  Clamours 
of  the  Spaniards  afford  the  flrongefl  Proofs  in  Favour  of 
the  Entcrprize  undertaken  by  Sir  IValttr',  fince,  if  the

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Pdffeflion  of  Guiana  Iwd  been  of  little  Confequence, 
they  muft  have  obfcrTcd  with  more  Indifference  the 
Preparations  of  the  Englijb  to  invade  it.  He  alks  why 
Faltigh,  if  confidcred  as  a  Projeftor  who  fought  to  re- 
pair his  broken  Fortunes,  by  fraudulently  impofing  on 
the  Credulity  of  others,  was  not  luffered  to  remain  un- 
noticed ?  He  fubjoins  that  the  more  Expeditions  he 
made,  the  more  glaring  would  appear  his  Folly ;  and 
the  greater  Advantage  mull  the  Spaniards  hive  reaped 
from  that  Appearance,  becaulc  it  would  have  difcountc- 
nanced  all  fucceeding  Enterprizes  of  this  Nature  ;  but, 
by  thus  contriving  to  murder  him,  they  muft,  in  th6 
Opinion  of  every  impartial  Judge,  have  raifed  the  Cre- 
dit of  his  Project,  although,  during  that  Period,  they* 
might  have  deterred  the  Generality  of  Adventurers 
from  an  Attempt  to  carry  it  into  Execution.  He  con- 
cludes by  affirming  that  what  the  Friends  of  Sir  IValtet 
received  upon  Belief,  the  Spaniards  were  convinced  of  j 
that  the  former  confided  in  him  ;  but  that  the  latter 
were  as  pofitive  as  himfelf ;  becaufe  they  knew,  by  Ex- 
perience, that  the  Empire  oi  Guiana  abounded  in  Gold, 
and  that  from  the  Moment  of  its  Subjection  to  the 
Crown  of  England,  the  Dominion  of  the  Spaniards 
within  the  Weft-Indies  muft  be  totally  annihilated  (r).

had  plundered,  and  reduced  to  Alhes  a  Town  belonging 
to  the  King  of  Spain.  In  Confequence  of  his  Guilt, 
whether  reprefented  as  a  Breach  of  Orders,  or  as  an  Aft 
of  Piracy,  he  might  have  become  amenable  either  to  a 
Court-Martial,  or  to  a  Trial  at  Common  Law  j  but  it 
was  deemed, an  eftablifhed  Principle  that,  as  he  lay  un- 
der an  aftual  Attainder  for  High-Treafon,  he  could  not 
be  brought  to  Trial,  |for  any  other  Crime  {s).

Kind's  Btnch,  at  IVejlminJier.     Here,  when  the  Writ  of 
Habeas  Corpui  liad  been  de'ivered  to  the  Judges,  hj  Sir 
Walter  /IpJJey^  and  when  the  Convidlion  of  Raleigh,  nt 
Winchejier,  had   been  read,    Mr.  Henry  Telverton,  the 
Attorncy-Gcncrnl,  let  forth  that  "  the  Prilbner  having 
*'  been,  fifteen  Years  lincc,  convi£led  of  High-Treafon, 
*'  and  having,  then,  received  the  Judgment  of  Death, 
"  his  Majcfty,  of  his  abundant  Grace,  had  been  pleafed

*'  calls  to  him,  for  Execution."     "  Sir  Walter  Raleigh 
*'  (continued  Telverton,)  hath  been  a  Statefman,  and  a

He  added  that  he  was  the  more  fan- 
guinc  in  his  Expe£lations  of  Mercy,  becaufc  that  he 
had  undertaken  the  Enterprize  to  acquire  Honour  for 
his  Sovereign,  and  to  enrich  his  Kingdom  with  Gold, 
'*  of  the  Ore  luhereof*'  (he  obferved,)  this  Hand  hath 
**  found,  and  taken  in  Guiana.'*  He  next  attempted  to 
cxj)lain  tlic  Meafurcs  which  gave  Rife  to  the  Mifcarriagc 
of  liis  Projeft;  but  the  Lord- Chief- Juftice  interrupted

"  for  executing  him  there  ;  tor  which  this  (lull  be  his  War- 
"  rant,  and  Difchart^e,  aj;alnlt  us,  our  Heirs,  and  Surcef- 
*'  fors,  for  eter."  Rymer's  l"a?dcra,  V.  17.  p.  115. 
(xj  Campbell's  Lives  of  the  Admirals,  V.  2.  p  97,98. 
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**  therefore,  in  Refpeft  to  his  good  Name,  I  will  j^t- 
**  tempt  it,  by  flievving  that  the  Judgment  was  ablo- 
*'  lutely  illegal,  and  manifeftly  iniquitous." 

"  It  is  a  Maxim  in  our  Law  that  the  King  can  do 
**  no  Wrong;  and  mofl  certain  it  is  that  no  King  can 
**  do  legal  Wrong ;  that  is  to  fay,  can  employ  the  Law 
*'  to  unjuft  Purpofes.  Sir  Walter  Raleigh,  after  his 
*'  Conviction,  was  dead  in  Law ;  and,  therefore,  if 
**  the  CommifTion  granted  to  him,  by  James,  had  noi: 
**  the  Virtue  of  a  Pardon,  what  was  it  ?  Did  it  impower 
"  a  dead  Man  to  aft,  and  not  only  to  aft,  but  to  have 
'*  a  Power  over  the  Lives,  and  Eftates  of  the  Living? 
**  It  either  conveyed  Authority,  or  it  did  not.  If  it  did 
*'  convey  Authority,  then  Sir  IValter  was  capable  of 
*'  receiving  it ;  that  is,  he  was  no  longer  dead  in  Law, 
**  or,  in  other  Words,  he  was  pardoned.  If  it  con- 
*'  veycd  no  Authority,  then  this  was  an  Aft  of  legal 
?*  Wrong.  I  cannot  help  the  Blunder ;  the  Abfiirdi- 
*'  ty  is  in  the  Thing,  and  not  in  my  Expreflion.  A 
**  Commiflion  under  the  Privy  Seal,  (if  not  under  the 
<'  Great  Seal,)  granted  by  the  King,  with  the  Advice  of 
"the  Privy  Council,  to  a  dead  Man;  or,  to  put  it 
*'  otherwii'c,  a  lawful  Conmiiiliion  given  to  a  Man, 
*'  dead  in  Law,  is  Nonfenfe  not  to  be  endured  ;  anil, 
*'  thci-eforc,  to  avoid  t!ii<;,  we  nnift  conceive,  as  Sir 
"  Francis  Bacor:^  and  every  orlier  Lawyer  did,  that  the 
**  Commillion  included,  or  r«-ther  conveyed  a  Pardon. 
"  Indeed,  the  fame  'i'hing  may  be  made  out  in  nuK-ii 
*^  fewer  Words.  Grace  is  not  fo  flrong  a  Mark  c' 
"  royal  Favour,  as  Truft  ;  and,  therefore,  where  the 
"  latter  apjicar?,  the  Law  ought,  and,  indeed,  iloth  prc- 
"  fiime  the  former  (y)*    This  Judgment,  therefore,  diil

will  not  be  able  to  eradicate.  Yet,  on  fo  delicate  a 
Subjeft,  where  the  honeft  Fame  of  a  diftinguiflied  Hero 
is  to  be  preferved,  or  ruined,  wo  do  not  mean  to  influence 
the  Reader.

(e)  We  feci  a  Difficulty  in  aflenting  to  this 
King,  the  Fountain  of  earthly  Mercy  to  convicted  Criminals, 
extending  his  Pardon  to  an  Offender  for  one  Species  of 
Guilt,  in  Order  to  obtain  the  Power  of  iafll6ting  Death  up- 
on him,  forimother,  prefents  us  with  the  moll  difgufting 
Picture  of  Abfurdity,  Mcannefs,  and  Barbarity.  A  For- 
givenefs  of  the  old  Treafon  (liould  immediately  have  fol- 
lowed the  Relcnfe  of  Raleigh,  from  a  long  Confinement  iu 
the  Tower ;  a  Punifhrnentmuch  more  than  equal  to  his  De- 
linquency. Where  was  the  Ncceifity  of  refeiving  the  Sen- 
tence as  a  Check,  when  he  might  have  been  brought  to  the 
Bar,  for  fubfeouent  Ciimes;  Crimes  which,  with  Retro- 
fpe6l  to  the  Lenity  of  his  Sovereign,  mult  have  prelTed  op. 
him  the  more  heavily  ?  During  the  Proceedings  againll  Sir 
Walter,  at  Wlnchelier,  an  abandoned  Jury,  after  a  Deiibti  - 
ation  of  fcarcely  fifteen  Minutes,  and  in  Contempt  of  L:ivv, 
and  Equity,  returned  their  Verdid  Guilty^  on  the  fole,  and 
written  Evidence  of  Cobham,  a  perfidiouF  Friend  ;  on  moll 
Occalions,  notorious  for  the  Profligacy  ot  his  Manners,  and 
the  wretched  Application  of  a  limited  Underflanding;  but,  at 
this  memorable,  and  dlfgraceful  C  '"'s,  marked  by  fucli 
Contradii^tions  in  his  T-.  ftimony  ,s  vtu  :  affect  with  Hornn- 
the  Minds  of  all  who  are  not  lolt  .vi  every  Senfe  of  Virtue. 
Could  a  Jury  be  packed,  to  ferve  ihefc  flagitious  Purpofes, 
and  Ihall  we  conclude  that,  on  the  Expiration  of  a  Period 
which  did  not  reach  to  fifteen  Years,  a  fr.fficient  Number  of 
Court-Hirelings  would  be  waniin^^  to  cali  Raleigh,  under  the 
E'vidence  of  Guilt,  even  in  Spite  of  the  popular,  but  ridicu- 
lous Idea  that  HoiVilities  dircdted  againll  the  Spaniasdpi 
within  the  Indies,  during  a  profound  Peace  with  Europe, 
were  not  illegal. 

{/)  On  this  Subject,  (which   harh  occafioned  the   pre- 
jedir.jui  Note)  Ollorne  ulfo  obfervcs   that  "  no  Pea(*  bf.yond 
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*'  Time  prevailed  in  the  Nation  (and  u  is  plainly  fup- 
"  pofed  by    Sir  IValter   in   his    Apology,)    that,    by 
<*  Treaty,  War  was  allowed  with  the  Spaniards^  in  the 
"  IndieSy   although   Peace  was  made  in    Europe  :  and, 
"  while  laat  Notion  took  Place,  no  Jury  would  have 
*'  found   Raleigh  guilty.     So  that  had  not   the  King 
"  puniflied  him  upon  the  old  Sentence,  the  Spaniards

On  the    Morning  after  he  had  been  brought  to 
the  Bar    of   the   King's- Bench,    Sir  ff^alter   Raleigh^ 
notwithftanding  that  it  was  a  Time  of  Fefllvity,  and 
Joy  (h)  proceeded,   in  the  Cuftody  of  the  Sheriffs  of 
Middlefexy    to   the    old   Palace- Yard,  at    Wejiminjier, 
where,   in  Front   of  the  Parliament- Houfe,  a  Scaffold 
was  erefted  for  his  Execution.     On  this   he  mounted 
with  a  chearful   Countenance,  and  bowed  courteouily 
to  die   Lords,  and  others   of  his   Acquaintance,  who 
were  prefent.     When  the  proper  Officers  had  mad  2  a 
Proclamation  for   Silence,  Raleigh  obferved  that  as  he 
was  Yefterday  taken  out  of  his  Bed,  in  a  flrong  Fit  of 
a  Fever,    which,  as   its    untimelincfs  foreborc  no  Oc- 
cafion,    nor    Place,    might   fuddenly   return,  he  mufl 
firft  implore  God  that  He  would  prcferve  him  from  its

"  upon  a  weak   Foundation.     One  was,   that  when  I

*'  c^fl/e,  wliich  was   becaule  I  would    fain   have   made 
"  my  Peace,  before  I  came  to  England,     Another  Rca- 
**ron  was  that  again  1  would   have  bent  my  Courie  to 
"  Franct,  upon  my  laft   intended  Efcape  from  London^ 
"being  the  Place  where  \  might  have  the  beft  Means 
"of  making  fuch  Peace,  and  tlic  beft  Safeguard,   dur-

Sir  IVctlter  now  prepared  for  Death,  and  having  in- 
treated  the  Lord  Arundel  to  befcech  the  King  that  he 
would  prevent  the  Publication  of  fuch  Writings  as 
might  be  calculated  bafely  to  afperfe  the  Memory  of 
one  whom  he  had  doomed  to  fufFer,  added  '*^  /  have  a

When  it  had  been  fJiewn,  on  each  Side  of 
the  ScatibW,  it  v^as  conveyed  away  in  a  mourning 
Coach,  which  I  ad  been  fent,  for  that  Purpofe,  by  the 
ha.(\y  RaU'i^h.  1  he  Body  received  interment  within 
tlic  Chancel,  and  near  the  Altar  of  the  Church  of  Saint

Ur,  is  it  great ^  in  the  la.r  Moment  of  Life,   to 
bid  the  PURE  Fountain  of  all  Truti.*,  bear  Wltnefs  to 
a  F.dllty  \   In  whichfoever  Form,  we  receive  the  Obferva- 
ti.>n  ot  Mr.  Hume,  we  receive  it  reeking  with  the  woril  of 
I'oifons.     In  Charity  to  a  celebrated  InJividaal,  (for  whofe 
Memory  we  retain  rdl  proper  Veneration, )  let  us  fuppofe 
thai  be  had  overlooked  the  Tendency  «f  this  Remark.     It 
is  however  necella'v  that  we  Ihould  endeavour  to  confute  it. 
Amendment,  and  not  Corruption,  muft  be  the  leading  View 
of  Hiftory.

X  liillory  of  England,  8vo.  V.  6.  p.  99, 
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Prince  of  IVales  with  the  Infanta,   appeared  content  to 
feal  their  Union  with  the  Blood  of  one  of  the  greatcfl, 
and  mofl  fervictiiblc   Subjcds   in  the  Kingdom.     Al- 
though the  laic  Commillion  did  not  inii)ly  a  Pardon, 
yet  the  People,   who  beheld  with  lloiror  the  Lxecution 
of  a  fevere,    and  long  fiiipended  Sentence,    and   were 
iinanimoully  difgufted  at  the  Proipeft  of  the  approach- 
ing Nuptials,  declared,   in  loud   iVlurmurs,  that  even 
the  common  feelings  of  Humanity  might  have  ihftated 
to  James  the  Neccllity  of  a  Pardon,   and  that  Fear,  In- 
difcretion,  Barbarity,  and  Injuftice,  had  accelerated  the 
Fate  o{  Raleigh.

Men  of  Genius,  who  ilouriflied  during  the  laft  Cen- 
tury, have  been  capable  of  reaching;  a  wide  Experience 
in  the  Myfleries  of  Government ;   a  Love  of  A£tion 
perpetually  flimulated  by  unremitting  Ardour  in  the 
Chace  of  Fame  ;  the  Heroifm  of  the  Mind  which  no 
Affliftion  could  fupprefs ;    an  unabated  Determination 
to  encourage  Hope,  when  every  future  Profpeft  appeared 
a  Signal  for  Defpair ;   a  calm,  but  vigorous  Exertion  of 
difFulive  Talents,  amidft  the  Imbecility  of  Age,   the 
Attacks  of  Sickneis,  and  the  Horrors  of  Imprifonmcnt ; 
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the  mild,  and  juflly-repjulated  Indulgence  of  a  boun- 
teous iVlader;  ihc  llri£l  Fidelity,  and  tender  Aiiidui- 
ties  of  an  admiring  Hulband  ;  tlie  unremitted,  yet  af- 
fcdionate  Obllrvance  of  parental  Duties  ;  an  inviolable 
Atilicrcnce  to  all  the  Laws  vviiich  are  connedled  with  the 
Necelliry  of  filial  Reverence;  the  rigid  Prelervation  of 
thole  exalted  1  ies  which  have  united  Men  in  honour- 
able 1' riendlbii's  J  the  agreeable  Addrefs  of  an  accom- 
pliflied  Gentleman  J  and  the  innocent,  but  fportive 
Humour  of  the  gay  Companion.  Such  were  the  Vir- 
tues, and  the  Qualities  of  Raleigh.  Amidft  the  Recol- 
kdions  of  his  Lrrors,  may  thefe  be  not  forgotten  (y)  ! 

(y)  The  Fate  of  the  Lord  Cobham,  and  Sir  Lewis  Stiic- 
ley,  the  perfidious  Friends  of  Raleigh,  is  too  lingular  to  be 
omitted.  Cc^bham,  once  in  Poilellion  of  an  Income  amount- 
ing to  feven  thoufand  Pounds,  died,  Ibuved  to  Death,  naked, 
and  covered  with  Vermin,  in  a  Room  aiccnded  by  a  Ladder, 
at  the  Houfe  of  a  poor  Woman,  (who  had  formerly  been  his 
Laundrefs,)  in  the  Minories.  This  Relation  comes  from  the 
Authority  of  William,  Earl  of  Pembroke.  The  King,  to 
whom  the  Eftate  of  Cobham  fliould  have  efcheated,  was 
fraudulently  deprived  of  it;  and  thetefore  could  give  him 
no  Maintenance,  except  from  the  Crown-Revenues ;  a  Cha- 
rity which  was  refufed  to  him.

He  was  tried,  and  fentcnccd  to  be  hanged,  but,  having  fold 
allhisEifeds,  even  to  his  Shirt,  for  the  Purpofe  of  buying 
a  Pardon,  he  obtained  the  royal  JVIercy,  through  the  Intei- 
eftoftwo  Knights.  He,  then,  cfcaped  from  the  View,  and 
Contempt  of  his  Fellow-Creatures  to  the  Itle  of  Lundy,  on 
the  River  Severn,  where  he  died,  a  Vicllm  to  the  compli- 
cated Evils  of  Beggary,  and  Madnefs.

AT  the  Demife  of  James^  Charles,  Prince  of 
Wales,  fucceeJed  to  the  Throne,  amidfl  the 
general  Approbation  of  his  Subjefts  (a).  He 
was  in  the  Flower  of  his  Age,  and  endued  with  conli- 
derable  Abilities,  of  which  he  had  made  fo  prudent  a 
Ulc,  from  the  Period  at  which  the  Spani/h  Match  was 
broken  off,  that  he  became  the  Favourite  of  the  Peo- 
ple (^b).   His  Father  left  him  in  a  Situation  exceedingly

a  War  with  S()ain  had  jiift  coimiienced,    and  the  Duke 
of  Buckingham,   yet  in  PollclHon  of    ^e  Port  of  Prime- 
Minifler,  remained  an  ()!ijed  of  the  general  Hatred  (c). 
At  this    alarming  Crlils,    all   Points   were  lubjcfl  to 
wrong  Conflruftions.     £ighr  thoufand  Men,  raifed  for 
ilie  Service  oftlu:  Folatlnnte^  were  diredlcd  to  repair  to 
Plymouth^  and,  during  their  March  thither,  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  the  Country  received  Orders  to  rupf)ly  them 
with  Coat,   and  Conducl- Money,  of  which  thev  were 
promiletl  a  Repayment  from  the  Exchequer,     The   Be- 
haviour of  the  Troops  was  licentious  to  an  Extreme, 
and  the  long  Continuance  of  Peace  made  it  appear  a 
greater  Evil.     At  length,   the  Clamour  role  to  liich  a 
violent  Degree,  that  Charles,  concluding  that  the  Mea- 
fure  would  l^e  fatisfaftory  to  the  Suhjefls  who  had  been 
particularly  aggrieved,  ilTued  a  CominiHion  for  the  Exe- 
cution of  martial  Law,   which,    inflead  of  being  conli- 
dered  as  a  Remedy,  proved  the  Caufe  of  Murmui    more 
violent  than  any  of  the  former  C^J.        t         '  .i. 

It  muft  be  confeffcd  that  vvhllft  Buckinriham  retained 
any  Influence  at  the  Council- Board,  every  odious  Pro- 
ceeding was  attributed  to  him  ;  and  fuch  were  the  Pre- 
judices which  the  Nation  had  conceived  againft  him,

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that  all  A6I9  in  vvhidi  ho  wis  fu(])e6^ed  to  have  l^cea 
concerned  were  regarded  as  Grievances.  Of  tliis  Cir- 
cuniftancc  no  Pcrfon  within  the  Kii^^doni  felt  the 
Force  more  irrcliftibly  than  the  Sovereign,  and  yet  in 
Confccjucnce  of  an  Infatuation  which  it  would  be  diiFi- 
cult  to  account  for,  he  extended  liis  Afteftion,  and  his 
Truft  to  tliat  al'iMring  Favourite,  with  even  lefs  Referve 
than  he  had  hidierto  enjoyed  it. 

The  I'reaty  of  Marriage  between  Charles^  and  the 
Princefs  Henrietta- Maria,  Daughter  to  Henry,  tlic 
fourth,  of  France,  had  been  concluded,  during  the 
Life-Time  oi  James,  the  Firft,  and,  after  his  Deccafe, 
the  young  King  was  efpouicd  to  her,  by  Proxy.  Jn 
"June,  of  tlic  Year,  one  thoufand,  lix  hundred,  and 
twenty-five,  Buckingham  fet  Sail,  in  Order  to  attend 
her,  with  the  royal  Navy,  and,  foon  afterwards,  ron- 
dudcd  her  to  Dover,  From  thencc>  (he  proceeded  to 
Canterbury,  where  the  Marriage  was  confummated.  On 
ihefixteenth  of  the  lame  Month,  the  royal  Pair  entered 
London,  privately,  the  Plague  daily  increafmg  within  the 
Suburbs  (e).  It  was  not  long  before  an  unfortunate 
Tranl'a£lion  rendered  this  Marriage  difgnfting  to  the 
People,  and,  as  the  Subjeft  falls  particularly  under  our 
Cognizance,  we  iliall  explain  it,  with  all  its  material 
Circumflances,  to  the  Reader. 

The  Marquis  d'Effiat,  Ambaflador  from  the  Court 
of  France,  to  that  of  England,  had  reprefented  to  James, 
the  firft,  that  the  Power  of  the  Cadiolrc  King,  in  Italy, 
was  dangerous  to  all  Europe,  and  that  his  Sovereign  was  de-

Mtrciiant  Sliips,  each  of  tlic  Burthen  of  either  three, 
or  four  hundretl  Tons,  iliould  be  fent  to  the  Afliftance 
of  the  Fi  ench.  The  Equipment  of  this  i  leet  gave  Rife 
to  aa, Application  from  the  Inhabitants  oi Rocbelle^  who 
fignlried  ihat  they  had  juft  Grounds  to  apprehend  that 
the  En^iijh  Squadron  would  be  employed  for  the  De- 
ftru£lion  of  the  Protejtant  Intereft  in  France^  inftcrd  of 
the  Uimunition  of  the  Spanijb  Power,  within  the  States 

of  Italy. 

As  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  knew  that  thefc  Opera- 
tions woultl  prove  difgufling  to  Pennington,  the  Admiral 
of  the  Fleet,  and  to  the  Owners  of  the  bhips,  he  gave 
them  private  Inftru£lions,  contrary  to  the  public  A- 
grcement  with  Ftance^  whereby  they  were  direftcd  not: 
to  fcrve  again (t  ^(jt/jfAV;  but,  on  their  Arrivvil,  in  the 
Month  of  May,  at  a  French  Port,  they  were  informed 
by  the  Dqke  of  Moyitmorency^  that  they  were  intended 
to  ferve,  and  abfolutely  ihould  lerveagainft  Rocheile.  In 
Confequence  of  this  imperious  Mandate,  the  Engli/h 
Sailors,  on  Board  the  i'  leet,  ligned,  (what  they  term  a 
round  Robiri,)  a  Paper,  expreliive  of  their  Relblutloa 
not  to  engage  in  that  Service.     Their  Names  were

When  this  Mcafurc  liatl  been  carricJ  into  Execution, 
PiHttington  flood  out  to  Sea,   with  the  wliole  Squadron, 
and  returned  into  the  Downsy  at  the  CoiTtmcncctnent  of 
y^/y.     Sioon  after  his  Arrival,  he  addrcil'ed  a  Letter  to 
Buckwghdni,  and  defned  to  be  cxculed  from  bearing  a 
Part  in  to  puinful,   and  difhonourabk  a  Service.     The 
]3ut,c,   without  cither  acquainting  the  King,  or  con- 
iulting  «.he  Council,   dircftcd  the  Lord  Conrvoy^    whiO, 
tluring  that  Period,  was  Secretary  of  State,  to  fend  aiT 
Expreis  to  Ptnnln^ton^  and  comiTKindcd  him  to  refign  all' 
the  Ships  into  the  Hands  of  the  French.     As  this  Pro- 
ccecHnghad  no  EffciSt,  BiickinghaTUj  furrcptitiouny,  and, 
yet  concealing  from  the   Ki-ng  the  Plan  of  Operations 
again  Rochelie,  prevailed  on  him  to  fend,  in  writing,   a 
Repetition  of  thofe  Orders  which  had  been  tranfmirtcd 
to  the  Eriglijh  Admiral.     In  Confequencc  of  the  royal 
Intcrpofition,  Pennington  failed,  a  fceond  Time,  to  />/"- 
eppe^  where,  according  to  his  Inftruftions,  the  Mer- 
chantmen were  delivered  to  the  French  y  but  Sir  Ferdi- 
nando  Gorges^  who  comnranded  the  royal  Ship,  weighed 
Anchor,    r.nd  put  to  Sea.     AM  the  Crews,    except  a 
GuniKir  (g)y  now  deferted  from  *:hc  Service,   anti   re- 
turned to  England.    The  Veflels  remained  in  the  Hand* 
of  the  French^  and  were  adlually  employed  againft  Rt- 
cheliey  to  the  great  Diflionour  of  the  Nation^  and  con-

Wc,  now,  enter  on  the  Rehition  of  a  Sea  Engagc- 
incnt,  and  ihall  picfent  it  to  tlie  Reader,  chieiiy  in  the 
Words  of  an  Oihcer  who  was.prefent. 

On  the  thirtieth  of  Ja^iuary^  in  the  Year,  one  thou- 
land,  lix  hundred,  and  twenty -live,  tlic  EngUP,  and 
Dutch  SliiJDS  (/)  being  in  tlic  Road  of  Gombroon y  there 
hrrived  a  fmall  Frigate,  belonging  to  a  Place  called 
Choivle^  which  \Vas  then  at  War  with  the  Portuguefe, 
When  file  had  anchored  between  the  Main,  and  Ormus^ 
Captain  IVeddel  lent  Mr.  Andrew  EvanSy  in  a  fmall 
Boat,  to  incjuire  from  what  Harbour  her  Commander 
had  Iniled  lafl,  and  whether  he  could  give  any  Intelli- 
gence concci-ning  lh(!  Portuguefe  Jrmada.  He  anfwcred 
that  he  came  from  a  Town  diflant  about  eight,  or  ten

The  chief  C^mmruulotf 
was  Albert  Becker. 
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nuary,  as  he  was  o^  Cape  Cor/Z^/ly  and  between  tlie  Ccnft 
o^  India,  and  Cape  Jacqua,  he  dilcovcred,  to  the  Lfe^ 
ward,  eight  large  Galleons,  and  fevcral  Frigates,  the 
laft  of  which  gave  ('hace,  hut  could  not  come  up  with 
him,  as  he  had  taken  Shelter,  in  Ihallow  Water,  near 
the  Shore. 

At  Day-Break,  and,  on  the  thirty-firfl:  of  y^nwisr  •, 
the  En^iijh,  and  Dutch  Fleei:s  henred  the  Difcharge  of 
three  Pieces  of  Ordnance,  it  Kijhme  Cajile,  the  Go- 
vernour  of  which  had  promited  Captain  Weddel  that, 
if  he  difcovered  any  Ships,  he  would,  by  firing  thrice, 
give  the  Signal  of  their  Approach. 

A  Mariner  was  now  lent  up  to  the  Top- Maft- Head 
of  the  Royd  James,  from  whence  he  difcovered  eight 
Sail  of  Ship!<,  attended  by  leveral  Frigates.  IVeddel 
then  gavf  Orders  that  the  bloody  Colours  fliould  be 
hoifted,  and  a  Gun  difcharged,  as  a  Warning  for  all 
the  Fleet  to  put  themfelves  in  Readinefs.  At  the  fame 
Time,  the  Dutch  weighed  Anchor,  and  getting  under 
Sail,  flood  towards  ihe  Enemy,  whofe  Intention  was  to 
bear  down  ujX)n  them  unprepared.  But  their  Hopes 
W-re  fruftrated. 

Towards  eight  at  Nio-ht,  it  became  calm,  and  the 
Englijh  Squadron  call  Anchor,  when  the  Commander 
of  the  Dutch  Ships  fent  the  Mafler  of  the  South-Hoi- 
'.and,  and  leveral  Merchants  on  Board  the  Royal  James, 
to  alk  the  Opinion  of  Captain  Weddel,  concerning  the 
Fleet  he  had  jull  defcried.  He  anlwered  that  it  was 
the  Portugueje  Armada,  which  had  been  two  Years 
preparing  to  intercept  the  Dutch,  and  EngUJh;  that 
.thele  fonnidable  Adverlarics  were  now  arrived  from 
.Goa,  fluflied  with  the  Hopes  of  Vi6lory,  and  intended, 
fhould  their  previous  Attempts  become  fuccelsful,  to 
<'.lre£l  their  Hoflilitics  againft  Orw.//.,  KiP^me,  and  Goyn- 

htoon^   to  deflroy  the  fettled  Trade  of  tlie  Inhabitants, 
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and  to  extirpate  them  with  Ruin,  and  Diflionour.  He 
kidded  that  he  wls  detcrniined  to  cnunne  the  Portuouf/t^ 
vvhilfl  he  had  an  Individual  alive,  within  his  Ship,  and 
he  did  not  entertain  a  Doubt  but  that  all  otiitrs,  under 
his  Command,  iiad  fbnned  the  lame  laudable  Reiblu- 
tion.  The  Dntcb  rcpliei.1  tliat  they  uouUl  lupport  the 
Enjy/.'/b,  by  evci^  brave,  and  vigoious  Liibrt,  within

On  the  firft  of  Ffhruary,  x\\t  South- HoHaiuI^  the  Ban" 
tam^  the  Maud^  and  the  IVeaj'ope^  let  bail,  .almoft  an 
Hoar  before  the  Appearance  of  J)ays  and  were  loon 
followed  by  the  Engiijh  Squadron;  but  the  Dutch  Ad- 
miral being  f;\r  a-head,  fired  the  ih-ft  Shot  at  the  Por- 
tuguefe,  who  returned  it  by  a  Dilchargc  of  three  Guns. 

The  contending  Fleets  were  now  within  a  fliort  Dil- 
tancc  of  each  other,  when  it  fell  calm,   in  Confequence 
of  which  Event,  our  Ships  could  not  Ix;  worked,   but  as 
the  7'ide  fet  them,   fo  that  when  the   Portugufe  were 
Board,   and  Board,    they  had  a  great  Advantage  over 
us,    by  the  Alliftance  of  their  Frigates,  which  ofteft 
towed  them  clear  of  each  other ;   an  AfiiRance  that  we 
greatly  wanted.     7'hus  we  lay,    during  four,    or  five 
Hours,  difcharging  our  (Ordnance  at  each  ether;  whilll 
the  Frigates  plyed  us  incellantly  with  their  fmall  Sliot. 
Towards  the  Evening  a  brilk  Gale  aroie;  yet  the  Ene- 
my was  to  JP'indwardy   and   the   Admiral,    and   Vice- 
Admiral  of  the  Portugu^fe  endeavoured   to   board    the 
Royal-yames.     Captain  IVeddcl,  perceiving  their  Inten- 
tions, commanded  the  Mafter  of  his  Ship  to  bear  a  lit- 
tle lalking,    in  Order  to  feparate  them  from  each  other, 
that  he  might  have  Room  to  pals  between  them.     The 
Vice-Admiral  of  the  Enemy,  obierving  that  the  Rtyal" 
Jameshove.  up,  advanced  towards  this  ihip,  v/hen,  fud- 
denly,  Captain  IVeddel,    obierving  a  Poflibility  that  he 
might  fail  to  IVindward  o^  him,  cauled  his  Mizen,  and 
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Mizen  Top-Sail,  to  be  fct,  anc)  foon  aftcrvvaals  vvcj^t 
l^iered  him,  edging  clofc  up  with  the  Admiral,  and  be- 
;ng  wiihin  iVlufkct-Shot  of  both.  The  Portu^uefe  Ad- 
miral put  to  Stay,  by  which  Means  the  Royat-Jamei 
got  the  Wind  of  him  alio,  and  came  fo  near  imder  iiis 
Stern,  that  his  Boats  were  clofe  at  the  Side  of  our  Ship, 
as  Ihe  flicered  by.  VVl*,  now,  poured  into  him  a  wholcJ 
Broad-Side,  (every  Shot  raking  him,  fore,  and  aft,) 
and  then  tacked,  and  flood  after  him.  During  this  En- 
gagement, which  lafted  until  five  in  the  Evening,  eight 
of  the  Mariners,  belonging  to  the  Royal-James^  were 
killed,  and  others  received  flight  Wounds.  On  this 
Day,  alfo,  fell  the  chief  Commander  of  the  Dutch,  b. 
valiant,  and  experienced  Officer.  The  Roy^I-James, 
alone,  expended  nearly  leven  hundred  large  Shotj  and 
the  other  Ships  difcharged  their  Artillery  almofl  as  fre- 
quently. At  Sun- Set,  the  Portuguffe  retreated,  and 
came  to  an  Anchor  at  the  Ba/i  End  of  Kijbme,  tho  Eng-i 
lijl)  being  flationed  North,  North- (Veji,  and  diftant  from 
them  about  two  Leagues.  Thus  ended  the  firll  En- 
gagement. 

On  the  fecond  o{  February,  the  Wind,  which  was 
not  extremely  brifk,  blew  from  the  Coafl  of  K'tjhme ; 
an  Advantage  which  the  Knjmy,  who  betrayed  great 
Negligence,  might  eafily  have  embraced.  'I  he  Eng- 
lijh,  and  the  Dutch^  were  airKhiOully  employed  in  the 
Repair  of  their  damaged  K.igging,  and  in  doling  thofe 
clangerous  Shot-Holes  v^'hich,  tluring  the  Fiaht,  they 
Jiad  received  from  the  Enemy,  betwixt  Wind,  and 
Water.  ■  ■ 

In  the  Afternoon  of  the  fame  Day,  a  Confultatiou 
washoldenon  Board  the  Risyai-James^  \\\\Qn  it  was  de- 
termined by  the  Dutch,  and  Engi:fli^  that  they  would 
give  Battle  to  the  Enemy,  at  the  iivft  Appearance  of 
the  ncxt'Moining,  and  that  the  South- Hpli and  l^owld 
\        •    :  follovy 
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foUow  the  Royal  "Jimic^y    wliich  was  inrcndcd  to  be  the 
leading  Ship.     Accordingly,  on  tlie  ihird  of  Fthumyy 
and  at  BrcLik  of  Day,  the  two  Fleets  weighed  Anciior; 
and  the   Royal  Jconei,  having  obtained  the  VVeather- 
Giige  of  the  Enemy,   flood  right  widi  tlic  Admiral  of 
the  Portu:^Ufj'e^  (headmoll,  except  one  Siiij),)  who  dif- 
chargcd   a   l>road-Side,  which  IP'eddel  commanded  Ids 
Crew  not  to  return,    until   they   were  brt)iight  nearer 
xvitkin  Danger.   On  aclofer  Approacli,  the  Royal-'Jamei 
fired  a  whole  Broad -Side  againll  die  Admiral,  and  Vice  • 
Achniral  of  tlic  Portugueje,  which  occalioned  liiem  to  • 
bear  away.     Taking  the  A<:^vantag€  of  this  Separation, 
the  Eagle,   and  the  IVeajo^e  chaced  one  of  the  adverlb 
Ships,  during  three  Hours,    with  the  View  of  prevent- 
ing her  from  returning  to  the   Fleet.     All  this  Time, 
the  Royal-James  was  lurrounded,  and   attacked   by  the 
Portuguefe  ;  but,    after  a  delperate  Eagagement,  in  the 
Courfc  of  which  the  Cannon  of  the  Englifh  were  inccf- 
iantly  difcharged,  the  Enemy  thought  proper  to  retreat. 
Whilft    the    Admiral- Ship,    commantlcd   by  Captain 
Weddely  continued  along  Side  of  a  large  Veflel  in  the 
Service  of  tlje   Poriuguefe^   five   hundred   Shot  pafied 
through  her  Hull,  Maft^,  Saik,  and  Yards,   before  that 
fl:ie  was  enabled  to  G:et  clear. 

On  the  lame  iVlorning,  IF'eddelh^i]  converted  a  Por- 
tuguefe  Frigate  into  a  Firc-Sliip,  for  the  Deftru<^ion  of 
the  largcftVellel  belonging  to  ihc  Enemy  \  but  (through 
the  Negligence  of  Darhy^  the  M  after,  who  did  not  ar- 
rive at  the  appointed  Place,  in  7'imc,)  Ihe  was  chaced 
by  the  Fngatcs,  wiien  the  Crew,  confifting  oidv  often 
Men,  who  could  not  pollibly  have  made  a  vigorous  Re- 
fiftance,  fet  I  ire  to  her,  at  a  Dilhnce  from  the  Fleet, 
and  returned  in  a  Barge,  which  had  been  ftationed  near 
gt  Hand  for  the  Purpole  of  facilitating  their  Elcaj^e. 
'The  Portuguefe  F'ligatc  continued  in  Flames,  during 
'    '  '  N  4  the 
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the  whole  Day,  and  Night,  and  at  five,  the  next  Morn- 
ing, (whether  towed  by  the  Boats  of  the  Enemy,  or 
driven  by  the  Currents,  is  uncertain,)  flie  approached, 
burning,  towards  the  Dutch,  and  Englijh  t  Iccts,  and 
forced  them  to  ilip  their  Cables,  the  Anchors  of  which 
•   were  found,  on  the  third  Day,  from  this  Event. 

At  Day-Break,  on  the  fourth  of  February^  the  united 
Squadrons  advanced  towards  the  Portugucfe,  who  croud- 
ed  every  Sail,  in  Order  to  take  Shelter,  under  the  Ifland 
oi  Lowrack,  wJiich  is  lituated  nearly  nine   Mites   from 
Ormm.    To  the  former  Place,  their  Frigates  proceeded 
■'  a-head,    and  condudled  them  in   over,  a   Bar.     The 
£'H^^fi^y  ^'^'^  i?a/f/j  Ships  gave  Chace  as  far  as  was  con- 
^   iiftent  with  their  own  Safety,    but,  being  dcflitute  of 
■•  Pilots,  made  no  Attempt  to  explore  a  dangerous,   and 
unfrequented  PafTage.     Convinced  that  the  Portugtfefe 
-  were  impolitic,  malicious,  and  implacable,  they  natu- 
•"  rally  fufpe^led  that  Ordnance  had  been  planted  on  the 
Shore,   for  the  Purpofe  of  deflroying  them  at  their  Ap- 
'    proach.     Could  diey  have  fuppofed  the  contrary,    they 
'•  might  have  endangered  the  Velfcls  of  the  Enemy,   by 
chaining  together  fome  Frigates,   and  turning  them, 
upon  the  Ebi:,  athwart  their  Hawfc.    At  this  Jun£lurc, 
It  was  regarded  as  moft  expedient  to  continue  flationed 
about  the  Diftance  of  a  League  from  the  ifland  of  Low- 
rack.     Having  weighed  their  Anchor,  the  Englijh  fired 
a  parting  Shot  at  the  Velfels  of  their  Adverlaries,  who 
returned  it  bv  the  Dii'chHr«;e  of  one  Cannon.     Towards 
the  Clofe  of  the  Evening,    the  united   Fleets  entered 
Gombroon' Road,  and  tlie  Crews  were  immediately  em- 
ployed to  repair  the   DaixKiges  which  the   VelTels  had 
fuftaincd,  to  fit  out  Mafts,  Yards,   Sails,  and  Rigging, 
.    and  to  flop  the  Breaches. 

During  this  laft  Engagement,  the  Main-Top-Maft 
pf-  the  Jonaiy  and  the  Main-Mafl  of  the  Star  Were 
*•■•'..        .      fliot 
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fliot  l>y  the  Board.  The  Mizen-Mnft,  Flag,  and  Flag- 
'Staff  of  the  Admiral- i?h in,  were  alio  carried  away  by 
the  Artillery  of  the  Enemy,  and  her  Hull  was  much 
dajTinged.  The  Head  of  the  Main- Maft  belonging  to 
t!ie  Ec'/ofe  was  (hot  away,  and  another  Ship  loft  all  her 
Top  Maft s.  In  flioit,  the  Fleets  of •  the  Dutch,  and 
Enolijh^  luffered  \o  feverely  that  they  were  become  al- 
moft  deftituteof  proper  iVlafts,  Yards,  Sailsj  and  Taok- 

At  Day- Break  of  the  thirteenth  of  Pehrunry^  they 
proceeded  again  from  the  Road  of  Gombroon,  attended 
by  four  Junks,  and  other  freighted  Veftels,  under  the 
Cooduft  of  the  Dutch.  The  Portu^uefe,  who  had  ob- 
ferved  their  Motions,  now  Hipped  their  Cables,  and 
ftood  out  to  Sea,  endeavouring  fo  todireft  the^rCoutfe, 
that  their  Enemies  might  be  nearefft  to  the  Land.  At 
Sun -Set,  and  when  the  Ciale  htidfr^flVc'rfcd, 'every  Ship 
hclongins;  to  the  diftbrent  Fleets  was  at  a^fhort-Diftaric© 
fioqi  the  other,  and,  without  oftbrmg  to. Commit  th« 
leail  Floftility,- kept  Company, 'for  a  cotilidcrable  Space 

of  Time.      "         '  ,^  ,        ^:    .,.  ■  :         '--''t 

On  the  tliifteentli,  at  Night,  ftich  was  thr  Violetice 
o{  tlie  Wind,  which  blew  at  H^eji-So'Uth-lV^p.,  that  "me 
of  the  large  Portu^uffc'G-A'iiQ.iiVi'i  loft  the  'Head  of  her 
Main- Maft,  clofe  under  the  Hounds.  Uuiible  to  hoift 
her  Main-Sail,  ftie  was  obliged  to  continue  herX^ourfc 
under  htr  K ore-Sail,  Fore  Top-Sail,  Sprit-"'Sail,  and 
Mi/.en.  The  Wind  ftill  remained  in  the  fame  Quar- 
ter;  and  the  Galleons  fteered  away  Souihy  and  by  Eoff, 

On  the  fourteenth,  and  foon  after  the  Appearance  of 
Morning,  the  Dutch  Fleet  ftayed,  and  bore  up  towards 
the  Junks,  which,  during  the  preceding  Night,  had 
dropped  io  far  aftern  that  the  Englijh  could  fcarcely  de- 
fer y  them.  The /Jcy^Z-yaw^iallofhortencd  Sailj  but 
the  Portugtiefe  continued  on  their  Courlc, 
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At  Noon  of  the  fame  Day,  and  when  the  Dutch  had 
rc-joincd   the  Englijh^   it  was  agreed   that  the  Royal- 
yames  Ihould  ;firfl  attack  the  Admiral- Ship,  in  the  Ser- 
vice of  the  Portugueje^  and  that  immediately  afterwards 
the  reft  of  the  Fleet  fliould  aflift,  during  the  Engage- 
ment.    Accordingly,    at  two  in   the  Afternoon,    the 
Dutch,  and  the  EngUJh.  having  received  the  firft  Broad- 
Jkle  from  the   Enemy,   returned  it  by  a  Difchargc  of 
their  Artillery.     The  Vi£\ory   was   obftinately   con- 
tcfted,   until  the  Clofe  of  the  Day,   \yhcn,   althougl^ 
each  Party  had  feverely  annoyed  the  other,  all  Hollili- 
ties  were  difcontinued,  and  neither  yielded.    At  Night, 
the  Poriuguefe  bore  away  for  Swqr^  where  they  had 
conftru£led  a  large  Fortrefs ;  and  the  Engiijh,  and  Dutch^ 
fleered  their  Courfc  towards  6'«r^/.       _\..    ,  ..     , 
,'     The  Reafons  given  by  Captain  fVeddel^  and  his  AlTo- 
ciates,    in   Vindication  of  their   having  declined  the 
Chace,  were,  firft,   becaufe  the  Year  was  drawing  to  a 
Period  beyond  which  it  muft  have  been  difficult  to  de- 
liver Goods  at  Surat,  and  then  fail  away  from  the  Coaft, 
before    the  IVeJierly  Monfoons  fliould  fet   in.     Thefe 
Winds  blow  from  Jpril^    to  O^dber,    during  which 
Time,  an  Attempt  to  put  off  to  Sea  might  prove  dan- 
gerous.    Secondly,   the  Royal-James  had  only  thirty- 
one  Barrels,  and  five  hundred  Cartridges  of  Powder,  to- 
gether with  fix  hundred  Shot,  all  of  which  were  infuffi- 
cient  to  enable  them  to  maintain  an  Engagement,  for 
the  Space  of  a  whole  Day  ,  33,  at  the  Clofe  of  a  former 
Fight,  after  the  Expiration  of  nearly  twelve  Hours, 
the  Royal-James  alone  had  difcharged  a  thoufand  great 
Shot  againft  the  Enemy.    In  the  laft  Conteft,  this  Ship 
expended  three  hundred  Shot,  and  loft  but  one  Man. 

The  total  Number  of  the  flain  amongft  the  Englijhy 
including  Officers,  and  Sailors,  amounted  to  twenty- 
nine.     Of  the  Dutch  were  llain  nearly  thirty ;  and, 
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ainiMigft  thcfe  fell  Albert  Becker^  ilic  chief  Commander 
of  their  Fleet. 

'I'he /*(7r/«^«/'/^  Atlmiral-Sliip  (/•)  named  the /Vv7wr//f^, 
aiul  commanded  hy  Don  Ahud  Batellia^  mounted  forty- 
icitiht  Pieces  ot  hsals  Orchiance.     On  board   were  three 
hundred,    and    fifty-Men,    of  which  thirty-eight    fell 
during  the  Engagements ;  and  amongft  thcfe  were  three 
chief  Captains,    all  killed  by  the  iamc  Shot.     Their 
names  were  Lorenzo  Luis,  yeronimo  Botelia,   and  BraJJa 
Coze.     The  Fore- Mail,  Bowfprit,  and   Main-Maft  of 
the  FroKcifco  were  fo  damaged  by   Shot,  that  they  be- 
came  unferviceable.      The   Mi/cn-Maft,    Flag,   and 
Flag-ftaff  were  c?  ried  away,    and  the  Rig^mg  was  ex- 
tremely torn.  ''^'  '""  ' '  '  •   ' ' 
The  Vice- Admiral  Ship,  named  alfo  the  FrancifcOy 
was  commanded  by  Don  Francifco  Burgo,  and  mounted 
thirty- tw'o  Guns.     The   Crew  conlifted   of  two  hun- 
dred,   and  fifty   Men,   of  which  thirty,  and  alfo  their 
Commander,  were  flain.  The  Main-Top- Maft,  Fore- 
Maft,   and   Bowfprit,   together  with  the   Head  of  the 
Main-Top-Maft^  and  all  the  Rigging  were  rent,  and 
torn  to  fo  violent  a  Degree,    that  they  could  not  after- 
wards be  applied  to  any  Ufes  whatever. 

'y\\Q  Sehojiian^  their  Rear- Admiral  Ship,  command- 
ed by  Don  Antoni')  Telas   was  the  largeft  in  the  Fleet, 
aiul  carried  forty  Pieces  of  brafs  Ordnance.     On  Board 
were  four  hundred  Men,  twenty   of  whom  fell,  dur- 
'    .  inc:

Of  the  Sduaih'^  the  fourth  Shin,  Don  Franclfco 
de  Suar  was  Com-nander.  The  /uirrber  of  CJuns 
aipounlcd  to  twenty- four ;  and,  on  Hoard  w-  two 
hundred,  and  fifty  iVIen,  of  which  forty,  tof  .•  uirh 
their  chief  Otiicer,  were  llain.  All  the  Ma.rs  of  tins 
Ship,   were  enrircly  fliattered,    and  unfit  for  S.  rvicc.

by  Simon  de  Kintall^  carried  twenty -two  Pieces  of 
bfafs  Ordnance.  On  Board  were  two  hundred  Men, 
and  of  thele  eig!  ty  three  were  Killed.  The  Mafls  re- 
mained intire  ;  but  the  Hull,  which  had  received  Ic- 
veral  Shot  between  Wind,  and  VVatcr,  was  full  of 
Leaks  i  a  Situa  ion  in  Confequence  of  which  the  bliip 
funk,   foon  afierwards,  near  the  Coafl  of  India. 

The  Trinidadoy  the  lixth  Ship,  was  commanded  by 
Pedro  Alva  Botelia.  She  mounted  twenty -tv;o  Pieces  of 
brafs  Ordnance,  and  her  Crew  confiftcd  of  two  hundred, 

.  and  fifty  Men,  of  which  all,  excepting  leven,  were 
ilain.  Her  Top-Mafts  were  fhot  by  the  Board;  and 
every  other  IVJafl  was  fo  Ihattered  that  fhe  could  bear 
no  Sail,  but  was  afterwards  towed  from  Mujcat^  to 
Goa* 

On  Board  the  fcventh    Ship,    the  Antonio^   which 

.  carried  twenty-two  Pieces  of  brafs  Ordnance,  were 
two   hundred    Men,  commanded  by  Don  de  Buralik

were  flain.  The  Mali  continued  Handing;  but  feveral 
Shot  had  pierced  the  Sides  of  this  Veffel,  which  foun- 
dered afterwards  near  the  Cqafl  of  India, 

The   eighth  Ship,    named    Miferere  Cordium,  was| 
commanded  by  Roderigo  de  Chava^  and  mounted  twenty- 
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two  Pieces  of  brafs  (  rdnancc.  Out  of  two  Iiundred 
Men,  the  Numhcr  of  ihc  C  rcw,  but  three  wore  hlain. 
The  Fore-Top-Alaft,  Main  Yard,  Fore  Yard,  and 
Maln-Toplail-Yard  nere  llot  ijy  the  Board;  and  the 
Fore- M aft  was  16  extremely  rent,  tliat  it  becama 
unfcrviccable.  . 

1  h<.  Pieces  of  Ordnance  l^rlonging  to  this  Fleet  were, 
in  Number,  two  hun^'rcd,  and  tlnrty-tvvo  ;  the  Crews 
anvjunvcd  to  two  thouland,  add  one  hundred  Men, 
of  which  four  hundred,  and  eighty -one  were  llain, 
during  the  F.ngagcments,  .,   . 

At  this  Period,  a  naval  Armament  had  been  equipped 
for  the  Purpoie  of  afli fling  the  Troops  appointed  to  in- 
vade the  Spnniardi'y  but  as  Buck  ngham^  in  Qiiality 
of  Lord-High- Atlmiral,  had  the  fupremc  Diredion  of 
the  Enterprize,  the  People  regarded  it  with  Difguft,  and 
were  fo  far  rejoiced  at  its  Mifcarriagc,  as  it  furniflicd 
them  with  an  Opportunity  of  railing  at  the  Duke,  and 
tholewho,  in  Confequenceof  his  Intcrcft,  wereintrufted 
with  the  Conimand  of  tlie  Fleet,  and  F^orces  (/). 
The  Whole  of  this  TranHiflion  hath  been  differently- 
related,  and  lels  with  an  adherence  to  Truth,  tiiaii 
from  a  View  of  gratifying  the  Inclinations  of  a  Party. 
From  the  moft  authentic  Memoirs  which  yet  remain, 
it  is  here  intended  to  introduce  a  concife,  and  impartial 
Detail  of  Fa6ts,  which  will  prove  to  what  Danger 
Princes  are  expoled  when  they  emplc^y  Perions  difagree- 
able  to  the  greateft  Part  of  their  bubjeds  ;  an  Error  by 
which  they  almoft  neceffarily  transfer  the  Relentments 
attending  their  Mifcarriages  upon  them 'elves  (m). 

The  War  with  Spain  was  occaiioned  chiefly   by  the 
Duke  of  Buckingham  \   and  fecms  to  have  proceeded 
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more  from  his  pcrfonnl  Dlftaftc  to  Count  Ol'ivarez^ 
than  from  any  foliil,  or  honoinahlc  Motive.  What- 
Ibevcr  may  have  been  tlie  Cafe,  the  War,  once  begun, 
bughr,  certainly,  to  have  been  profccuteil,  fince,  al- 
though tlie  Duke  a£^etl  ftom  private  Pique,  and  at  a 
Time  when  it  vifibly  fervecl  his  own  particular  Purpofes. 
yet,  without  Qiicftion,  the  Nation  had  been  injured, 
and  infulted  by  the  Spaniards.  SutTicicnt  Grounds  wtr« 
not  wanting  for  taking  all  the  Advantage  which  could 
be  derived  from  our  naval  Power,  and  our  Alliance 
with  the  Dutch  \  from  the  Wcakncfs  of  the  Enemy, 
and  from  their  firm  Perfuafion  that,  in  Spite  of  our 
Menaces,  we  fliould  not  a£^ually  proceed  to  the  Com- 
iliiflion  of  Hoftilitics.  Yet',  although  it  was  a  War 
l!>articularly  grafted  on  the  Inclinations,  and  the  Power 
of  Buckingham  ',  although  he  had  engaged  the  King  to 
profecute  ili  widi  every  Appearance  of  Vigour,  «nd 
Refentmcnt  j  and  to  aflemble  a  formidable  Fleet,  to- 
gether with  a  confiderable  Body  of  Forces,  appointed 
to  embark  on  Board  of  it ;  when  the  Preparations  were 
drawing  to  a  Conctufion,  and  the  naval  Armaments 
were  almoft  in  Readinefs  for  their  Departure,  the  Duke 
religned  the  chiei  Command,  and  determined  to  fend 
another  Officer  in  his  Room  ;  a  Condu(El  which  proved 
baneful  to  the  whole  Defign  («") 

Sir  Edward  Cecil,  Grandfon  to  the  great  Lord  Bur- 
leigh, Was  the  Perfon  of  whom  the  Diike  made  Choice 
for  this  Command,  That  he  bore  the  Charafter  of  a 
brave,  and  experienced  Soldier,  is  not  to  be  difputed*; 
but  his  naval  Talents  were,  in  all  Refpe£ls,  too  limited 
to  qualify  him   fol*  the  fupreme  Dire«Stion  of  fuch  na 

Jtnter-

were  appointed  his  Viccj  and  Rcar-Admiials ;  and  in 
Order  that  he  niii;ht  enjoy  Dignities  likely  to  reconcile 
Men  of  fucli  Quality  to  a  full  Submiflion  under  his 
Command,  he  was  advanced  to  the  Rank  of  Lord-Mar- 
flial,  and,  at  the  lame  Time,  created  Bardn  of  Putney, 
and  Vifcount  If^imbUton  {p).  It  was  deemed  equally 
extraordinary,  impolitic,  and  unrcafonable  that  al- 
though there  wanted  not  many  able  Seamen,  fuch  as 
Sir  Robert  Manfel,  Sir  IVilitam  Monjon^  and  others^ 
yet  none  of  theni  were  trufled,  but  only  thole  who 
enjoyed  tkc  Favour  of  the  Duke,  as  if  that  Circum- 
ftance  could  have  conferred  Merit,  ' 

The  Force  employed  was  cxtemely  formidable,  and 
confifted  of  eighty  Dutch,  and  Englijh  Ships,  togethct 
with  ten  tried  Regiments.  It  was  not,  therefore,  at 
all  improbable  that  if  Matters  had  been  well  concerted, 
and  wifely  executed,  this  Expedition  might  have  turned 
to  the  Benefit  of  the  Nation,  and  to  the  Honour  of 
the  King,  and  Miniftry.  The  Spanijh  Plate- Fleet, 
having  more  than  a  Million  on  Board,  was  then  on  the 
homeward  Pallage,  and  muft  unavoidably  have  been 
taken  by  the  Euglijh,  if  the  latter  had  proceeded  to  7er- 
ctra,  where,  in  Confecjuencc  of  the  Dcftruftion  of 
fifty,  or  lixty  Galleons,  they  might  have  difabled,  for 
at  leaft  a  Century,  the  maritime  Power  of  the  Spaniards. 
But  the  EngUJh  Ships  did  not  fail  until  the  Month  of 
Oftober ;  and,  even  at  that  Period,  no  particular 
Enterprize  was  determined  on,  but  every  Meafurc 
was  left  to  the  Diredlion  of  Men,   who,  in  Reality,

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were  ignorant  of  the  Nature  of  their  Duty,  and,  niortiy 
afterwards,   became  divided  in  their  Sentiments  (q). 

The  Lord  IViifibleton^   and  Ids  Aflbciates  failed  from 
Plymouth.^   on  tlie   fevcnth  of   O'iohe^ ,    in  the   Year, 
one  thoufand,  lix  hundred,  and  twenty- iivc  j    but  wiicn 
tljey  had  proceeded  fome   Leagues  to    Sea,    the   Ships 
were  fcpa/ated  by  a  Storm,  and  did  not  arrive  until  after 
the  Expiration  of  fevcral  Days,   at  the  appointed  ^i^n- 
i\q7,\ow>>  o^  Cape  Sahit  Vincent.     On  the  nineteenth  of 
O^icber^  a   Council  was   afl'embled,  and,  in  Purfuance 
of  their  Determinations    to   attack  Ca^iz,  the  Earl  of 
EJ/ex,   on  the    twenty-fecond,    ftood   into   the    Bay, 
where  he  found  leventeen  large  Ships,  and  eight  Gal- 
lics riding  near  the  Town.  Tliefe,  he  bravely  attacked, 
but,  for  Want  of  proper  Orders,  and  due  Afliftance,  the 
S^atiijh  Ships  were  iufiercd  to  retreat  to  Port-Real^  whi- 
ther  the   Lord-Marfial   did  not  think   fit   to  follovV 
them.     A  Multitude  of  Troops  then  dlfembarked,  and 
took  the  Fort  of  Puntai,  after  vvliich  Succefs,  an  At- 
tempt was  made  againfl  the  Tovi'n.     The  Soldici>, 
having  difcovcred  a  Qiiantity  of   Wine,  continued  to 
drink  of  it,  until  they  became  intojticated,  and  fo  unfit 
for  Service,  that  if  the  Enemy  had   vigilantly    availed 
themfelvcs  of  this  Advantage,  all  their  Allailants  might 
have  pcrillied  by  the  Sword.     Alarmed  at  this  Incident, 
the  Oliiccrs  endeavoured  to  reimbark  their  Men,  and 
when  all  had  been  conveyed  on  Board,  it  was  deter- 
mined to  crui/c  off  Cape  Saint  Fincent,    for  the  Purpofe 
of  intercepting  the  Plate-Fleet. 

At  this  Junfture,  the  Majority  of  the  Troops  were 
fclzed  with  Sicknefs,  and  in  Confequence  of  the  moil 
extraordinary,  and  pernicious  Order  that  could  poHli>ly 
have  bcentiirued,  two  of  the  violently  dJllep:jpercd  Pcr-

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fons  were,    unilcr   the  Pretence  of  being  carefully  at- 
tendee],  put  on  boarol  of  each  Ship,  where  the  Infcdioii 
Ipre'idto  fu  inveterate  a  Degree,  that  fcarcely  a  fulficient' 
Number  of  tlands  furvlvctl  to   navigate  tlie  Fleet  to 
England.     In    tlie   Month   of  December^    thefe  iinfor- 
Uinatg  Adventurers    returned,    with   that  accumulated 
Difgracc  vvhicli    was  foretecn,   and    foretold,   previous 
to  their  Departure  from   their  own  Country  (r).    Not 
long  after  they   had   landed,    a  Charge  was  exhibited 
againll  the  General,   by  the   Karl  of  EJJ'tx^  and  nine 
other  Officers  of  Diftindlion,  when  the  Lord  JVimbleton 
attempted   to    exculpate  himfelf,  in   a  long   Anfwer. 
Thefe  Memorials  are  yet  remaining,  and  ferve  only  to 
tlcmonftrate  that  a  Want  of  Experience,  and  Unanimity 
had  proved  the  Ruin  of  the  Expedition  (j).     Such  Pro- 
ceedings  incrcafcd  the    popular   Difcontents,    expofed 
the  Duke  to  greater  Odium,  and  kfl'cned  the  Reputation 
of  the  naval  Force  of  England'^  an  Event  which  quickly 
produced,   as,  under  like  Circum fiances,  will  always 
be  the  Cafe,    a  Train  of  Inconveniences. 

The  next  naval  Tranfa£tion  which  demands  our  No- 
tice hath  been  related,  by  an  Officer  who  was  prefent ; 
and  it  is  from  his  Manufcript  that  we  lay  it,   without 
any  material  Alteration,    before  the  Reader.

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On  the  fcventh  of  OSfoher,  in  the  Year,  one  thou- 
fancl,  lix  hundred,  and  twenty -five,  and  about  four 
in  the  Morning,  the  Palfgrave^  Dolphin^  and  Lion 
anchored  three  I  eagues  to  the  Southward  cf  Sitrat  Bar. 
y\t  Day- break,  the  Mariners  within  the  Top  defcried 
Vclicls  riding  at  the  Mouth  of  iW«7/ River.  Thefe 
were,  by  Ibme,  fuppofed  to  be  either  Englijh^  or  Hol- 
landers ;  but  others  affirmed  that  they  were  a  Fleet  of 
Frigates.  Jn  an  Hour  afterwards,  they  let  Sail,  ftctring 
full  towards  us,  when  we  dilcovered,  by  their  Co- 
lours, that  they  were  in  the  Service  of  Portugal.  They 
were  in  Number  nineteen,  being  four  Galleons,  and 
fifteen  Frigates,  which,  as  the  Wind  was  unfavourable, 
could  not  yet  reach  us,  but  caft  Anchor  at  the  Dif- 
tance  of  a  League.  Our  Captain,  perceiving  their 
Delign,  made  the  Signal  for  a  Conlultation,  and  the 
Mailer  of  each  Ship  immediately  repaired  on  Board. 

At  this  Meeting  (as  it  was  afterwards  reported  by 
our  Commander,  Mr.  Richard  Swanley)  Captain  Blitb 
remarked  that  it  was  expedient  to  let  Sail,  and  fland 
off  again  to  Sea,  and  thus  deprive  the  Frigates  of  an 
Advantage.  He  added  that  if  it  fliould  appear  that  our 
Ships  failed  fafter  than  the  Poriuguefe,  we  muft,  in- 
ftantly,  direct  our  Courfe  towards  Ormus'j  a  Proceed-' 
ing  for  which  he  advanced  the  followir^g  Realbns. 

Firft,  becaufe  he  doubted  whether  the  Enemy  had  a 
large  Number  of  Veflels,   in  Swalley-Road. 

Secondly,  becaufe  he  feared  that  our  Merchants 
were  not  yet  on  Terms  of  Amity  with  the  Natives  j 
a  Conjefture  which  he  had  too  much  Reafon  to  form, 
as  he  had  received  authentic  Intelligence  that  the  Pre- 
parations of  the  Dolphin,  for  her  Return  to  England  had 
given  general  Difguft. 

Thirdly,  he  was  not  well  allured  that  the  Portuguefe 

had  either  made  Peace  with  the  Cazurats,  or  planted 
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Ordnance  on  the  Shore  adjoining  to  the  Swallej^-Sandsi 
He  remained  ahb  in  Doubt  concerning  the  Fate  of  the 
Squadron,  commanded  by  Captain  ,  IVeddel^  lince  he 
was  corffident  that  if,  at  that  Jun£\:ure,  any  Englijhy. 
oi-  Dutch  Veffels  were  at  Aiichor  in  the  Swalley-Rjad, 
they  v^ould  not  fufFer  the  Portuguefe  to  ride  there.  Thefc 
A'dverfancs  had  dircfted  their  Hoftilities  againft  them,' 
during  the  Courfc  of  the  preceding  Year;  and  he  now 
fuppol'td  that  the  Dutch,  and  Englijh  had  either  gained 
hm(^  deciiive  Advantage,^  or  wanting  Ammunition,  had 
proceeded  for  Succour  to  the,  Caftle  of  OrrnuSy  where 
tKey  intended  to  remain,  until  the  necelTary  Supplies 
arrived  from  .  England,  .... 

The  Sigrial  was  now  made  for  failing,  ind,  witli 
the  Wind  at  A/ffV/^,  our  Ships  flood  out  to  Sea.  At 
four,  '^  the  Afternoon,  the  Portuguffe  Admiral,  and 
the  Vice-Admirat-Ship,  being  a  faftcr  Sailer  than  the 
reft,  approached  the  Lian;  which  Was  the  headmoft 
Veffel  of  our  Fleet.  The  Admiral  difcharged  at  her 
6ne  Piece  of  Ordnance,  which  was  returned  by  four 
Shot,-  that  did  not  reach  a.  fufiicient  Diftance,  but 
dropped,'  ufelefs,  into  the  Water.  The  two  Sldps 
belonging  to  the  Enemy  kept  up,  during  the  Space  of 
half  an  Hour,  an.  incclTant  Fire  aga'inft  the  Lion,  at 
the  Expii'atron  of  which  Time,'  Ihe  had  received  feveral 
8hot,  both  in' her  Hull,'  and  Rigging.  The  Mafter; 
Richard  Swanley,  perceiving  that  the  Ordnance  of  the 
Portuguefe  did  more  Execution  than  h'is  own,  borcf 
(lo\vn  lb  clolely  upon'  his  Adverfaries  that  they  were- 
obliged  to  have  ReOOUrfe  to  Mufquets ;  and  it  was  du''- 
ing  this  Mode  of  engaging,  which  continued  untit 
$un-ftt,  that  neither  tlie  Lun^  nor  her  Crew  were  the 
feaft  injured. 

It  mull  be  remarked  that  for  this  Space  of  Tiitie, 
^nd  even  an  Hour  rfterwards,  the  other  two  adverfe 
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Ships  were  at  leaft  a  League  aftern  ;  whilftthe  Palf^tave^ 
Rn(\the  Do/phin,  being  right  ahead,  kept  on  their  Ceurfe, 
and  fometimes,  dilcharged  Pieces  from  their  Gun-room 
Ports.     The  Enemy   obferving  that  they    ftill  ftood 


away, 


came 


clofe 


along  Side 


of  the   Lion^  when  an 


hundred  Men,  having  Fire-pots,  and  other  Inftru- 
ilients  of  Deftruftion  in  their  Hands,  leaped  on  Board, 
and  threw  them  on  the  Decks.  At  the  lame  Time, 
we  were  furrounded  by  feveral  of  the  Frigates,  which 
jftuck  Fire- pikes  in  the  Sides  of  our  bhip,  all  of 
which  we  fortunately,  extinguifhed.  Oar  Admiral, 
and  Vice- Admiral,  .  i  the  Pal/grave,  and  Dolphin, 
were  quickly  out  of  fight;  the  Caufc  of  which  pro- 
ceeding is  bcft  known  unto  thcmfclves. 

The  Engagement  continued  from  Eight,  at  Night, 
until  the  Hour  of  Eleven,  during  which  Space  of  Time, 
Richard  Swanley^  our  M  after,  and  four  of  the  Crew 
were  flain.  Twenty-three  Peribns,  amongft  whom 
muft  be  included  two  of  the  Matter's  Mates  were  ex- 
ceedingly burnt,  and  all  the  reft,  lamenting  over  the 
Defertion  of  the  Palfgrave,  and  the  Dolphin,  appeared 
driven  to  Defpair.  At  this  alarming  Crifis,  the  Word 
was  given  to  blow  up  theSInp,  when,  fortunately,  fome 
of  the  Crew  let  fall  the  Anchor,  and,  in  the  fame  Mo- 
ment, the  Tide  running  extremely  ftrong,  the  grap- 
ling  Irons  which  had  been  fixed  to  our  Ship,  by  the 
Portuguefe  gave  Way ;  and  thus  we,  for  the  prefent, 
were  delivered  from  Deftruftion.  Fifty  of  the  Enemy 
were  flill  left  upon  oar  Poops  j  and  as  thefe  perfifted, 
with  greai.  Fury,  to  attack  us,  we  were  obliged  to 
blow  them  up.  During  the  Explofion,  the  Stern  of  our 
Ship,  from  the  middle  Deck  upwards,  was  torn  in 
Pieces. 

When  the  Portuguefe  were  effeftually  repulfed,  anc; 
the  Flames  extinguifiicd,   wc   ufed    all  Diligence  in 
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Order  to  clear  our  Sh»p,  and  fix  the  Main-topfail-Yard, 
which  then  lay  upon  the  Deck.  Having  fucceeded  in 
this  Attempt,  and  alfo  hoi  fled  new  Sails  to  fupply  tha 
Place  of  the  former  which  had  been  confumed  by  Fire, 
we  waited,  in  painful  Expeftation  that,  at  the  next 
Tide,  our  Adverfaries  would  return  to  the  Attack. 
Concluding  that  the  Lion  would  cither  have  burnt  to 
the  Water's-Edge,  or  have  funk  in  the  Bottom  of  the 
Ocean,  the  Portuguefe^  after  having  left  five  Frigates 
att  a  confiderable  Diftance  from  us,  gave  Chace,  with 
four  Ships,  to  the  Paifgrave,  and  the  Dolphin.  In  a 
fhort  Space  of  Time,  they  intercepted,  and  engaged 
them,  during  the  fuccecding  Night.  At  Day-break, 
the  contending  Ships  were  not  in  Sight  of  us. 

On  the  Morning  of  the  eighth  Day,  and  when  it 
was  ftill  impoffible  to  defer  y  the  Pa  If  grave,  and  th6 
Dolphin,  the  Officers  of  our  Ship  agreed  that  Henr) 
Crojhey,  the  firfl  Mate,  under  the  late  Mafter,  fhould 
aflurfte  the  chief  Command,  until  fhe  might  have  the 
good  Fortune  to  meet  with  Captain  Blithe.  As  the 
Crew  were  too  feeble  to  affift  in  heaving  up  the  An- 
chor, Orders  were  given  to  cut  the  Cables,  and,  fhortly 
afterwards,  although  with  Difficulty,  as  much  Sail  was 
fet  as  the  Lion  could  well  bear,  her  Fore- M aft  being 
confiderably  damaged  by  the  >>hot  fired  from  the  Ar- 
tillery of  the  Portugutfe,  In  this  diftrefsful  Situation, 
we  ftood  out  to  Sea.  »        . , 

Four  of  the  Frigates  now  dire£l-ed  their  Courfe  to- 
wards the  Fleet,  and  the  fifth  bore  av^'ay  nearer  to  the 
Land.  All  this  Day,  we  heared  the  Report  of  Can- 
non, but  could  not  difcern  any  of  the  contending 
Ships.  At  Night,  we  perceived  tlic  I'  hilhcs  which  ac- 
companied their  ^"requent  Firings,  from  our  Top  Maft- 
Head  ;  but  as  our  Veffels  were  to  Windward,  we  could 
not  reach  them.     Perhaps,  fuch   an  Endeavour,  under 
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^ny  Gircumftances,  muft  have  proved  incffeftual,  a>i 
the  Z,/fl«  was  greatly  lliattcred,  and  all  our  chief  Mer^ 
had  been  either  killcJ,  or  fevercly  wounded.  • 

On  the  Morning  of  the  ninth,  and  when  we  could 
neither  obferve  the  Ships,  nor  Iiear  the  Dil'cjiarge  of 
their  Artillery,  our  Matter  vidgcd  it  expedient  that, 
in  Puriuance  of  the  Confulfation  holden  on  board  the 
Palf^ravey  two  Days  before,  vyc  (liould  fland  for  Or- 
rnus.  Thither,  the  Weatl;er  being  favourable,  we 
fteered  immediately;  and,  during  the  Palliige,  our 
Carpenter  refitted  the  Stern  of  the  VefTel,  and  feveral 
of  the  Men  recovered  of  their  Wounds. 

On  the  fourth  of  November,  we  arrived  at  Gom- 
hrootiy  and  received  Intelligence  f^'om  our  Merchants 
that  the  Admiral  Rufero  \yas  flationed,  with  eighteen 
Frigates,  near  the  Ifle  of  Ormus,  To  prepare  againl^ 
the  Dangers  which  might  enfue,  the  Mailer  diredle^ 
the  Mariners  to  eafe  the  Ship  of  a  confiderable  Part  of 
her  Burthen,  in  order  that  fhe  might  riiount  her  lower 
Tier  of  Guns.  The  Bales  of  Cloth,  the  P)Oxes  of  Co- 
ral, and  three  Chefts  of  Money  were  immediately  fen^ 
afliore,  and  fecured  within  the  VVarehoufes.  Severaj 
valuable  Articles  were  detained  within  the  Ship,  in 
Confequence  of  Direftions  from  the  Mafter,  v^'ho  ob- 
ferved  that  if  any  unfortunate  Event  fliould  oblige  hiii^ 
to  quit  the  Port,  fome  Treafure  would  be  left  for  the 
Purr-oie  of  buying  Provifions,  and  other  Neceflaries 
for  the  Crew.  On  the  fifth  Day,  the  Merchants,  and 
the  Purfer  waited  on  the  S'lltanj  from  whom  they  ob- 
tained an  Order  that  we  Hiould  be  fupplied  with  Boats, 
and  ihat  our  Calks  fliould  be  repleniflied  with  Water, 
of  which  lafl  Article  we,  on  the  fevcnthof  A<?v^/w^^r^ 
procured  an  ample  Quantity.  ... 

On  the  Day  following,  and  at  thefirft  Appearance 
of  the  Moiuin^,  Kujero^  with  his  Frigates,  rowed  ta- 
'  ■     '      '       ' '    '   ■  '    '  ^       •         ward  J 
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wards  the  Lion.  As  the  Weather  was  extremely  cahn, 
it  was  impoliible  to  work  her,  an.!  fhe  was  fo  flationcd, 
that  only  her  Stern-Chacers  could  piay  upon  the  t  ri- 
gates.  rhefe,  however,  vvc  ?  difcharged  in  fo  fuccefs- 
ful,  and  unerring  a  Dire£lion,  tlat  two  of  their  Fri- 
gates were  funk  before  their  Crews  could  board  the 
L:oi7y  and  two  more  fhared  the  fame  Fate,  foon  after 
they  iiad  dropped  along- iide  of  her.  1  he  Portuguefe 
who  had  leaped  on  board  the  Ship,  began  a  furious 
Attack,  with  a  general  Difcharge  of  fmall  Arms,  and, 
immediately,  threw  around  iuch  Quantities  of  Fire- 
works, that,  in  a  Moment,  the  Mafts,  Sails,  and 
Upper  Deck  of  the  Lion  were  in  Flames,  and  in  Icfs 
than  half  an  Hour  fell  down  upon  the  Combatants, 
The  Confuiion  of  the  En^ii/ly  who  faw  Death  on  every 
lide,  is  not  to  be  defcribed.  Some  leaped  overboard, 
and  trufted  to  the  Mercy  of  their  Enemies  j  but  the 
reft  fet  Fire  to  the  Powder-Room,  and  blew  up  the 
Ship.  The  Men  wKo  jumped  into  the  Ocean  were  all 
taken  by  the  Boats  belonging  to  the  Frigates,  and  car- 
ried to  the  Jlle  of  Ormus.  On  the  following  Morning, 
Rufero  gave  Orders  that  the  Heads  of  all  the  Priibners, 
excepting  Thotnas  fVmterh  uoe,  fliould  be  cut  off. 
This  Perfon  received  his  Life,  and  Liberty,  that  he 
might  convey  a  Letter  I  rem  Rufero^  to  the  Merchants 
at  iyomhroon.  The  Number  of  the  Ernijilh  who  were  in- 
ftantly  executed  upon  the  Spot,  amounted  to  twenty- 
fix.  Forty  two,  blown  up  in  the  hip,  which  after- 
wards was  driven  afhore,  were  buried  at  G  mbroon; 
and  nine  efcaped,  having  been  employed,  at  i.and,  in 
managing  the  Bufinefs  of  the  Perjm  Company. 

We  now  proceed  to  ifiform  the  Reader  that  even  at 
the  Period  when  the  popular  iVlvirmurs  excited  b)  'he 
Mifcarriagc  of  the  F^ntfipjizc  againft  Cadiz,  had  no^ 
fublided,   the  Duke  of   Buckingham  fell  into  a  fecond 
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Error,  vvhilft   he  enjoyed   the  Office  of  Lord  High- 
Admiral  of  England.     He  was  equally  concerned,   and 
incenfed  by  reiterated  Complaints  tliat  the  Merchant- 
ShijK  liad  l)een  delivered  to  the  French^   and  employed 
againfl  Rochelte  (/).      He,   therefore,  took  Occafion, 
at  the  Clofe  of  the  Year,   one   thoufand,  fix   hundred, 
and  twenty-fix,  to  caufe  the  Seizure  of  a  French  Ship, 
named  the  Saint  Peter,   and  belonging  to   the  Port  of 
Havre.     The   Pretence  was  that  her  Cargo  coniifted 
of  SpanlJ})  Effc£ls  ;   a  Circumftance  which  the  French 
pofitively  denied,    affirming,  at  tlie  fame  Time,   that 
all  the  Goods  within  the  Ship  were  the  Property  of  ei- 
ther their  own  Merchants,  or  thofe  of  England,  and 
Holland  [u).     In  Confequence  of  this  Meafure,  €om- 
miffioners  were  appointed  to  inveftigate  the  Circum- 
ftances  which  related  to  it ;  and  when  they  liad  refolved 
that  the  Capture  w-as  illegal,   the    Ship,    purfunnt  to  a 
proper  Order,    was,  at  length,  releafed'i  but  not  be- 
fore the   King  of   France  had  made  fome  RcprifaJs; 
an  Event  which  irritated  the  Nation,   and  gave  Rife  to 
one  Article  in  the  Impeachment  of  the   Duke  of  Buck- 
ingham (x).     The  Point  was,  notwithftanding,  com- 
promifed   between  the  two  Sovereigns,  and  the  good 
'  .  Corref-

The  War  in  which  the  King  had  engaged,  in  Order 
that  he  might  procure  the  Reftitution  of  the  Palatinate 
to  his  Brother- in- Law,  had  drawn  hrrn  into  a  League 
with  Denmark,  which  obliged  him  to  fend  a  Squadron 
of  Ships  to  the  Afliftance  of  the  Sovereign:  of  that 
Country.  As  the  firll  Succours  had  proved  of  Ktde 
Service,  Charles  was  called  upon  for  additional  Strpplics." 
At  this  Period,  the  Parliaments  were  ?vcrfe  frcHn  a- 
Compliance  with  his  Demands,  becaufe  lie  refiifed  to 
banifh  from  his  Frefence  the  Duke  of  Buckingham. 
Their  Relu6lance  in  facilitating  his  Views  competed 
him  to  recur  to  fuch  Meafures  as,  in  the  Opinion  of  his 
Lawyers,  were  ftriftly  juftifiable.  Amongft  variotnr 
Expedients,  he  obliged  all  the  Sea- Ports  to  furnifli  him 
with  Sliips.  From  the  City  of  London,  he  demanded 
twenty,  and  required  a  proportionable  Contributiow 
from  other  P feces. 

This  Proceeding  was  regarded  by  the  Inhabitants  a^ 
an  intolerable  Grievance,  and  Multitudes,  who  had  no- 
immediate  Dependance  on  Commerce,  dcferted  their 
Relidence  within  the  maritime  Towns,  and  nbtrredtiy 
the  inland  Diftri£ls  of  the  Country.  Thm  Coirduft 
rendered  the  Burthen  of  thofc  who  flayed  behind  Hill 
more  oppreilive  ;  and  the  Refult  of  their  Remonftrances 
was  a  Proclamation  requiring  thofe  Individuais  who 
liad  quitted  the  Sea-Coaft,  to  return  inffantly  to  their 
former  Dwellings.     Such  was  the  mifguidcd   Policy 

which

The  foreign  Servants  of  the  Queen,  attached,  witl^ 
a  Degree  of  iligotry,  to  the  Cuiholtc  Keii^ion,  haci  not 
only  proceeded  to  unwarrantable  l.engihs  for  t|ic  Pro- 
pagation of  their  Faith,  but  prevailed  on  their  royal 
Miftrefs  to  embrace  Meafures  which  were  at  once  cul- 
pable, and  ridiculous.  On  the  firll  of  Juiy^  iu  tiiQ 
Year,  one  thou  .and,  fix  hundred,  and  twenty-fix, 
Charles,  yielding  to  the  Perfualions  of  Budinghaniy  dii- 
mifled  the  foreign  Domellics  of  the  Qiieen,  and  im- 
mediately fent  the  Lord  Cantoriy  inverted  with  the 
Rank  of  Ambafllidor,  to  Paris,  that  he  might  acquaint 
Leivii  with  the  Reafons  of  lb  abrupt  a  Meafure  (a). 
That  Moii?rch  refuied  to  grant  him  Audience,  and 
eager  to  give  Proofs  of  his  Refentme:  t,  ilTued  Orders 
for  the  immediate  Seizure  of  one  hundred,  and  twenty 
Engltjh  Ships,  which  were  then  riding  at  Anchor  witli- 
in  his  barljours.  He  alfo  turned  his  Arms  againft  Ro^ 
chelUy  notwithftanding  that  he  had  liftened,  not  long 
before,  to  the  Overtures  of  Charles,  who  had  inter- 
pofcd  as  a  Mediator  between  Lewis,  and  his  Protejiant

Sail,  HioiiM  immctliately  be  ccjuippal,  for  their  Rchcf. 
The  C(uninan(l  of  this  naval  Armament  was  given  to 
the  Earl  oiDenlvgh^  who,  not  departing  until  the  Month 
(^i  Oi'.tjber,  found  it  im{'racfical)le  to  execute  lus  Com- 
miflion ;  and,  therefore,  after  having  continued,  dur- 
ing fomc  'J'lnic,  at  Sea,  expofcd  to  tempcfluous  Wea- 
ther, he  returned,  attended  by  all  the  Ships,  into  the 
Harbour.  Tliis  Event  not  only  fruftratcd  the  View  of 
Charles,  but  call  a  lilcmifh  on  his  Honour.  The  In- 
habitants of  Roihelie  fufpcdeil  the  Sincerity  of  his  In- 
tentions, and  doubted  whether  he  had  fcriouHy  pro- 
pafed,  at  any  Time,  to  furniili  them  with  Suc- 
cours {c). 

The  Duke  of  Buckinghnmy  determined  to  leave  the 
Point  beyond  Difpute,  nilem'oled  a  formidable  Fleet, 
and  levied  a  Body  of  Troops,  amounting  to  feven  thou- 
fand  Men,  in  llic  Summer  of  the  fucceeding  Year. 
With  thei'c,  as  Admiral,  and  Commander  in  Chief,  he 
failed,  from  Pottfrnouth,  on  the  twenty- fevcnth  oVyune, 
and  difcmbarked  on  the  Jfle  of  Rhet'.  He  iiad,  at  firft, 
relblved  to  make  a  Defcent  on  Oierony  and  even  pro- 
mifed  the  Duke  oi Soub'tze  that  it  fhould  be  a  leading 
Objeft  of  his  Enterprize.  ft  was  this  Nobleman  v\  ho 
proceeded  early  to  /Zochelie,  and  informed  the  Inhabi- 
tants that  the  Erghjh  Meet,  and  Army,  were  haftening

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to  their  Relief.  They  received  this  News  with  more 
Indifference,  than  Satisfaftion.  Multitudes  liad  been 
corrupted  by  Bribes  from  the  King  of  France  \  and 
Others  had  conceived  fuch  terrifying  Heas  of  his  Power 
that  they  were  at  a  Lois  whether  they  fhould  refolvc  to 
join  thofe  approaching  Succours  which  they  had  carn- 
cltly  demanded  ,Vj.        '  i- ui  <     .  ,     , 

The  Duke  landed  his  Troops,  on  the  thirty-firft  of 
^uly,  yet  not  without  a  violent  Oppofition  from  De 
'Toyras^  the  French  Governour,  whom  he  forced  to  re- 
tire,  although  with  fome  Lofs.  On  this  Occ.ifion,  tl  c 
Englijh  fell  into  a  Train  of  Errors,  almoft  fimilar  to 
thofd  which  they  had  committed  during  the  Expedi- 
tion agarnft  Cadiz.  The  Fort  of  La  Pre,  which  co- 
vered the  Landing- Place,  they  fliamcfully  negleftcd, 
rtotwithftanding  that  the  French  themfelvcs  had  left  it, 
in  the  Alarm  of  Fear,  expoCed  to  Adverfaries  who  might 
have  taken  it,  without  Rcfiftance.  Of  luch  Conre(|iicncc 
was  the  Place,  that  if  it  had  fallen  into  the  Hands  of 
the  Englijh^  they  might  have  prevented  the  French  from 
introducing  Supplies.  Wc  learn  that,  at  firft,  the 
Court  of  Paris  became  exceedingly  alarmed,  and  even 
Letuis  lickened  with  Concern  ;  but  their  Terrors  were 
much  diminilhed,  when  they  beared  that  Buckin^ham^ 
ii  mean  Proficient  cither  in  the  naval,  or  the  military 
Arts,  vvas  too  proud  to  take  the  Counfels  of  thole  who 
nnderftood  them  better. 

Having  fpeedily  reduced  the  Town  ot  Saint  Martin, 
the  Commander  in  Chief  prepared  to  inveft  the  Cita- 
del;

equal to  the  Management  of  a  Siege.    At  firft,  he  c]uar- 
tered  his  Troops  around  the  Place,  without  forming  ati 
Intrenchnient,   to  which  he  afterwards  was  under  the 
Neceflity  of  recurrii»g.     He,  next,  entered  into  Con- 
ferences with  the  Governour,  and  refufed  to  commu- 
nicate the  Subftance  of  them  to  his  Officers  j  thus  dil- 
couraging  the  Troops,   and  enabling  the  French  to  de- 
ceive him  by  a  fiditious  Treaty ;   whilft,   during  the 
pretended  Negociations  for  its  Accomplifhmcnt,   the 
Fort  received  a  confiderable  Supply.     The  Rochelltn 
now  declared  for  the  Englijh  j  a  Confidence  not  Icis  un*- 
timely  witli  regard-  to  themfelves,    than   their  former 
Sufpicion  of  their  Allies.     Their  Proceedings,    added 
to  the  £xpc£lation  of  Succours  from  Englandy   which 
were  to  be  Tent  to  him,    under  the   L'ommand  of  the 
Earl  of  Holland^  engaged  Buckingham  to  remain  fo  long 
withm  his  Camp,  that  his  Troops  were  much  dimi- 
nifhed.  • 

At  length,  on  the  fixth  of  November,  he  made  a  ge- 
neral Affault,  when  it  appeared  that  the  Plfice  was  im- 
pregnable ;  at  leaft,  to  Forces  in  the  Situation  of  the 
4inglijh,     Two  Days  afterwards,   he  rcfolved  upon   a 
Retreat,  which  was  as  ill  coiiLki^led  as  the  reft  of  the 
Expedition.     It  was  made,  in  the  Sight  of  an  Enemy 
as  powerful  with  Regard  to  Infantry,  and  more  nu- 
merous in  Cavalry,  than  his  own  Army,  over  a  narrow 
Caufcway,   furrouudeded  on  eacli  Side,   by  Salt- Pits ; 
yet  no  Precaution  was  taken  cither  by  erecting  a  Fort, 
or  even  by  throwing  up  an  Intrenchment  to  cover  thi 
Entrance  of  the   Pallage.     bo  fatal  were   the  Confe- 
quences  of  this  Error,    that  Numbers,   expoleJ  to  the 
Artillery,  and  fmall  Arms  of  the  Enemy,  unfortunately 
peridied.     The  moft  authentic  Accounts    inform   us 
that  ^mongft   thefe  were  fitt,y  Officers,   of  different 
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Ranks,  two  thouiand  common  Soldiers,  and  twenty-. 
five  Volunteers  of  diftirtguiihed  Quality.  With  equal 
Shame,  and  Lofs,  therefore,'  the  Duke  conchulecl  this 
inglorious  Expedition,  and,  on  ihe  nin»h  of  the  fame 
Month,  embarked  his  Forces,  after  having  folemnly 
affured  the  Inhabitants  of  Rochelle,  that  he  would  re- 
turn to  their  Relief;  a  Promife  which  he  did  not  live 
to  execute.  To  cOmpleat  his  Misfortune,  as  he  en- 
tered Plymouth  Harbour,  he  met  the  Earl  of  Holland^ 
failing  out  with  the  promifed  Succours.  This  Lord, 
and  all  his  Forces,  immediately  returned.  In  vvhatio- 
ever  Light  we  view  the  Expedition  to  RochelU,  whe- 
ther with  Regard  to  its  immediate  EfFcftsr,  of  to  its  fu- 
ture Confequences,  we  muft  allow  that  of  all  others,"  at 
this  particular  Period,  it  was  the  moft  fatal,  and  dif- 
graceful.  To  the  King,  it  proved  extenlively  prejudi- 
cial, whilft  it  accelerated  the  Ruin  of  the  Duke  of 
Buckingham.  As  their  Ships  had  been  imprefled,  the' 
Merchants  were  difcouraged  from  carrying  on  their 
Commerce ;  and  fo  inadequate  was  the  Money  within 
the  Treafury  to  the  Dilcharge  of  Wages  demanded  by 
the  Seamen,  that  they  flocked  in  Multitudes  to  White' 
hall,  and  difturbed  the  Sovereign  with  their  Clamour^ 

To  remedy  thefe  Evils,  a  Parliament  was  ajfTembled,' 
at  the  Commencement  of  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  iix 
hundred,  and  twenty-eight;  but,  as  the  fole  Bufinefs  of 
the  SelHons  was  conlined  to  Difputes  between  the  Mo- 
narch, and  the  Commons,  it  was,  at  length,  prorogued, 
without  a  Grant  of  the  Supplies.     In  Spite  of  thefe  af-

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fii£ling  Difappointments,  Charles  exerted  his  Power  to 
the  utmoft,  and  prepared  a  naval  Force,  in  Order  to 
fulfil  the  Promiles  which  the  Duke  of  Buckingham  had 
made  to  the  Inhabitants  of  Rochelle.  With  this  View, 
a  Fleet  of  fifty  Sail  was  aifernbled,  in  the  Spring,  when 
a  large  Body  of  Marines  embarked.  The  Command  of 
the  whole  Armament  was  given,  through  the  Interell 
of  Buckingham^  to  his  Brother- in-Law,  the  Earl  of 
Denbigh,  who  failed  from  England,  on  the  feventeenth 
of  /fpri/,  and  anchored  in  the  Road  of  Rochelle^  on  the; 
firft  of  Moy,  At  his  Arrival,  he  difcovered  twenty- 
Sail  of  French  Ships,  riding  in  the  Harbour  j  and  being 
muchfuperiour  in  Number,  and  Strength,  he  fent  Ad- 
vice, into  the  Town,  that  he  would  link  thofe  VefTels 
as  foon  as  the  Wind  veered  to  the  !Ve/f,  and  made  a 
higher  Flood.  On  the  eighth  of  May,  the  Wind,  nnd 
Tide  ferved  accordingly,  and  the  Rochellers  expef^ed, 
and  folicited  that  Deliverance.  But  the  Earl,  without 
remembring  his  Promife,  or  embracing  the  Opportu- 
nity, weighed  Anchor,  and  failed  away,  fufFering  four 
of  the  French  Ships  to  chace  his  Fleet,  which  arrived  at 
Plymouth,  on  the  twenty-lixth  of  May  (f). 

This  fecond  difgraceful  Expedition  was  felt  by  the 
deluded  Inhabitants  of  Rochelle,  whilft  the  EngHJh  be- 
held with  equal  Fear,  and  Jealoufy,  the  rapid,  and  fuc- 
cefsful  Progrefs  of  a  Roman-Catholic  Faction  in  the 
Court.  One  Le  Brun,  a  Frenchman,  but  a  Captain  in 
the  Fleet  ferving  under  the  Earl  of  Denbigh,  gave  in» 
on  the  lixteenth  of  May,  before  the  Mayor  of  Plymouthy 
Depofitions  which  argued  Treachery,  or  apparent 
Cowardice,  during  the  Management  of  the  late  Enter- 
prize.  This  Account  was  certified  by  that  Magiftrate, 
and  two  Burgcffcs  of  the  Town,  in  Parliament,   by 

whom

Admiral  of  England,  a  Letter,  dated  on  the  thirtieth  of 
May,  in  the  Year,  one  thouland,  fix  hundred,  and 
twenty-eight,  tofignify  his  Alajefly's  Pleafure  that  the 
Earl  of  Denbigh  lliould  return  to  tlie  Relief  of  RochelU^ 
with  the  Fleet  uudei  his  Charge,  and  with  other  Ships, 
prepared  at  Portjmouth,  and  at  Plymouth.  Yet,  not- 
withftanding  the  Order,  no  Fleet  returned,  neither 
were  any  Inquiries  made  concerning  the  Occalion  of  fo 
fingular  a  DiibkUience  (g). 

In  Spite  of  thcfe  repeated  Mifcarriages,  fuch  appeared 
the  national  Indignation,  and  Complaints,  and  fo 
earnell  were  the  Supplications  of  the  Rochellers,  that  it 
was  deemed  abfolutely  neceflary  to  equip  a  third  Fleet, 
for  the  Relief  of  their  City,  which,  in  Confequence  of 
a  dole  Siege,  was  now  reduced  to  the  laft  Extremity. 
The  Duke  of  Buckifigham  chofe  to  command  this  Arma- 
ment, in  Perfon,  and,  therefore,  repaired  immediately 
to  Pottfmsuth.  On  the  twenty -third  of  jiuguji,  having 
breakfafted  with  Soubize,  and  the  general  Officers,  he 
vofe,  and  drew  nearer  to  the  Door*  Whilfl  he  ad- 
vanced, and  converfed  with  Sir  Thomas  Frier,  one  Fel- 
ton,  (late  a  Lieutenant  of  a  Regiment  of  Foot,  under 
Sir  John  Ratnfay,)  placed  himlclf  in  the  Entry,  and 
reaching  his  Arm  over  the  Shoulder  of  Sir  Thomas, 
thruft  a  Kni^e  into  the  Heart  of  Buckingham,  who,  im- 
mediately extracted  this  Inflrument  of  Death,  with  his 
own  Hand,  and  having  uttered  the  Words  "  the  Villain 
"  hath  killed  w^,'*  feL  down,  and  expired  on  the  Spot. 
Felton  flipped  away,   and  might  have  cicaped  undilco- 

vercd,

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vered,  '^ut  that  either  his  Confcience,  or  his  Infolence 
betrayed  liim.  VVhilft  the  general  Rumour  prevailed 
that  the  Murderer  mull  be  a  Frenchman^  and  feveral 
began  to  ful'peft  that  Soubize  was  a  Party  concerned  in 
it,  Fe/ton  ftepped  forward,  and  exclaimed,  '*  /  am  the 
**  Man  who  did  the  Deed;  let  no  Perfon  fuffer  that  is  in- 
*'  nocent"  He  had  no  Iboner  made  this  Confcfliont 
than  he  was  apprehended,  and  conveyed  a  Priibner  to 
London  {h). 

Whatfocvet-  might  have  been  the  Feelings  of  Charles^ 
when  he  was  informed  of  the  Dcadi  of  Buckingham,  it 
is  certain  that  his  Eagemefs  for  the  Renewal  of  the  En- 
terprize,  in  Favour  of  the  Inhabitants  of  Rockellcy  ap- 
peared more  augmented,  than  diminiflicd.  On  the 
Day  following,  the  King  appointed  the  Earl  oi  Lindfayy 
Admiral,  and  Monfon^  and  Aloitntjoy,  Vice,  and  Rear- 
Admlrals.  We  learOj  from  an  illuftrlous  VV^riter  (/), 
that  the  Care,  and  Prefence  of  Cbarks  hud  fo  happy  an 
Eifeft  in  facilitating  the  Preparations  for  the  Voyage 
diat  more  Expedition  was  ufed  in  the  Courfe  of  ten 
Days,  than  during  feveral  of  the  preceding  Weeks, 
This  Circumftance  is  an  inconteftable  Proof  of  two 
Fafts,  concerning  which  feveral  of  our  Hiftorians  have 
cxprefled  their  Doubts ;  and  thefe  are,  firft,  that  the 
King  was  linccre,  id  zealous  in  his  Views  ;  and,  fe- 
tondly,  that  the  Rocbellen  were  convinced  of  the  Rec- 
titude of  his  Intentions.  The  Enterprize  was,  not- 
withftartding,  as  unfortunate  as  the  former.     The  Earl

Ke  made  feveral  inefftflual  Attempts  to  force  a  Pafiage 
into  the  Harbour  j  and,  at  laft,  on  the  eighteenth  of 
Ot^ober,  the  Inhabitants,  who  had  long  languiflied  un- 
der the  Severities  of  Famine,  were  glad  to  accept  of 
Terms  from  their  own  Prince,  and  aftually  furren- 
dered.  At  tliis  Junfture,  the  Englijh  were  at  Hand, 
yet  unable  to  affifl:  them  ;  and  to  render  their  Reduc- 
tion flill  more  alilifting,  in  the  Nighr,  after  thr  City- 
had  been  delivered  up,  the  Sea  made  a  Breach  fuffici- 
cntly  wide  to  have  given  Entrance  to  the  largcft  A^eflcl 
in  the  Briti/h  Fleet  {k).  With  this  Expedition,  ended 
the  Operations  of  the  War  againft  France ;  yet  a 
Peace  was  not  concluded^   until  the  fuccceding  Year

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We  now  enter  on  the  Relation  of  an  Engagemeht 
between  lix  Englijh  Frigatcsy  under  the  Command  cif 
Sir  Kevelm  Dighy^  and  two  Venetian  GaleaiTes,  two  Gal- 
leons of  the  fame  Nation,  and  feveral  French  Ships.  As 
the  Writer  (w)  is  rather  fmgular  in  his  Defcriptiohs, 
we  fliall  prefent  them  to  the  Reader^  from  his  own 
Words. 

*'  Sir  Kenelrh  Digby^  being  authoriJJed  by  his  M&jef- 

^' ty's  fpecial  Coimmiffion,    under  the  Gitat  Seal  of 

"  England,   for  Jt  Defign  againft   the  French,   then  his 

"  Majefty's  Enemies;    (the  Period  of  whith  Defign 

"  pointed  at  thofe  Parts,)  with  fix  Ships,  of  which  his 

"  own  went  Admiral,   after  many  Encounters  by  thd 

"  Wayj  came,  on  the  tenth  of  June,  \.  the  Year,  one 

"  thoufand,   fix  hundred^    and  twenty-eight,    before 

*'  Cape  Conjwe^   where  he  lay  at  Hull,  fair  all  that 

"  Night.     The  Cape  is  about  ten  Miks  from  Scan' 

^^  deroon'y  vvhtnce,  on  the  Morrow,-  in  the  Aftefnoortj 

<'  he  fent  his  Boat,   well  armfed,  to  defcry  the  Road,- 

*'  and  to  bring  him  fome  Intelligence.     This  the  Men 

*^did,  the  next  Morning,  having  met  with  fome  ^i?- 

"  neilan  Boats  that  were  fifliing,  with  which  Venetians, 

"  rhey  pafled  for  Maltefe  \  fof  j  there  were  in  Sir  Ki- 

*'  nelm\    Boatj   Maltefe,    and  Greeks,     They   brought 

"  Word  that  there  were  at  Anchor,  in  the  Road^  two 

"  Venetian  GaleaiTesj   two  other  Galleons^   two  Englijh 

*'  Ships,  and  four  French  Vcllcls,  one  of  which  came  hi 

"  the  Day  before,   being  very  rich,  and  having  as  yet 

''  unladen  nothing.     Sir  Kenclm  fpent  all  the  following 

"  Night,  in  overfeeing  the  Preparations  for  Fight,  and 

**  Firing  in  his  feveral  Shipsj    for  that  he  expc£led  a 

**  fierce  Onfet,   the  next  Day,  from  the  Venetians,  who 

*'  had  declared  themfelves  the  Goarders  of  that  Road, 

"  and  W"^?  reported  to  have  given  out  that  they  wouM

[m]  Sir  Peter  VVyohe'gDIfpatch^s. 
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<*  fink  all  the  Englijh  Men  of  War  which  they  fhould 
**  meet,  either  in  their  owi,  or  in  the  Grand  Signier's 
*'  Seas.  Which  Peiemptorinefsj  if  true,  including  an 
*'  Intent  of  Difhonour  to  the  Nation,  could  not  but 
*«  cxafperate  any  true  Englijh  Spirit,  efpecially  of  the 
*'  nobler  Sort.  This  moved  not  yet  Sir  Kenelm  to  any 
**  Violence  of  Paffion,  but  that  with  a  careful  Tcip- 
*'  per,  and  dilcreet  Judgment,  he  prepared  himlclf,  and 
**  fitted  his  Ships,  at  all  Points,  for  all  Occafions." 

*'*  And  here,  although  it  be  a  Digreffion,  fince  it  may 
"  be  worth  an  Obfcrvation,  (efpecially  with  the  Cu- 
"  rious,)  let  me  infert  a  Report  of  his  own,  with  a  Pre- 
"  face  of  his  Proteftation,  that  he  was  neither  fo  fim- 
*'  pie,  or  fuperftitious,  as  vainly  to  build  a  Faith  upon 
*'  any  way  of  Divination,  fuch  as  the  Sortis  rirgiliana^ 
*'  which  the  Ancients  much  relied  upon,  and  of  which 
**  the  Roman  Hiftories  have  many  ftrange  Examples, 
**  that  make  them  feem  no  lefs  than  Oracles.  Yet, 
"  thus  it  happened  to  Sir  Kenelm^  that  being  wearied 
**  with  Cares,  and  dcfirous  to  fleep  upon  the  Poop,  uh- 
*'  til  the  Wind  might  ferve  to  bring  t!'em  in,  amongft 
<'  other  Cogitations,  the  Remembrance  of  thefe  Sorter 
"  intermixed  itfelf  j  and,  by  Accident,  one  that  was 
*'  near  him  was  reading  Firgi/y  which  Sir  Kenelm  tak- 
**  ing,  having  firft  conceived  the  Chance  of  a  Number, 
*'  for  the  Verfe  which  he  fliould  take,  upon  that  Leaf 
**  where  he  opened  the  Book,  thefe  two  following  pre- 
•'  fented  themfelves :

<*  Which  falling  out  to  fit  to  the  prsfent  Circum- 
**  fiances,  and  the  Relations  which  they  had  to  thb 
•'  Trojan's  cnfuing  fortunes,    was    received   betwixt 
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**  Jeft,  and  Earnefl-,  for  a  very  good  Omen,  and  became 
"  the  Inftrument  of  an  Encouragement,  by  being  made 
"  the  Conclufion  of  a  fliort  Speech  to  his  Men  j  for  it 
"  feemcd  to  confirm  their  Rcfolutions,  and  prevent  the 
"  Difturhance  of  them,  by  any  Difpute  that  might 
"  arife  concerning  the  Juftuefs  of  Sir  Keneltn^  Delign, 
"  and  Proceedings  («)." 

*'  But  his  Judgment  took  another  Courfe  for  the 
"  ftrengthening  of  his  Caufe,  and  that  the  Juftice  of  it 
*'  might  the  better  command  the  Attendance  of  Suc- 
*'  cefs,  (refpe£ling,  notwithftanding,  his  Honour,  be- 
"  fore  any  public  Safety,  whkh  might  tend  to  Difrc- 
♦'  putation,)  he  fent  a  previous  Meflage  to  the  Venetian 
"  General,  (the  GaleafTes  having  weighed  Anchor,  and 
"  being  come  within  half  a  League  of  his  Ships,}  in- 
"  forming  him  that  his  Voyage  of  Warfare  was  by  his 
"  Majefty's  Commil]ion,  and  giving  him  Afiurance  of 
"  all  Reipc^,  and  Friendfliip,  and  that  the  French 
*'  were  the  only  Objefts  of  his  Attempt,  for  which  he 
'^  had  a  fufficient  Warrant.  To  the  two  EngUJh  Ships 
<*  he  likewife  fent  Letters,  to  fettle  the  Difquiet  which 
*'  he  conceived  their  Fears  had  put  them  in,  and  to  give

(«)  A  fimllar  Clrcumftance  is  related  in  Wehvood's  Me- 
moirs concerning  Charles,  the  firft,  and  the  Lord  Falkland, 
who  both  tried  the  i^ortes  yirgiliavee.  Being  obliged  to  write 
this  Note  tiom  Memory,  I  cannot  infert  the  llriking  Palla^c 
which  is  mentioned  to  have  prefented  itfelf  to  Falkland.  The 
J-ines  o»  which  the  King  dipped  arc  ihefe :

The  little  Faith  which  we  can  place  on  thefe  Relations  will 
Uot  incline  us  to  impofe  on  the  Crcdality  of  the  Reader, 
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"  them  Satisfaftion  that  his  Bufinefs  was  no  Way  t« 
•*  difturb  their  Negociations,  But  before  Sir  Kenelm\ 
?*  Meflengers  could  return  on  Board  to  deliver  the  An- 
**  fvver,  the  Admiral- Galeafs  of  the /^<?«^//tf«idifchargcd 
**  fevcn,  or  eight  Shot,  the  firft  of  which,  alighting 
*'  fhort,  was  received  as  a  Salute,  and  accordingly  re- 
f *  turned  by  the  Difcharge  of  a  Piece  of  Ordnance ; 
**  but  fome  of  the  reft  hitting  his  Ship,  and  one  Shot 
'*  his  Flag,  together  with  the  Arrival,  and  Informa- 
**  tion  of  the  Meflenger,  rendered  the  Defigns  of  the 
*'  Ftnetians  more  known.  Sir  Kenelm^  to  convince  them 
**  that  his  long  Forbearance  was  no  A  pprchenfion  of 
•*  the  Fear  which  he  had  of  their  Strength,  and  Ad- 
*'  vantage,  but  a  Strengthening  of  the  Juftice  of  his 
*'  Caufe,  gave  them  three,  or  four  Broadlides,  in  a 
**  very  fhort  Space  of  Time,  which  did  fo  much  Spoil, 
'*  both  to  the  French^  and  the  Venct'ianSy  (who  found 
"  Pretence,  by  this  Time,  tl^at  their  Quarrel  was  the 
**  Proteftion  of  the  French^  which  thev  had  undeita- 
•^  ken,)  that  they  were  forced  to  retire,  and  fight  at  a 
"  more  wary  Diftance.  In  the  mean  Time,  Sir 
"  Kenslm  played  fo  well  upon  their  Galleons,  that  the 
**  Men  flowed  themfelves  under  the  Hold,  and  left  the 
*'  Veffels  to  their  Fortune,  without  any  Guidance. 
**  The  Galeafl'es,  then  coming  up  to  their  Succour,  re* 
*'  ceived  fuch  a  rude  Welcome  that  they  rode  away  to 
•*  fhelter  themfelves  under  the  Engliflj  Ships  that  lay  in 
**  the  Road ;  which  Policy  was  a  iure  Defence  to  them, 
**  for.  Sir  Kenelm  was  fo  cautious  that  he  would  rather 
**  lofe  an  Opportunity  of  offending»his  Enemies,  than 
**  take  hold  of  it,  lo  the  Offence  of  his  Countrymen. 
'*  The  Galeafles  thus  leaving  the  Action  to  be  Witntfl'cs 
-f'  of  it  only  at  that  fafe  Diftance,  the  Galleons  were 
**  in  great  Danger,  their  Men  being  ftowed  under 
f'  Hatches  j   but  that  Sir  Kenelm,  diredting  all  his  En- 

**  dcavoji^ 
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"  dcavours  againft  the  French,  from  whom  he  had  re- 
♦'  ccived  the  moft  Damage,  gave  way  to  their  Qiiict, 
"  without  much  Difturbancc,  more  than  what  pro- 
"  ccedcd  from  their  own  Pears,  and  perceiving  the 
"  French  to  come  up  clofe,  their  Ships  being  burly  Vef- 
*'  fcls,  feme  having  fix  and  twenty  Pieces  of  Ordnance, 
♦*  he  firft  direfted  his  two  lelTer  Ships  to  Heal  with  them, 
"  but  quickly  taking  Notice  of  the  Ad\intage,  fcnt 
"  the  Rear- Admiral  to  their  Succour,  by  which  Means 
"  the  three  Ships  boarded,  and  took  each  of  them  a 
*'  fevcral  Prize,  the  fourth  French  Ship  being  run  a- 
"  ground  at  the  Beginning  of  the  Fight,  to  which  this 
"  Succefs  gave  an  tnd,   after  three  Hours." 

"  Ft  is  remarkable  that,  in  this  Fight,  not  one  of  Sir 
"  Kenelm's  Men  received  a  Hurt  to  Death  i  and  of  the 
^^  TenetianSy  zad  French,  there  were  ilain  ninety  nine 
"  Perfons,  of  whom  one  was  Commander  of  the  Fene- 
*' tian  Land  F"orccs,  a  brave,  and  generous  Man, 
"  whofe  Lofs  was  much  lamented  by  them,  and  pitied 
"  by  Sir  Kenelm,  The  Admiral-Galeafs  of  the  Vene" 
"  tians  was  the  only  one  of  thofe  four  which  the  Fe^ 
"  netiam  lent  to  the  King  of  Spain,  that  returned  from 
"  the  Battle  of  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  five  hundred, 
**  and  eighty- eight,  where  he  fought  w^ith  Sir  Martin 
"  Frobijher,  in  the  Triumph,  belonging  to  Qiieen  £//- 
"  zabeth,  whilft  the  other  three  were  funk,  or  fired, 
**  fince  when  iht  hath  been  preferved,  by  putting  in  of 
*'  new  Pieces  where  Need  required,  (as  they  fay  the 
<*  Athenians  did  by  the  Galley  of  Salamines,)  (o  that 
**  novv  nothing  of  her  was  remaining  of  tljofe  Times 
»*  but  the  Mould."  '    ,  •    •  ■  .  •        . - 

"  This  A^ion,  and  Succefs  of  Sir  Kenelm\,  although 
"  perhaps  clear  in  itfelf,  became  quefi^ionable  by  the 
*'  Minifters  of  the  Grand  Signior,  through  the  Com* 
^*  plaints  of  the  French,  and  Venetians,  fo  that  the  Ba- 
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"  Jhaw  of  JlepfiOj  and  the  Cadi  of  Scanderoou  took  Hold 
*'  of  the  Occafion  to  practice,  and  exad  a  Fine  from 
*'  the  Engfi/h  Merchants,  taking  alfo  from  the  Englijh 
*'  Conful,  at  Aleppo^  a  large  Sum,  which  he,  through 
*' Fear  of  the  Retention  of  any  Ship,  delivered,  with- 
*'  out  much  Refiftancc,  and  fo  appcafed,  and  calmed 
"that  Rugged  nc(s  which,  notwithilanding,  proved  af- 
''  terwards  an  A<:rj2;ravation  in  other  Caufes." 

"  For,    fliortly    afterwards,    one  IVilliom    Bundock^ 
**  Captain  of  an  Englijh  Ship,  called  the  Safe-Bonaven- 
^' iure,  having  lain  Jome  Time  at   Zant^   and  within 
**  the  Harbour,  went  out  to  Sea,  for  i"'urchafe,   and  fell 
**  upon  a  Ship  trading  betwixt  Mejftn a,  and  Malta,  that 
**  belonged  to  Haggi  CoJJum,  Cofmo  Orlando,  and  other 
**  Subjects   of  the  Grand  Si^nior,  iind  had  Letters  of 
*'  fafe  Conduct  from  the  Imperial  Fort.     Of  this  ^hip, 
•*  Captain  Bundack  made  a  Prize,  and  a  Complaint  ar- 
*^  rived  at  the  Port,  to  a  fudden  Oifturbance  of  Sir 
"  Peter  TFyche,   the  Englijh  AmbaiTador  there  rcfiding. 
*' This  Complaint  made  the  more  Noii'e,   forlh^t  the 
*'  Chimacham,   Captain  Bajhaw,  and  other  principal  Mi- 
*'  nifters,  pretended  themfelvcs  intcrefted  therein,  hav- 
"  ing  committed  Monies  to  the  Charge  of  the  Captain 
*'  of  the  Ship  taken,    for  the  Redemption  of  Turkijh 
**  Captives,  at  Mejftna,  Malta,  and  other  Places.    For 
"  this  particular  Pleading,  with  their  Aptnefs  to  make 
**  any  l^hing  a  Caufe  for  Pradlices  upon  Strangers,    the 
*^  f^izir  fent  his  exprefs  Command   for  the  Detention 
"of  two  Englijh  Sh\p^y  then   in   the   Port,    called  the 
^'London,  and  the  IVilUam,  fo  to  compel  a  Reftitution. 
"  On  this  Occalion,  the  Ambafliidor  went  to  the  Court 
^*  of  ihe  Grand  Signior,  and,   after  much  arguing,   and 
**  a  fecond  Vifit  to  the  principal  Minifters,  when  he 
*'  made  it  appear  what  a  Difrefpeft  it  would  be  to  his 
*'  Majefty  of  England,  and  how  vnjurt  it  would  feem 
V  i  "to 
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f*  to  the  World,  a  Rcleafc  was  obtained  for  thcprefen^ 
^*  but  without  any  final  Determination.** 

**  The  AmbafTacior,  in  this  Bufinefs,  made  Ufe  of  all 
"  fair  Endeavours,  and  Policies,  for  the  gaining  of 
"  Time,  until  his  Delays  bringing  him  into  Ibme  Suf- 
**  picion  of  Neglcft,  the  Janizaries  a- new  incenfed  the 
"  Vizir^  by  reviving  it  with  a  Pretence  of  Lofs,  which 
*'  they  received  by  Bundock,  and  procured  a  peremptory 
"  Order  that  all  Ihould  inftantly  be  made  good.  Whca 
"  this  Order  was  notified  to  the  Ambuffador,  by  a 
"  Chiaus,  he  fcnt  his  Reply  by  a  Druggerman.  This 
**  Proceeding,  notwithftanding,  gave  no  Satisfaftion  ta 
*'  the  Pafiion  of  the  Vizir^  who,  to  infinuate  himfelf 
*'  with  the  Janizaries^  gave  Way  tomoftof  uieir  Out- 
"  rages,  ib  that  the  AmbaiTador  to  prevent  his  Houfe 
"  from  being  airuulted,  was  forced  to  give  five  hundred 
**  Dollars  amongft  the  Janizaries  j  and  thus  all  was 
"  calmed  again,  until  ibme  following  Accidents  of  this

Nature  revived  the  Memory  of  it." 

W^  now  proceed  to  the  Rclatiou  of  thofe  afflifting 
Circumflances  in  which  eight  Men  («)  who  had  acci- 
dentally been  left  at  Greenland^  were  involved  during 
the  Space  of  nearly  ninp  Months.  Towards  the  Mid- 
dle of  Auguji^  in  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  fix  hundred, 
and  thirty,  the  Captain  of  thefe  unfortunate  Voyagers 
commanded  them  to  difembark,  and  endeavour  to  pro- 
cure Veniiba  for  their  Ship-Mates,  Such  was  their 
Succefs  that,  during  the  Space  of  two  Days,  they  killed 
more  than  twenty  Deer.  On  the  Morrow,  they  loaded 
their  Shallop,  and  prepared  for  their  Departure ;   but 

fcarcely 

(^0)  Thefe  were,  William  Fakely,  a  Gunner ;  Edward 
Pelham,  his  Mate ;  Joha  Wife,  and  Robert  Goodfellcw, 
Seamen  ;  Thomas  Ayres,  Whale-Cutter  j  HcHry  Belt, 
Cooper;  JohnDawesj  and  Richard  Kellet,  Landmen. 
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Scarcely  had  they  left  the  Shore,  when  they  difcovcrcd 
that  the  Captain  had  ftood  out  to  Sea,  in  Order  to  ex- 
tricate his  Vcflfcl  from  the  ftupcndous  Heap  of  Ice 
which  had  been  aheady  driven  upon  the  Coaft.  They 
now  threw  their  Venifon  overboard,  and  haftcned  to- 
wards Bell  Sound,  the  appointctl  Rendezvous  of  all  the 
Engtijh  Ships,  which,  at  that  Period,  were  engaged 
amidft  the  Fifheries  of  Greenland.  To  this  Place,  they 
unfortunately  loft  their  PaflTage  j  an  Event  which  muft 
be  afcribcd  to  the  Obftinacy  of  one  of  their  Aflbciatcs, 
who  affirmed  that  it  was  lituated  confiderably  to  the 
Southward.  The  reft  difcovered  the  Error  when  it  was 
too  late;  and  all  the  Greenland Fkei  had  Tailed  foi* 
England. 

They  wee  now  left  in  a  Country  deftitute  of  the 
NecefTaries  of  Exiftence,  without  P^ood,  or  fufficient 
Raiment  to  defend  thenjfelves  againft  the  Seventy  of 
the  Climate.  At  this  alarming  JunAurc,  they  unani- 
moufly  refolved  to  exert  their  utmoft  Endeavours  for 
their  own  Prefervation,  and  to  oppofe,  with  Hope,  and 
Fortitude,  the  baneful  Influence  of  Defpair.  It  was 
agreed  that  they  (hould  avail  themfelves  of  that  favour- 
able Weather  which  yet  lafted,  and  proceed  to  Green 
Hariour,  for  the  Purpofe  of  obtaining  Venifon  to  fub- 
fift  on  during  the  approaching  Winter.  Arriving  there, 
on  the  twenty-iifth  of  Auguji,  they  repaired,  at  an  early 
Hour  of  the  next  Morning,  to  Colis  Park,  which  was 
diftant  from  the  Harbour  nearly  two  Leagues,  and,  at 
Night,  returned  with  feven  Deer,  and  four  Bears. 

Emboldened  by  Succefs,  they  yifited  the  Place  again, 
and  were  fo  fortunate  as  to  deftroy  a  larger  Number  of 
thefe  Animals,  with  all  of  which  they  came  hack,  ii> 
Safety,  to  the  Harbour.  From  hence,  having  loaded 
another  Shallop,  which  had  been  left  by  the  Englijhy 
with  the  boiled  Greaves  of  Whales,  they  departed  for 
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Bell-Soun^y  where  the  Convenience  of  a  large  Tent,  or 
Shc(i  of  Boards,  cre£lecl  for  the  Lodging,  and  Accom- 
motlation  of  ihs  Coopers,  invited  them  to  make  Prepa- 
rations for  a  Winter- Rcftdcnce.  On  the  Paflage,  they 
were  benighted  ;  and  when  they  had  run  their  Boats 
a-ground,  and  taken  the  few  Precautions  in  their 
power  to  fccure  them,  they  marched  into  the  adjacent 
Country,  for  the  Purpofc  of  difcovcring  fome  comfort- 
able Shelter  from  the  intenfe  Cold.  At  ihe  Apj-)earancc 
of  the  next  Morning,  they  returned,  and  obferved  that 
;ot  only  their  Boats  were  driven  from  the  Faftenings, 
but  that  the  Venifon  had  been  waihcd  over-board,  and 
was  lying  on  the  Shore. 

The  Weather  of  the  Day  following  (the  third  of 
September^)  was  fo  clear  that  they  perceived  their  Provi- 
(ions,  and,  having  collcfted  them  together,  launched  the 
3oats,  and  rowed  towards  Bell-Sound,  where,   on  their 
Arrival,  they  engaged  in  the  Conftruftion  of  an  habit- 
able Building.     The  large  Tent  (already  mentioned,) 
was  eighty  Feet,    in  Length,    and   fifty   in  Breadth. 
Within  it,    and  out  of  tlie  Materials  of  a  f  nailer  Shed, 
vv'hich  they  had  levelled  to  the  Ground,  they  built  a 
warni  Room,   the  exterior  Part  of  whicli  was  fenced 
ground  vyith  Boards,  Bricks,  and  Lime.     In  Length,  it 
Kas  twenty  Feet,  in  Breadth  fixtecn  ;  and  in  Heighth, 
ten.     They  next  divided   it  intp  fmall  Cabins,   the 
Beds  of  which  werecompofed  of  dried  Deer-Skins.  For 
Fire-Wpod,  they  made  Ufe  of  empty  Ca(ks,   and  the 
Planks  of  old  Shaljops,   feveral  of  which  had  been  left 
ai]iore  by  thp  Crews  belonging  to  the  Engitjh  Veflels. 
'  During  the  Courfe  of  fome  Months,  their  Minds 
were  tortured  by  the  Fears  of  pcrifning  for  Want  of 
Food.     Their  Provilions  were  infufficicnt  to  fupport 
them  until  the  Arrival  of  the  Fleet,   nor  did  they  en- 
tertain a  Hope  that,  in  fo  mifeiable  a  Region,  any  Suf- 
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tcnance  could  be  procured.  They  now  reduced  thcm- 
fclvcs  to  three  fcanty  Meals,  each  Week,  on  Bear,  and 
Venifon.  Mouldy  Fritters,  and  the  corrupted  Greaves 
of  Whales  were,  at  other  Times,  their  only  Aliment. 
They  next  felt  a  melancholy  Addition  to  their  Cala- 
mities, by  the  Ablence  of  the  Sun,  which  did  not 
fhine  upon  the  Country  from  the  fourteenth  of  O^iobtr, 
until  the  third  of  February*  During  a  Part  of  this 
diftrefsful  Period,  a  faint  glimmering  of  Light  might 
be  obferved  daily,  for  an  inronliderable  Space  of  Time; 
but,  between  the  firft,  and  the  twentieth  of  Ckcembety 
riiey  were  involved  in  Darknefs. 

Towards  the  Clofe  of  January^  thefe  defponding 
Sufferers  were  revifitcd  by  returning  Day- light,  which 
gleamed  dimly  during  the  Space  of  nearly  eight  Hours. 
They  haftened  to  examine  their  Provilions,  and  were 
alarmed  to  find  that  the  whole  Stock  was  too  confider- 
ably  diminiflied  to  laft  longer  than  the  Term  of  fix 
Weeks.  At  length  the  Weather  became  tolerably 
fair,  and  the  Creatures  which  were  fit  for  Food,  now 
ventured  from  tlieir  Coverts.  Rejoiced  at  their  Ap- 
pearance, the  Englijh  ilTued  from  a  wretched  Habita- 
tion, in  Search  of  Suflenance.  They  were  fo  for- 
tunate as  to  kill  feven  Bears,  and  two  Sea-Horfes, 
In  Traps,  they  catched  fifty  Foxes,  thirty  Fowls,  re- 
fembling  Ducks,  in  Size,  Form,  and  Plumage  j  and, 
likewife,  fixty  Birds,  as  large  as  Pigeons.  On  thefe, 
tliey  fared  luxurioufiy. 

In  the  Morning  of  the  twenty  fifth  of  Moy^  two 
Ships,  belonging  to  the  Port  of  //«//,  cafl  Anchor  in 
the  Sound.  One  of  the  Commanders,  who  recolledcd 
that  fome  Englijhmen  had  been  left  afhore,  ordered  feye- 
ral  of  the  Crewtodifembark,  and  walk,  over  theSnow^ 
to  the  great  Shed,  for  the  humane  Purpofe  of  relieving 
thefe  Sufferers,   if  they  continued  yet  alive.    They 

2  were 
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Were  on  the  Point  of  lifting  up  their  daily  Prayers  to 
the  Almighty,  within  their  Chamber,  when  one  of 
their  Affociates,  who  was  endeavouring  to  repair  a 
damaged  Part  of  the  exterior  Building,  exclaimed 
with  Tranfport,  **  our  DtUveren  are  come"  Amidit 
the  iirft  Violence  of  their  Joy,  all  Devotion  was  for- 
gotten ;  but,  at  length,  deeply  penetrated  with  a 
Senfe  of  their  Felicity,  Hiey  bur  ft  into  Tears  of  Gra- 
titude, ami,  falling  on  their  Knees,  returned  TTianks  to 
the  GREAT  Fountain  of  Mercy  for  that  which  they 
had  received.  '■-"■ 

Eager  to  quit  the  Land,  they  repaired  immediately 
on  board  of  one  of  the  Hull  Ships,  where  they  waited 
for  the  Arrival  of  the  London  Fleet,  wlrh  which  they 
afterwards  returned  to  England,  and  were  rewarded  by 
the  Mufcovy  Company,  in  whofe  Service  they  bad  en- 
dured fuch  complicated  Misfortunes  (p). 

/  '■  this  Period,  the  French  became  ambitious  of  in- 
troducing within  their  Harbours  a  formidable  naval 
Armament,  and  beheld  with  equal  Jealoufy,  and  Con- 
cern, the  Augmentation  of  the  Fleets  of  England, 
The  Proceedings  of  the  Court  oi  Pari  took  their  Rife 
from  the  deep  Politics  of  ^/V^AVi/,  the  Miniflerwho 
had  moft  effe£tually  inveftigated  the  Nature  of  the  In- 
terefts  of  each  European  Power,  and  who  could  lead 
them  under  a  Subferviency  to  the  Views  of  France, 
He  it  was  alfo  who  induced  the  Swedes  to  dcftroy  the 
Influence  of  the  Houfe  of  Auftrla,  in  Germany,  and 
had  the  Addrefs  to  engage  the  Englijh  to  alfift  in  that 
Delign,  upon  the  plauiible  Pretence  of  affording  Suc-

tlolland  alarmed  the  Jcaloufy  of  the  States  concctnino' 
the  Dominion  of  the  Englijb  over  the  narrow  Seas,  their 
tllaim  to  the  fok  Right  either  of  lifhing,  and  of  per- 
mitting others  to  fifh  in  them,  and  their  Expe^ation 
of  receiving  the  Honours  oftheFlagy  at  a  confider- 
ablc  Diftance  from  their  own  Shores.  We  rtiuft  re- 
mind the  Reader  that  the  celebrated  Hugo  Gretlus  de- 
livered to  the  World  a  Treatifc  under  the  Title  of 
**  Mare  Liber um,"  wherein,  with  great  tloquence,  he 
endeavoured  to  expole  the  Weaknefs  of  the  Engli/h 
Title  to  the  Sovereignty  of  the  Ocean,  which  he  re- 
prefents  as  a  Gift  from  God,  am^  "ommon  to  all 
Nations  (r). 

On  this  Occalibn,  the  Antagonlfl  of  Grotius  was  the 
learned  SeUen,  who,  in  his  *'  Mare  daufum  (f)," 
liath  demonflrated  from  the  Principles  of  the  Law  o^ 
Nature^  and  of  Nations,  that  a  Dominion  over  the 
Sea  may  be  acquired  ;  and  proved,  likewife,  from  the 
moft  authentic  PafTages  in  Hiilcry,  that  fuch  a  D6- 
mihion  hath  been  claimed,  and  enjoyed  by  feveral  Na- 
tions^ and  fuLmitted  to  by  others  for  their  common 
Benefit  j  that  this  Circumflance  was,  in  Fa£t,  the  Cafe 
of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Britijh  lilarid,  who  at  all 
Times,  andander  every  Kind  of  Government,  had 
claimed,  exercifed,  and  conftantly  enjoyed  fuch  a  Do- 
minion ;  a  Truth  which  had  been  frequently,  and 
moft  folcmnly  confefled  by  all  the  neighbouring  Powers.

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To  the  Learning,  Induftry,  and  Judgment  fuprrior 
to  Praife,  which  may  be  difcovered  in  the  Works  of 
this  illuftrious  Difputant,  muft  we  afcribe  thfe  Eftablilh- 
ment  of  that  now  incontrovertible  Polition,  "  that  the 
"  Engii/h  pcfk{s  an  hereditary,  uninterrupted  Right  to

The  vaft,  and  enterprizing  Genius  of  RichUeUi  at 
once  pervading  the  Departments  of  the  State,  gave  new 
Life  to  that  Branch  of  the  Adminiftration  which  was 
immediately  connected  with  the  Support  of  Commerce, 
and  the  Advancement  of  the  Marine.  Having  already 
availed  himfelf  of  the  Power,  and  Induftry  of  the 
Dutch,  to  interrupt  the  Trade,  and  debilitate  the  ma- 
ritime Strength  of  England,  he  effefted  a  Negociatioti 
between  his  Sovereign,  and  the  States  of  Hoi/and,  one 
leading  Obje£l  of  which  was  a  mutual  Divifipn  of  the 
Spanijh  Netherlandu  With  equal  Secrecy,  and  Secu- 
rity, did  this  fagacious  Minifter  facilitate  his  darling 
Projeft  of  accomplifhing  the  Eftabliihment  of  an  ex* 
tenfive  naval  Force  in  France,  under  the  avowed  Pre- 
tence of  affifting  the  Dutch  in  the  Maintenance  of  their 
Claim  to  a  joint  Dominion  over  the  Seas,  and  of  en- 
abling them  to  turn  their  Commerce  into  a  Channel

All  Artifts  whatfoever  who  had  attained  to  any 
Celebrity  in  the  maritime  Profeflion  were  invited,  by 
the  moft  liberal  OfFerL,  to  redde  in  France;^    and  itvery 
jxjlitic,  and  reducing  Meafure  was  recurred  to  for  the 
Purpofe  of  fixing  them,  during  the  Remainder  of  their 
Lives,  m  the  Service  of  the  Crown,        ;    ^'o  v'ji*r' 
The  King  of  England  had  formed  a  juft  Idea  of  the 
Deiign  conceived  by  Richlieu^  and  difcerning  its  future 
Cortlbquences,  endeavoured  to  prevent  them  by  affert- 
ing  his  Title  to  the  Sovereignty  of  the  Ocean,   by  rd- 
gttlating  the  Mode  of  bearing   Flags,  and  by  publifh- 
ing  Proclamations,   in  Order  to  retrain  Shipwrights^ 
and  other  Artificers  from  entering  into  a  foreign  Ser- 
vice («).     If,  with  thefe  political  Precautions^  Charles 
had   united  even    a  moderate   Cortdefcenfion   to  the 
Temper  of  his  Subjefts,  by  difmifling  from  their  Pofts 
thofe  Miniftcrs  who  had  incurred  the  popular  Odium^ 
«;rher  in  Cohfequcncc  of  their  arbitrary  Principles,  or 
their  Mifconduft,  it  is  certain  that  he  would  have  fixed 
the  Nation,  and  its  Parliamentary  Reprefentatives  firm- 
ly  in  his  Intereft^   and,  by  obtaining  his  Pointj  have 
carried  the  Reputation  of  the  Englijh  to  Heigh ths  which 
tiever  werie  attained   by  any  of  his   PredecefTors.  Biit 
his  Difpofition,    unequal    to    thofe    complying   Art* 
which  make   the  happieft  ImprefHons  on  the   People^ 
prevented  (in  ConJ^nftion  with  the  narrow  Prejudices 
of  Individuals,   who  yet  vverc  deemed  the   Patriots  of 
the  Times,)  the  fu'.l  AccompHlhment  of  his  laudabtc 
Intentions,   and  converted  what  he  deijgned  tor  Qon- 
dials,   into  cpr roll vc  Poifon,«.       .    '  »<?     ',.    .>    ,    ;<iii '

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Mr.  Campbell,    after  having  obferved  that  he  is  far 
from  afFeftingan  allegorical  Stile,   adds  that  there  are 
Ibme  Matters  of  fo delicate  a  Nature,  and  the  Tempers 
of  Men,  at  piirticular  Seaions,  are  fo  ftrangely   turned, 
that  it  is  not  expedient  either  for  them  to  hear,   or  for 
the    Hiftoiian    to    write    even   Truth  too    bluntly. 
He  fubjoins   that  it  is  equally  dangerous  for  one  who 
undertakes  fuch  a  Talk  as  this,    to  be   afraid  of  deliver- 
ing his    Sentiments    freely,   even  fuppoling   that    his 
Fears  flow  from  an  Apprehenfion  of  injuring  what  he 
thinks  it  his  Duty  to    recommend.     Under   a  ftrong 
Senfe,   therefore,  of  what,  in  one  Refpeft,   it  becomes

The  early  Apprehenlions  which  the  King  had  enter-

and  lending  out  to  Sea  a  naval  Armament,  in  Force 
fijperior  to  that  v.'hich  had  been  aflbmbicd  by  his  Advcr- 
faries  (y). 

Succefs,  on  this  Occalion,  without  the  Afliftance  of 
the  Commons,  appeared  difficult,  to  an  Extreme;   and 
yet  fucli   Obftacles  had   arifen  during  the  preceedina 
Applications   for  Supplies,     that  Charles  defpaired  of 
■  enjoying  the  Power  to  gratify  his  Wiflies,   if  lietrufted 
.Iblely  to  the  Aids  which  might  be  granted  by  the   Par- 
liament.    The  Lawyers  whom   he  confulted,  havintr 
invelligated   the  Nature  of  the  Cafe,  under   due  Al- 
lowances for  the   Dangers  to  which  he  was   expofed, 
declared  that  he  might  have  Rccourfe  to  his  Prerogative. 
When  the  Judges  liad  approved  of  the  Opinion,  the 
King  di  reded  Writs  to  be  iffued  for  tlie   Levying  of 
Ship- Money.      Thefe  Writs  were,    for  the   prefent, 
direfted  only  to  Sea- Ports,  and  Places   contiguous  to 
the   Coafts,   requiring  them  either  to  furnifii  a  cer- 
tain Number  of  Ships,  or  to  grant  an  equivalent  pecu- 
niary Supply.     The  City   of  London  was    directed  to 
piovidefeven  Ships,   for  twcnty-lix  Days,  and   other 
Towns  were  called  upon,  in  Proportion.     In  Expcda- 
tion  that  the  People  might  fubmit  more  chearfully  to 
the  Tax,   the    King  ordered  that   the  pecuniary  P.o- 
duce  of  it  fliould  be  kept  apart  in  the  Exchequer,   and 
that  a  diflinft  Account  fhould  be  c:;ivea  of  the  Services 
to  which  it  was  applied.

As  it  was  probable  that  the  neighbouring  Powers 
would  be  as  much  alarmed  at  the  Equipment  of  fo 
formidable  a  Fleer,  as  the  People  were  irritated  by  the 
Mcafures  taken  to  defray  the  Expencc  of  it,  a  LcL.er 
was,  in  Obedience  to  ihe  royal  Mandate,  addrefled 
from  Secretary  Coh,  to  Sir  JVillhm  Bofwell,  at  that 
Period  Amliallador  from  the  Court  of  London,  to  the 
States-General  of  the  United  Provincts.  As  a  naval 
Writer  {a^  hath  deemed  it  worthy  of  Infertion,  we, 
here,    preftnt  it  to  the  Reader.

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**  Seas,  he  may  caufe  his  Neighbours,  and  all  Coun- 
*•  tries,  to  fland  upon  their  Guard  whenfoever  he 
**  thinks  fit.  And  this  cannot  be  doubted  that  who- 
**  foever  will  encroach  upon  him  by  Sen,  will  do  it  bv 
"  Land  alio  when  they  obferve  their  Time.  To  lucli 
"  Prefumption,  "  Mare  Liberunr  gave  the  firft  warn- 
*'  ing  Piece,  which  muft  be  anfwered  with  the  Defence 
**  of  ''  MareClaufumy'  notfo  much  by  Difcourfcs,  as

**  they  were  glad  to  invite  our  Merchants  to  a  Refi- 
**  dcncc,  with  whatfoever  Privileges  they  could  dclire. 
•*  Then  they  offered  to  us  even  the  Sovereignty  of  their 
**  Eftates,  and  then  they  fued  for  Licence  to  fifli  upon 
**  the  Coafts,  and  obtained  it  under  tiie  great  Seal  of 
*«  Scotland^  which  they  now  fupprefs.  And  when 
*'  thus,  by  Leave,  or  by  Connivance,  they  had  pof- 
*'  fefTed  themfelves  of  our  Fifliing,  not  only  in  Scot-

"  Commerce,   even   within  our  Seas,  and   take   our 

Ships, 
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*'  Ships,   and  Goods,  if  we  conform   not  to  their  Pla- 
"  carts.     What    Inrolcncies,  and    Cruelties  tliey   have 
"  committed    af.!;aiuft   u>,     heretofore,    in    Icclandy    in 
♦'  Greenland,    and  in  the  hd'es,    is    too  well  known  to 
*'  all  the  World.     Jn  all   vvhicli,  although  our  SuiFcr- 
"  ings,  and    their  VV'rongs   may   fcem  forgottrn,   yet, 
"  the  great  Int'-red   of  liis    Majcfly's    Honour  is    ftill 
*'  the  fame,  and  will  r^frelh  their  Memories,   as  ijicrc 
*' fhallbe  Caule.     For,    although   Charity  muft  remit 
"  Wrono;^  dope  to   private   Men,  yet  the   Rellc£lion 
**  upon  the  Public  may  make   it   a  greater  Charity  to 
"do   Juftice  to   crying  Crimes.      All  this   notwith- 
"  (landing,   you    are   not  to  conceive  that  the  Work 
*'  of  the   Fleet   is  cither  Revenge,    cr  Execution  of 
"  Juftice  for  thefe  great  Offences  paft,  but  chiefly,  for 
"  the  future,   to  ftop  the  violent  Current  of  that  Pre- 
"  fumption,  whereby  the  Men   of  War,   and  Free- 
*'  Booters  of  all  Nations,  abufing  the  Favour  of  his 
"  Majefty's    peaceable,     and   gracious    Government, 
"  whereby  he  hath  permitted  all  his  Friends,  and  Al- 
"  lies  to  make  nfe  of  his  Seas,   and  Ports,  in  a  reafon-

The  fecond  Fleet  was  commanded  by  the  Karl  of  £/.

at  vvhich  the  Hark  returned,  until  the  firfl  of  O£ioher\ 
the  Englijh  Fleet  protefted  the  furrounding  Seas,  gavel 
Laws  to  the  neighbouring  Nations,  and  cffeftually  af-| 
fcrted  that  Sovereignty  which  the  Monarchs  of  this 
Kingdom  have  always  claimed.  The  fortunate  Opcra-I 
tions  of  this  marine  Equipment  not  only  ferved  to  fill 
the  Minds  of  Foreigners  with  juft  Ideas  of  the  msi 
Confequence  of  Ih-it.i'm^  but  allayed  the  Jealoufy  of  tliJ

Chr.rles,  who  beheld  with   Pleafurc  the  Succefles  of 
his  Fleet,  during  the  Courlc  of  this  Year,  was  yet  I'cn- 
lii^le  that  if,    at  the  Commencement  of  the  next,   he 
ihouhl  negle£l  to  keep,  upon  the  Seas,   a  Navy  not  lefs 
conlidcrablc  than  the  former,    the  Squadrons  of  the 
French^  and  Dutchy  would  openly  infult  his   8ubje£\s, 
and  endeavour  to  diipute,   by  Force,  their  Title  to  the 
Dominion  of  the  Ocean.     In  Order,  therefore,   to  ob- 
tain Supplies  equal  to  the  Equipment  of  a  formidable 
Marine,  he  again  diredlcd  that  Writs  fliould  be  iffucd 
for  the  Levying  of  Ship- Money  ;  and,  to  render  the 
Aid  more  cxtenfive,  what  had  before  been  rated  as  a 
particular  Proviiion,  to  be  raifed  !)y  the  refpeflivc  Portg 
for  their  own  immediate  Safety,   was  now  converted 
into  a  national  Tax,  which  became  the  more  grievous, 
bccaufe  not  united  with  the  Authority  of  Parliament.

*JamtSy  did,  in  the  feventh  Year  of  his  Reign  over 
Great  Britain,  fet  forth  a  Proclamation  touching  Fifli- 
ing,  wher-by,  for  the  many  important  Reafons  there- 
in exprcfled,  all  Perfons,  of  what  Nation,  or  Quality 
focver,  (being  not  his  natural- born  Subjeds,)  were  re-

In  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  fix  hundred,  and  thirty*  •  . 
fix,  the  King  afTembled  a  Fleet  of  fixty  Sail,  under  thc^' 
Command  of  the  Earl  of  Northumberland^  Admiral,  ." 
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Sir  John  Pennington,  Vice- Admiral,  and  Sir  Henry 
Marom,  Rear- Admiral.  They  failed  firft  to  the  Downs 
and,  from  thence,  to  the  ISlorth,  vvlierc  the  Dutch  Bulies 
were  iifliing  upon  the  Coaft.  The  Earl  required  them 
to  forbear,  and  not  finding  an  immediate  Comiiliance 
difchargcd  fome  Shot  amongfl:  their  Velfcls.  Alarmed 
at  the  Violence  of  this  Proceeding,  the  Hollanders  de- 
ftred  Northu/nherland  to  be  their  Mediator  with  the 
King,  and  to  permit  them  to  continue  iifliing,  durino- 
the  Remainder  of  the  Year,  for  which  Liberty  they 
declared  themielves  content  to  pay  the  Sum  of  thirty 
thoufand  Pounds,  and  exprcfTcd  ilfo  an  Inclination  to 
obtain  a  Grant  from  Charles,  permitting  them  to  fifh 
there,  for  the  Time  to  come,  in  Confidcration  of  the 
Payment  of  an  annual  Tribute  (f). 

Such  is  the  moft  authentic  Account  which  can  be 
coUedled  from  the  leaft  partial  Hiftorians  relative  to  the 
Caufes,  and  Confequenccs  of  this  important  Expedition. 
In  the  Journal  kept,  and  figned  by  the  Earl  of  Northum- 
her  land  (g)y  are  feveral  memorable  Particulars.  On  the 
Appearance  of  this  Fleet,  the  Dutch  Fifhing-Buflesj 
in  Number  two  hundred,  took  Licences,  notwithlland- 
ing  that  the  Year  was  far  advanced.     He  exa£lcd  from

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them,  as  an  Acknowledgment,  twelve  Pence,  for  eacli 
Ton,    and  he  affirms  that  they  departed  well  latisfied. 
It  was  pretended  by  the  Hollanders^    in  the  Reign  of 
Charles^    the  fecond,  that  this  was  an  A£l  of  Violence, 
and  that  no  Conclulions  could  be  drawn  from  it,  \a 
Support  of  the  Claims    advanced   by  the  Crown   of 
England,  iince  their  Countrymen  had  not  payed  Mo- 
ney,  becaufe  the  Compofition  was  juft,   but,  becaufe 
they  were  defencelcfs.     The  Journal  of  Northumberland 
fets  this  Pretence  intirely  afide,  and  proves  not  only 
that  they  were  at  firft  proteftcd  by  a  bquadron  of  ten 
Ships  of  War ;   but,  alfo,   that,   on  the  twentieth  of 
Augujiy  in  the  Year,  one  thoul'and,  fix  hundred,  and 
thirty-lix,  Dorp,  the  Dutch  Vice- Admiral,  arrived  with 
a  Fleet  of  twenty  Sail,  and,  inftead  of  interrupting  the 
Proceedings  of  the  Englijh,  faluted  them,   by  lowering 
his  Top- Sails,  llriking  his  Flag,  and  firing  his  Guns, 
after  which  Ceremony,   he  went  on  Board  the  Flag- 
Ship,  and  was  received,  by  Northumberland^  with  every 
Mark   of    Hofpitality,     and    Refpedl.     It   is   farther 
mentioned  in  the  Journal,  that  when  the  Earl  had  de- 
parted from  the  North,  and  call  Anchor  in  the  Downsy 
he  received  Notice  that  a  Spanijh  Fleet  of  twenty-fix 
Sail,  were  proceeding  to  the  Port  of  Dunkirk,     For  the 
Purpofe  of  reconnoitring  thefc,  he  difpatched  the  Happy 
Entrance^   to  which  fingle  Ship  the  whole  Armada  paid 
the  Teftimonies  of  Refpe£t  which  were  claimed  by  the 
Engltjh  Men  of  War  vvhcnfoever  they  appeared. 

It  was  the  Intention  of  Charles  annually  to  have  re- 
newed this  Mode  of  levying  Money,  and  of  afiembliiig 
Fleets,  under  the  Admirals  of  which  he  thought  of 
placing  Numbers  of  the  young  Nobility,  in  Order  that 
they  might  become  more  capable  of  conferring  Servicf-i 
on  their  Country,  in  the  Hour  of  iiiiixinding  Danger, 

lUtlb 
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Thefc  Views  {h)  were  quickly  fruflrated  by  the  Cla- 
mours of  the  People,  who  expreffecl  the  moft  violent 
Abhorrence  of  the  Means  recurred  tC' for  the  Collection 
of  the  Tax.  In  the  remarkable  Cafe  of  Mr.  Hampden 
it  was  rendered  evident  that  a  ccnftant,  and  rcs:i.'ir 
Exadion  of  Ship-Money,  unavthori/.ed  by  Parlia- 
ment, muft  prove  dangerous  to  the  Conftitution,  and 
to  the  Freedom  of  the  Subjeft.  At  this  important 
Jun£lure,  the  King  felt  the  NccefTity  of  relinquifhing 
his  Defign,  yet  availed  himfelf  of  every  prudent  Me- 
thod to  fix  the  popular  Attention  on  the  Juftice  of  the 
Ertglijh  Title  to  die  Dominion  of  the  Sea  (/).  It  was 
at  this  Period  that  Charles  iflued  an  C  rdeir  that  a  Copy 
of  Mare  Claufum,  the  Book  written  by  the  learned 
Selden,  fliould  be  kept  in  the  Council-Chefl  (^),  that 
another  Copy  Ihould  be  depofited  in  the  Court  of  Lx- 
chequer,  and  a  third  in  the  Court  of  Admiralty,  there 
to  remain  as  a  perpetual  E^Mencc  of  our  indifputable 
Claim  to  the  Sovereignty  of  the  furrounding  Ocean. 

Happy  (obfcrves  a  naval  Writer  (/}  ),  would  it  have 
proved,  if  the  King  had,  on  this  Occafion,  convened  a 
Parliament,  and,  after  excufing  the  Manner  in  which 
the  Money  was  levied,  had  fliewn  how  well  it  was  ap- 
plied, how  effeftually  our  Navigation  had  been  pro- 
te£ted,  and  all  the  Dcfigns  of  the  French,  and  Dutch  de- 
feated.

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Effc£t  of  fuch  an  Addrefs  to  Parliament  would  have  ap*, 
peared  in  a  legal  Provifion  for  the  Maintenance  of  thefe 
Fleets  J  a  Ci^cumfljin'.c  which  woyld  have  fccured  the 
Coitimerce,  whilfl  it  tftablifhed  the  naval  Reputation 
of  the  Realm  ;  but  Affairs  took,  a  different  Diref^ion,  to 
the  extreme  Detriment  of  ihc  State.  Some  Courtiers 
gave  juft,  and  violent  Offence,  to  prudent  Men,  by 
reprefenting,  in  Order  to  obtain  a  lucrative  Employ- 
ment, the  royal  Wifdom  as  infallible,  and  the  regal 
Power  as  irreliftible  ;  whilft  others,  that  they  might  be- 
come popular,  heightened  every  little  Error  into  a 
grievous  Crime,  and  magnified  fuch  irregular  Meafures 
as  were  recurred  to,  through  Neccffity,  into  deliberatrc 
Adis  of  Tyranny.  Thus,  were  thofo  Nations  plunged 
in  Blood,  whole  Unanimity  had  rendered  them  rich, 
powerful,  happy,   and  Arbiters  of  the  Fate  of  Europe, 

D'Ejirades  hath  obferved,  in  his  Ntgociations,  that 
he  was  lent  into  England^  towards  the  Clofe  of  the  Year, 
one  thoufand,  fix  hundred,  and  thirty- feven,  with  a 
private  Commiflion  from  the  Cardinal  de  Richlieu  who 
was  anxious  to  prevail  on  Charles  to  embrace  a  neutral 
Part,  whilft  the  combined  Fleets  of  France^  and  Hoi' 
land-  attacked  the  maritime  Places  of  the  Spani/h  Ne- 
therlandsy  and  had  the  Effrontery  to  promiic  him  the 
moft  lucrative  Advantages,  in  Reward  for  his  Inafti- 
vity.  The  King  anfwered,  with  equal  Firmiiefs,  and 
Prudence,  that  he  could  never  fuffer  his  Hands  to  be 
tied  up  by  a  Neutrality  fo  prejudicial  to  his  own  Ho- 
nour, and  the  Intereft  of  his  Kingdoms ;  tliat  he  would 
keep  a  Fleet  in  the  Downs,  with  fifteen  thoufand  Men, 
ready  to  be  tranfported  to  the  Relief  of  the  firft  Town 
which  lliould  be  invefted  by  the  Arms  eltiicr  of  the 
Fr<!nch  Kirg,  or  of  the  States  ;  and  that  as  to  the  Afllft- 
ance  which  his  Eminence  had  offered  him  againft  any 
domeftic  Difturbancc,   he  thanked   him  for  it ;     but 

3  tiiought 
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thought  it  quite  unneccfTary,   firrce  he  depended  in- 
tircly  on  his  own  Authority,  and  the  Laws  of  the  Land 
for  the  Supprcflion,  and  Puniflimcnt  of  fuch  rebellious 
Enterpri'/cs  (m).  .  <  • 

The  vindi£live  Cardinal  no  fooner  received  the  Ac- 
count of  this  Conference,  from  his  Agent,  than  he  re- 
folvcd  to  take  an  immediate  Revenj^e,  and  difpatched, 
without  Delay,  to  Edinburgh,  Abbe  de  Chamber^  his 
Almoner,  whom  he  had  inflrufted  to  encourage  the 
Covenanters,  in  their  Defign,  with  the  Hopes  of  Af- 
fiftance  from  France,  and  to  improve  the  Correfpond- 
cncc  which  D'EJlradei  had  formed  amongft  them  dur- 
ing his  ihort  Relidencc  in  England,  This  arduous 
Commiffion  was  executed,  by  De  Chambsr,  with  luch 
Fidelity,  and  Addrefs,  that  the  Prince  of  Orange  ob- 
fcrvcd  to  D'EJirades,  that  Richiuu  had  employed  too 
politic,  and  fortunate  an  Inllrument  in  Scotland,  by 
whofe  Practices  the  Interefts  of  Charles,  in  that  King- 
dom, were  intirely  ruined  («).

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Few  naval  Tranfaftions  of  Importanca  arofe  from 
this  Period,  until  the  Commencement  of  the  Year, 
one  thoufand,  fix  hundred,  and  thirty-nine,  when 
the  SpanlanJs  cqui|>jicd  a  formidable  Fleet,  confifting 
otfixty-leven  Sail  of  large  Ships,  manned  with  twenty- 
live  ihoufand  Seamen,  and  havine;  on  board  twelve 
thoufand  /.and  Forces,  dcfigned  for  the  Relief  of /7tf«- 
diTs.  Ihis  Armament,  proceeding  up  the  Channel, 
was  interrupted,  and  attacked  by  a  Duuh  Squadron, 
amounting  only  to  fcventceu  Men  of  War,  command- 
ed by  Martin  (riie  Son  of  Herbert)  Van  Tromp  who 
continued  the  Engagement  until  the  prevailing  Force 
of  luch  a  Superiority  of  Numbers  obliged  him  toflieer 
oiF  towards  Dunkirk^  where  being  joined  by  more 
Ships,  he  gave  Battle  to  the  Armada^  under  the  Com- 
mand of  Don  Antonio  de  Oquendo,  and,  after  a  furious 
Conteft,  forced  the  Spaniards  on  the  Englifh  Coaft,  at 
a  lliort  Diftancc  from  the  Port  of  Dover  (5). 

Fan  Tromp,  on  being  informed  that  the  Provifion 
of  the  Fleet  were  almoft  expended,  and  that  the  Stock 
of  Powder,  and  Ball  was  confiderably  reduced,  fleered 
his  Courfe  towards  Calais,  where  he  was  liberally  fup- 
plied  by  the  Governor,  and  from  whence  he  returned.

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in  Order  to  attack  the  Enemy.  At  his  Approach,  the 
Spaniards  entered  within  the  South  For  elands  and  put 
themfelvcs  under  the  Proteftion  of  the  Caftles.  On 
this  Occafion,  the  Spanijh  Relklent  imixjrtuned  CharUs 
that  he  would  oblige  the  Dutch  to  forbear  Hoililities 
for  two  Tides,  that  the  Spaniards  might  have  an  Op- 
portunity of  efcaping  to  their  own  Coafts ;  but  the 
King  being  in  Amity  with  both  Powers,  was  refolved 
to  remain  neuter  ;  and,  whereas  the  Spaniards  had 
hired  fomc  Engli/h  Ships  to  tranfport  their  Soldiers  to 
Dunkirk }  ftrift  Orders  were  iffued  in  Confcquence  of 
^hc  Complaints  made  by  t^  Dutch  Ambafladors,  that 
no  Ships,  orVeflcls,  !  . ,  ing  to  the  Subjefts  of  tljc 
Crown  of  England,  li  v,  'r*  -ceive  any  Spaniards  on 
board,  or  pafs  below  Gravefend^     'thout  a  Licence. 

Wi'th  grear.   Difficulty,  the  Admiral  Oquend§  found 
Means  for  the  Efcape  of  tweive  large  Ships,  on  board 
of  which  were  four  thoufand  Men.     They  proceeded 
filently,   during  the  Night,  through  the  Downs,  round 
by  the  North  Sand-Head,  and  the  Back  of  the  Godwin, 
The  Dutch,  who  had  left  that  Paffage  unguarded,    re« 
marked,  in  Vindication  of  thr^r  Ncgle^l,  that  the  Eng" 
lift)  had  aflured  them  that  no  Ships  of  any  confiderable 
Burthen  could   venture  to  fail  diat  Way,  by  Night. 
The  two  Armaments  had  now  continued  in  their  Sta- 
tion nearly  three  Weeks,  when  Charles  fent  the  Earl  of 
Arundel  to  the  Spanifti  Admiral,  who  was  defired  to  re- 
treat, on  the  firfl  fair  Wind.  At  this  Period,  tlie  naval 
Force  of  ihe   Dutch,  was   augmented  to  an  hundred 
Sail,  by  Ships  which  had  arrived  from  Zealand,  and 
from  Holland,     When  Van  Tromp  difcovered  an  In- 
clination to  engage  the   Enemy,  Sir  John  Pennington, 
the  chief  Commander  of  the  Englijh  Fleet,  which  tlien 
lay  in  the  Downs,  and  confifted  of  thirty- four  Men  of 
War,  acr^uainted  him    that  ke  had  received  Orders 

to 
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to  aft  in  Defence  of  either  of  the  two  Parties,  which 
fliould  be  firft  attacked.  This  Tranfa£lion  plainly  dif- 
covers  how  much  it  imported  England  to  have  main- 
tained a  fuperior  Fleet,  at  Sea  ;  a  Meafure  which  was 
prevented  by  the  general  Diflatisfadlion  conceived 
againft  the  Tax  of  Ship-Money,  and  the  religious 
Difturbances  in  Scotland,  It  is  probable  that  Sir  John 
Pennington^  who,  during  that  i^ra,  was  accufed  of 
Miiconduft,  availed  himfelf  of  every  Circumftance 
within  his  Power,  to  fupport  the  Dignity  of  the 
Britijh  Flag. 

At  the  Expiration  of  two  Days,  the  Spaniardsy  who 
prefumed  on  that  Protection  which  they  had  hitherto 
enjoyed,  fired  feveral  Shot  at  a  Barge  wherein  Van 
Tromp  was  then  fitting.  They  next  difcharged  a  Can- 
non, the  Ball  from  which  killed  one  of  the  Mariners 
belonging  to  the  Dutch  Veffel.  His  dead  Body  was 
immediately  fent  to  Sir  John  Pennington,  as  a  Proof 
that  the  Spaniard',  the  firft  AggrefTors,  had  violated 
the  Neutrality  which  ought  to  have  been  obferved  with- 
in fo  Ihort  a  Diftance  from  the  Harbours  of  the  King 
of  England.  Soon  afterv/ards.  Van  Tromp,  having  re- 
ceived frefh  Orders  from  x\\&  States,  .vjfolved  to  attack, 
the  Enemy ;  but,  previov*  tv  the  Commencement  of 
Hoftilities,  addrefled  Lo  Pennington  a  Letter,  ia  which, 
having  remarked  that  the  Conduft  of  the  Spaniards 
compelled  him  to  prepare  inftantly  for  engaging,  he 
intreated  that  Admiral  to  keep  his  Promile,  and  a£t  in  . 
Defence  of  the  Dutch,  on  whom  the  Armada  had  firft 
fired.  He  added  that,  although  Pennington  might  not 
think  proper  to  comply  with  his  Requcft,  he  trufted 
that  he  would,  at  lead,  permit  him  to  engage  theAdver- 
lary  j  otherwife  he  fliould  havejuft  Caulc  of  Complaint 
to  all  the  World,  concerning  To  maniftft  an  Injury  (/>).

•  When  this  Letter  liacl  been   delivered  Xo\\\c  EngUJh 
Admiral,    Van  Tromp  weighed,  and   flood  towards  the 
SpnniardSf  in  fix  Divifions,  cannonading  them  furioufly, 
and  vigoroufly  prcfiing  them  at  the  fame  i'ime,  with 
his  Firc-Ships,  ib  that  he  immediately  forced  the  whole 
Jr7nada  to   cut  their  Cables.      Of  fifty-three  Ships, 
which  were  the  intire  Number,  twenty- three  ran  afhorc, 
and  flranded  in  the  Downs ;   of  thefe,  three  were  burnt, 
two  funk ;   and  two  periflied  on  the  Shore.     One  was 
a  great  Galleon,   (the  Vice- Admiral  of  Galicia)  com- 
fnanded  by  Don  ylntonio  de  CoJirOj   and  mounted  with 
'  fifty-two  brafs  Guns.     The   Englijh   manned   the  Re- 
mainder of  the  twenty-three  Ships,  (which  had  been  de- 
ferted  by  the  Spaniards f)  in  Order  to  prevent  them  fron> 
being  taken  by  the  Dutch.     The  other  thirty  6^/>fl«/^ 
Ships  commanded  by   Don   Jntonio  de   Oquendo^  and 
Lopez,  the  Admiral    of  Portugal,  flood    out  to  Sea, 
and  continued  their  Courfe,  in  good  Order,  until  a  Fog 
arofe,   of  which  the  Dutch  availed  themfelves,  and  in- 
terpofing  between  the  Admirals,  and  their  Fleet,  en- 
gaged furioufly,  until  the  Weather  became  clear,  when 
the  Man  of  War,   commanded  by  Lopez,   was   blown 
up,  by  two  Fire-Ships,  which,  in  Purfuance  of  Orders 
from  Van  Tromp,  had  been  prepared   for  that  Purpofe. 
When  Oquendo  perceived  the  Admiral  bhip  of  Portugal 
in  Flames,   he  inflantly  bore  away  for  Dunkirk,  with 
the  Admiral  of  that  Place,  and   a   fmall   Number  of 
other  Ships.     Of  the  thirty  Spanijh  VefTels,  five  were 
funk  during  the  Engagement  ;  eleven  were  taken,  and 
fent  to   Holland;     rhrec  periflied    near   the  Coafl   of 
France,    and   one    near  Dover,      The  remaining  ten 
efcaped.     As  the  firfl  Hoflility  had  been   indil'pulably 
committed    by  the  Spaniards,   it  became  a  Pica,  ad- 
vanced by  the  D«/J;,  in  their  Juflification ;  and  alfo

An  indefatigable  Hiflorian  (r)  hath  deemed  it  nccef- 
fary  \o  remark  that,  in  i"a^,  the  People  of  Eng,bnd 
were  not  lor.y  for  this  Misfortune  which  befel  the 
Spaniard<y  akhougli  the  Court  endeavoured,  by  every 
proper  Meafurc,  to  prevent  it.  He  adds  that  their 
Satisfaction  was  grounded  on  Surmifes  that  this  for- 
midable Fleet  was  a  fecond  Armada,  fitted  out  nomi- 
nally againft  the  Dutch  ;  but,  in  Truth,  prepared  for 
the  Deftruftion  of  the  Heretics,  in  general.  At  the  firft 
Glance,  this  may  appear  a  wild,  and  extravagant  Sug- 
geftion;  but,  perhaps,  the  Reader  will,  in  fome 
Meafure,  be  difpofed  to  give  it  his  Affent,  fhould  wc 
inform  him  that,  when  the  next  Parliament  was  con- 
vened, a  Proof  appeared  to  ftrengdien  the  Sufpicion, 
and  a  Popifli  Book  was  produced,  in  which,  aiTiongfl 
other  fuperftitious  Paffages,  were  Prayers  for  the  holy 
Martyrs,  who  perifhed  in  the  Fleet  lent  out  againft 
the  Heretics  of  England  (j).

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bare  Report,  undoubtedly,  proved  more  than  fufficlcnt 
to  alarm  the  Populace,  and  revive  their  Refcntmcius 
againft  the  Spaniards.  Several  of  our  own  Writers  have 
atfcfted  to  reprelcntthe  Condu£t  of  the  Dutch  as  dero- 
gatory, on  this  Occafioa,  from  our  Sovereignty  on  the 
furrounding  Ocean  ;  but  Foreigntii  have  intimated 
no  Circumftance  of  this  Nature  (/),  although  it  muft 
be  allowed  that  the  Affairs  of  Government:  were  then 
in  fuch  Confufion,  as  to  render  it  extremely  doubtful

Mr.  Campbtll  remarks  that  he  was  on  the  Point  of 
following  the  Example  of  feveral  of  our  Annaliftj, 
jind  leaving  unnoticed  the  Expedition,  undertaken, 
during  the  Courfc  of  this  Year,  by  the  Marquis  of 
Hamilt$Hy  againd  the  Scots.  In  itfclf  it  is  of  little 
Confequcncc,  yet  ferves  to  fhew  how  difficult,  on  this 
Occafion,  is  the  Difcovcry  of  Truth.  A  Prelate  (»), 
whofe  Veracity  as  a  Writer  is  not  unqueftioriably  efta- 
bliihed,  hath  compofed  a  plaufible  Relation  of  the 
Entcrprize.  He  obfervcs  that  the  Duke  embarked  at 
Xarmouthy  towards  the  Middle  ©f  Jprily  in  the  Year, 
one  thoufand,  fix  hundred,  and  thirty- nine  ;  and  that  he 
was  attended  by  nearly  five  thoufand  Men,  amongft 
wkom  not  more  than  two  hundred  knew  how  to  fire  a 
Gun.  Concerning  the  Number  of  Ships,  or  their 
Burthen,  he  is  intirely  lilent ;  and  only  ticquaints  us 
that  the  Troops  were  tranfported  in  the  Collicry-

We  now  enter  on  the  nsceiTary  Obfervations  con- 
cerning the  Progrefs  of  Commerce,  the  Increafc  of 
the  Marine,  and  the  Eftabliflimcnt  of  Colonics,  during 
thetranlient  Sovereignty  of  this  unhap)»y  i^rince. 

Previous  to  the  Commencement  of  the  Civil  Wars, 
Charlci  added,  amongll  others,  one  bhip  to  tiie  royal

She  had  ele- 
ven Ancliors,  one  of  which  was  of  the  Weight  of  four 
thoul'and,  and  four  hundred  Pounds.  She  was  of  the 
Buithen  of  one  tkoufand,  fix  hundred,  and  thirty-feven 
Tons.  Slic  was  built  by  Peter  Petty  pj'quirc,  under 
tlie  Direftion  of  Captain  Phineai  Petty  one  of  the 
principal  Officers  of  the  Navy  (2)."  {M.tv 

It  appears  from  Sir  fVUiiam  Monforiy  and  indeed 
from  all  the  unprejudiced  Writers  of  that  ^ra,  who 
were  competent  Judges  of  thcfe  Matters,  that  the 
Trade  of  Great  Britain  had  incrcafed  exceedingly, 
during  the  firft  fifteen  Years  of  the  Reign  of  Charles^ 
inibmucli  that  the  Port  of  London^  only*  could  have  fup-

into  Men  of  War,  and  well  furnifhed  with  Ordnance 
(a).  The  Trade  to  the  Eaji- Indies^  which  was  only  in 
its  Infancy,  previous  to  the  Demife  of  James^  the  firft 
now  became  extremely  lucrative  j  and  the  EngliJ])  Ships 
gave  Law.  in  thofe  Parts,  to  the  Veflels  of  almoft  every 
foreign  Nation.  The  Tx^dt  to  Guinea  gvew  likewifc 
confiderably  advantageous  to  the  Engljh  Subjef^s  ;  and 
their  commercial  Intcrcourfe  with  Spain^  afiei:  the  Con- 
clufion  of  the  VV^ar,  was  equally  fuccefjful  (^).  It 
muft  be  acknowledged  that  confiderable  Difputes  arofc 
between  the  Government,  and  the  Merchants,  relative 
to  the  Cufloms,  which  were  confidercd  by  Ibme  of  the 
Minifters,  as  dependent  on  the  Crown,  and  liable  to  he 
taken  folely  by  Virtue  of  the  Prerogative;  whereas 
t)thers  conceived,  as  mod  of  the  Merchants  themfwives 
did,  that  nothing  of  this  Kind  could  be  levied,  but  by 
the  Confcnt  of  Parliament.  Yet  thefe  very  Difputes 
Ihcwed  that  Trade  was  in  a  flourifning  Condition;  for, 
if  the  Cuftoms  had  not  rifen  to  a  confiderable  Heighth, 
and  beyond  what  they  did  in  former  Times,  no  Mi- 
jsiflry  would  have  run  the  Hazard  of  fuch  a  Conteft  (r).

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One  of  the  principal  Sources  of  our  navafl  Strength^ 
cluring  that  iEra,  was  our  Colonies,  to  the  Encouragc- 
inent,  and  Augmentation  of  which,  even  tliofe  Acci- 
dents higlily  contributed,  which  might  have  piovcd 
otherwifc  fatal  to  Society  j  fuch  as  our  civil,  and  cede- 
fiailical  Diviiions,  which  induced  Numbers  of  fober, 
induilrious,  and  difccrning  Individuals,  to  preter  Li- 
berty, and  whatfoevcr  they  could  raiie  in  diilant,  and 
hitherto  uncultivated  Lands,  to  the  uneafy  Situation  in 
which  they  found  themfelves  at  Home  (d).

Council,  and  AfTembly,  who  were  bound  to  a£l  in  ilri^t 
Correfpondencc  with  the  legal  P'orms  prcfc  ^ed  under 
the  Conftitution  of  Great  Britain.  During  a  Ihort 
Space,  the  Profperity  of  Virginia  was  unmolefled.  At 
length,  Sir  John  Harvey,  whom  the  King  had  appoint- 
ed Governour,  proceeded  to  fuch  tyrannical  Extremes, 
that  the  irritated  Colcnifts  had  Recourfe  to  equal  Vio- 
lence, and,  in  the  Year,  one  thoufand  fix  hundred, 
and  thirty- nine,  caufed  him  to  be  feizcd,  and  fent,  a 
Prifoner,  to  England,  Charles,  enraged  at  thefe  Pro- 
ceedings, directed  Harvey  to  return  inftantly  to  his 
Government,  and  peremptorily  refufcd  to  Iieur  die 
Complaints  that  were  alleged  againfl  him  (/).

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Henrietta  Maria,  It  was  more  eafily,  and  more  fucccfs- 
fuUy  planted  than  any  former  Colony  had  been.  LeO' 
nord  Cahcrt,  the  Brother  to  the  Lord  Proprietor,  was 
khe  ^Irft  Governour,  and  continued  to  excvcifc  his  Au- 
thority, until  that  of  the  Crown  grew  too  feeble  to  pro- 
te£i  him,  and  until  the  Parliament  Tent  one  of  their 
Adherents  to  fupplant  him  (yj. 

The  Sommer-ljlands^  which  were  planted  in  the  laft 
Rdgn,  and  fettled  under  a  regular  Government,  in  the 
Year,  one  thoufand,  Hx  hundred,  and  nineteen,  flou- 
riihcd  exceedingly,  the  Country  being  fertile,  and  plea- 
fant,  and  the  Air  much  more  wholefomt  than  in  any 
odier  Part  of  America  (/;).  The  Ifland  of  Barbado€i^ 
which  had  been  regularly  planted,  at  the  Commence- 
ment of  the  Reign  of  Charles^  was  granted  to  the  Earl 
of  Carlijlt  i  and  fuch  was  the  Encouragement  which  he 
gave  to  all  Adventurers,  that  the  Place  fpeedily  became 
populous,  and  rich  (/).

THIS  celebrated  Officer,  defcended  from  an  an- 
cient, and  noble  Family,  was  the  third  Son  of 
Sir  Edward  Man/el,  Knight,  by  his  Wife, 
the  Lady  Jam^  Daughter  to  Henry ^  Earl  of  Worcejler 
(a).  He  entered  early  into  the  Sea  Service,  under  the 
Patronap-e  of  the  illuftrious  Lord  Howard  of  Effingham^ 
High  .Admiral  of  England,  During  the  Expedition  to 
Cadiz^  his  Gallantry  attrafted  the  Notice  of  the  Earl  of 
EJfexj  who  rewarded  him  with  Knighthood ;  and, 
thence  forward,  confidered  him  as  a  Favourite,  appoint- 
ing him,  previous  to  his  Departure,  on  the  illand- 
Voyage,  to  the  Command  of  the  Mary-'Honora  (^). 
On  his  Return,  he  adhered  to  his  former  Patron,  tlic 
Eavl  of  Nottingham^  and  was,  frequently  employed,  at 
^ea,  during  the  Reign  of  Elizabeth^  but,  more  parti-

which  his  Prudence,  and  Intrepidity,  attra^ed  tl\e  Ad- 
miration of  his  Fcllow-Sul)jefts,  and  the  Ccnfure  of  hi*) 
Enemies  {c),  Wiicn,  in  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  fix 
hundred,  and  two,  lie  aitnckcJ  fix  of  the  Spanijh  Ga]- 
lief?,  on  their  PalTage  to  Flamkriy  funk  tlircc,  and  dif- 
perfed  tnc  reft,  the  Dutch,  and  after  them,  the  French 
Hiftorians,  mifreprefcnted  his  Behaviour.  Sir  Robert, 
eager  to  vindicate  his  injured  Honour,  drew  up  a  full 
KeLation  of  his  Conduft,  and  addrefled  it  to  the  Lord 
High-Admiral.  Following  the  Example  of  a  naval 
Writer  (dj,  we  here  prcfent  an  Extra6t,  from  what  he 
dee:     a  curious,  and  authentic  Paper,  to  the  Reader.

"  Calais-  RoaJ,  and  thence  to  lend  the  /llarm  unto  the 
"  A  rmy  of  the  i'/^/i^i-,  ailVmbled  before  Sluys^  and  to 
"  advilc  fuch  Men  of  VVar  as  kept  on  the  Coall  of 
^*  F.anders,  upon  any  other  Occalion,  toflandofflo 
*'  Sea,  to  meet  with  the  Gallics,  in  the  Night,  vvliich 
*'  fliould  be  chaced  by  me,  witli  my  Lights  in  my 
*'  Top- Mail- Hcadsj  and  a  continual  Diicharging  of 
*'  my  Orchiance.  Captain  yo!2es  having  fliaped  his 
"  Courfe,  according  to  my  I)ire£lions,  I  gave  Order* 
**  forhoiiling,  and  trimming  of  my  Sails,  by  the  Wind, 
*'  to  keep  Sight  of  the  Gallics;  and  the  two  I  ly-Boats, 
*'  being  flill  a  Weather  of  me,  did  the  like." 

"  Which  Chace  we  held,  until  Sun-fetting,  obferv- 
**  ing  this  Courfe  following,  all  the  Day.  They,  be- 
"  ing  a  Weather  of  me,  kept  their  continual  Boards, 
"  that  the  Gallies  were  always  between  them,  and  my- 
*'  felf  being  to  Leeward  made  luch  fhort  Turns,  as  I 
*'  kept  all  tiie  Afternoon  in  a  Manner  even  in  the  very 
*'  Eye  of  their  Courfe,  betv^een  the.i,  and  the  Place 
**  of  their  Dcfign,  ever  difcharging  my  befl  Ordnance 
*'  to  warn  the  //njiucr,  belonging  to  her  Majefty,  that 
*'  rid,  by  my  Directions,  at  the  Dowhs^  upon  im})or- 
*' taut  Service,  as  your  Lordlhip  knoweth  ;  and  the 
"  Fu'/iiugs  that  vvere  there,  having  left  the  Sea,  upon 
'•  unisinovvn  Grounds  to  me,  (yetfent  from  Port/muti., 
"  bv  the  moil  provident  Direction  of  her  facred  Ma- 
*'  ji-lly,  to  avvuic  the  coming  of  the  Gallies,  upon  Ad- 
"  veitiLciiients  that  fer  Highncfs  received,  of  their  ht- 
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*'  ing  put  to  Sen,)  to  let  Sail,  who  elfc  had  received  no 
"  Undcrftanding  of  the  Gallies,  neither  came  they 
*'  within  Shot  of  ihcm  until  after  Night ;  howfocver 
"  the  Reputation  of  the  Service  is  wholly  challenged  by 
*'  them  " 

*'  Having  given  your  Lordfliip  an  Account  how  this 
Day  was  thus  fpent  by  me,  from  eight  o'Clock,  until 
the  Evening,  and  with  thefe  only  Helps,  1  bcfeech 
**  your  Lordihip  to  be  pleafed  to  underftand  that  with. 
**  the  fettingof  the  Sun,  1  could  both  difcern  the  Ships 
"  laft  mentioned,  under  Sail,  at  the  DownSj  and  the 
*'  Gallies  to  have  fet  their  Sails,  directing  their  Courfc 
**  clofe  aboard  of  our  Shore,  each  of  them  being  out  of 
"  Sight  of  the  other  ;  and  my  Dutch  Conforts,  by  this 
''  Time,  to  have  been  left  by  the  Gallies  to  a  Stern- 
**  Chace;  When  I  perceived  them  to  hold  that  Courfe 
"  which  would  bring  them  within  Shot  of  the  Anfiuery 
"  and  the  reft  that  were  in  the  Downs,  I  held  a  clean 
*'  contrary  Courfe  from  them,  towards  the  Coaft  of 
"  France,  to  confirm  the  fecure  Paffage  they  thought 
"  to  fmd  on  our  Coaft,  which  I  continued,  until  tlic 
'^'  Report  of  their  Battery  gave  me  Afturance  of  the 
"  Gallies  bcins:  cnffaged  with  them." 

"  How  the  iJattery  began,  who  began  it,  how  it  was 
*'  continued,  how  ended,  and  to  whom  the  Reputation 
"  of  the  Service  is  due.  1  leave  to  be  confidered  bv  vour 
*'  Lordfiiip,  by  the  Perufal  of  the  true  Oifcouri'e  fcl- 
**  lowing.  The  Anfiver,  bclon';ir.gto  the  Q^ieen,  which 
'^  Captain  Broadgate  commanded,  as  fhc  nd  more  Sonth- 
*'  er/y^  at  the  Doivns,  than  ihe  Flcfnin^s,  lb  came  Ihc 
*'  tirft  to  the  Gallies,  and  beftovved  twenty-eight  Pieces 
"  of  Ordnance,  in  tiiem,  before  the  Flemings  came  in, 
"  who,  at  length,  leconded  him  with  very  many 
*'  Shot." 
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*'  During  this  Battery  of  ours  upon  the  Gallles, 
which  I  lb  term,  becaufc  they  never  exchanged  one 
Shot,  at  the  very  firfl  Rep»vt  of  the  Jnfwer's  Ord- 
nance, I  dircftcd  the  Mafler  of  my  Ship  to  bear  up 
**  with  the  South  End  of  the  Godwin,  with  which  Di- 
"  regions,  I  delivered  my  Reafons  pubUcly,  as  I  ftood 
"  on  the  Poop  of  my  Ship,  namely,  that  if  I  ftood  di- 
re£lly  in,  the  Gallics,  before  I  could  recover  the 
'  Place,  would  either  be  driven  afhore,  or  funk,  and  fo 
*  there  would  prove  no  Need  of  my  Force  j  or  elfe, 
by  their  nimble  Sailing,  they  would  Cicape  their 
**  Ships,  of  whom  (once  getting  a-hcad,)  they  could 
**  receive  no  Impediment  j  for,  there  was  no  one  Ship, 
*'  but  the  Advantage,  in  the  Sea,  that  could  hinder 
**  them  from  recovering  any  Port  in  Flanders,  or  the 
'*  Eajl-Countrm,  [S'uys  only  excepted,)  unlefs  I  flayed 
"  them  at  that  Sand-Head.'' 

"  Having  recovered  as  near  that  Place  as  I  defired, 
**  I  flayed  at  leaft  a  Qtiarter  of  an  Hour,  before  I  could 
"  either  fee  the  Galley,  hear,  or  fee  any  of  thofe  Ships, 
**  their  Lights,  or  the  Report  of  their  Ordnance,  which 
made  me,  and  all  my  Company,  hold  Opinion  that 
they  had  outfailcd  the  Anjwer,  and  the  refl  of  the 
^'  FUmingi,  and  fliunned  Sight  of  me,  by  going  a  Sea- 
*'  Board  of  my  Ship,  which  I  fo  verily  believed,  as  I 
*'  once  dirc£lly  determined  to  fail  for  Sluys,  with  Hope 
*'  only  that  the  Preparation  which  1  knew  the  Statei 
**  had  there,  would  be  able  to  prevent  their  Entrance 
"  into  that  Place.  Whilft  1  remained,  thus  doubtful, 
**  or  rather  hopelefs  to  hinder  their  Recovery  of  /)««- 
"  khk,  or  ISiieuport,  in  Cafe  they  had  been  a  Sea- Board 
"  of  me,  fome  of  my  Company  defcried  a  lingle  Gal- 
*'  ley,  plying  from  the  Shore,  to  get  a- head  of  my 
*'  Ship.     When  fhe  approached  within  Calivcr-Shot,  I 
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"  clircharged  about  thirty  Pieces  of  Ordnance,  oF  my 
*'  lower,  and  upper  1  ier,  at  her  alcf le ;  myrclf,  with 
"  many  others  in  my  Ship,  favv  vvhen  her  Main-Ynrd 
*'  was  fliot  afunder,  heared  the  Report  of  many  Sliot' 
"  that  hit  her  Hull,   heared  many  of  their  mod  pitiful^ 
*'  Outcries,  which  when  I  perceived  to  continue,  and, 
"  in/lead  of  making  Way  from  me,    1    forbore  flioot* 
**  ing,  and  commanded  one  tliat  (poke  the  Portuguefe 
"  Language,  to  tell   them  that  I  was  contented  to  re- 
"  ceive  them  to  Mercy  ;    which  I  would  accordingly 
"  have  performed,  had  not  the  other  five  Gallies  offered 
*'  to  ftand  a  head  of  me,  at  that  very  inftant,  and  there- 
*'  by  would  have  left  me,    as  they  had  both  the  firfl 
"  two  Dutch  Ships,  and,  afterwards,   the  Anfwer,  with 
"  the  refl  of  the  Flemings,    had   I  omitted  any   fmall 
*'  Time,    of  executing  the  Advantage  I  had,  of  their 
**  being  on  my  Broadfide,  which,   as  appears,   was  fo 
"  efFe£tually  employed,  (howfoev'er  the  Night  wherein 
"  this  Service  was  performed,  might  hinder  the  parli- 
**  cular  Mention  of  their  Hurts,)   as   none  can  deny, 
*'  but  that  God  pleafed  thereby  only   to  work  their 
"  Confufion.     For,    fincc    that    Time,     none    hath 
*'  faid,  or  can  fpeak  of  a«y  one  Shot  made   towards 
**  them  ;  yet  four  of  them  are  funk,  and  wrecked,   the 
"  fifth  paft  doing  the  Enemy  Service,   and   the  fixth 
'^  they  are  forced  to  new-buikl  r^c  Dunkirk,  where,  (if 
**  I  be   not    much    deceived,)    llie    will   prove   more 
**  chargeable,  than  profitable,  if  the  Default  reft  not  in 
*'  ourfelves." 

**  The  Difagreement  between  the  Dutih  Captains 
"  themfelves,  touching  t]\e  ilemiining,  and  linkiiig  c)f 
*'  the  Gallics,  (whereof  one  clialleng«l  before  your 
"  Lordfhip,  and  in  many  other  public  Places,  to  havts 
"  ftemmed,  and  funk  two  himfclf,)  and  the  printed 
**  Pamphlet,  containing  the  ficniming,  and  finking  of 
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"  three  Gallles,  gives  the  Reputation  thereof  to  three 
**  icvcral  Captains,  amongft  whom  no  Mention  is  made 
"  of  the  firft ;  and  whereas  there  are  but  two  in  all 
*'  funk,  1  leave  to  be  reconciled  amongft  themfclves, 
"  and  to  your  Lordlliip,  whether  that  tiie  fame  of  Right 
"  appertaineth  not  to  her  Majcfty's  Ship,  the  Hcpe^  in 
*'  kefpeft  of  the  Allegations  before  mentioned,  every 
*'  Particular  whereof,  being  to  be  proved  by  the  Oaths 
*'  of  my  whole  Company,  and  maintained  with  the  Ha- 
*'  zard  of  my  Life,  with  that  which  foUoweth. 

"  Firft,  as  the  Shooting  of  the  finglc  Galley's  Main- 
*'  Yard  ;  ray  bcftowing  above  thirty  Pieces  of  Ord- 
*'  nance,  upon  that  one  (jalley,  within  lefs  than  Cali- 
*'  ver-Shot." 

"  Secondly,  that  they  in  the  Galley  made  many  la- 
*'  mentable  Outcries,  for  my  receiving  them  to  Mer- 
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*'  Thirdly,  that  I  would  accordingly  have  received 
*'  them,  but  for  giving  them  over,  to  encounter  with 
"  the  other  five  G allies,  which  elfe  had  left  mc  to  a 
"  Stern  Chace." 

*'  To  thefe  Reafons,  I  add  the  Aftertion  of  the  Vice- 
*'  Admiral  himfelf,  who  told  me  (whatfoever  he  fpake 
'^  in  other  Places,)  that  one  of  the  (j allies,  which  he 
*'  ftemmed,  had  her  Main- Yard  fliot  afunder,  before 
**  his  coming  on  Board  of  her  ;  by  whomfoever  Ihe  was 
*'  then  ftemmed,  your  Lordftiip  may  judge  who  ruined 
'*  her,  conftdering  file  made  no  Reliftance  by  his  own 
<'  Report,  but  by  crying  to  him  for  A'lercy." 

*'  Touching  the  other  Galley  ftemmed,  and  funk,  I 
**  have  already  proved  how  flie  (as  all  the  reft)  had  got 
*' a-head  of  the  /Infwer,  of  the  Queen's,  not  named, 
*«  and  the  reft  of  the  States  Men  of  War  with  her,  who 
*'  challenge  the  whole  Credit  of  this  Service.  They 
*^  (as  all  other  Seamen,)  cannot  deny  but  that  thq, 
■    -■    ..        .  ■  '  '  "Gal. 
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!'*  Gallics  will  outfail  all  SIiIit^,   in  fiich  a  loomc  (^ale 
"  of  Wind,  and  imooth  Sea,   as  \vc  had  tluit  iNi/^lit." 

**  The  Gallics  then  being  quicker  of  Sail  than  they, 
"  how  could  tlicy,  Ijy  any  Means  pollilVic,  f(  ten  thcin 
*'  up,  but  by  Ibmc  Impediment  ?  Impediment  they  rc- 
"  ceived  none,  hiA  by  my  Ordnance,  which  amounted 
"  to  fifty  great  bhot  at  thofe  five  which  came  laft  from 
"the  Shore,  when  all  the  Ship^  were  a!:ove  a  Mile 
"  aftern." 

"  Some,    notwithftandincr,   out  of  their   dctraftin^ 
"  Dirpoiiiions,  may,  percliance,  fay  that  the  two  which 
*'  were  wrecked  at  Niiuport,   would  have   jjcri filed  by 
*^  Storm,    although    they    had    not    been     battered  : 
*'  whereto,  although  I  have  ri>€edily  anUvered,  firft,  in 
*'  fliewing  that  they  might  have  recovered  any  of  the 
*'  Places  thereabouts,'  before  eight  o'Clock  that  Night, 
"  but  for  me,   and  then  tlic  iecond  Time,  before  the 
*'  Morning,    had   they   not  been   cncounteied    by  me 
"  alone,  at  the  South  Sand-Htad y  yet  for  further  Proof 
*'  that  they  mifcarricd  by  our  Battery  only,    I  iay,   that 
"  if  one  of  the  Gallics  which  received  lead  Damage  by 
"  our  Ordnance,  did  outlive  /'V/V^/y's  Storm,   continu- 
"  ing  until  Saiwday  Noon,  being  driven  amongfl  the 
"  Iflands  of  Zealand^  to  recover  Calais,  then  furely  thofe 
"  two  (unlefs  they  had  been  exceedingly  torn,)    wovild 
*'  have  made  fhift  to  have  recovered  the  Ports  of  N>eu- 
^' portf    Graveling,    ox    Dunk::/:;    cfpicially  fincc  frorr^ 
^'  the  Place  where  I  battered  ihciiu    iliey  might  have 
*'  been   at   the   remoteft  of  thofe  Places,    about   four 
^'  Hours  before  any   Storm  bco;an.     IJut  fuch  Teemed 
"  their  Hafte  to  fave  their  Lives,  as  their  Thought  ran 
*'  of  a  Shore,   and  not  of  a  Harbour." 

'*  Now,  that  I  have  delivered  unto  your  Lordfliip 
*'  the  whole,  and  true  Difcourfe  of  this  Bufinefs,  1  fliall 
<'  forbear  to  trouble  your  Patience  with  any    fartuer 
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**  Relation  of  that  Night,  and  next  Day's  fpcnding  my 
•*  Time,  (although  the  fame,  in  herChacc,  had  like  to 
*'  have  coft  her  Majefty  her  Ship,   and  the  Lives  of  as 
**  many  as  were  in  her,)  and  conclude  with  the  Admi- 
**  ration  of  their  not  holding  her  Majcfty's  Ship,  nor  I, 
'*  Hier  unworthieft  Servant,)  and  then,  and  yet,  by  her 
^*  Highnefl'es  Grace,  and  your  Lordlhip's  Favour,  Ad- 
*'  mirai  of  the  Forces  in  tliat  Place,  am  not  oncemen- 
*'  tioned,  efpecially  fmce  the  fix  Gallies  might  fafely 
"  have  arrived,  before  fevcn  o'Clock,  that  Night,   at 
any  of  the  Ports  of  Fianden^    to  the  IVcjiward  of 
Ojiend.    And  that  the  Dutch  Ships  had  not  come  from 
**  an  Anchor  in  the  Downs,  but  for  the  Signs  {Signals^) 
**  they  received  from  me.     Then,  that  the  Force  of 
*'  her  Majefty's  Ship,  wherein  I  was,  enforced  them  to 
**  keep  clofe  aboard  the  EngHjh  Shore,  whereby  thofc 
*'  Ships  in  the  Downs,  had  Power  given  them  to  come 
*'  to  fight,  which  Fight  was  begun  by  the  Anjwer,  be- 
**  longing  to  the  Queen." 

**  And,  laflly,  fince  the  Ga^^-'-'s  efcaped  their  Battery, 
**  and  had  gotten  a-head  of  ''" ..  Ships  above  a  Mile  at 
**  leift,  and  never  received  ;  ^  impediment  after,  but 
'*  only  by  me,  who  lingered  them  (as  you  have  beared,) 
*'  until  the  Coming  up  of  thofe  Ships  that  challenge  to 
**  flem  them ;  which  being  granted,  I  cannot  fee  how 
**  any  other  Credit  can  be  rightly  given  them  (for  that 
**  Stem,  I  mean,)  than  to  a  Lackey  for  pillaging  of 
**  that  dead  Body  which  his  Mafter  had  fiain." 

Mr.  Ca*npbell  advances  three  Motives  for  the  Pro- 
priety of  inferting  this  long  Relation.  Firft,  becaufe 
the  Paper  is  very  curious  in  itfclf,  and  well  drawn  ie). 

Next, 

{e)  We  cannot  implicitly  aflent  to  one  Part  of  this  AfTer- 
tton.  The  Language  is  obfcure  almofl  throughout  the 
whole  Quotation,  and,  in  fome  Plnces,  the  Reader  may  be 
ou  the  Point  of  thinking  it  unmtelligible. 
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Next,  becaufe  it  rcfie£ls  Honour  on  the  Memory  of 
Sir  Robert  Manfcl ;  and,  particularly  defcrVts  a  Place 
within  a  naval  Work.  Laftly,  as  it  (hews  the  Cor- 
rcftnels  of  thole  Times,  when  every  important  Cir- 
cumftance  was  examined,  and  lifted  to  the  Bottom  ;  a 
Proceeding  which  rendered  Officers  fo  anxious  to  pre- 
ferve  their  Chara£lers,  that  they  were  always  ready  to 
publifh  a  ftri£l  Relation  of  their  Condu£t,  in  that  ex- 
plicit Manner  which  ftlenccd  Calumny,  and  took  away 
the  Neceflity  of  incjuiry. 

When  James,  the  firft,   fucceeded  to  the  Throne, 
Sir  Robert  Manfel  retained  his  Poll  of  Vice-Admiral, 
to  which  he  had  been  advanced  through  the  Intereft  of 
the  Earl  of  Nottingham,    To  this  illuftrious  Patron,  he 
firmly,  and  gratefully  adhered,   when  the  Enemies  of 
the  former  had  prevailed  on  his  Sovereign  to  iffue  a 
Commiflion,  equally  detrimental  to  his  Reputation,  and 
Authority,  for  the  Purpofe  of  difcovering,  and  correct- 
ing Abules  in  the  Department  of  the  Marine.     From 
this  invidious  Mode  of  Inquiry,    Manfel  advifed  the 
Earlof  ATtf/z/w^^awtodiffent,  and  thus,  incurring  the  In- 
dignation of  the  Court,  was  committed  Prilbner  to  the 
Marjhalfea,  where  he  remained  during   the  Space  of 
fbme  Months  {f).     It  muft,  however,  be  confefled  that 
the    Commiflion   was    followed    by    falutary    Confe- 
quences,   and  that  the  Detedion,  and   Amendment  of 
numerous  Abufes,  proved  the  Means  of  faving,  foon  af- 
terwards,-to  the  Crown,  the  annual  Sum  of  twenty-five 
thouland  Pounds  (g).    It  was>  on  this  Occafion,  that

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Sir  R'jhert  advilpd  the  Lord  High  Admiral  to  xt{\'rc\, 
his  Officr,  perceiving,  that,  as  his  Abilities  were  en- 
feebled, a  longer  Coniinuancc  in  it  might  become  more, 
and  more  detrimental  to  the  Public,  and  tohimUlf. 

In  Order  to  prevent  the  Navy  from  receiving  any 
Prrjudice  by  the   Rcfignation   of  the  harl  of  Nottin^- 
/?7w,  Sir  KJi-rt  Manjel  adviled  the  Duke  of  Bucking- 
ham to  obtain  the  Poll;    and  when  this  alpiring  Fa- 
vouriie  pleaded  his  Youth,    and   Inexperience,    replied 
that,  in  Times  of  Peace,    the  beft  Service  which  could 
be  performed  was  an  alFiduoiis  Attention  to  the  Repairs 
of  the  Navy  ;  that,  at  the  firfl  Entrance  into  OfBce  it 
might  be  fufTicient  to  rebuild  ihc  neccOiiry  Ships,   and 
correft  Abufes;  and  that  idabit  would,  at  length,  ren- 
der him  fo  intimately  converfant  with  the  Buiinefs  of  his 
Department  as   to  ])erform  his  Duty,    whenfoever  he 
might  be  called,  by  future  Wars,  to  A£lion.   When  the 
Duke  fuccecded  Nottingham^  he  prefented  his  Countefs 
with  three  thoufaiid  Pounds  j  and  her  Hulband  obtained 
a  Penfiori,    amounting   to  one   thoufand   Pounds.     In 
Conic(juence  of  this  Iranfaftion  (/*),  Sir  Robert  Man-

p.  49.)  Tlie  King  rewarded  the  fcveral  Commlflioners  wltl\ 
the  Honour  of  Knighthood,  for  the  Services  rendered,  at 
this  Junt^urc,  to  the  Nation,  and  for  the  ureat  Pains  which 
they  had  taken.  The  Names  of  thefe  Gentlemen  were  For- 
tefcue,  0(burn,  Gaughton,  Sutton,  and  Pitts.  (See  Cam- 
den's Annals  of  the  Rel^n  of  James,  tlie  Firlt,  under  the 
Year,  one  thoufand,  fix  hundred,  and  nineteen.)  Sir  Wil- 
liam Monfon,  who  dcvtled  the  Mealure,  was  feverely,  and 
unjuflly  cenfun'd  by  feveral  of  his  Contemporaries.  A  fimi- 
lar  Commiffion,  which  demonllrates  the  Zeal  of  the  Sove- 
reign for  the  Profperiiy  of  the  Murine,  was  di retted,  in  the 
fecond  Year  of  the  Reign  of  Charles,  the  firll,  to  James,  Earl 
of  Marlborough  ;  George,  Duke  of  Buckingham  ;  Robert, 
Earl  of  Lindfay,  and  other  Lords. — Rymer's  Focdera,  V, 
18.  p.  758.  —  Campbell's  Lives  of  the  Admirals,  V.  2. 
p.  160.

YitUling  to  the  fagacious  Counfels  of  this  experi- 
enced (Jilicer,  the  Duke  prevailed  on  Jumes  to  Inveft 
Peribns  of  a))prQved  Abilities  in  the  maritime  Depart- 
ment, with  a  CommifTion  for  the  Manaf;ement  of  the 
I>Iavy.  It  is  rcalbnablc  to  infer  that,  during  tlie  fub- 
fcquent  Confulion  in  every  Branch  of  Government, 
this  Meafuie  alone  prevented  the  Ruin  of  the  Klcet. 
Even  during  the  Impeachment  of  Buckin^haniy  it  be- 
came the  Icaft  exceptionable  Article  of  his  Defence  (/). 

In  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  fix  hundred,  and  twenty, 
Sir  Robert  Manfcl  co^^Xl•\?^n<^Q^  the  Fleet  e(juipp:d,  for 
the  Reduftlon  of  the  Pirates  of /^/^/Vkt.  As  this  Kntcr- 
prize  hath  been  already  mentioned  (;f ),  let  it  be  deemed 
luflicient  to  remark  that  a  naval  Writer  (/)  imagines 
that  the  Admiral  was  more  unfortunate,  than  criminal.- 
It  is  admitted  that  he  advifed  the  Meall  e  from  a  gene- 
nerous,  and  public  fplrited  Motive;  die  Defire  of  ex- 
alting the  naval  Reputation  of  the  Englifh,  and  of  de- 
livering their  Commerce  from  the  Injuries  to  which  it 
had  been  cxpofed  by  the  Depredations  of  thefe  lawlefs 
Rovers  ;  yet  we  learn  that  he  was  lent  abroad  with  fo 
limitted  a  Commiflion,  and  attended  by  fuch  inexpe- 
rienced Oflicers,  (advanced,  imprudently,  through  the 
Interefl;  of  Courtiers,)  that  his  Dcfigns,  although  faga- 
cioully  concerted,  were  marred   by  their  Alilconduft.

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That  he  employed  all  Means,  within  his  Power,  to  fa- 
cilitate the  Accomplidiment  of  the  Enterprize,  hath 
been  affirmed  by  a  Multitude  of  Hiftorians  who  were, 
at  once,  his  Contemporaries,  and  his  Admirers. 

This  unfortunate  Event,  added  to  the  unmerited  In- 
ctifferencc  of  Buckingham,  gave  Rife  to  that  Neglcd 
which  he  experienced  during  the  Reign  of  Charles,  to 
whom  it  hath  been  imputed,  as  a  dangerous  Error, 
that  he  did  not  once  avail  himfelf  of  the  naval  Services 
of  Sir  Robert  Manjel  (//i).  This  accomplilhcd  ieaman 
continued,  notwithftanding,  in  the  Pod  of  Vice-Ad- 
miral.  He  died,  without  iffuc,  loon  after  the  Com- 
mencement of  the  Civil  Wars  (/»),  (»).

WHEN  the  Difputes  between  ^.he  King,  aad 
Parliament,  had  been  carried  to  fuch  vio- 
lent Extremes  that  they  prepared  for  War, 
the  Pofleflion  of  the  Fleet  became  the  iirft  Objeft  of 
their  Attention,  from  a  Confcioufnefs  (hat  the  Party 
under  which  it  ferved  would  be  confidered,  by  foreign 
Princes,  as  the  fovereign  Power  {u}.  At  this  Period, 
the  Earl  of  Northumberland  was  Lord  High  Admiral; 
and  the  Pofl  had  been  conferred  on  him  by  Charles,  to 
indulge  the  Wilhes  of  the  Commons,  who  had  declared

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him  worthy  of  their  Confidence;  a  Circnmftarice* 
which,  probably,  contributed  not  a  little  to  the  Grant 
of  the  Conimifhon  during  Plcalure  only,  ahhough  the 
Reafon  given  for  this  Limitation,  by  the  Sovereign,  was 
a  Defign  to  cont'er  the  Oflice  on  his  Son,  the  Duke  of 
York^  fo  foon  as  he  fliould  become  of  Age  {b).  Sir  Rq. 
kert  Munfel^  an  Officer  of  approved  Loyalty,  Valour, 
and  Experience,  but  aged,  and  infirm,  was  Vice- Ad- 
miral of  England.  Sir  John  Pennington  iilled  the  Poft 
of  Vice-Admiral  of  the  Fleet,  then  at  Anchor  in  the 
Dowhs^  and  iiir  John  Minnes  was  Rear  Admiral.  Thcfe 
Officers  were  well  afFedled  to  the  royal  Caufc.  The 
Farliamf^nt  had  formed  a  Projefl  for  dilpolieffing  the 
Sovereign  of  his  Navy,  and  even  carried  it  into  Exe- 
cution, notvvithftanding  that  Charles  had  won  the  Ap- 
probation of  the  Seamen,  whofc  Wages  he  confiderably 
raifcd,  und  for  whom  he  exprcffed,  on  all  Occafions,  a 
particular  Eftcem  (c).  As  this  extraordinary  Meafurc 
was  attended  by  Confequences  the  moft  important,  and 
ferviceable  to  the  intcrefts  of  the  Parliament,  we  fliall 
prcfcnt  the  Reader  with  a  brief,  and  impartial  Account 
of  the  Steps  which  led  to  its  AccompliflimcnL. 

in  the  Spring,  of  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  fix  hun- 
dred, and  forty- one,  the  Parliament  defired,  or,  in  Ef- 
fe6l,  dirciSled  the  Earl  o'i  Nt.^ thumb tr land  to  provide  a 
formidable  Fleet,  for  the  Security  of  the  Nation,  by 
Sea,  and  appropriated  an  ample  Fund  for  this  Service. 
They,  next,  requefted  th?t  he  would  appoint  the  Earl 
of  Warwick^  Admiral  of  this  Armament,  on  Account

for  him  to  command  in  Pcrlon  (d).  This  Proceeding 
was  refcntecl  by  Charles,  who  iidiflcd  that  Sir  John  Pen- 
nington Vi\o\x\C\  not  relinquilh  h:s  Command;  \m\.  Nor- 
ihwnberland  j^aid  luch  Rcl'pcct  to  the  Recommendation 
of  the  Paiiiamcnt,  that,  avaihng  liimfelt'of  the  Power 
derived  to  him  from  his  Commiiiion,  lie  ordered  the 
Fleet  to  be  delivered  up  to  the  £ail  of  lyarwick,  and 
formally  railed  him  to  the  Command  of  it.  Succefsful 
in  this  important  Point,  the  Parliament  exprelled  an 
Inclination  to  difplace  Sir  "John  Penmnv^ton^  and  give 
the  Poll:  of  Vice-Admiral  to  Captain  Cartwright,  the 
Comptroller  of  the  Navy.  7'h;s  OlFicer  rcfufed  to  un- 
dertake the  Service,  until  he  had  obtained  the  Pc  rmif- 
lion  of  the  King,  who,  beinq;  rrvplicd  to,  commanded 
him  to  decline  it.  On  thi^  Occallon,  the  Pailiament 
immediately  conferred  ihe  CiFice  of  Vice- Admiral  on 
Batten^  a  violent  Jppofer  of  the  royal  Caufe.  Thus, 
in  the  Spring  of  the  Year,  one  tlioufand,  lix  hundred, 
and  forty -two,  was  the  Navy  transferred  from  the  So- 
vereign to  tlic  Parliament  j  yet  Charles  concluded  that 
he  could  recover  it,  at  any  Time ;  an  Infatuation 
which  may  ac:ount  for  his  fufFerering  Northumberland 
to  remain  in  Office,  until,  being  more  alarmed,  he 
yielded  to  the  Necclhty  of  difj^lacin;,  him  [e)»

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from  Holland,  with  Supplies.  Arriving  in  the  Downs^ 
Ihe  came  in  Sight  of  the  Fleet,  a  Ship  from  which  chaced 
■  her  into  the  Humber,  and  there  forced  the  Captain  to 
,  run  her  alhorc.  Inflamed  with  Indignationat  this  c  - 
traordinary  Violence,  the  King  refolvcd  on  an  Attempt 
to  feizc  theNavy,  and  Succefs  would,  probably,  have 
been  the  Confequencc,  if  the  Execution  of  the  Defign 
had  proved  equal  to  the  Contrivance  ;  but,  through 
the  Mifconduft  of  Sir  John  PenningUny  it  mifcarricd, 
and  fervcd  only  to  defeat  the  Hopes  which  Charles  had 
formed  of  embracing  a  more  favourable  Occafion  for 
the  Accomplifliment  of  his  Views.  Warwick  now 
availed  himfelf  of  the  Opportunity  for  which  he  long 
had  vvifhcd,  and  difmilTed  from  the  naval  Service  all 
Pcrfons  who  had  difcovered  the  leaft  Attachment  to  the 
RoyauJ}$(f).  '         ^  c 

The  Parliament,  as  they  had  manlfefted  great  Care,  and 
Induftry,  in  eftablifhing  the  Security,  fo  they  fhewed  not 
Icfs  Wifdom  in  the  Management  of  the  Fleet,  which  was 
always  preferved  in  good  Order,  whilft  the  Seamen  were 
liberally,  and  regularly  paid.  In  the  Year,  one  thou- 
fand,  fix  hundred,  and  forty-three,  Vice-Admiral  Bat-- 
teny  having  received  ^atelligence  that  the  Queen  intended 
to  fail  from  Holland,  to  the  North  of  England^  in  a 
Dutch  Man  of  War,  endeavoured,  notwithlianding  that 
the  States  were  at  Peace  with  Great  Britain^  to  intercept 
her,  on  the  Paflage.  In  this  Attempt  he  failed,  but 
chaced  the  Ship  into  Burlington  Bay,  and,  having 
difcovered  that  the  Queen  was  landed,  and  lodged 
in  a  Houfe,  upon  the  Key,  I  z  difcharged  his  Crd- 
nance  againll  it,  in  fo  unerring  a  DireAion,  that 
fevcral  of  the  Shot  paflcd  through  her  Chamber,   and

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file  was  obliged,  although  much  indifpofed,  to  retire, 
for  Safety,  into  the  open  Fields  f^^).  This  Service,  which 
was  performed  in  the  Month  o(  February,  proved  ex^- 
tremely  grateful  to  the  Parliament,  becaiiicit  difcovered 
with  what  Zeal  tlie  Officers  of  the  Fleet,  at  leaft,  en- 
deavoured to  promote  their  Interefts. 

It  was   recommended  to    the  King,  by   thofe  who 
iverc  extremely  anxious  for  the   Prorperity  of  his  Af- 
fairs,  during  the  Time  when  the  Treaty  for  Peace 
Was   in  Agitation   at  Oxford,  in  April,    of  the  Year, 
one  thoufand,    fix  hundred,   and    forty-three,  to   feize 
the  Opportunity  which  then  prefented  itf.lf,  of  attach- 
ing the  Earl  of  Northumberland  to  his  Service,    from  a 
Perfuafion  tliat  the  Meafure  mipht  be  attendcded  with 
the  happieft  Confequences    in    Favour   of  the  royal 
Caufe.     It  is  obfervcd   by  Clarendon,  that  Mr.    P;Vr- 
fointy  who  was  endued  with  the  mod  folid  Underfland- 
ihg,   rather  delired  than  propofed    the    Meafure  j   and 
that  the   Earl  himfelf  had  protefted,  in  Confidence  to 
Secretary  Nicholas,  that  he  wifhed  only  to   receive  fo 
great  an  Inflance  of  the  Favour  of  his   Sovereign,  that 
he  might  be  the   more  enabled  to  re-deliver,   into  his 
Hands)  the  P'leet  which  the  Parliament  had  found  Means 
to  take  PofTeffion  of,  and  whicli  he  doubted  would  hardly 
be  feizcd  from  them,  at  leaft  fo  foon,   by  any  other 
Expedient  whatfoevcr.     A  Multitude  of  untoward  Cir- 
cumflances  prevented  Charles  from  acceding  to  the  Pro- 
pofition.     He  was  exceedingly  offended    at  the  former 
Carriage  of  Northumberland;  he  could  not  entertain  a 
favourable  Opinion  of  his  Power,    even  amidft  his  own 
Party,  when  he  recolle£l:ed   that  he  had  not  fufficient 
Vol.  IV.

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Intcrcft  to  procure  an  Enlargement  of  the  Time  ftlpu* 
lated  for  the  Treaty  }  and  he  apprehended  that  he 
might  fiiffer,  in  his  Honour,  by  fuch  a  Conccffion  to 
a  Perfon  who  had  fo  unworthily  requited  the  many 
Graces  which  he  had  hitherto  beftowed  on  him.  Ano- 
ther, and  ftill  ftronger  Motive  for  his  rejedting  this 
Propofal^  was  the  Fromife  which  he  had  given  to  the 
Qiicen,  at  her  Departure  for  Holland,  to  receive  no 
l^crlbn,  into  Favour,  or  Truft,  who  had  difobligcd 
him,  without  her  Privity  j  and  although  that  Prinecfs 
landed  in  England,  about  the  Time  when  the  Treaty 
began,  or  rather  on  the  tvventy-fecond  of  February, 
which  preceded  it,  yet  flie  did  not  arrive  at  Oxford^ 
until  the  thirteenth  of  the  following  Month  of  July, 
■  the  Day  on  which  the  Parliament  received  that  memo- 
rable Defeat,  in  the  A£Vion  at  Round^way  Down',  and 
for  Want  of  her  Prcfence,  this  Overture,  that  might 
have  proved  of  the  utni  jft  Importance  to  the  Caufc  of 
Char  lis,  was  unhappily  reje£led  {h)t 

In  September,  of  the  fame  Year,  the  Parliament 
commanded  the  Earl  of  PFarwick  to  attempt  the  Re- 
lief of  Exeter,  a  Service  which  he  performed  with 
great  Zeal,  but  with  indifferent  Succefs.  Sailing  up 
the  River,  which  runs  by  the  Walls  of  the  Town,  in 
hopes  of  conveying  Succours  into  the  Place,  he  found 
fome  Works  thrown  up  near  the  Shore,  virhich  prevent- 
ed him  from  annoying  the  Befiegers  fo  much  as  he 
expefted.  Still  defirous  of  engaging  in  fome  Action 
of  Importance,  he  remained  on  this  Station,  until  the 
Tide  fell,  when  he  was  forced  to  depart,  leaving  be- 
hind

hind  three  of  his  Ships,  one  of  which  was  burnt  5 
but  the  reinaininc^two  were  taken  by  the  RoyaHfts  (/). 
On  the  Coaft  of  Devonjhire,  his  Services  were  more 
important,  '/'here,  he  not  only  leciired  Plymouth^  and 
otlier  Places,  but  had  the  Acldrefs,  during  the  whole 
Time  that  he  commanded,  to  keep  the  i'lectfirm  in 
the  Intercfts  of  the  Parliament  {k). 

Whilft  the  Prefby^erians  retained  the  Afcendant, 
the  Concerns  of  the  Navy  were  on  a  profperous  Kfla- 
blilhment.  To  this  Party,  the  Karl  oi  fP^arwick,  and 
all  his  Officers  proved  intirely  devoted.  Every  Sum- 
mer, a  powerful  Squadron  was  equipped  to  ferve,  as 
Occafion  might  require,  and  thus,  the  Commerce  of 
the  Nation  became  coniidcrably  protefted  (I).  But, 
in  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  lix  hundred,  and  forty- 
eight,  and  whilft  the  Power  of  the  Independents  was  the 
moft  prevailing,  the  Dire£lion  of  Affairs  became  turned 
into  a  different  Channel,  and  it  was  rcfolved  to  remove 
the  Earl  of  Warwick  from  his  Command,  notwith- 
ftanding  the  Services  which  he  had  performed,  and  to 
bcftow  the  Poft  of  Admiral  on  Colonel  Bainjborough  (m).

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This  Officer,  vvlio  had  l:>ecn  bred  a  Seaman,  and  wa» 
the  Son  of  a  Commander  of  Diftinftion,  quitted  the 
Regiment  of  Foot  in  which  he  then  ferved,  witli  the 
Army  of  tlie  Parliament.  When  the  News  of  this 
Promotion  in  the  Navy  had  reached  the  Downs,  the 
Seamen  were  in  great  Confufion.  The  Earl  of  ^f^ar- 
wick,  and  Batten,  his  Vice-Admiral.  inflamed  by  a 
Senfe  of  Infult,  and  the  Profpe£t  of  their  Difmiflion, 
fought  rather  to  increafe  than  foften  the  general  Dif- 
content.  When  Rain/borough,  and  his  Officers  ap- 
peared, they  afliftcd  in  the  Seizure  of  their  Perfons, 
and,  having  driven  them  afhorc,  did  not  openly  oppofc 
the  Conduft  of  the  Seamen,  who  were  refolved  to  depart 
immediately  for  Hollanri,  in  Order  to  take  on  Board 
the  Duke  of  Tork^  whom  they  lliled  their  Admiral, 
bccaufe  the  Intention  of  the  King  to  advance  him  to 
that  Command  was  not  unknown  (n). 

Although  Charles,  at  this  Period,  was  a  Prifoncr; 
and,  notwithftanding  that  his  AjfFairs  appeared  dcf- 
peratc,  yet  if  the  Revolt  of  the  Fleet  had  been  properly 
conducted,  the  Iffuc  might  have  proved  favourable  to 
his  Caufc  ;  yet  fuch  were  the  Proceedings  of  the  Sea- 
men, that  it  is  fcarcely  poffible  to  fuppofe  how  few 
Advantages  were  drawn  from  an  Event  fo  promiling  in 
its  Nature.  It  muft  be  confeffed  that  the  Parliament, 
upon  the  firft  Intimation  of  the  growing  Diflaffeftion 
amongft  the  Sailors  had  direfted  that  half  of  the  ufual 
Provifions  fhould  be  put  on  Board  the  Fleet.

bitants had  repaired  to  the  Ships,  with  a  Determin- 
ation to  aft  in  his  Defence  (<;).  Yet,  as  tlic  Spirit  of 
Refiftance  to  tiie  Autliority  of  Parliament,  ori<.;inatcd 
folcly  from  the  Seamen,  few  Officers  Teemed  dclirous 
of  adhering  to  their  Party,  when  they  dechircd  for 
Charles.  In  Want  of  Chiefs,  and  not  inclined  to  feek 
Advice  from  Men  who  were  not  ufcd  to  naval  Service, 
they  loft  the  Time  in  fruirlcfs  Deliberations  concern- 
ing the  Meafures  to  be  purfued,  and,  thus,  imprudentr 
ly,  gave  the  Parliament  an  Opportunity  of  recovering 
from  the  Fright  into  which  this  uncxpe£led  Event  had 
thrown  them.  The  firft  Refolution  of  the  Commons 
was  that  the  Earl  of  IVarwick  fliould  be  immediately 
reftored  to  his  Title,  and  Command,  and  he,  accord- 
ingly, received  Orders  t 
without  the  leaft  Delay  (p). 

This  revolted  Armament  (if,  properly,  it  may  be 
fo called,)  which,  at  length,  failed  for  Ca'ah,  con- 
iifted  of  feyenteen  powerful  VciTels,  to  oppofe  which 
the  Parliament  hac'  nt  a  fyfFicient  Force  (y}   The  Sea-

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men  left  a  Ship  riding  before  the  Harbour  of  this  Place 
for  the  Furpofe  of  receiving  on  board  the  Prince  of 
JVales^  and  then  departed  for  Holland.  Soon  after- 
wards, the  Prince,  and  Lis  Brother,  the  Duke  of 
York,  repaired  to  the  Ship,  attended  by  feveral  Per- 
fons  of  Quality,  their  Coinpanions  in  Exile.  Inftead 
of  deliberating  concerning  the  Service  in  which  the 
Fleet  might  inoft  prudently  be  employed,  the  Pcrfons 
afpii 


5  to  their  chief  Command  were  liuficd  in  In- 
trigues, and  the  contcnvling  Parties  fo  infatuated  the 
Seamen,  that  the  Spirit  of  Loyalty,  by  which  they 
were  at  firft  induced  to  embrace  this  extraordinary 
Meafure,  became  intircly  extinguilhcd  (r"). 

In  the  Midft  of  thefe  Difputes,  Admiral    Batten  ar- 
rived,  with    the  Conjlant   IVarivick^  one  of   the   beft 
Ships  in  the  Navy  of  the  Parliament,  and    fevcrai  Of- 
ficers of  Note.     On  this  Occaiion,  the  Prince  of  Wales 
conferred  the  Honour  of  Knighthood  on   Batten^  and 
appointed  him  Rear  Admiral,  his  Brother,    the   Duke 
of  York^  having  before  advanced  the  Lord  IVilloughby^ 
of  Parham^  who  was  alfo  a  new  Convert  from  the  Par- 
liament, to  the   Poft  of  Vice- Admiral  (j).       As  the 
Fleet  now  amounted  to   about    twenty   Sail,   it   was 
judged  proper  to  enter  upon  A<Elion,  and   two  Schemes 
were  propofed.     The   firfl  was   to   fail   to  the  IJle  of 
IVight,    and  to   reicue  the  King,  which  might,  moft 
probably,  have  been  efrc<9ed  ;  the  other,   to  enter  the

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li^ment  liy  obftrufling  their  Supplies  of  Seamen  from  the 
outward -|;ouncl  Ships.  This  Mcafure,  whether  dccixicd 
the  mod  prafticable,  or  the  moil  profitable,  was  ini- 
.mediatcly  carried  into  Kxcculion  (t). 

At  its  Commencement,  the  Succefs  of  this  Enter- 
prize  proved  extremely  fy.vourablc,  and  the  Fleet  un- 
der the  Prince,  took  Numbers  of  rich  Prizes,  near  the 
Mouth  pf  the  River,  particularly  a  Ship,  bound  for 
Rotterdam^  laden  with  Cloth,  and  valued  at  forty 
thoufand  Pounds.  Soon  afterwards,  he  entered  into  a 
Treaty  with  the  City,  which,  at  lenglli,  ended  in  a 
Compofition  for  the  Prizes  (u).  Meanwhile  the  Earl 
of  lyarwick  had  fitted  out  ^  formidaWe  Fleet,  at 
Portfmouthy  with  which  he  failed  into  the  Downs,  and 
caft  Anchor  in  Sight  of  the  Prince  of  Wales.  Great, 
but  inefFc6lual  Endeavours  were  ufed  by  both  Parties 
to  feduce  the  Seamen  from  their  refpeftive  Fleets.  At 
one  Period,  the  Prince  had  rcfolved,  and  even  attempted 
to  give  Battle  to  the  Enemy ;  but  when  the  VVii^d 
changed,  and  the  Officers  reported  that  the  Provifions 
fell  fhort,  it  was  judged  expedient  to  proceed  towards 
Holland^  where  the  Fleet  arrived,  in  Safety;  but  lb  di- 
vided in  Opinion  were  the  Commanders,  that  no  new 
Courfe  could  be  refolved  on  (.v).

fcnliblc  that  they  couM  not  ohrnin  Supplies  of  Money, 
fufficleni  for  the  Fnymcnt  of  the  Wages  due  to  the 
Sailors, chaccd  thcin  to  their  Retreat,  and  fcnt  a  Meflagc 
to  the  Stately  rccjuiring  them  to  compel  certain  Shin«, 
which  had  revoked  from  the  Parliament  of  England^  to 
put  to  Sea. 

At  fo  critical  a  Junflurc,  the  States         .  at   a   Lofs 
what  Conduct  to  purfu.e.     Unwilliiij;  to  offend  the  Ad- 
miral in  the  Service  of  the  Parliament,   tiicy  were  yet 
fenlible  that  they  could  not,  without  incurring  the  fe- 
vered Cenfures,    permit  the   Prince  of  IVcles  to  be  in- 
fulted,  not   only   near  their   Coails,   but  even  within 
their  Harbours.     In  the  mean  Time,  it  lx:came  difficult 
to  prevent  thofe  Hoftilitics  which  the  two    Parties,  at 
once  excited  by  Hatred,  and  by  Nccelfity,  were  eager 
to  commit,  and  the  rather,    bjcaufe  each,  elated  with 
the  Hope  of  Vidtory,   concluded  that  feveral  of  the  ad- 
verfe  Ships  would  at  length  defert,  and  engage  under 
the  fame  Sanner.     The  lirft    Meafure  rcfolved  on  by 
the  States^  was  to  dire£l   the  Admiralty  of  kottcrdam 
to  equip,  with  all    ix)f{ible    Expedition,  a   formidable 
naval  Armament,   which,    falling    down     the  River, 
might  prevent  the  two  Fleets  from  coming  to  an  En- 
gagement.

On  this  Occafion,  the  Prince  of  TVaks  appeared  the

■  who  had  been  badly  payed,  defcrted,  and  even  feveral  of 
the  Ships,  and  Officers,    formerly  in  the  Service  of  the 

Parliament,  had  now  returned  tq  it.    His  whole  Force

ferters,  and  ought  immediately  to  be  delivered  np, 
on  a  fudden,  rclinijuiflicd  his  Freteiiiions,  and  perceiv- 
ing that  no  effedual  Service  could  be  accomplifhed, 
flood  out  to  Sea,  and,  fbortly  afterwards,  returned  to 
EnglanJ,  when  the  royal  Fleet  was  put  abfolutely  un- 
der the  Command  of  Prince  Rupert,  who  determined

Herein,  he  teftifies  all  imaginable  Obedience 
to  the  Parliament,  his  Abhorrence  of  fuch  a  Conduit,  as  in- 
conlillent  with  his  Duty,  and  the  Peace  of  the  Kingdom, 
and  a  folemn  Affurance  of  his  perfevering  to  the  latl,  in 
Support  of  their  Caufe.  This  Peclaration,  with  Letters  to 
the  (ame  Purport,  he  forthwith  tranfmitted  to  England.—

y.2.p,  .81.       ''  •       . 
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Kingdom,  brought  no  Advantage  to  the  Former,  and 
proved  of  infinite  Detriment  to  the  Latter,  as  it  divid- 
ed the  maritime  Force,  and  rendered  precarious  the 
Commerce  ot"  tlic  Nation.  Thefe  Tranfadlions  hap- 
pened between  the  latter  End  of  Ju/yy  in  the  Year,  one 
thoufand,  fix  hundred,  and  forty-eight,  and  the 
Clofe  of  the  enfuing  Month  of  December,  about  which 
Time,  Prince  i^w/xfr/  quitted  the  Dutch  Cotid,  in  Or- 
der to  repair  to  Ireland.  On  this  Expedition,  he  for- 
tunately fuccecded,  taking  fevcral  Prizes,  durii.g  the 
PalTage,  and,  at  length,  arriving  at  the  Port  of  Kin- 
fale{z).

Blake  now  followed  Prince  ^«- 
pirt  into  the  River  of  Lijbon^  where,  in  September,  and 
OSisber  of  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  fix  hundred,  and 
fifty,  he  ruined  the  Brazil  Fleet,  and  compelled  the 
Portugueje  to  force  the  Prince  out  of  their  Port,  from 
whence  he  failed  to  Carihagena.  Thither  was  he  pur- 
fued  by  Blake,  but,  being  obliged,  for  Want  of  Pro- 
vifions,  to  put  to  Sea,  efcaped  to  Malaga,  where  he 
made  Prizes  of  feveral  Englijh  Veflels.  On  his  Ar- 
rival,  the  Admiral  drove  one  of  thefe  afhore,  burned 
two  others,  and  obliged  the  Prince  to  fave  hirafelf  by 
Flight  (^}/

Power  of  the  Pailiamcut,     The  Spanilh  Miuilier,  at  bt» 
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Having  once  more  ftood  out  to  Sea,  the  (atter  crulji- 
fcd  againft  the  Spaniards^  Genoefe^  and  Englijh  (/), 
from  whom  he  took  fcveral  rich  Prizes,  and  then  pro- 
cetded  to  the  IVeJt-ladieSy  whither  his  Brother,  Prince 
Maurice^  with  a  fmall  Squadron,  had  failed  before. 
in  thofe  Seas  they  alfb  committed  many  daring  Hofli- 
lities,  until  Prince  Maurice^  in  the  Conjiant  Reftrmatiotiy 
caft  away  (k)^  and  Rupert,  difcovering  that  the  few 
Ships  which  he  had  left  were  fo  leaky,  and  rotten,  that 
it  was  fcarcely  poflible  that  they  could  keep  the  Sea, 
prepared  for  his  Return  to  France,  and,  in  the  Year, 
one  thoufand,  fix  hundred,  and  fifty- tWo,  arrived  at 
the  Port  of  Nantes,  with  a  Man  of  War,  and  three 
other  Ships,  which  he  was  obliged  to  fell,  in  Order 
that  he  might  become  enabled  to  pay  the  Wages  of  the 
Seamen  (/).  Such  was  the  Fate  of  about  twenty-five 
large  Ships,  the  numerous  Crews  of  which  had  deferted 
with  them  from  the  Service  of  the  Parliament.  The 
Reader  will  eafily  judge  how  great  a  Lofs  the  Nation 
(engaged  foon  afterwards  in  a  Dutch  War)  mull  have 
fuftained  on  the  Occafion. 

Admiral  Blake,  on  his  Return  to  England,  received 
the  Thanks  of  the  Houfe,    and  in  Conjundion  with

Audience,  prefentcd  the  Houfe  with  a  complete  Narrative 
of  the  Lois  which  the  Prince  had  fuftained  at  Carthagena.—

Dean,  and  Popham,  was  invefted  with  the  fupreme 
Power  at  Sea,  during  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  lix  hun- 
dred, and  fifty-one  (w).  The  firft  Exploit  fuggefted 
by  the  Parliament  was  the  Reduction  of  the  Iflands  of 
Scilly,  whicli  were  ftill  holdcn  for  the  King,  by  Sir 
yohn  Grenville.  The  Privateers  fitted  out  from  thence 
had  proved  extremely  detrimental  to  the  Commerce  of 
the  Nation,  and  tiierefore  were  the  proper  Objects  of 
the  Vengeance  of  the  Parliament,  but  there  was  an- 
other Incident  which  gave  them  much  Concern,  at  this 
Juncture,  and  this  was  the  Arrival  of  a  Dutch  Squadron 
there,  confifting  of  twelve  Men  of  War,  commanded 
by  Van  Tromp  {n).  Ihe  Pretence  of  fending  him  was 
to  demand  Satisfaftion  of  the  Governour  for  about 
twenty  Prizes  which,  in  a  fhort  Space  of  Time,  had 
been  carried  into  his  Ports,  by  hk  Privateers  ;  but  the 
true  Defign  was  to  treat  with  him  for  the  Iflands  ;  a 
Meafurc  which,  if  luccefsful,  might  have  been  attended 
by  fatal  Confequences.  Biah,  in  the  Pbcenix  Frigate, 
and  in  Conjunftion  with  a  fmall  Fleets  commanded  by 
Sir  George  Jyfcue,  failed  thidier,  in  the  Month  of  May^ 
arid  loon  executed  h:s  CoiiimijfTion,  the  Governour  be- 
ing glad  to  deliver  up  his  Charge  on  honourable  Terms, 
and  the  Admiral  as  willing  to  grant  all  which  he  could 
tcafonably  expeft  {0).

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From  the  Iflands  ofSci/ly,  Blake  proceeded,  witf.  tlit 
Fleet,  to  Jerfey^  and  arriving  tliere  in  the  Month  of  Oc~ 
iobery  attacked,  and  intirely  reduced  it,  previous  to  the 
Conclullon  of  the  Year.  He  alfo  took  Comet-CaftU^ 
the  only  Place  which  held  out  for  Charles,  in  Guernjey. 
Thus,  in  this  Qiiarter,  was  the  Sovereignty  of  the 
Ocean  fecured  by  the  Squadrons  of  the  Parliament  (/>). 

Sir  George  Ayfcue,  having  reinforced  his  Fleet  with 
feveral  Ships,  now  failed  towards  the  JVeJi-Jndies,  in 
Order  to  reduce  fuch  of  the  Plantations  as  had  declared 
for  the  King.  He  was  accompanied  by  Colonel  Jllev, 
a  Native  of  Barba  heSy  wlio  had  been  lent  to  demand 
Relief  from  the  Parliament  for  Perfons  in  that  Colony, 
and  in  the  Leeward  Iflands,  who  had  oppofed  the  Roy- 
al ills.  On  the  lixteenth  of  Otloher^  in  the  Year,  one 
thoufand,  iix  hundred,  and  fifty-one,  the  Fleet  arrived 
in  Carlijle  Bay,  in  Barhadoes,  and  immediately  feizcd 
fourteen  Dutch  Merchant-Ships. 

Francis^  Lord  Willoughby,  of  Parham,  whom  we  have 
already  mentioned,  was  Governour  of  the  Ifland,  for 
the  King,  and  manifefted  fo  firm  a  Refolution  to  de- 
fend it,  that  Jyfcue  did  not,  vntil  the  feveatccnth  of 
December,  attempt  to  difembark  the  Forces.  On  this 
Occafion,  nearly  forty  of  his  Men  were  flain ;  and 
with  them,  fell  Colonel  Ji/en.  When  the  Troops  had 
landed,  the  Governour  thought  proper  to  capitulate, 
and  obtained  fuch  fair  Conceflions  that  Ay[c  At,  on  this 
Account,  became  afterwards  fufpefted  by  the  Parlia- 
ment (^).     Wliilft  he  remained  at  Barbadoes,   he  fent

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ibinc  Ships,  under  the  Command  of  Captain  Dennis,  to 
reduce  Virginia  j  an  Enterprize  which,  after  llight  Dif- 
ficulties, was  attended  with  Succefs.  Sir  George  like- 
wife  fubdued  the  Leeward  JJJands,  andj  having  fully 
executed  his  Commiflion,  returned  to  Europe^  foon  after 
the  Commencement  of  the  Dutch  War  (r). 
,  The  CauTes  of  this  Rupture  have  been  differently  re- 
lated, in  Conformity  to  the  Paffions,  Prejudices,  and 
Opinions  of  different  Htftorians  (j).  It  appears  that 
the  old  Commonwealth  became  quickly  jealous  of  that 
which  had  arifen,  and  felt  Appvehenlions  that  whatfo- 
cver  Advantages  might  accrue  to  other  States,  Holland 
was  not  likely  to  gain  the  le^ft  Benefit  by  the  Change 
of  Qovernment  in  England.  On  the  other  Side,  thti 
Parliament  were  equally  anxious  for  the  Maintenance 
of  their  newly-acquired  Sovereignty,  and  expcfted  the 
ftiofl  txtra!ordinary  Marks  ofKegard  from  all  the  Pow- 
ers with  which  they  correlponded  (f).

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Do£lor  Dorijlaus,  whom  they  fent,  in  a  public  Charac- 
ter to  the  States^  had  irritated  them  to  a  I'cvere  Degree  ; 
nor  were  they  lei's  incenfed  at  the  Reception  given  to 
Saint  John^  and  the  reft  of  their  Ambafladors.     In  this 
Temper,  they  Icarccly  paid  the  leaft  Regard  to  the  Rc- 
monftrances  of  the  i^utch,  concerning  their  Aft  of  Na- 
vigation,  whicli  was,    undoubtedly^   a  well -concerted 
Meafure  both  for  preferving,  and  for  extending  the  Eng^ 
lijh  Commerce.     The   States  were   alfo    exceedingly 
alarmed,   when  they  obferved  that  the  Parliament  in- 
iifted  on  the  Sovereignty  of  the  Sea,  on  the  Right  of 
P  ifhing,  and  of  Liccnftng  to  iilh,  manifefting,  at  the 
fame  Time,   a  Difpoiition  for  i  arrying  to  its  utmoft 
Heighththc  Point  of  laluting  by  the  Flag,  and  purfu- 
ing,  on  every  Occafion,  fo  declared  a  Conduft,   that 
the  States  were  convinced  of  their  Intention  to  aft,  on 
the  Plan  oi  Charles^  with  this  great  Advantage  of  railing 
Money  in  much  larger  Sums,  and  with  lefs  Trouble 
than  was  experienced  by  that  Prince  («).

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Extremity ;  yet  it  was  then  warmly  difputed  (and  it 
hath  not  yet  been  ablblutely  determined)  who  were  the 
AggreiTors.  From  *he  befl  Comparifon  of  Fa£ts 
ftated  in  all  the  authenti.  Accounts  tranfmitted  to  us, 
by  both  Parties,  it  appears  probable  that  the  firft  Of- 
fence proceeded  from  the  Dutch.  In  Support  of  this 
ConjC(5^ure,  Ibveral  Reafons  might  be  adduced;  but  we 
fliall  particularly  infiu  on  their  great,  and  fecret  Prepa- 
rations for  a  War.  It  is  certain  diat  the  States  had  one 
hundred,  and  fifty  Ships  of  Force,  at  Sea  ;  whereas  the 
Englijh  Parliament  equipped  only  the  ufual  Squadron 
(con(ifting  of  twenty-five  Siiips,  under  the  Command 
of  Admiral  Blakf.,)  for  the  Purpofe  of  guarding,  and 
protcding  the  narrow  Seas  (.«•). 

The  tirft  EfFufion  of  Blood  in  this  Quarrel  was  occa- 
Honed  by  Commodore  Tot^tng,  who  had  fired  on  a  Dutch 
Man  of  War,  bccaufe  the  Captain  of  it  witheld  the 
Payment  of  the  cuflomary  Honours  to  the  EngUJh 
Flag.  This  Event  took  place  on  the  fourteenth  of 
May^  in  the  Year,  one  thoufand,  fix  hundred,  and 
fifty- two,  and  proved  extremely  honourable  to  the  Na- 
tion. Toung  had  afted  with  the  utmofl  Caution,  and 
given  the  Dutch  Commander  every  Opportunity  which 
he  could  have  defired  of  avoiding  the  Commiflion  of 
Hoftilities.  He  fent  an  Officer  to  perfuade  him  to 
ftrike,  when  the  Captain  replied  that  the  States  had 
threatened  to  take  of  his  Head,  if  he  fubmitted.  An 
Engagement  now  began,  at  the  Clofe  of  wiiich  the 
Dutch  Ship,  fevcrcly  damaged,  was  obliged  to  llrikc. 
Two  Dutch  Men  of  War,  and  twelve  Merchantmen 
were  at  Hand,  yet  did  not  interfere.  When  thefe 
had  taken  in  their  Fiags,  Commodore  Toung  departed,

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without  attempting  to  feizc  a  finglc  VeflTel.  Tills 
I'ranlaftion  would  have  proved  more  the  Objeft  of 
public  Notice,  if  an  Engagement  of  greater  Confc- 
quencc  had  not  happened  foon  afterwards  (y). 

The  Admiral  Fan  Tromp  was  at  Sea  with   a  Fleet 
amounting  to  more  than  forty  Sail,  afl'embled  (accord- 
ing to  Report,)  for  the  Proteftion  of  the  Dutch  Com- 
merce.    When  this  Officer  arrived,  on  the  eighteenth 
of  Alay^  within  the  Downs,  he  obfervcd  a  fmall  Squa- 
dron, under  the  Command  of  Major  Bourne,  to  whom 
4ie  fcnt  Word  that  he  was  forced  thither,  by  Strefs  of 
'Weather,  and  received  for  Anfwcr  that  the  Truth  of 
this  AiTertion  would  bcft  appear  by  the  Shortnefs  of  his 
Stay.     On  the  nineteenth,  Fan  Ttomp,  with  his  Fleet, 
bore  down  upon  Blake,  in  Dover-Road^  and  when  he 
approached,  the  Englijh  Admiral,  who  had  received  In- 
telligence of  his  Arrival,  from  Bourne^  fired  thrice  at 
his  Flag.    Fan  Tromp  immediately  returned  a  Broad- 
iidc,   when  Hoftilities  commenced,  and  Blake  almoft 
lingly  maintained  an  Engagement  during  four  Hours. 
At  length,  his  Fleet,  taking  the  Advantage  of  a  favour- 
able Change  of  Weather,  came  up,  and  fupported  die 
Conteft  with  great  Vigour,  and  Refolution.     When  it 
had  lafled  from  four,   in  the  Afternoon,  until  nine,  at 
Night,  Bourne  arrived  with  his  eight  Ships,  and  the 
Putch  immediately  bore  away. 

In  this  Battle,  the  Viftory  was  clearly  on  the  Side  of 
the  Englijh^  as  the  Dutch  Writers  themfelves  confefs,

and  one  di fabled  ;  whereas  the  Englijh  loft  none  j  yet 
the  Inequality  of  Force  was  great,  the  Dutch  F'lect 
conlifting,  at  iirft,  of  forty-two  Ships,  and  the  Arma- 
jnent  under  Blake  only  of  fifteen,  and,  even  at  the 
Clofe  of  the  Aftion,  this  laft  Officer  was  not  aflifted  by 
more  than  twenty-three  Sail,  j^ach  of  the  Admiral* 
wrote  to  their  refpedtive  M afters  an  Account  of  this 
Tranfaftion  ;  and  it  muft  be  confcfled  that  no  Faft 
mentioned  in  the  Letter  drawn  up  by  Blake  can  be  dif- 
proved,  whilft  F<»»  Tromp  either  falls  into  Miftakes,  or 
deviates  purpofely  from  the  Tmth,  and  particularly 
where  he  obfcrves  that  the  Squa'Jron  commanded  by 
Bourne  amounted  to  twelve  large  Ships.  Let  it  alfo  be 
remarked  that,  although  he  conliders  Blake  as  the  Ag- 
grcflbr,  he  confefles  that  the  Dutch  Flag  was  flying, 
during  the  whole  of  the  Engagement  (z).  The  States 
themfclves  were  fo  fenlible  of  their  Error,  and  at  the  ^ 
fame  Time  fo  moitified  that  their  Fleet,  notwithftand- 
ing  its  Superiority,  had  been  fuccefsfuUy  refifted,  that 
they  apologized  for  the  Tranfaftion,  and  fent  over  an- 
other Ambaflador,  the  Heer  Adrian  Paauw,  to  proceed 
on  the  Treaty.  But,  as  the  pemands  of  the  Parlia- 
ment were  carried,  in*  the  Opinion  of  the  Dutch,  to  the 
moft  extravagant  Lengths,  all  Thoughts  of  Peace  were 
relinquilhed  by  both  Parties ;  and,  on  the  eighth  of 
July,  the  War  was  proclaimed  in  llo!iayid{a).

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mages,  Affronts,  and  Hoftilitles  received  from  the 
States-general,  and  their  Suhjefts,  took  Icvcral  Dutch 
Ships.  On  the  eleventh  of  Juue,  BL*ke  brought  in  ele- 
ven Merchantmen,  with  their  Convoy,  all  of  which 
were  on  their  Faiuigc,  from  Nantes.  On  the  Day  fol- 
lowing, the  Captains,  Taylor,  and  Peacock,  in  two  Ertg- 
lijh  Frigates,  engaged  two  Duuh  Ships  of  War,  near 
the  Coaft  of  Flanders,  for  rcfuling  to  Ibike.  Of  thcfc, 
one  was  taken,  and  the  other  ilranded  (/-).  On  the 
thirteenth  of  the  fame  Month,  Blake  took  twenty-fix 
VelTcls,  in  the  Service  of  the  Dutch  Merchants,  with 
their  Convoys,  liomeward  bound,  irom  France.  On 
the  fourth  o(  July,  Vice- Admiral  Ayfcue  (who,  in  his 
late  Return  from  the  Jv.edud\ion  of  *  Bat  baches,  had 
taken  ten  Merchant-Ships,  and  four  Men  of  War,)  at- 
tacked the  S  Jnt  ULes  f  Iv  et,  amounting  'to  about  forty 
Sail,  of  which  nearly  thirty  were  cither  taken,  or  burnt, 
or  Ilranded,  and  plundered,  on  the  Freruh  Coaft. 

Whilft  the  Siates,  with  the  utmoft  Diligence,  were 
preparing  a  I  leet  of  feventy  M^^n  of  War,  under  the 
Command  of  their  Admiral  Fan  Tromp,  Blake,  attended 
by  fixty  Ships,  proceeded,  purfuant  to  his  Orders,  to- 
w  rds  the  North,  for  tlie  Purpo.b  of  diftrtfTing  the  Dut<.h 
Fiflieries.  Sir  George  Ayfcue  (who  fubiequent  to  the 
Deftrudlion  of  the  Sa'im  Ubes  Fleet,  had  taken  five 
Dutch  V^eiicls,  in  the  Service  of  the  Merchants,)  was 
left  v-iih  the  Remainder  of  the  Englijh  Armament,  con- 
fiEing  only  of -feven  Men  of  War,  and  ftationed  in  the 
Downs.  Whilft  Bloke  triumphed  in  the  North,  Van 
Trcmp,  with  his  whole  ruival  irorcc,  entered  the  Mouth 
of  the  Thames,  in  Hopes  either  of  I'urprizing  Jyjcue,  or

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of  infultinp;  the  Coiift.  Prevented  from  the  Executiou 
of  this  Delign,  he  dirc£Vecl  his  CouiTc  Notthwardsy  in 
Older  to  intercept  Blake ;  but  his  Ships  were  difjicrfcd 
by  a  Storm,  and  five  of  his  Frigates  were  fcizcd  by 
Blake y  on  his  Return  towards  the  iiouth  U). 

The  People  in  kiolland  were  extremely  diflatisfled 
with  the  Condu£l  of  llie  Admiral  Van  Tromp,   wliich  is 
the  Cafe,  in  alj  free  Countries,  where  a  Commander  in 
Chief  proves  unfuccefsful.     On  this  Occalion,  hearted 
wifely,  and  agreeably  to  the  Di<^ates  of  a  nice  Senfe  of 
Honour,  firfl,    by  juftifying  himfclf  to  the  Siotps,  and 
next,   by  laying  down  his  Comraillion,   to  gratify  thc\ 
People.     The  chief  Objeftion  againft  him  was  his  con- 
fined Knowledge  of  the  naval  Arts;  and  this  engaged 
the  States  to  caft  their  Kyes  upon  De  Ruyter,  the  ablcft 
Officer  of  his  Profcllion.  .   He  accepted   of  the  Com- 
mand, but  accepted  it  unwillingly,  becaufc  he  perceived 
that,  as  Affairs  were  then  fituated,  the  Superiority  reftcd; 
with  the  Engitjh  (d).     In  the  mean  Time,   the  Parlia- 
ment took  Care  to  flrengthen  the  Fleet  under  the  Qom^ 
mand  of  Sir  GVijr^'^tf  Ayjcue^  fo  that  it  increafed  to  thirty- 
eight  Sail,  of  which  only  two  were  large  Men  of  War, 
and  the  reft  Frigates,  or  Fire-Ships.     With  thefe,   he 
put  to  Sea,  in  Search  of  the  Dutch,,  took  feveral  rich' 
Prizes,  and,   at  length,  whilft  he  wa;  cruizing  off  P/y- 
mouth  met  W\xk  De  Ruyter^  who,  attended  by  a  Fleet' 
equal  to  his  own,   was  convoying  home  nearly  fixty 
Veflels,   in  the  Service  of  the  Merchants,     The  Dutch

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Commander  took  twenty  of  thefe  laft,  into  his  line  of 
Battle,  and  was  then  in  Rcadinefs  foi"  A^ion.  At  four, 
in  the  Afternoon,  of  the  fixtecnlh  of  J^uguft^  in  tlic 
Vcar,  one  thoufand,  fix  hundred,  and  fifty-two,  the 
Fight  began,  when  Ayfcue^  with  ten  Ships,  ch;irgcd 
through  tht  Dutch  Fleet,  and,  having  tluis  obtaintd 
the  Wcatlier-Gage,  renewed  the  Attack,  until  Wj^jlir. 
On  this  OccafioUj  the  Remainder  of  the  Btis^ii/h  Arma- 
ment was  generally  inactive  ;  but  nioft  of  the  Ofiict'rs 
who  engaged  were  wounded,  and  particularly,  tho 
Vice-Admiral,  Peck,  who  loll  his  Leg,  and  expired 
foon  afterwaj'ds.  The  Dutch  TufTered  extremely,  and 
fcveral  of  their  belt  Vefl'els  were  fcMrccly  able  to  keep 
the  Sea.  Sir  George  Ayfcue,  who  had  lofl  only  on#' 
Fire- Ship,  chaced  his  Adverfarits,  duri^g  a  great  Part 
of  the  cnfuing  Day,  and,  afterwards,  returned  to  Ply^ 
mouth- Sound,  for  the  Purpoic  of  refrcOiing  his  Men, 
and  repairing  his  Ships  (>). 

The  Dutch  drew  up  a  particular  Account  of  this 
Tranfad^ion,  in  which  the  EtigUJby  undoubtedly,  reaped 
fome  Advantages,  and  nrtight  have  availed  themfelves  of 
greater,  if  all  their  Captains  had  fulfilled  their  Duty. 
Of  this,  the  Parliament  were  convinced  ;  but,  by  a  re- 
fined Stroke  of  Policy,  cholc  rather  to  aicribe  the  Fault 
to  a  fingle-  Man,  than  indanger'  the  Obedience  of  the 
Fleet,  by  punilhing  a  Number,  On  this  Principkj 
they  difmiffed  that  gallant  Seaman,  Sir  George  Ayj'cut^

Thele  were  paid  with  the  mod  rigid  Punctuali- 
ty ;  notwithftanding  that  the  Difguft  conceived  againft 
Jyfcui  for  having  granted  to  the  Lord  IVilloughby  fuch 
favourable  Terms,  was  one  chief  Caufe  of  his  Re- 
moval (/;.     •  "  .     '        •     • 

'    The  War  was  no  longer  confined  to  the  Coafls  of 
Britain^   but  fprcad  itfelf  almoft  into  every  Sea ;  and 
each  Wind  brought  the  News  of  frcfh  Deftruftion, 
iind  Slaughter.     Towards  the  Conclufion  of  the  fame 
Month,    the  Dutch  Admiral,    Van  Galen,  with  eleven 
Ships  of  War,   intercepted,  and  attacked  the  Englijh 
Commodore,   Richard  B<»dUy^  attended  by  three  Men 
of  War,  a  Fire- Ship,  and  three  Merchantmen,  home- 
ward-bound, from  iS'ci7W^/-tftfff,   znd  Smyrna.     The  firft 
Engagement  began  in  the  Afternoon,  off  the  Ifland  of 
Elhay  on  the  Coaft  of  Tufcany^  and  Lifted  until  Night, 
when  no  coufiderable  Advantage  had  been  gained  by 
either  Party.     The  Dutch  Fdliftorians  aH'crt  that  three  of 
their  Men  of  War,  being  fcparatcd  in  the  Night,  and 
afterwards  becalmed,  could  not  come  up  fo  a.<  to  liav^ 
a  Share  in  the  fccond  Engagement.     On  the  other  Side, 
the  Englijh  departed  froin  their  Merchantmrn,   which 
being  heavy,  and  richly  laden,  were  ordered  to  piotecd, 
with  all  poffiblc  Fxpedition,  to  the  ncareft  Harbour. 
'  The  next  Morning,  the  four  remaining  Engl'Jh  Ships 
were  vigoroufly  attacked  by  the  eight  HaUarJers^  and 
returned  the  Affault  with  great  Fury.     J^an  Galin,  at 
firft,  clofely  engaged  BodUy^  but,  being  difaUcd  in  his'^ 
Rigging,  and  having  received  three  Shots  under  Wa- 
ter, and  been  thrice  on  Fire,   ht  wiis  forced  (as  the 
pulch  Hiftorians  ackjaowledge,)  to  fliecr  off.    Anothei-

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cf  the  largefl:  Dutch  Ships  renewing  the  Attack,  was  (6 
violently  afTailed,  that  flic  loft  her  Main-Maft.  Im- 
mediately the  Englijh  Frigate,  the  Pbcenixy  boariled  the 
difabled  Hollander,  but,  beiiig  too  weak,  was  taken,  af- 
ter a  fliarp  Fight,  during  a  full  Hour,  wherein  moft  of 
her  Men  were  either  killed,  or  wounded.  Mean  while, 
Bodley^  being  again  Iioarded  by  two  of  the  Dutch  Ships 
at  once,  defended  himfelf  fo  refolutely,  that  they  were 
beaten  o{F  with  a  dreadful  Slaughter  of  their  Men,  and; 
the  Lofs  of  both  their  Captains  (g).  When  the  Enemy 
retreated,  Bodley,  with  the  three  remaining  Ships,  (on 
Board  of  whicli  an  hundred  Men  had  been  either  killed, 
or  wounded,)  followed  the  Merchantmen  to  Porto  Lon- 
gone,  wh  ."re  the  Dutch  foon  afterwards  arrived,  and  bu- 
ried three  of  their  Captains,  who  had  been  flain  during 
the  Engagement.  In  this  neutral  Harbour,  the  adverfc 
Fleets  rode  peaceably  together,  for  a  conliderable  Space 
of  Time  {h). 

Admiral  Blake^  who  was  now  in  the  Channel,  fe- 
verely  annoyed  the  Enemy  j  and,  as  feme  Hollilities 
had  been  committed  on  the  Coaft  of  Newfoundland,  by 
the  French,  attacked  a  formidable  Squadron  of  their 
Ships,  which  were  proceeding  to  the  Relief  of  Dunkirk, 
and  either  took,  or  deftroyed  them  all ;  in  Confcquencc 
of  which  Victory  that  important  Place  fell  into  the 
Hands  of  the  Spaniards  (/).  The  Dutch  perceiving  that

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their  Commerce  was  thus  ahnoft  irrecoverably  de- 
ftroycd,  and  alarmed  at  the  Approach  of  greater  hvils, 
equipped  another  Meet,  the  Command  of  wliicli  was 
given  to  De  IVtt^  who  received  Orders  to  join  De  Ruy- 
ier^  the  Officer  apjwinted  to  convoy,  homewards,  a 
large  Number  of  Veliels  in  the  Service  of  the  Mer- 
chants. When  the  two  Fleets  had  united,  and  attended 
the  trading  Sliips  to  their  rcfpcdlive  Ports,  the  Admirals 
expreiicd  a  Determination  to  attack  the  Englifi)  Navy, 
and  Blake  afforded  tlicm  a  proper  Opportunity  of  car- 
rying it  into  Execution.

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£»gA}&  were  rendered  fcrifible  of  their  Temerity,  in  en- 
gaging under  fuch  infuperable  Difad vantages.    The 
Sovereign^  a  new  Ship,  and  feverai  others  ftruck  in- 
ilantly  on  the  Sands,  but  being  extricated,  flood  far- 
ther out  to  Sea,  when  De  If^it,  difdaining  the  Security 
of  his  Station,  bore  down  in  Rcadinefs  for  a  fairer 
Conteft,  which  w^s  begun  by  Bourrtey  and  iecbnded  as 
gallantly  by  the  Remainder  of  the  Fleet.     A  Dutch 
Man  of  War  attempting  to  board  the  Sovereign  was 
funk,  at  the  firft  Broadlide ;   and,  foon  afterwards,  two 
other  Ships  Ihared  the  fame  Fate,    whilft  a  third  (the 
Rear- Admiral,)  was  taken  by  Captain  Mildmay.  When  - 
De  Wit  perceived  that  a  fourth  VeflTcl  had  been  blown 
up,  he  prepared  to  fheer  off,   and  was  purfued  by  the 
EnglifhYXztX,  until  the  Clofe  of  Evening.     A\  Day-  • 
Break,  they  continued  the  Chace,  and  until  they  had 
failed  within  twelve  Leagues  of  the  Z)a/d>  Shore,  when, 
perceiv'ng  that  the  adverfe  Fleet  had  entered'  Gorei^  ' 
Blakcy  and  his  brave  Aflbciates,  returned  in  Triumph'  ' 
to  the  Downs  J   and  from  thence  into  the  Harbour;  ' 
having  loft  nearly  three  hundred  Men  (k).     Such  alfo 
appeared  the  Number  of  the  wounded,  and  for  the  Re- 
ception of  thefe,  the  Parliament  (who  had  already  fcnt 
Letters  of  Thanks  to  the  Admiral,  and  his  Officers,) 
took  care  to  provide  Hofpitals,  near  Deal,  and  Do' 
ver(l). 

On  this  Occafion,  the  Dutch  Hiftorians  obferve  that 
none  of  the  Ships  belonging  to  the  Staiei  were  loft.

brought  ifafely  into  the  Harbour.  De  Wit  fairl/  cpnr 
fefled  the  Lofs,  and  charged  it,  firft,  on  the  criming 
Behaviour  of  qo  lefs  than  twenty  of  his  Captains,-  who 
withdrew  out  of  the  Line  of  Battle  \  and,  next,  on  th$ 
falfe  Intelligence  received  by  the  States ;  the  Engiijb 
Fleet  being  more  numerous,  and  compofed  of  §hips  tA 
greater  Bulk  than  he  expected.  Thefe  Excufes  wer« 
certainly  juft,  and  yet  the  popular  Clamouw  were  ex- 
erted fo  feyerely  againft  the  Adtniials,  that  Dt  Ruynr 
became  deiirous  of  refigning  his  Commiffion,  and  /?,# 
Wit,  a  Prey  to  Grief,  fell  into  a  dangerous,  and  lin* 
gmng  UJnefs.  In  the  Space  of  fix  Weeks,  the  States^ 
with  equal  Prudence,  and  Refolution,  repaired,  and 
augmented  their  Fleet  to  eighty  Sail,  the  Command  of 
which  was  given  to  Van  Tromp,  who  (if  we  can  rely  on 
the  Aflertions  of  fome  Hiftorians,)  was  reinftated  by 
the  Intereft  of  the  King  oi  Denmark,  from  which  Po- 
tentate the  Hdlanders  received,  on  this  Condition,  a 
Promiie  of  being  fupplied  with  a  formidable  SquadiXDa 
of  his  own  Ships  (w). 

This  Prince  had  very  unadvifedly  engaged  himfel£ 
in  a  Quarrel  with  the  Parliament,  by  detaining  (at  the 
Requeft  of  the  Dutch,)  a  Fleet  of  twenty  Englijh  Ship* 
in  i  e  Harbour  of  Copgnhagen.  At  ftril  he  pretended 
that  he  had  embraced  this  Meafure  from  a  Regard  foe 
their  own  Safety,  and,  tlicrefore.  Commodore  Ball  was 
fent)  with  a  Squadron  of  eighteen  Sail,  to  convoy  tliera 
Hom«7,  i^hcn  the  Kixig  of  Denmark  decla^red  his  Refplji- 
tion  to  keep  them,  and  the  Fear  which  he  was  ynder, 
for  the  Confequcnces  of  this  itrange,  and  inco^fidcrafec

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Step,  induced  him  to  ofFer  his  Affiftance  to  the  Dutch. 
This  CircuTiftance  proved  favourable  to  the  latter,  a^ 
the  En^Ujh  had  filled  their  Ports  with  Prizes  taken  from 
the  State!,  who,   thus  leverely  fufFering,  were  eager  to 
avail  themfelves  of  the  AiTiftahce  of  a  foreign  Power, 
and,   in  Hafte,  direfted  Tromp  to  fail  with  the  Men  of 
War,  for  the  Purpofe  of  convoying  a  Fiect  of  about 
three  hundred  Merchantmen  through  the  Channel  («). 
■    It  being  now  the  Beginning  of  November,    Blake, 
who  imagined  that  the  Seafon  of  Aftion  was  pafled, 
had  detached  twentv  of  his  Ships  for  the  Security  of 
the  Newcajlle  Colliers.     Twelve  more  were  feat   to 
Plymouth,   and  fifteen  retired  into  the  River,    in  Order 
to  repair  the  Damage  which  they  had  fuftained,  during 
a  Storm,     f^an  Tromp^  having  received  Intelligence  of 
thefe  Proceedings,  and  that  Blake  was  attended  only 
by    thirty-feven   Ships,    moft  of  which  were  thinly 
manned,  refolved  to  attack  him  in  the  Downs,  not  far 
from  the  Place  where  he  had  engaged  before  {o).     On 
the  twenty- ninth  of  November,  he  prefented  himfelf  be- 
fore the  Englijh  Fleet,  and  Blake,  after  having  affembled 
a  Council  of  War,  refolved  to  commence  Hoftilities, 
notwithftanding  the  fuperior  Numbers  of  the  Enemy ;

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ther-Gage.     At  elev*!n,  the  Fight  began  with  great 
Furyj  but,  unfortunately,  only  half  of  the  fmall  Fleet 
belonging  to  the  En^lijh  could  proceed  to  Adlion.   The 
Triumphy  on  Board  of  which  the  Admiral  commanded, 
the  Vi£iory,  and  thcf^iwguard,  fuftained  almoft  the  whole 
Fire  of  the  Enemy,  being  attacked  by  twenty  Men  of 
War  at  once ;  yet  they  fought  until  the  Clofe  of  Even- 
ing.   Towards  the  Conclulion  of  the  Battle,  the  Bona- 
venture,    commanded   by  Captain    Hookjion',    and   the 
Garland,   commanded  by  Captain  Batten,  clapped  Van 
Tromp  aboard,   killed  his  Secretary,  and  Purfer,  by  his 
Side,  and  had  certainly  taken  his  Ship,   if  they  had  ncJt 
been  boarded  by  two  Dutch  Flags,  in  Confequence  of 
which,  after  the  Death-  of  the  Captains,  both  the  Eng~ 
lijh  Veflels  were  obliged  to  ftrike.     Blake,  who  beheld 
this  Circumftance  with  Indignation,  pufhed  fo  far  to 
their  Relief  that  he  would  probably  have  fhared  the 
feme  Fate,  if  the  Vanguard,  and  Sapphire  had  not  effec- 
tually aflifted,  and,  at  length,  brought  the  Triumph  clear 
oflF  (p).     The  Hercules  was  run  afhore  during  the  Re- 
treat ;  and,  unlefs  the  Night  had  fheltered  them,  moft 
of  the  Ships  that  came  to  Action  muft  have  been  loft  ; 
but  taking  the  Advantage  of  the  Darknefs,  they  failed 
firft  to  Dover,  and  from  thence  into  the  River. 

Admiral  Van  Tromp,  having  remained  during  the 
Space  of  at  leaft  a  Day  within  the  Downs,  proceeded  to- 
wards Calais,  took  Part  of  the  Barbadoes  Fleet,  toge- 
ther with  feveral  Prizes,  and  then  failed  to  tl^e  Ifle  of 
Rhee,  bearing  a  Broom  at  the  Top- M aft- Head,  to  inti- 
mate that  he  would  fweep  the  Enghjh  Veflels  from  the 
Surface  of  the  narrow  Seas  (^).     There  appears  not,

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however,  fuch  Reafon  for  bofifling  as  the  Duub  Wri- 
ters would  fuggcft.  Their  Fleet  indeed  enjoyed  fcvcral 
Advantages,  yet  the/  bought  their  Succefs  extremely 
dear,  one  of  their  belt  Veffels  being  blowed  up,  and 
two  of  their  Admiral-Ships  almoft  intirely  difabled  (r). 

The  Parliament  evinced  their  Steadinefs  by  careffing 
Blake^  after  his  Defeat,  and  appointing  him,  in  Con- 
junction with  Dianey  and  Atonk,  their  Generals  at  Sea, 
for  the  enfuing  Year,  in  Order  that  the  Navy  might 
the  more  fpcedily  be  manned,  they  'flued  a  Proclama- 
^on,  offering  conliderable  Rewards  to  fuch  as  entered 
tliemfeives  within  the  Space  of  forty  Days  j  and  they 
alfo  increafcd  the  Wages  of  the  Sailors,  froin  nineteen, 
to  twenty- four  Shillings,  a  Month.  This  Meafure 
was  attended  by  the  moft  falutary  EfFefls,  and  previous 
to  the  Expiration  of  fix  Weeks,  a  large  Armament  was 
in  Readinefs  to  put  to  Sea^  forty  $hips  having  been  fta- 
tioned,  with  Blake^  in  the  River,  and  twenty  more  at 
Pert/mouth*  On  the  eleventh  of  February^  both  Fleets 
joined  near  Beacby- Heady  and  thence.  Admiral  Blakt 
failed  overagainft  Portland,  where  he  lay  acrofs  the 
Channel,  in  Order  to  receive  Van  ''irompy  at  his  Return. 
This  Tranfaftion  aftonifhed  the  Dutch  Admiral,  who 
did  not  conclude  it  poflible  that  the  Parliament  could, 
after  the  late  Defeat,  have  equipped  a  naval  Force,  fuffi- 
ciently  numerous,  and  powerful,  to  oppofehis  Arma- 
ment, with  which,  attended  by  two  hundred,  and  fifty 
Merchant-Men,  uoder  Convoy,  he  failed  up  the  Chan- 
nel, and  found  Blake  fo  ftationed  as  to  deprive  him  of 
the  Power  of  avoiding  an  Engagement.  The  Engli/h^

The  (jenerals  Blukey  and  Deane,  were  both  on  Board 
bf  the  Triumph,   and,  with  twelve  flout  Ships,  led  their 
Fleets  and  fell  in  iirll  with  the  Dutcb^  on  the  eighteenth 
of  February^  in  the  Year^    one  thoufand,  fix  hundred, 
and  fifty-three,  at  about  eight  in  the  Morning.     They 
were   moft  violently  aflaulted  before  the    reft  of  the 
Ships  came  up,  although  gallantly  ieconded  by  Laivfon^ 
in  the  Fairfax^    and  Milamay^  in  the  Fanguard.     On 
Board  of  the  Triumph.,  Z?,W^  was  wounded  in  the  Thigh, 
by  a  Piece  of  Iron  which  had  been  dil'chargcd  from  a 
Cannon,   and  which,   afterwards,    tore  the  Coat,  and 
Breeches  of  General  Deane.     Captain  Bail,  who  com- 
manded the  Ship,  was  fliot  dead,  and  fell  at  the  Feet  o£ 
Blah.     His  .Secretary,    Mr.  Sparrow,   was,  likewile, 
killed,  wKilil  he  w.is  receiving  Orders.     Fxclufive  of 
thefe,   an  hundred  Seahien  were  flain,  and  moft  of  the 
I'eft  feverely  wounded.     The  Triumph  was  fo  extremely 
iliattered  as  to  have  been  rendered  unable  to  bear  any  ' 
confiderable  Part  in  the  Aftion  of  the  two  fuccceding 
Days  (/J. 

On  Board  of  the  Fairfax,  which  was  much  damaged, 

an  hundred  Men  were  killed.     The  Vanguard  alfo  loll* 

her  Captain,   and  Numbers  of  the  Crevt.     The  Prof- 

perous,  mounting  forty  Guns,  was  bdarded,  and  taken 

Vol.  IV.

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by  Dg  Ruyler;  but,  as  his  own  VciTcl  wasy  in  that  Mc- 
nicnt,  boarded  by  an  Euglijh  Man  of  War,  Captain* 
Vejey,  in  the  Merlin  Frigate,  entered  the  ProfperouSy 
and  retook  her.  The  JJJlJiame,  Vice- Admiral  of  the 
blue  Squadron,  was  difabfed  at  the  Commencement  of 
the  Action,  and  brouglit  off  to  Portfmouthy  whither  the 
Jdvice  quickly  followed  her,  being  w'^  longer  able  to-- 
keep  the  Sea.  f^an  Tromp  who,  during  a  confiderable 
Space  of  Time,  engaged  Blake^  loft  moft  of  Iiis  Offi- 
cers, and  his  Ship  was  fo  fhattercd  as  to  become  unfit 
for  Service.  De  Ruyter  loft  his  Main,  and  Fore-Top- 
Maft,  and  very  narrowly  elcaped  being  taken.  One 
Dutch  Man  of  War  was  blown  up  j  fix  more  were  ei- 
ther funk,  ©r  fell  into  the  Hands  of  the  Englijh ;  and 
the  Rigging  of  thefe  was  fo  clotted  with  Blood,  and 
Brains,  that  it  was  inapoifibfe  to  behold  them,  without 
Horror  \m^         '^  - 

'  The  Night  of  Friday  was  fpent  in  repairing  the  Dje- 
magcs,  and  making  the  ncecffary  Difbofitions  for  a  fc- 
cond  Engagement.     On  Saturday  Morning,  the  Enemy 
was  again  obferved,  feven  Leagues  off  Weymouth,  whi- 
ther the  Englijh  played,  and  came  up  with  them  in  the 
Afternoon,  about  three  Leagues  to  the  North-lVeJi  of 
t!ie  IJle  of  fVight.     Van  Tromp  had  drawn  his  Fteet  to- 
gether, and  ranged  it  in  the  Form  of  a  Half- Moon,  in- 
clofing  the  Merchant- Ships  within  a  Semi-Circle,  and,, 
in  that  Portion,  he  maintained  a  retreating  Fight.  The 
Englijh  made  fevcral   defperate   Attacks^    ftriving  ta 
break  through,  and  feize  the  Merchantmcm  At  length,, 
thefe  laft,  perceiving  that  De  Ruyter'i  Ship,,  fevercly  da- 
maged, had  been  towed  out  of  the  Fleet,-  and  that  they 
coul4  no  longer  be  protected,  made  ready  for  their  De-

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f>arturc,  and,  in  Order  that  they  might  fail  with  greatci^ 
Expedition,  caft  a  confidcrable  Part  of  their  Cargo  into 
the  Sea.  From  the  Letter  written  by  Blake,  we  learn 
that  the  Engagement  lafted  during  the  wliole  Night, 
ahd  that  eight  Men  of  War,  and  fourteen  Merchant- 
bhips  vvere  taken  f-om  the  Enemy  {x). 

On  Sunday  Mornii*g,  tiie  Dutch  were  near  Boulogne^ 
and  the  Hattte  was  renewed,  although  no  material  Ad- 
vantages vvere  gained  by  eitlier  Party.     Fan  Tramp  had 
fheered  off,  in  the  Dark,  with  his  Merchantmen,  to 
Calais  Sands,  whefe  he  anchored,  that  Day,  with  forty 
Sail.     Availing  himfelf  of  favourable  Winds,    and  of" 
the  Tides,  he  proceeded  homewards,  the  Englijh  Fleet 
^urfuing,  but  llovvfy  j    for  Blake,   alth6*ugh  he  did  not 
fear  his  Adverfaries,  yet  judged  it  prudent  to  avoid  their 
fhallow  Coafts^.     The  Captains  Law/on,   Marten,    and 
Graver,  notwithitanding  took;  each,  a  Dutch  Ship  of 
War,  and  Penn  fei/xd  I'everal  of  their  Merchantmen. 
On  the  whole,'  Van  Tromp,  and  his  Aflbciates  triumphed 
At  the  Clofe  of  the  firft  Engagements  were  deprived^ 
during  the  fecond  Day,  of  thofe  Advantages  which  they 
had  gained,  and,  in  the  third  A£tion,  were  expofed  to  an 
abfblute  Defeat.     Although  their  own  Accounts  make 
Mention  but  of  nine,  yet  it  is  certain  that  they  loft  ele* 
Ven  Men  of  War,   and  thirty  Merchantmen,  and  that 
fifteen  hundred  Men  were  killed,  and  an  equal  Number 
wounded.     The  Englijh  preferved  their  whole  Fleet,^ 
Except  the  Samp/on,  which,  being  cfifabled,  was  defertecf 
fey  Captain  Button,  and  the  Crew,  and,-  foon  afterwards, 
funk.

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It  is  remarkable  that,  in  this  Fight,  Blake^  who  had 
been  long  a  land  Officer,  made  Ufc  of  a  large  Body  of 
Soldiers,  whole  Bravery,  and  good  Conclude,  anfwercd 
his  nioft  fanguine  txpcftations  j  yet  it  is  ohl'crvcd  that 
this  Precedent  will  only  fcivc  for  Wars  fimilar  to  that 
in  which  he  was  engaged,  when  the  Troops,  not  fuf- 
ftrcd  to  languilh  in  Jna£livity,  were  called  to  Battle 
almoft  from  the  Moment  that  they  arrived  on  Board. 
The  Nation  contributed  with  equal  Chearfulnefs,  and 
Liberality,  to  the  Relief  of  the  wounded  Seamen  ;  and 
the  Dutfhy  on  their  Side,  rewarded  ran  Trorrp,  yet  not 
beyond  his  Merit,  for  the  Gallantry  which  he  had  dif- 
played  (2). 

Meanwhile,  the  naval  Force  in  the  Service  of  the 
Parliament,  proved  lefs  fortunate  in  the  Streights,  where 
an  Englijh,  and  a  Dutch  Squadron  lay  together  in  the 
Road  of  Leghorn.  An  Aftion  happened  there  which 
defervcs  to  be  related,  as  it  will  difcovcr  as  much  true 
Bravery,  and  maritime  Skill  in  the  Englijh  Officers  as 
ever  rendered  a  Viftory  confpicuous.  It  is  the  Pro- 
vince of  an  Hiflorian  to  celebrate  Merit  rather  than 
Succefs  (<?).

The 
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Commpilorc  yippleton,  being  at  Andior  near  tlie 
Dutchy  availed  hiinfclF  oF  ihc  Atlvantajiijcs  of  his  6itiia- 
tion,  atui  lent  three  lioats,  maiinccl  vviih  relblurc  Sea- 
men, and  coniMiandcil  l)y  Cipialn  CVjc,  for  the  Pui*polb 
of  rtcovcring  the  Sliij)  Pha^tixy  which  had  been  taken 
from  the  Englijhy  in  the  Action  near  Elbu^  and  vvliicli, 
at  this  Time,  made  a  I'art  of  the  St^uadron  belonging 
to  the  Knemy.  On  the  twcnty-lixth  of  Novtmbery 
the  Year,  one  thoiifand,  lixhuncircd,  and  lifty-two,  the 
Phctnix  was  boarded  by  the  Engiifl}^  when  the  Dutch 
were  fo  lurprized  that  they  made  but  little  Refinance, 
and  young  f^an  Irompy  who  commanded  her,  was 
forced  to  leap  into  the  Water,  to  avoid  being  taken. 
Thif  A£lion  was  performed  with  fuch  Expedition  that, 
before  the  Duhhy  who  lay  next  to  he;*,  were  well  ap- 
prized of  what  had  happened,  flie  was  conveyed  oiF.

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The  EngViJh  rather  chofe  to  run  all  Hazards*  tlmn  to 
deliver  up  the  Ship.  Widithis  Rclblution,  they  im- 
mediately fcnt  Advice  to  Commodore  Bodlcy^  who 
lay  at  the  Illand  of  Elhn^  vvitii  two  Men  of  VVar,  a 
Fire-Ship,  and  four  Merchan'nicn  vyhioh  were  in  the 
former  Engapjement  with  A^i  Galen.  It  was  loon  af- 
terwards agreed  between  the  two  Commatulcrs  that 
Bod/gy,  with  his  fmall  Squadron  (ahliougii  unfit  for 
AAion,  partly  from  the  Lofs  of  Men  in  the  late  Figit, 
and  partly  on  Account  of  the  Merchant-Ships,  under 
their  Convoy,  vvhich  were  laden  vvith  fifteen  hundred 
Bales  of  Silk,  and  other  valuable  Goods,^  ihould  ap- 
pear alx)ut  the  Time  fixed  upon,  within  Sight  of 
Lfghorn^  in  Order  to  amufe  the  Dutch,  and  thereby, 
if  poflible,  to  draw  them  from  before  the  Harbour, 
and  thus  open  a  Paffage  for  JppUton  to  elcape.

large,  by  SignorAlmericSnlvetti,  his  Minlfler  in  England, 
complained  loudly  of  the  Violation  of  his  Pen,  and  the  Be- 
haviour of  A  pplcton  on  the  Cccafion,  and  infilled  on  a  pro- 
per Satis  fa«!^ion.  The  Parliament  were  fo  highly  oflertded 
at  the  Mifconduc^  of  the  Commodore,  that  they  referred  the 
whole  Matter  to  the  Council  of  State,  who  Tent  immediate  Or- 
ders to  him  to  return  home  by  Land,  without  the  lealVDeliiy  , 
They  alfo  wrote  a  inoft  obliging  Anfwer  to  tjie  Grand  Duke 
which  bears  Date  on  the  fourteenth  of  the  fame  Month,  and 
which  they  diipatched  on  Purpofe,  by  an  Exprefs,  telVif^- 
ing  their  great  Concern  at  the  Event,  and  afluring  him  that 
fuch  a  Courfe  Ihould  be  taken  with  the  Commodore,  as 
ivould  fufficiently  manifell  to  all  the  World  that  they  could 
no  lels  brook  the  Violation  of  his  Right,  than  the  Infrlnge- 
inent  of  their  own  Authority,  which  had  been  trarh pled 
upon,  in  this  Inftance,  contrary  to  tl.ufe  repeated  Commands 
to  their  chief  Officers,  and  Captains  arriving  in  his  Ports, 
which  was  to  carry  themfelves  with  the  molt  refpedtf'.'l  Ob- 
servance poflible.  And,  relatively  to  the  Ship  PhcEnix,  they 
promife  that  after  an  Audience  granted  to  Appleton,  and'  a 
farther  Conference  with  the  Tufcan  Refident,  they  will*  pro- 
irouncefuch  a  Sentence  as  Ihall  be  agreeable  to  JuHice,  ahd

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fiiant  to  this  Ap;rccmcnt,  Bodley^  on  the  fecond  of 
March,  in  the  Year,  one  thouland,  fix  hundred,  and 
fifty-three,  arrived  within  Siglit  of  the  Place.

War,  whilft  the  reft  obfervcd  the  Motions  of  BoJUy. 

At  the  firft  Encounter,   an  unfortunate  Shot,  from 
|hc  Ship  commqinded  by  Van  Galen,  fet  Fire  to  the  Uo' 
naventurtf  which,    blew  up,  although  not  unrevengcil, 
for,  at  the  fame  Time,  the  Ball  of  a  Piece  difcharged 
by  one  of  the   Englifh,  on  Board  of  the  iaft  Vclfcl, 
Shattered  die  Leg  of  Fan  GaUn  fo  feverely,  that  he  ex- 
pired, foon  afterwards.     Meanwhile,  jippUton  was  at- 
^cked  by  two  of  the  Hollanders  at  once,   againfl  whom 
Jie  maintained   a  clofc  Fight,   during  five  Hours,  with 
fuch   Refolution,  that  both  th?   Dutch  Ships  were,  at 
length,  fo  difabled,  that  they  fcarccly  iircd  a  Shot.    Van 
Galen  employed  the  l^fl  Remains  of  Life   in  Attempts 
to  aflift  his  Squadron,  and  was  in  great  Danger  from 
a  Fire- Ship  belonging  to  the  Divifion  under  the  Com- 
inand  of  Bodley, 

At  this  Junfture,  the  Hollanders  who  were  engaged 
with  Appleton,  being  reinforced  by  a^iother  Ship,  re- 
newed the  Attack  with  greater  Vigour.  Several  Dutch 
Hiflorians  have  remarked  that  Jppleton,  perceiving 
himfelf  opprefled  by  fuch  unequal  Numbers,  aftc^ 
having  made  all  poflible  Refiftance,  ran  down,  and 
^Quld  hayc  blqwn  up  his  Ship;|  but  that^  being  hin- 

X  ^  derc4 
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deicd  by  his  Seamen,  he  was  obliged  to  yield.  Thp 
young  yan  Tromp,  attacking  the  i^ampfon^  was  beaten 
off,  after  a  dtfperatc  Engagement,  but  the  Sampjon 
was  foon  alt crvvaids  burnt  by  a  tire-Ship.  The  Z^- 
vant  Merchant  being  encountered  by  one  of  the  Vcf- 
fels  in  the  Service  of  the  Enemy,  beat  her  off,  and 
ilranded  her.  But,  being  at  length  taken,  together 
with  the  PUgrim^  (which  had  loft  her  Main,  and 
Mizen-Mafts  in  the  Fight,)  the  Mary^  left  alone, 
efcaped,  and  joined  the  neareft  Ships  in  the  Squadron, 
under  the  Command  of  5^i/rj'.  Thus  ended  the  En- 
gagement (r).  M<>-, 

Adhering  to  the  Opinion  of  Mr.  Ct^mpliell,  wc  muft 
rem'nid  the  Reader  that  before  we  can  yegularly  return 
to  the  Events  of  the  War  nearer  home,  it  is  abfolutcly 
neceflary  to  ake  Notice  of  the  great  Change  made  in 
the  civil  Government,  by  Cromwell,  who,  on  the  twen- 
tieth o{  Jpril,  in  the  Year  one  thoufand,  fix  hundred, 
and  fifty-three,  entered  the  Houfe  of  Commons,  and 
dilfoivcd  the  Parliament,  by  Force  (d).  The  Hifto- 
rian  (<?)  remarks  that  the  A£\ion,  ftupcndous  in  itfelf, 
appears  ro  have  ftricken  too  many  of  our  own,  and  of 
foreign  Writers  with  a  Want  of  Difcernment.

It 
muft  be  confefl'ed  that  Cromwell  carried  on  the  W^ar, 
but  it  was  only  until  he  could  make  fiich  a  Pcac";  as 
Served  his  Purpofcs ;  and  the  noble  Hiftorian  hath  juftly 
remarked  that  it  was  the  Proceeding  of  the  Parliament, 
who  perlifted  in  carrying  on  the  War,  which  com^ 
pelled  Cromwell  to  adl  fooner  than  he  would  have  done, 
from  a  f'orcfight  that  if  they  once  conquered  their  fo- 
reign Enemies,  they  would  not  fo  ealily  be  overturned 
at  home,   by  their  own  Creatures  (^),  ^. 

i'  h  is  granted  tha;  the  Dutch  did  not  inflantly  receive 
any  great  Benefit  from  the  fudc'.cn  Revolution,  but  let 
lis  remark  that  the  chief  Oflkers  of  the  Fleet  concurred 
jn  the  Meafure.  The  Government  of  the  Parliament 
(hovvfoever  their  Authority  might  have  been  acquired,) 
Avas  a  Government  of  Order,  and  of  Laws ;  the  Go- 
vernment of  the  General,  who  became  afterwards  Pro-

It  is  not,  there- 
fore, a  Matter  of  Surprize  that  both  the  Navy,  and 
the  Army  were  fatisficd  with  |iis  Conduft  [h).  From 
this  Change  of  Adminiilration,  the  Enemy  derived 
fome  Advantages.  Fan  Tramp  copvcyed  a  large  Fleet 
of  Merchantmen  to  the  North  (for  they  were  now 
forced  to  follow  that  PaiTage,  rather  than  fail  along 
the  Channel,)  and,  although  the  ^«^///^  Fleet  chaced 
him  to  the  Hcighth  of  Aberdeen,  yet  it  anfwered 
no  Purpofe ;  and  he  not  only  eluded  their  Purfuit, 
but  returned  in  Safety  to  the  Downs,  taking  feveral 
Prizes,  r^nd  next,  difcharging  his  Ordnance  againft 
Dover  Cajile  (/).  This  Sc  c  of  Triumph  lafted  but 
a  lingle  Week.  Van  Tromp  arrived  before  the  laft 
Place,  on  the  twenty-fixth  of  May,  and,  at  the 
Conclufion  of  the  Month,  received  Intelligence  of  the 
Approach  of  Monk,  and  Deane,  with  the  Squadrons 
under  their  Command,  confifting  altogether  of  ninety-; 
ty-five  Sail  of  Men  of  War,  and  five  Fire- Ships  (k). 
The  Dutch  A rman^ent  amounted  to  ninety- eight  Men 
of  War,  and  lix  Fire- Ships  j  and,  at  the  Head  of  both 
F  Icets,  were  Officers  the  noft  celebrated  for  Conduct, 
and  Refolution,  in  cither  Navy,  fothat  it  was  generally 
conceived  that  an  Engagement  muft  prove  decifive.

The  Aftion  began  abouj:  eleven 
o'clock,   and  the  firft  Broadfidc  from  the  Dutch  carrie4 
off  the  gallant  Admiral  Deaue^  whofe  Body  was  almoU 
cut  in  two  by  a  Chain-Shot.     M-nh^  with  great  Pre-

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On  the  Morrow,  Van  Tromp  embraced  every  Mct^- 
ftire,  confiftent  with  his   Honour,  to  avoid  engaging, 
but,  at  eiglit  in  the  Forenoon,  the   Englijh  Fleet  ap- 
proached, and  attacked  the  Hollanders  with  great  Fury. 
During  the   Space   of  four  Hours,   the  Battle  lafted 
without  Intermillion  ;  arid  Vice- Admiral  Penn  boarded 
Van  Tromp  twice,   and  had  taken  him,  if  he   had   not 
been  feafonably  relieved  by  Ds   fVit^  and  Z^*  Ruyur, 
At  lengtli,  the  Dutch  fell  again  into  Confuiiou     and  an 
abfolute  Flight  enfued,  when  they  fought  a  Shelter  on 
tlie  flat  Coaft  of  Newport,  from   whence,   with   great 
Difficulty,   they   cfcaped  to   Zealand.     From  the  Ac- 
counts of  our  own  Hiftorians,  we  learn  that  fix  of  the 
beft  Ships  in  the  Service  of  the  States  were  funk,   two 
blown  up,    and  eleven   taken ;   and   that  lix   alfo  of 
their  principal  Captains,  and   upwards  of  fifteen  hun- 
dred Men  were  made  Prifoners.

tain. Of  the  private  Men,  but  few  fell,  and  not  a 
Ship  was  milling;  fo  that  a  more  compleat  Viftory 
could  Icarccly  be  obtained,  or,  perhaps,  defired.

I  hcfe  Cromwell  received  with 
great  Haughtinefs,  addreifed  them  in  high  Terms, 
and  aflTumed  to  himfelf  the  Reputation  of  former  Vic- 
tories, in  which  he  bore  but  an  inconliderable  Part, 
but  which,  at  this  Juncture,  he,  with  deep  Policy, 
converted  to  his  own  Advantage  (/»). 

The  State%  were,  notwithftanding,  far  from  trufting 
intirely  to  Negociations,  but,  at  the  Period  when  they 
treated,  laboured,  with  the  utmoft  Diligence,  to  repair 
their  paft  Lolies,  and  to  equip  a  new  Fleet.  This  Taik 
was  extremely  difficult  \  and,  in  Order  to  effect  it,  they

their  Commerce  wa[s  at  a:  full  Stop.  They  came  down 
in  Pcrfon  to  their  Korts,  faw  their  Men"  embark,  payed 
them  previous  to  their  Entrance  into  the  Service,  amd 
promiled  that  if  they  would  engage  once  more,  thev 
never  fliould  be  defired  to  aflrft  again  (q). 

Yet  even  thefc  Meafares  would  fcarccly  have  proved 
fuccefsful,  if  the  indefatigable  Attention  of  De  fi^itt,  iff 
the  Kquipment  of  the  n«wtyconftrudied  Vcflels,  and 
the  Skill,  Vigilance,  and  Liberality  of  f^an  Tromp  (who, 
wbilft  he  repaired  the  old  Ships,  by  Order  of  th^Statfs^ 
gave  every  bounteous  Encouragement  to  the  Seamen,) 
had  not  contributed  more  than  any  Circumftairce  vvhat- 
tbever  to  the  fetting  out  of  a  frefh  Fleer,  in  the  latter 
!^nd  of  July,  confifting  of  more  than  ninety  Ships  j  ar 
warlike  Preparation,  which  then  excited  Wonder,  and 
now  is  fcarcely  credible.  Thefe  were  Tidualled  for  five 
Months,  and  intended  by  the  States  to  block  up  the 
Englijb  Ports,  and,  thus,  oblige  the  Soiaadrons  of  a  pow- 
erful Enemy  to  retire  from  the  Harbours  of  the  Dutch 
Yet  it  was  refolved  tliat  l^an  Tromp  fnould  fail  to  the 
Mouth  cf  the  Texely  where  De  Ruyter,  with  twenty- 
five  Sail  of  powerful  Ships,  wa:s  ffiut  in  by  the  Englijh 
Fleet,  in  Order  to  try  if  they  might  not  be  provoked 
to  kavc  their  Station,  and  give  the  Dutch  Scjuadron  an 
Opportunity  of  coming  out  (r).

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J)eared  in  Sight  of  the  Engltjhy  who  cxortcd  every  En- 
deavour for  the  Purpofc  of  engaging  them,  but,   Vam 
Tromp,  having  in  View  theRekafe  of  De  fVity  rather 
than  a  Battle,  remained  at  lb  coniiderahJe  a  Diftancc 
that  it  was  feven  atNi^ht  before  General  Monk^  in  the 
Refoluiioriy  and,  attended  by  about  thirty  Ships  of  differ- 
ent Rates,  came  up  with  hitb,  and  charged  through  his 
whole  Fleet.     As  it  grew  dark  foon  afterwards,  all  Hof- 
tilities  cetfed  for  the  Remainder  of  the  Night,  Monk 
falling  to  the  South^   and  Van  Tromp  to  the  Northward^ 
which  laft  Motion  not  being  fufpe£led  by  the  Englijh^ 
he  not  only  joined  the  Squatlron  eomraanded  by  Di 
Wity  but  obtained  the  Weather-Gage  (j).     The  Day 
following  proved  hazy,  and  tempeftuour,    nor  was  ii 
poffible,   whilft  the  Waves  were  violently  agitated  by 
the  Wind,  that  the  Fleets  could  come  to  Action.    The 
Engltjhy  in  particular,  found  it  difficult  to  avoid  run- 
ning on  the  Coafts  belonging  to  the  Enemy  (?). 
■    On  Sunday^  the  thirty -firft  ofjufyy  the  Weather  be- 
came favourable,  and  the  Englijhy  and  Dutch  engaged 
with  great  Fury.     The  Battle  laftcd  during,   at  Icaft, 
eight  Hours,  and  was  more  violeatly  fought  than  any 
throughout  the  whole  War.     The  Dutch  Fii*e-Ship» 
were  mnnagcd  with  great  Dexterity,   and,  by  them^ 
many  of  the  large  Veflcls  in  the  Englijh  Fleet  were  in 
«hc  litmoft  Danger  of  perifhing.     The  Triumph  was  fa 
sfFeftually  fired  that  mofl  of  her  Company  eaft  them-

Neon,   f^on  Tronip  was  diet  through  the  Body,  by  a 
Mu(ket-Ball,    as   he   Was  giving  Orders  (x).     1  his 
Event  miferab'y  difcouraged  his  Countrymen,   and,  at 
two  o'clock,  they  retreated,  in  great  Confulion,  hav- 
ing but  one  Flag  hoifted  in  the  whole  Fleet,     l^he 
lighteft  of  the  Et.glijh  Frigates  purfued  them  clofely, 
until  the  Dutch  Admiral,    perceiving  that  they  were 
fmall,  and  of  no  great  Force,  turned  his  Helm,  and  re- 
folved  to  engage  them,  when  fome  larger  Ships  bore 
down  to  their  Afliftance,  and  he  was  taken  (y).  When 
the  fcattered  Fleet,  ia  the  Service  of  the  States,  had  re- 
covered the  Texel^  the  Night  was  conliderably  advanced. 
The  Englijh  fearing  the  Flats,  rode  warily  at  the  Dif- 


tance  of  iix  Leagues.
